improvements of the piefcnt times may, without arrogance, be claimec! by 
the influence of Liaeiary Journals, and the facility with wnich they are 
femlinted.

merely fixing the definitions aiyi divinons 
in h’s memory. 

Foi that purpofe, Mr. Solllcitor would 
recommend domi; little more than trading 
tha Infiitutes itCft with feme cafy com- 
meniaiy. Although Huber and Hopius 
are not Co elegant and detp as Vinntus^ 
they aie more proper for a young begin- 
ner. 

Although the Solllcitor difapproved of 
going into the icicnce at hrft, he 

does not mean to diflTuade Mi. Hopefiom 
calling up and perufing the capml laws 
hi the Corpus Juiis, which may be quoted 
by Huber and Hopins. He does not 
mean to exclude Hemeccius’s Inftitutcs, 
for llcinecCkus liascolle^led the definitions 
and divlfions in a very methodical man- 
nei. 

Heineccius’s Antiquities miift alfo be 
trad at ftitutt fhne, as the titles m both 
exiCciy correfpond. 

If Mr. Hopeieada with attention what 
ib hjie recommenebd as the woifc of one 
yeai, he will have laid a ^od fotmdaiion, 
aiul will find the fhfidy of ihe Pandefls not 
but agreeable. 

twiife)i.u8 on die Pandefls, and Voct, 
wi«ii.h IS the moft pra^ical bo^, muft be 
- t^itelnliy pcn^led from bcginnini; to emi. 
For young muh t^'el in under- 
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ftand ihc civil law in the view of pr.iAice, 
muft be thoroughly mafter of Voer. 

Cujaccius is a book by much too long 
to be read from beginning to end ; but m 
all queftions of difficulty, and likewife on 
any interefting fubje^, recourfe (hould be 
had to him gs'the very beftof all civilians. 

In the coiirfe of leading the Pandefls, 
Mr. Hope fhould have much recourfe 
the text of the Coipiis Juiis itfelf, from 
which he will draw real inftru6fion, and 
mere entertainment than from any com- 
mentator. 

After reading the Inftitutcs and Pande^ls 
in the manner above-mentioned, Mr. 
Hope may conclude with Vinnius upon 
the Infti*^utes, as containing a clear and 
elegant fummary of the principles of th^ 
Roman law, Sand which, if carefully ]*e- 
rufed, will fix them on his memory. 

Mr. Gillier in his letter feems to think 
too much time beftowedupon the ftudy of 
the Roman law* but upon le-confideiing 
(hat opinion, he will alter it when he le- 
fic£ts that the giand piinciples of equity, 
jufticc, and the law of all modern nations 
aie to be found ^eie $ and the deviations 
fioni the RoiJMn law many modem coun- 
try docs not anfc fiom thedifappiobation 
ot i{, but from thenianneis, ciicumftancc^, 
and levolulions in that counUy.

About the time I ftrll obTerved this pro- 
mifmg hero upon the ftage, his chief compe- 
titors weie PipCA and Orettmg* He Mat 
them both (and I thought with eafe) as often 
as he fought them. 

Pipes was the neateft boxer I remember* 
He put m his blows abouflithe face (which 
he fought at moft) with furpiifing time aH8 
judgment. He maintained his l^ttik for 
many yca^ by his extraordinary flcill, againft 
men of fai fuperior fticngth. Pipes was hut 
weaVly made^ his appeal ance befpoko acti- 
vity, but his hand, arm, and body were but 
fmall ; tiioiigh by thit acquired fpiing of 
his arm he hit piodigious blov'^s ; and 1 really 
tlunk that at lad, whCn lie was heat out of 
his championfhip, it was moio owing to lus 
debauchery than the ineut of chofc who beat 
him. 

Gretting \\is a^iong antagonift to Pipeg* 
They contended hi^rd together for tome time, 
and xirere aknoft alternate viftoro. Gretting 
had thejaeareft way of going to the ftomach 
(whkifij what tluy call the mark) of any 
mm 1 knew. He was a moft artful boxer, 
ftronger made chan Pipes, and dealt the 
ftiaiteft hl3\Ts. 8ut what ma'^e Pgses a 
match foi him, was his larc bottopi fpitit, 
Yvmch would b^r a deal of beating ; but this, 


in my mind, Gretting was not fuffickntly 
fumilhed with ; for he was beat twice 
together by Pipes, HammcrTmith Jack^ a 
meer floven of a Boxer, and every 'body that 
fought him afterwaids, beat him. I mull, 
noci^ithftanding, do that juftice to Cm* 
ting's memory, as to own that his debauchery 
very much contributed to fpoil a great Boxer ^ 
but yet 1 think he had not the bottom of the 
other. 

Much about this time, tb^ was one 
Whitaker, who fought the Venetian Gondo- 
lier. He was a very ftrorf follow, but a 
clumfy Boxer. He had two qualiftcations 
very much contributing to help him out. Ho 
was very extraoidinary for his throwing, anti 
contriving to pitch his weighty body on the 
fallen man. The other was, that lie was e 
hardy fellow, and would bear a deal of beat- 
ing. This was the man pitched upon to 
fight the Venetian. X was at Slaughter's 
CofTcc-houfo when tlie match was ma^ hy 
a gentleman of an advanced ftation t he fertt 
for Fig to procure a proper man for him ; he 
told diim to take care of hts man, becaufo it 
W 4 S for a large fum $ and the Venetian was 
a mm of extiaordinary ftrength, and famous 
for breaking tlic jaw-bone in boxing. Fig 
rcplie^ in his rough roanner, 1 do not know, 
mafter, but he may break one of his own 
countrymen's jaw-bones with his fift$ but 
I will brmtj^him a man, and he lhall not break 
hib jaw-bone with a fledge hammerin bis han<h 

The battle was fought at sFig's amphi- 
theatre, befoie a fplendid tompany, the po- 
liteft houfe of that kind I ever faw. wfule 
the Gondolier was ftnpping, my heart yearn- 
ed for my countryman. His arm took up all 
obforvation j it was furpriflngiy large, long, 
and mufcular, He pitched bimfoif forwa^ 
with his right leg, and his arm fuUffisten^d, 
and, as Wliicaker fipproached, gaSni'm a 
blow on the fide of die head, that knoiked 
him quite off the ftijge, which was remark- 
able for if‘s height. Whitaker's misfortune 
in his fall was tlien the giandeur of the com- 
pany, on which account they fuftlred no 
common people in, Clut ufuotly fit on the 
ground and Kne the ftage round, It was 
then ail clear, and Whitaker had nothing to 
ftop him but the bottom. There was a ge-

Hence it is chat genius and knowledge 
are as requifite in Purveying a pidlUi e, as in 
painting one. Ihe cold,^ untutored eye, 
tho It may enjoy the teal feene, (be it 
hiAory, landfcape, or what it will) is un- 
moved at the fii A reprefentatton. It does not 
fee an exa^ refemblance of what it fees 
abroad ; and having no inteipal pencil, if 1 
may fo fpeak, wot k within, it is utterly 
unible to admifttfler a pidture to itfelf 
Whereas the learned eye, veifed equally ir. 
natuie, and aic, eafily compai es the pidturq 
with y's archetype, and when it Ands the 
charadlcriAic touches of nitnre, the imagi- 
nation immcdiitely takes Are; and glows 
with a thoufaud beautiful ideas, fuggeded 
only by the canvas. When the canvas there- 
fore IS (o artihctally t^rnviglifjastofuggeA tliefe 
ideas in the AiongcA manner, the pidioie is 
then cnoA perfect lens is generally beA 
done by little labour, and greit knowledge. 

It IS knowledge only, which infpiies that 
free, tliat feailefs, .and detei mined pencil, 
expteffive m a nc;dful hand.

Vv'hich being plants of a diffeicnt genus, 
will ncceffaiily paitakc of the aliment 
allotted for their paiticular fupport; 
V'hcrcas, if trees of \\\q fame kind, 
vhich derive from the earth the fame 
fpecific nouiillinicnt, arc planted in the 
vicinity of each other, upon the fame 
common bed, they innft foon (having 
C’xhaufted the foil uf nutrimcnt^eculjar 
^ to»their nature) dwindle, and petilh.

accident cracked in the courfe of a che- 
mical operation^ the crevice or crevices 
may be fo cfie^ually flopped as to per- 
mit the retort to lofe nothing of the con- 
tained fubjc£t« 

For theic purpofes# Mr. White has 
always found it neceffary to ulc a pre- 
vious coating for filling upthc interfticcs 
of the earth or (lone. This is made by 
dilfoiving two ounces of borax ‘in a pint 
of .boiling water, and adding to the fo- 
lution as much flaked lime as will make 
it into a thin pafle. It may be fproad, 
he fays, with a common priinter's brufli 
over Icvc'ral letorts* which, when dry', 
arc ready for the preferving coat. The 
intention of the firft coating is, that the 
lubflanccs thus fpread over, rcr4thly vi- 
trifying in the fire, fliall prevent eny 
of the diftillmg lubd-'mccs fiom per- 
vading the retoit, while it fcrvcstopic- 
clude the danet r of us being cracked. 
When Mr. White thinks it neccfliivy to 
life any roVtc(^ rrioi is, his method 
is, to charge them with the fubflanct to 
he difiiikd", and then to prepaic u thin^ 
afte, made with cmnnioii 1 infeed oil and 
aked lime, weil mixed, and perfe^lly 
t'llafljc, that itniriy cafily fpread.

o he readily done w ith a painter’s brufli ; 
and in a "day or two the coa:ing, thus 
formed, will be fuflicif;nt!y dry, and 
confcqucntly fit for ufc. ,

figaaturc of “limma Jane Greenland,’*

certainly of far more confequcnce— fot* 
enabling them alfo to preferve^ their 
compofitions, in the very aS of comp 0 ' 
JtHg, without the help of a copyift.— 
The dcvicpiof Mr. Chcefe is ingenious i 
and plaufible is the account given of thp 
machine ) but he mufl cxcufe u» if %ve 
tell him, that we have doubts, very 
frong doubts, about the pra£lical utility 
of his invention. . In the next volume of 
the Society’s Tranfa£i:ions, however, wc 
truft that the author will gratify us with 
fomc fubfiantial proofs of its efficacy. 

In the>rticleof manufaffures, wc are 
prefented with two letters (not a little 
intcrefting to the natural ift, as well as to.

Mafeun|K up by himfetf, he was 
defeendoRn a direfl line from Tudor 
the Great.

All thefe promifes^ 
like the former, came to nothing; the 
mnfterihip of St. Crofs he never got. 
The next year indeed jje was prefented 
to the Chancellorihip of St. Paurs, 
but this was by means adecjiiate to 
his expectations ; and he continuJtl to 
incmorialife her Majedy, till atUngth 
he procured the wardenihip of Man- 
cheuer ui 1595* Here he continued 
feven /cars, feading^a very unquiet 
life, and continually engaged m dif* 
puteswith the felloes. He returned 
t 0 Mortlake in 1604. King James at 
Erd patronii^ed, but was afterwards 
prejudiced againd lum and his ftodies ; 
upon which Dee prefented a petition 
Whifi M^edy, and another ift verfe to 
the Hpuile of Commpns, praying that 
he might be brought to trial, having 
been accufed of calling up evil fptrits. 
Dr. D^ died at Moniake in the year 
^ido8, wving been fo poor in the latter 
part of hU life as Xfi be obliged to fell 
his library piece^mcai for Uibfidcnwr. 
He was buried in the chancel of Mort* 
lake church, q/bere Aubrey fays an 
'^Id marble done was diown as bolunging 
to his tomb.

family to Fetcrihurc^, and promtling 
tofetilc an annuity ol zoeol* per aanum 
upon him, and to granf him the ranlc 
of a Rri^ Couniinior* Thefe offers, 
it muA tie obferved, were made before 
his laff unfudceisful journey to the 
Continent. 

Notwithffandingthc Queen’s patron* 
age, and the various ai^nch prefer. tt 
which he was conftantly in the habit of 
receiving, his unbounded extravagance 
kept him always poor. His journey 
from Bohemia in 15^, which cod him 
near 800I. will afford fome idea of hit 
oftentation. He waj attended by a 
guard of horfe, and travelled with 
^rce coaclfcabeiide&baggage-waggons. 
The coaches, with barn^s for 1 z horfptj 
he bought new upon the occaffon. 
'^^hen he arrived in England, he ap- * 
pears not to have been worth a penny 
and to have fubiided for the next three 

? 'ears upon the precarious bounty of his 
riends. During this period he re<v 
ceived 500I. in money, beiides veffcls 
of wine, whole iheep, pigs, wheat, 
fttgar, and other commodities ; he fold 
his wife’s jewels, his own rarities, and 
whatever could be fpared out of his 
houfo; at the end of the three years 
he was 3^3]. debt. With, thefe ex- 
penditures, which according to the pre- 
icnt value of money we mud edimate 
at more than <«oool. per annum, he 
tells us, that ith great pardmony ufed, 
he preferved himfclf and his familjr 
from hunger, darving, and nakednefs.^^ 
— Dr. Dee carried on his converfation 
with fpirits till the year before his 
death, at which time he feems to 
have applied his pretended art to the 
difeoveryof hidden treafure andftolen 
goods ^ , probably of procuring fome 
prefent fubiidence from thole who 
were filly enough to employ him« ^ 
portrait of Dr. Dee, taken at the age 
of 67, as appears by an infeription 
upon the canvas, Is in the Alhmoleyi 
Mufeum at Oxford, where many of 
hts MSS. are depofited. The annexed 
plate is copied from the pifhxre juft 
mentioned.

The great Importance and proper Method of cultivating and curing Rhubarb 
in Britain for Medicinal Ufes, with an Appendix. By Sir William FordycCf 
R.S. Svo. Cadell. 


Auth&r informs us, that having 
king been convinced of the great 
Ijowersmthe Rheum palmatum, or true 
llhabarb, in preventing or removing 
muy of the worll difeafes, he was dcr 
firous of introducing the mode of culti- 
vatsngand curmgit into this country, fo 
udto reduce its price, and render it more 
cxtcnlively beneficial : in this he fuc* 
ceeded, and wa^ rewarded with the gold 


medal given by the Society for the En- 
uouragement of Arts, J^^nuf&^turcs, 
■ud Commerce. 


The firll perfon who brought the 
feeds of tt to this country was Mr. 
Belli of A^utermony, a Scotch gentle- 
man, who trd^elied from Pctcrlburgh 
in the fiiitc of Mr. r fmaylolF, ambaiTador 
from that court to Pekin, 1719. Ab,ovc 
the Sedmypaiaty, fays he, near Ibme

— ^The feed is lirKl to be fowed in a hot- 
bed, and when it has Ihot up three or 
fourfccd-lcaves, to be planted out, in an 
call or fouthA:aKl expofure, An ground 
not too rich, in order to avoid the fly, 
m which this plant is more liable than 
even the turnip : it Ihould be planted 
out in March, April, or May, and 
tranfplanttd during the fummer. The 
root ihould bcj. taken up at the end of 
the year, and is in its mofl pcrfe£l Hate 
after havi^ remained feven years in the 
ground. Thc«proccfs of curing is to be 
conduced in the following manner ; 
As fooii as a root weighing from 3 to 
70 pounds is dug up, let it be wa&ed 
thoroughly clean ; let the fibrous roots 
be taken away, and not the fmallcH 

E article of baric left on the large ones. 

•ct thefe be cut into pieces cf four 
inches in breadth, and one and a half ia 
depth, with a hole half an inch fquare 
in the middle of each. Let them be 
flrung upon a packthread at fuch dif- 
tances as to prevent their rubbing or 
entangling, and hung up in the warin 
air of a kitchen or l-iundry till the 
moifturc is exhaled ; they ^nSty after- 
w.irds be dried at more Icii’ure, then 
wrapt feparatcly in cotxon, and put into 
a borilc with a widi; mouth. 

Half an ounce of the powder of the 
coarlcr roots, with double the quantity 
of cream of tartar, isr recommended as 
an., excellent vnedicine to be given to 
horfes when their blood is^ in an iiiftam- 
matory Hare.

Anv-Cdotls of Mr. Mackknzie, 
Author of “ S:ri6lurcs on Colonel 
1 ' A R L E ’i o N 's Hi fto; y . ’* 

THe^ Author of thefc Stri^lures owes 
Tftis birth, and the firft rudiments of 
his education, to the moll northern ex- 
tremity of this ifiaad. He, with many 
other of the defeendants of thofe who 


hsd.ftttrfclicd tlieniftlves to theoftufe of 
an unfortunate family, became a Ibldicr 
of fortune on the commencement of the 
late war. 

In the year 1776, a rifilc-gun of pccu-* 
liar ingenuitv was cooftrufled by -Captain 
Fergulbn of the 70th regiment; its uth* 
liry was proved by repeated trials before 
his Majelty 5 and the command of one 
hundred picked men confeneJ on the 
inventor, with w'hich he embarked fot 
America. To this felcfV corps the au» 
thor attached hknfclf, and dfrly di- 
ilinguilhed by his patron. — The man- 
ner in which lie laments the death of Fer- 
gufon, in the work before us, llievvsthat 
gratitude is one of his virtues. 

The aflivity and fervices of Fergufon 
and his corps met with proper attention 
from tlic Commaiider in Chief, and our 
author was provided for in the Line. 

During the war in the Southern Co- 
lonies we find him always in the fiekL 
and, unfortunately for I.icutcnant Colonel 
Tarleton's fame as an hiftorian, frequent- 
ly under his command. From fcvenil 
w'oiinds received at Cowpens he returned 
to Camden — and liis dedication ex- 
picHes hi‘; iLiile of the humanity he ex- 
perienced there from Lord Rawdon, as 
well as hr. ideas of hi, [.oidllup's mili- 
tary talents. "When he rccovcied from 
thcle wi'und;, lie was appointed to a 
public depaitmenr in J?ll<^^'leftown by 
Colunel Balfour the Commandant, wtw 
employed in confidential fervices, and 
though under the fan? non of a flag of 
riuce, imrdc pnlbncr by the Count da 
CJralie j but being rclcafed by General 
Wathington, he was again publicly em- 
ployed in Charleftown. Gn that place 
being abandoned, he retnrnfd with a 
rcnuKint of the icgimenr to which he be- 
longed to this country, wheie peace was 
juft proclaimed.— War flijl raged in In- 
dia thither, having obtained his Ma- 
jefty’s pcnnillion, he benr his courfc ; 
where peace being alio fovui icltorccf, he 
travelled from Bombn\ to Bengal, and re- 
turned to Euiope. JIc ii now from aa 
adive foldier become a peaceful citizen, 
and, as far as we can learn, dngagtid in a 
tolerably extcnfivc bulinefs i^ tlic wine 
trade.'

In his Dran^, a Poem written in 
the manner of Chui chill s Rofciad, 1775, 
and Rcgattafi Poem on (he fete gi\en on ihe 
River Tliames in the year 1776, he was Jefs 
fuccefsfuL In 1778 he produced the Invafinns 
p! , a Ti Ip to Brighthelmfton. In this piece 
a well-timed ridicule was pointed at the ap- 
prchcnfions of thofc who feired 0 deftent 
from the French upon our coaft 1 h s fiift 
produihon was extremely well received 
a mock procoffion of fervants armed with 
rlubs and rikes, which was fuggefted by 
^lr. Gai 1 ick| cunf ihuCed not a little to its 
fuccels

'T'HE Nol^cman whofe portrait orna- 
merits the prefent Magazine is one 
whole *wetg|it in the Senate and impor* 
tance in the State havebien long known 
an<l acknowledged. To confiderablc ta- 
lents he has united application j to grejit 
coTineilions no fmall ftiare of perfonal ani- 
lity. In the fervice of Government he 
has bten a6live, firm, and perfevenng i 
in oppolition, fedulous and deteimincd. 
Head of a confuieiable party, his confe- 
quf.ncc is known, and muit be always 
courted. Where fo m\ic|i influence refides, 
power and favour cannot but be expected, 
Granville Levi ion Gower is the third 
fon of John Earl Gower t a noble- 
man who, duiiiig a great part of the late 
reign, was cftcemcd one of the principal 
I'upporlers of the Tory inicrelt, whofe 
favour he loft by his acceptance of the 
oflice of Lord Privy Seal, in the famous 
change in the year 1742. The prefent 
l’u])je6I of our attention was born, as we 
conjc6hire, about the year 1720. After 
an education from wliich he received fuch 
improvements as might be looked for 
from the advantages beftowed upon him 
by natuic, he curly emeied on the line of 
public life, in which courl’e he has ever 
iince continued \ and in 1744 was defied 
to parliamtiit tor the borough of Bifhop*s 
Cattle in Shiopthire. In the next parlia- 
ment, in 1747, he was unanimoufly chofen 
for Weftminiter j but in November 1749 
having accepted a place at the board of 
Admiralty, he again declared himfelf a 
candidate.

CURIOUS OBSERVATION IN ORIENTAL NATURAL HISTORY. 


jT is, perhaps, a fmgular appearance, 
in the raiural hliiory cf the world, 
that the vaft lidge of mountain^ which, 
extending from Ca»e C'umoiin to the 
£aft. India Company's Northern Cheats, 
fepaiate the Cojomand^ l coaft from that 
cf Malabar, do notgiadually culminate, 
as ti cy itcede from the level ol the ocean, 
but rile on either coaft abruptly to their 
greateft height, and form a ftupencious 
bafts to a vaft plain ftrctching along their 
tep. — They do not, like moft other ranges 
of hills, 1 tfemble the roof of one of our 
houfes, but laihci that of an eaftern pa- 
lace; and form a natural terrace, un- 
doubtedly the nobletl in the world. It is 
not here intended to I'ptak wirh gccmctii- 
cal exaftriels. In that immeiitc plain 
fiipportcd by the chain of mountains which 
divide Hiiiiloftan, beauiifui eminences eve- 
ry wheic aril'e, rovcied with Mango and 
other iiccE, Mhich are giecu all the year 
rcuiid ; but ftiil thei'e bear no proportion 


to the level fnace which they dlvcrfify. 
On this plain, the Marraitas, the Myfo- 
reans, and other nations, that may be, 
#Dt improperly, termed the Highlanders 
of ilindoftan, breed and train up their 
hojfes. In the northern countries of 
Europe the foil is commonly the more 
fertile the lower its fttuation ; bccaufc, in 
elevated fituations, the air becomes loo 
cold for vegetation, But in this climate, 
elevated fituathoti is rather favourable to 
vegetHticn, at leaft to moft vegetable 
produftions ; and the plains here de- 
icribed are for the moft part as fruitful 
and verdant as any in the kingdom of 
Bengal. It is in thofe high lands that 
we meet with the moft warlike tribes in 
India. Here, as in other countries, if 
we confine our obfervations to the native 
powers, the Gods of the hills have gene- 
rally prevailed, in all contefts, over the 
Gods of the plains.

T SHOULD be diffident in giving my ad- 
vice to a young •Nobleman where my af- 
fedions arc concerned, for fear /of di awing 
him into a miftaken courfe of Rudy. But 
yet as my affeftions urge me ftrongly, I will 
hazard even my judgment, though I may 
fail, notwitliRanding my carneft defire to he 
of fome fort of fervice to^a friend and a rela> 
tion. 

My judgment, as far as it goes with regard 
to a young Noblenian who is a (Iranger to 
public education, to Greek dhd compofition, 
is this : that his ambition (hould be carried 
forward towards the greater lines of publK 
life, by fucli methods of knowledge that may 
fuit him, and yet enable him to appear with 
credit to himfelf and fervice to his country. 
All knowledge fhould bs laid in principle ; 
piinciple is founded on reafon and morality. 
Without tiring a perfon uniifed to applica- 
tion, I would (hew him«a ffiort, and yet 
profitable way, without a great deal of dry- 
nefs and trouble. 

It has always appeared to me that there 
can be no profitable application without plea- 
furc in mading, and that pleafure cannot 
arife, except the mind feels an ambition to 
puAi on to the objefl wliich is thus in view, 
and to enlarge its powers. 

A fyftem of morality need not be dry, but 
it is a neceffiary foundation. Burlemaqui's 
Droit Nat urel, PuffendorfF's Devoirs d'Honime 
et de CItoyen par Barbeyrac, and the Extracts 
of the Socratic Phllofophy from Xenophon 
aad Platofyfor the ufe of WeRminRer fchool, 
are (hort books and pleafurablc. In Tully 
and Socrates you fee all that was valuable 
amongR the Academics, which indeed was 
the only fe^l that carried the efforts of reafon 
as far as it would then go. Of the other two 


fcfl:s (for there are Imt three great ones), thi 
Stoics hurt the caufe of their virtue by over- 
rating its power j and the Epicureans debafed 
it. 

To conneft the fyftem of natural religion 
as to theory and piaftlcewith Chriltianity, 
which is the perfection of morality, and that 
method of falvation which the Deity revealed 
to mankind through ChriR, that they may be 
affiired of eternal happinefs upon their fincere 
endeavour to fulfil his laws 5 to conneft 
thefe, Grotius de Veritate Religionis ChriRia- 
nap, Lcland on Revelation, vol. II. and Clarke 
on die Attributes, particularly the Second 
Part, will be very ufeful j and on the know- 
ledge of the Deity, Maclaurin’s FirR Chapter 
of the View of Sir I. Newton’s Philofophy, 
and Abernethy on the Attrlhutc|, which will 
be eaficr than Claike’s FirR Thus the 

foundation will be laid in a juR fenfe of the 
nature of God and man, of creation, provi- 
dence, and redemption, and the heart and 
underRandingwillbe formed upon found and 
Rrong principles. Without enaiing into theo- 
logy the Bible may be read, and when it is 
read there Ihould be fome Comment at hand. 
Patrick and Lowth on the Old, and Whitby or 
Hammond on the N^ TeRamcnt, feem to 
me the beR to be confulted occafionally, 
though tliere is no commentator without lus 
faults. 

In reading the Scrlptuies a young man 
may Rart at difficulties j how they may 
Lnle you will fee in Bifliop Atterbury’s 
and Bilhop Conybearc’s Sermons on that 
fubje^. 

Lowth’s fhort Traft fhews yoy the profi- 
table reading of Scripture •, for one principk; 
ought to be laid down, and kept in your 
mind throughout all reading relative to rcU-

But the real formation of ftile (which is to

'Phis will be yourHiwn ftile ; and if it is at- 
ifeDcled to, whenever occafion calls, with a 
fenfible elocution adapted 10 the fubjedt and 
the audience, your public appearances will he 
I'lOnourable and fucccfsiul. Tliis fhould be 
your ambition. The iargtft line of ambition 
in political knowledge belongs to Hiftcry.

be. The negro of Africa is* a branch of the 
fame ftock with the European, whether En- 
glifli or French, a Spaniard or a Portupude ; 
the difference in the colour of Ills Ikin, per- 
haps, is the effedl of climate; thepooincfs 
of his intelledlual faculties may arife from 
the fame caufe ; but Itill he is as much a 
human creature as the moft refined European. 
And the ftrongeft argument to prove this 
aifertion is, that the pro<iudt of an European 
and an African is an animal fruitful as its 
parents. The animah thefe writci s fpeak of 
(if fuch therc are) as being humanized in a 
few generations, exiil l^t in themfelves ; 
and if my rcafoning is admitted, they have 
no procreative powers; fo tliat the fpecies, 
if 1 may be allowed to give it tliat appella- 
tion, begins and ends in the fame individual 
animal ; and the profpedt of a change taking 
place in fuch monltcrj, for mongers they 
certainly arc, fimilar to that etfedlcd by a 
mixture of European and African blood, is 
merely ideal. 

But left it may be fuppofed thauths affi- 
nity between the negro and the Owran-Ou- 
tang is nearer than I imagine, 1 fholl endea- 
vour to bring Ibme authorities to prove that 
tlie chafm betwixt the two is lo lirge as to 
render them of diftmft fpecies. Owran- 
Outang is the name by which tliis animal is 
known in the Eaii-lndics. Monf. Buftbn 
clefcribes two kinds of them, wiiicli he locks 
upon as a varietur in the fame fpecies ; the 
laigcft he calls PoKor*,, and the finall one 
Jocko, Linnsrus is fappef-d to defciibp 
one of them under the ririnic of Nocturnal 
Man. But the hxc of the animal he de- 
feribes docs not agree with the Pongo ; and 
the Jocko, though it is of the lame fize as 
the Nodlurnal Man, differs fiom it, fays 
Buffon, in every other cliaraclcr. I can 
affirm, adds the fame author, from having 
federal times feen it, that It not only does not 
exprefs itftlf by fpcaking or wliiftling, but 
even that it did not do a fingle thing but 
what a well-inftruAed dog could do. This 
celebrated naturalift (Biitfon) even doubts 
the exiftence of the No(!i^UTnai Mon, an ani- 
mal which in defeription comrs very near 
buman nature. TJiofe, therefore, who have 
formed their notions of the Ow-an-Outang 
from dcfcripilon, it fliould feem 

have been milled j the travcllo.s from wliom 
he has his authorities having in all ]>rubabiiity 
imperfctVJy deferibed a vvliitc Negro, or 
Cjiac'Relas.

fcarce differing from that of man, except 
tliat he has no calves to his legs. He lives 
u{jon fi'uiti*^ and is no ways carnivorous. 
The want of the mufclcs which fenn the 
calves of the legs, conftitutes an cffential 
difference from the liuman fpecies ; as well 
as his living only on vegetables : for man is 
by nature a carnivorous animal, as may be 
demonftrated by the ftrudlurc of his teeth 
and uiGEsiivE organs. The Pongo, 
from tills writer's account of him, docs not 
appear to have any thing like a language, as 
in the animal deferibed by Linnxus, but is to 
all intents a brute, endowed with fome- 
wliat a greater degree of Inftindt than his fel- 
low-brutes. Tyfon, who has given an accu- 
rate anatomical deferiptign of tiie Pig mix 
(Jocko), demonftrates a great difference be- 
tween the iht'^jrnal ftrufturc of that animal 
and man, fufficient, I think, to prove them 
of diitindV fpecies. And I'rofeffor Camper, 
by a difltdlion of the laiinx, &c. of the 
Ovvan-Outang, and fcvcral other fpecies of 
monkeys, has clearly demonftrated the im- 
poffibility of their fpcaking. 

If wc take the obfervations I have cited 
cclledbvely, they* amount to a pofitive proof 
of the Owran-Outang being very far rcmovul 
fym the human fpecies. In the lirft place, 
Buffon ufterts that it is not capable ol doing 
more than a wcll-tau^ht dog ; ftccndly, it 
univci faJly wants the castrocnemix muf- 
clcs, a ftriking charadter in tlie human 
frame ; and its teeth and organs of digeftion 
arc fuch as the granivorous animals are 
knov\'n alone to ,poffefs; and, thirdly, tlT« 
demon ftradons of Camper (a competent 
judge), ’.vhicli j>rovc, that the organs in the 
human frame deftined to the purpofes of ar- 
ticulation, are in this brute (b formed as to 
render it total!/ incapable of fpcech : I re- 
peat, if thefe obfervations are taken collec- 
tively, they abundantly prove this animal 
nvarcr allied to brutes than to man. 7 'hough 
the Owran-Outang is not in my opinion 
fufficlently allied to man to produce an inter- 
mediate fjxcics, yet I believe he may be the 
link which conne^s the rational creature to 
the brute. From the united authority of 
able naturallfts, there is not a doubt but man 
and tlie Owran-Outang are of diftinA and 
widely -Aparaied fpecies. Therefore, the few 
folitary animab produced by this unnatural 
mixture, faid to have been brought to the 
Weft-Indics, and which, 1 believe, arc inca- 
pable of procreation, affprd no argument in 
favour of 4 commerce fraught with the blacky 
eft a£Is of treacheiy, and teeming with prac- 
tices tlic bare relation of v/liich makes human 
nature ihudder.

I T is an unpleafmp; confidtration, that Vir- 
tue cannot be infericd l?oni Knowledge; 
that many can teach others iliofe duties which 
they nevet prai^ife themfclvts : yet, though 
thcie may be fptcuhtave knowkdgc without 
aclual per join ranee, there can be no p^iform- 
ance without knowledge; and •the pi*efcnt 
Hate of many cf cur Papeis is fuch, that it 
may be doubted, net only whether the com- 
pilers know their duty, but whither they# 
have endeavoured or wl/li to know it. 

A Journaiill is an Hiftorian, not indeed 
of the liighelf claf,, nor of the number of 
tliofe whofc works beftow immortality upon 
others or thenjfelves j yet, lilft other Iliilo- 
rians, hediflributes for a time icputation or 
infamy, rtguJ'res the opinions of the* weak,® 
ralfcs hopts and tciicrs, inflames or allays 
the violence of tlie people. He ought thcrc- 
foie tocopfider hinifelf as fuhi^tt at leafl to 
the firfl I.iv/ of Ilifloiy, the Obligation 10 
ttU 'Pruth. 1 'ic Journalift, indtvd, liowcvf r 
will fiequently deceive, ficcraifc he 
will freijufutly be deceived# hi mfs If, He is 
obliged* to tranfmit ibe carlict’t inceii'^cncc 
before he knows how far it may he ueuited; 
he relates tranfaflions yet fltidluaiing in un- 
certainty ; he djivers reports of wh-^li he 
knows not the Authois. it cannot he ex- 
pelled that he /hould kn('>^■\ more than he is 
told, or that hefliouldnot fometimcb belmr- 
ried down t!ie current of a popular clamour. 
All that he can do is to coniidcr attentively, 
and determine impartially j to admit no hilfc- 
lioods by dfflgn, and to rctrai^l tliolc which 
lie /hall havo adopted by ml/lakc. 

This is nor much to be requiicd, and yet 
this is moro than Jic writers of news feem to 
cxadl fiom themii lv“s. Itmufl furcly fome- 
times raife iiidignatirn to i-hj^ivc witn vdiat 
ferenity of conhdu’ce they relate on one day, 
wlwit tliey know nox lo be ti ue, bcc.aifc they 
hope that it w ll rkafe ; and with what 
/hamelcfs tranquillity they contradidl it on 
rile next day, when they tind that it will 
pleafe no longer ; how readily they receive 
any report that will difgrace our cneni.es ; and 
hew eagerly they accumulate praifes upon a 
name wliicii capi Ice or accident has made a 
favourite. I ky knew, by experience, Iiow- 
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ever deftitutc of that what is dcTircd 

will be ciulltcd without nice ex.iminatii n : 
they donottheieroic always iimit thJr narra- 
tives by poflibility, hut flaiigl‘ter aimies 
without battles, aiid conquer countries with- 
out invaftens. 

There arc other violations of ti uth admitted 
only to grainy idlccu-h-l ty. \/l.ich yet arc 
milchievous in their coidvqurnccs, and hate- 
ful in their conu ivapcc.

Mr. Dwight thus introduces his poem 
lo the acquaintance of Ins readeis :

“ hopes he m.:y obferve, without impro- 
** pne:y, that they poftefs the higlielt ad- 
vantages (vr univcrfal .ipidic.Ttion. 

‘‘ Ife has made ufe of rhymer, hccrufe he 
“ believed it w'onld be more generally re- 
“ lifl cJ than bL.nk veife even amonglt tholo 
“ w'ho aie efteemed perfons of tafte. 

“ It may, periups, be thought the rsfult 
‘‘ of inattention or ignorance, that he thofe 
** a fubjeift in w'hicti his country men had no 
“ national iiitcreft, But he remark'.d, that 
“ the lUad and Encid Were as agrec.iblc to 
modern nation.s as to the Greeks and Ko- 
•* mans. The reuton Vie fiii»poltd to he ob- 
“ vious — the Inbjedls i>f thofe poems fur- 
“ mill the failed oppoitiinities ol exhibiting 
tlie agreeable, tiie novel, the moi.d, the 
pathetic, and the fiiblime. If he is not 
“ deceived, the liibjedt he Vias cliolcn pol- 
‘‘ fellcfc, 111 a high degiee, the feme advan- 
“ tages. 

It will be obferved that he has intro- 
diiced fome new worils, and annexed to 
** fome old ones a new hgiuficatu^. Th/» 
liberty, allowed to otheis, he hop »:3 will 
not be refufed lo him j crpecr Uy ao fronn 
•* this fourCe the copiourneE .ind refinement 
“ fit language have been p:Ti:<-3p.*l)y «!cnved,

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That he wifheE to pleafe he frankly 
ca[iCe0e8. If !ie fails in the (defign» it will 
•• be a fatisfadion that he fhall have injured 
no perfon Isat himfeif. As the poem is 
uniformly friendly to delicacy and virtue, 
he hopes bis countTyroep will fo far regard 
him with candour, as not to impute tt to 
** him as a fault, that he has endeavoured to 
** pleafe them, and lias thrown in bis mite 
** fhr tlie advancement of the refuied arts 
** on this fide the Atlantic.** 

There is good feiife in the above quotation, 
thu* we think fume parts very objectionable. 
The faiiliful, ftill, and minute pi61:ure8 
of the inamters of ancient times which 
Homer has given, add an immenfe value 
to h^s works, and afford an unexhaulled 
mine to tlie philo/bpkcr, whofe ftutly is 
human nature. Arioftu and Taflb Have 
a happinef a of the fame kind ; and their 
works will convey to the latcft pofterity 
the ideas and manners afcril^ed to chi- 
valry. The judgment of Virgil per- 
ceived t!ie bappinels of Homer in giving 
fuel) fti Iking ptflures of the manners of 
his age } but ibough the Roman poet has 
given us innumeiable alluiions to auctent 
rites and cufioms, he has nulerably failed 
in deferibing the charaflers df ancient 
Phrygia, Greece, aivi Latium. Eneas, 
krs :n*icnd Achates, '&c. Evander and 
Lauius, and others, aie the mere Gentle- 
men of the Court of Auguftusj and 
Lavinia, who iias *no choice in her own 
marriage, ttnd haei as little care or affec- 
tion concerning 'it, U exaflly the young 
Eady of corrupted Rome : and the rage of 
Lavmia^s mother, and that of Dido herfclf, 
is no other than that of tlie high-fpirited 
Roman matron* But though we men- 
tion tile gi eat value of Homer*s works in 
their- giving us the real manners of fo re- 
mote an age, we do not blame the genius 
uf an American of the preftiu day tor not 
giving us die manners of Canaan, and of 
the lii aelites, who lived near three centu- 
ries before the Trojan war. If flic want of 
real manner's is a fault, that fault arifes 
from the choice of the iubje^k But our 
Bard thinks the want of real manners no 
blemilh ; but rather boafts, that he has 
endeavoured to reprefent fuch manners as 
•I’c jcmoved from the pcculuudties of any 
age or country, but might bdong to the 
amiable and virtuous of every age.** And 
of Cuch manners he aflerts,,that *^they 
poffefs the advantages for uniyer- 

I'll appkration/* But in thsfe pofitions 
We whiely difter from our fwthor.. l^ere 
nevrr was in human .nature aa amiable 
aiui virtuous chara^er that was not 
marked, both io liU a^ing and dunking. 


with the peculiarities of hh eeisi 
eouMtry.^* And in proof of this Mj*. 
Dwight himfeif is' a Itrong evidence, .as 
will appear when we cite the dbfurdity of 
the dinercnt charaflers he aferibes to 
Great Britain and America. And we 
cannot think the Utopian chara£Urs of an 
OfflaUf a B/ackmore, or a Dwight t pof- 
fefs the higheft advantages for univerlal 
application.’* We have infinitely more 
pleafure in viewing the real manners of 
Spain in Cervantes, than In reading a 
thouiand Utopias and Arcadiast and the 
whole family of fi£litious chara£lers and 
manners. Mr. Dwight denies that his 
choice of a fuhjeA in which his coun- 
trymen had no national intercA," was tht 
refult of ixiatteniion. He had remarked, 

lic^lays, tfiut the Iliad and Eneid were as 
agreeable to modern nations as to the 
Greeks and Romans.*’ But here again 
we muft diflent from our American bard. 
Though thefe poems do “ furnifh the 
faireft opportunities of exhibiting the 
agreeable, tlie novel, the moral, the pa* 
thetic, and the fublime,” it does not fol- 
low but that tite Greeks and Romans had 
their national partialities for their parti- 
cular poems, and were much more inte- 
reded in them than any modem nation 
can ]M)flibly be. Witnefs the entbufial'm 
and partiality with which a Frenchman 
views that feeble attempt at tlie Epic, the 
Hb^riade. But though his country* 
men have no national intereft in 
conqueft of ^njan, Mr. Dwight has 
contrived to give them an interen in his 
poem, vrherc, as will loon appear, ^o/huee 
in the allegorical lenfe is General 
ton ; and the Ifraelitcs, the people deli- 
vered and favoured by God, the Ams» 
ricans* 

In his introdu6lion of Tome new words, 
and the ftill greater licence of giving new 
fignihcations to forae old ones, our author, 
we think, has been rafh and unhappy. 

The concluding paragraph of the above'' 
citation merits the approbation and thanks 
of Mr. Dwiglu’'8 countrymen.

Cha- 
racter and oration of Hanniel. After a pa- 
thetic addrefs, and reliearfal of their tnifei ies, 
he attempts to prove the impoiribilfty of fuc-

hortation to return to Egypt. Applauftf^ 
Jnihua replies ; and beginning to explain the 
difpen rations of Providence, is inten upted by 
Hanniel, who (lift obliquely, and then open- 
ly accufes him of aiming at the ufurpalion 
of kingly authority ; and aflerts the return 
to be ca(y. Jolhua vindicates his innocence 
with feverity upon Hfnniel ; and allowi^ 
they can return, paints to them the miferies 
xthey will experience from the Egyptian 
king, lords, people, and manners, and from 
providential difpenfations terminating in 
their ru*n. He appeals to them to judge of 
the falfehood of Hannicl's ideas of the puN 
pofes of Heaven in leading tlicm out of 
Egypt f and declares the certainty of their 
fucCefs from their union, with a few excep- 
tions, their previous profperity, and the fa- 
vour and revealed defigns <jf Heaven, and 
exults in their future glory. Applaufe. Pre- 
paration for war, Caleb oppofes immediare 
war, and advifes a faft of two days. Jo(hua 
approves of it.** 

Here America is obvionfly placed be- 
fore us under the allegory of the Ilradites 
having left Egypt, which means the Bri- 
rifli governmtiU, and about to fettle ihem.- 
felves by force of arms. Hanniel who 
advifes to return to Hgypt, and the diffi- 
culties he foretells, rfprefents thcLoyalifts,

Ac- 
cording to this dermition, aiul though* 
now nlmofi obfoleic wcaic lliil parti al to 
it, the icquifitcs in a dramatic Writer 
arc three : an accurate infigbt into human 
nature; an atTtnrive obfervation of the 
manners and bdlics of the* day ; and a 
bold dilci Iminaiion of ebaia<5\er. 

l>y cba'acl:^! we ^^ oLfld not be under-* 
fio'xl to rnetm the idle chimeras of a dif- 
tempered imagination j beings who nei- 
ther look, nor aH, nor fptak, nor think 
like creatures of this world ; but futh 
men and fiu li women as to the attentive 
pbferver daily appear ; who, how’cver 
they agree with mankiiftl in general, 
have ftill fomc one prominent feature 
svhich is peculiarly their own, the de- 
lineation of w'hicli is the province and 
peculiar excclicnce of the Comic drama- 
lift. In this view let us examine the 
performance now Ivforc us j premifing.

that an Englilhman in Sumatra thinks 
^nd afls pretty much like an Englifhman 
pn the Royal Exchange. However it 
febm» the faft is otherwife, or clfe Mrs. 
Jnchb^Id would fiardly venture lo 


in fo many words, that “ On the IJlnnd 
of Sunhatra^ the Eng^Jh fat lam nt^ the 
fyjlem of Government^ and every def rip'- 
iion of the manners of the people^ recondU 
the ihridenls of the play to the 
ST ltlCTEST ntGREE OF PROBABILI- 
TY ! Nowtoafeertain the degrees of proba- 
bility, Mr. Locke has taught us totakefevc- 
ral matters into our account ; as, the num- 
ber of the evidences, their temptation tode-^ 
ceive us, their likelihood to be themfelves 
deceived j all which unluckily make 
againft Mrs. InchuiilJ’s aflertion. She 
will therefoic have the goodnefs toexcufe 
us, if, with human- nature and a feweri*^ 
tical rules for our guides, wc take the 
liberty to anatomi’.c two or thiee of the 
incx pugnablc probc^hilitks of Such Things 
Are. 

The firft probability, then, is a certain 
Sultan, who having been % private lol- 
dier in an army led on by a rebellious 
Chieftain, and fus commander falling in 
ana^lion, ^was palmed on thefoldiery by 
the leading officers tor the Chief himfclf; 
there being it Iccms u fortunate likcncfs. 
This U a little extraordinary; but it is not 
all. Before the wars he had married a 
Chriftkui, who convened him to her 
faith ; and this ChriftiRn, ifiough the def- 
tined bride of the toimcr Sultan, be had 
found means, wc arc not told hox^ , to car- 
ry off. After the ai^ion, t!ic Pfeudo-Sul- 
tan, in gratitude to tlie officeis who raifed 
liim to the throne, to icvtngc the lofs of 
his wife, whom lie luppofes, nor finding 
her, to have been nuirdcivd in his ab- 
fcnce ; and, though bift net leaft, to fhew 
the good effeffs of his alTumcd Chnfti.ani- 
ty, murders without rtmoifc every indi- 
vidual who was in the Iccrcr of his ad- 
vancement, and reigns a picilefs and 
bloody tyrant for fixtecn years. At 
length a Mr. Hafwell, under which cha- 
raOer we are told Mr. Howaid is flia- 
dowed, arrives in Sumatra ; and in a trice 
diicovers what the poor Sultan had for 
fo many years fought in vain, his wife, 
** whom f*»r lixtccn years he had kept in 
want, in wretchednefs, in a damp dtin- 
geou, becaufe he would not lift?n to the 
voice of pity.** After fitting the Sultan 
pretty (bvercly,and indeed coufidciingthe 
known ferocity of his chara^lff pretty 
boldly, Mr. Hafwcll at laft introduces the 
lady to him ; and is rewarded by the Irp* 
pcrUl Signet, with a Jib^rty to do aij 

muck 



much good as he can. All this is, the 
reader will doubtlefs obiervei ftridly 
iMobablc — in Sumatra. 

Mr* Haiwell, howevert in his tour 
through the prifoxii is not without his ad- 
Ycncures* Zedan» ** a tawny Indian pri- 
foDeTf’’ with ail the dexterity of a Gen- 
tleman Harry^ ora Barrington, picks the 
oocket of this worthy gentleman of a 
letter- cafe* containing two bank notes, 
with which he determines to purcliafe his 
t>wn liberty ; and being a man himfclf of 
a philanthropic turn, rciblves to liberate 
two or three of his compamons alfo* 
Kow, but that we are in Sumatra) two or 
three circumftances here would appear 
improbable. Were thefe Bank of England 
notes } if fo, how came Zedan, a tawny 
Indian prifoncr, to know their value ? If 
not, what notes were they ? as we have 
never heard of the National Bank of Su 
natra. Is this adroitnefs at picking pock-^, 
€ts a natural trait in an unlettered In> 
dian ? And very adroit indeed he muft be, 
for Mr. riarwcll was, at the time of this 
€on*veyancey as Piftol calls it, wrapped up 
ciofe m a long cloak $ certainly not the 
drcfi mod favourable to a pickpocket : 
liowevcr, fo it is ; the pocket-book and^ 
notes are gone, and who (hall difputc it ? 
We fee them in Zedan’s hand 5 he cer- 
tainly has them, and that is enough. On 
Mr. Hafweirs return, however, this in- 
cautious' Zedan throws himfclf in his 
way. Mr. Hafwell, ftruck >vith his mi- 
fery, and not having we fuppofe difeo- 
vered his own lofs, offers him money. 
The generous Indian^ overcome by this 
unpaiallcled inllancc of gootlncfs, feizes 
his benefaftor with the gripe of an Her- 
cules, pulls out the dolcn goodsi and claps 
them into his hand. Mr. Hafwell is fur- 
j>rifed) but the myllery is cleared up by 
Zedan's confclfion, that be ** dole it, 
lind would have Jiahbed him too if he had 
nict him alone* but now his goodticfs 
pnakes him feel that he could love even 
|iis enemies j” op which Mr. Kafwell 
fagely exclaims* ** Oh* Nature I grateful ! 
mild! gentle! and foigivibg !— word of 
Ityrants they wlio, by hard ufage, drive 
you to be cruel very natuial* and

ps the feelings of the ** grateful* mild, 
gentle* forgividg nature'* of a tawny In- 
dian prifoncr* deferibed by the author as 
a thief and a cut-throat.— But this is ftlll 
in Suic^tra. 

Wonderful as every thing yet has been* 
|norc wonders dill remain. — \Vhat appear 
(pbc vioiutioQS of probability of 


fa£l* and probability of nature* we have 
touched on ;\vc come now to one or two 
violations of probability of manners and 
char aAer. A Peer of Great Britain, for- 
getting his rank, his hunuF, his feelings 
as a man, defeends to become a common 
informer, And walks about the terror of 
the Idand. He ablolutcly and literally is 
an eaves -dropping lidener to every con- 
verfation, even of his friends* in order to 
carry the whole to the Sultan, u ho is, as 
the reader already knows, very little in- 
clined to pity or forgivenefs^ Now this 
is fuch an outrage on common fenfe, fuch 
an impudent violation of ix)iribility* that 
wc cannot keep terms with Mrs. Inch- 
baid. As to Loid Flint's charaflcr* not 
fifty Sumatras could fo far pervert the 
nature an Englidi Nobleman 5 and yet 
if it were not for this amiable trait in his 
Lordlhip* we Ihould iofc feme of the 
fined fituations in this play, or indeed 
any other * we mean, the did rclTes of the 
hero of the piece, “ the Honourable 
Henry Twineall.** This young gentle- 
man, fent out by his friends to make his 
fortune, as*ve learn, by addrefsand flat-» 
tery, lands on Sumatra, with a determi- 
nation, if we n&ay borrow a cant phrafe* 
to c/o the whole liland. In addition to 
this eminent qualification ()f flattery, he 
is deferibed as an adept -aX political cau- 
tion, never committing himlelf on any 
fubjefi, and indeed, to ufe his own words* 

talking without languajse : as for ex- 
ample* in his^firll converfation with bir 
.Luke Tremor, (another of Mrs. Inch- 
bald's Probabilities, being an Englifli Ge- 
neral memorable for running away in 
an aflion), the dialogue between the 
Knight, his Lady, and Mr. Twineall, 1$

T^HETHER it be for the intcreff of 
England, every circumflance con- 
hdereef, to retain her Indian poiTcirions, is 
a qucilion of the greatefl: intricacy and 
importance 5 but it is an irrefragable 
truth, that if wc are to exift at all in In- 
dia, it muft be in the chara^ler of a great 
Warlike and territorial power; a power at 
all times able to exalt our allies and de- 
prefs our enemies. Any fyftem Ihort of 
this will in tffcGi prove an abfolute fur- 
render of that country. It is by the 
good order and efficiency of the military 
conflitution alone that the Englilh do- 
minions in the Eafl can be preferved* An 
army is in India needfary, not merely for 
warlike pin-pofcs, but r.l)rolutciy for the 
ordinary ^bufmefs of Government, even 
to the collc6ling the revenues. The dif- 
cipdine and manoeuvres of the European 
and Sepoy infantt y, artillery, and tlie few 
cavaliy in the Company's fcrvice, are 
formed on the belt models in Europe » 
and before the late unfortunate war their 
appearance would have done credit to any 
fervice, while then- gallantry and en- 
durance form a fuhjecl for hiflnrical ap- 
plaufc. The officers upon the Coaft arc 
habituated to aft in emergencies with a 
facility that few fubordinate officeis in 
Europe ever have a profped of acquiring. 
Before an officer attains the rank of Cap- 
tain, he muft unavoida!)! Y have been often 
charged with iht command of parties on 
diflant marches in t'le conveyance of 
ftores, in the guard of ports and flrong- 
hotds, in the bufincfs of collection, in 
menacing rcfraflory Polygars, and cvciy 
other feries of duty which can occur. For 
thefe reafons, as the firrt flep to leform, 
rbe admillion into the fcrvice ibould not 
be indifernninate, and a /ucceffion of de- 
fcrving officers Ihoiild he iclefled for the 
command of all corps. As a rcwaixl for 
long ' fer vices, the comiuirtions of the 
higher orders fliould be rendeted falcable; 


and a half pay cftablillic^j, by which 
means thofe who arc difqualified for the 
zealous nxecution of their duty miglit 
retire with a provifum for their after- 
days, and give op|>ortunii:ies of advancc- 
mt nt to others more earntrt; in purfait of 
‘ milit'iry leputnrion. 

J*rom the gsvisVing ftrenjjth and difeipline 
of our encrti cs, and our lata duafters, the 
wifdom of Sir Eyre Conte’s requifition of ail 
increafe of Eurtipeans to form the central 
flrcngih of our armies appeal s • He main 
tained that at leaf! 10, coo Europeans (hmiM 
^ be conftantly complete for fervice in the three 
Prefldencies An ohje£lioii has arilcn from 
the quick mortality occafioiiing a hUrdeiifome 
demand for new fupphesof menj but this may 
be in a great mcafure remedied, by falutary 
preparations for the reception of the recruits 
from Europe, by flationing them in healthy 
quarters, enforcing regularity, and reftrain- 
ing the fale of arrack and other pernicious 
liquors, 

W ith regard to the Sepoys, the public 
ihould be watchful of their difeipline* and 
liberal to confirm their attachment. It is by 
their ' good conduct that our fettlemeutg 
have hitherf** been pn^ferved, and to theiil 
we are to truft for after- ftability. That 
they are partial to oisr fervice, is evinced 
by recent experience. Let them receive the 
common juftice due to every foldier ; let 
them be regularly paid, and enabled to (ubfifk 
their families i — let the wnle inllitucion of 
admitting thexhildrcn of wounded or deferv* 
ing Si^poys to^e enrolled, and to draw pay 
fiom^he battalions, be continued ; and the 
Black ofticers be treated with indulgence and 
rcfpefl. It is fat tlier reqeirtte that the mudd 
of ilTu.ng pay be fo amended as to removd 
any iHilTible imputation of fraudulent exac . 
tiens committed againft the Sepoys, hy ufu* 
rious advances of money in the moments of* 
dirtrefs, by undue rtoppages for articles 
which either have not been furnifhred or ard 
ovei charged, and by other unjviftifiable prac- 
tices. In that cafe wc may venture to pro-

miration. Uoderthe&ch^ni^ncestt can 
be tittle wondered at if this great work 
of the Venerable Fattier of the Common 
Law has palled through twelve large edi- 
tions before the ptefent. For a confider- 
abie time pail the work has become icarce 
in proportion to the demand for it ; a rea- 
fon in idelf fufficiently weighty {o render 
a new edition necellaty t l>ut a reafon 
imich weightier is^ the very many and 
important alterations which tfince the days 
of Sir Edward Coke have been made in 
the laws of England. This is a cdcain- 
itance which by creating embarralTment to 
the youn^ Undent^ renders afubje^tin it- 
felf iufficiently intricate, Itill more diiH* 
cult and obfeure.^The obligations tliei'e- 
fore of the legal world, ana more parti- 
cularly of the juniors of the profeflion, 
are very great indeed to the piefent editors, 
who from the avocations ot very cxienfive 
bufineTsy confequent on abilities of u fu- 
perior order, joined to profound and ac- 
curate knowleilge of the fciencc they pro- 
fefs, have yet devoted a great portion of 
time, much deep erudition, and inHnite 
labour, to Ihioolh in fome degree the 
rugged paths of the common law, and 
open to the lludent a ihorter/ an ealier, 
and a plealanter path through this great 
wilderncis of legAl information. 

Independent of this removal of diffi- 
culties in ^ihe older bianchcs wh?ch ftill 
remain part of our law, the, prefent edi- 
tors have been cartful (o point out ami di- 
ligent to explain whai innovations and 
improvements have been made by the lla- 
tuies whieii have been palTed fmcc the 
days of Sir Edwaid Coke ; and while 
in the text the lludent may perul'e the old 
law, in the annotations he will find a co- 
pious, clear, and acciuate account of 
many highly important points of the law, 
as fettled by the lateft authoritivS.— In- 
deed, the extenfive reading, depth of 
thought, and lliength of reafoning which 
uppe^ in the notes, are conclufive telli- 
if.onics to the abiliti<is and learning of the 
editors { audpt'ove, if their general repu- 
tHiion vi*ere luch as to tolerate a doubt on 
. ,ihe fubje^l, how very adequate they are 
to the painful, long, and laborious, tho' 
honourabiiftaik of commenting upon Coke 
u^ion LltUcton. 

It aopettrs that the work has been fo 
diimkci that the fiiH pait^ donfifting of 
nearly on^-half, has been executed by 
Mr. Hargf'uve, in a manner ^b highly ere- 
ditahle to himlelf, that his motives for 
religniiig the undeitaking, we fuppofe, 
mult have been cogent indeed to induce 
hitn to forego the gloiy of having/;r^^ 


accomplifiied fo arduous an attempf.**« 
As it however, he is the only perfon 
who hat to regret his dercli^lion,— -The 
legal world has felt no failure of fpirit, 
leaming or ability, 

**Unoque avulfo non deficit aureus alter.*' 

His fucceffor, Mr. Butler, has the honour 
of finifiiing the work in a manner of 
which it is enough for both to fay, that 
the eye of the moll acute ciiticifm cannot 
perceive the junfturc. 

We Ihall delay our readers no longer 
from the Preface, which fpeaks for itfclf 
infinitely better than any thing we could 
advance in its praife. 

The reputation of Littleton's treatife on 
Tenures is too well efiablithed, to require 
any mentipn of the praifes which the moft 
rcfpedlable' writers of our country have be- 
flowed on it. Nowoik on our laws Iws 
been more warmly or generally applauded 
by them. But fome foreign writers have 
fpoken of it in very dilTerent terms. 
At the head of thefe is Hottoman, who, in 
his Treatife ** Dc Verbis feudalihus,” thus 
expreifes himfelf ; Stephanus Pafqucrius ex* 
“ cellcnti vir '^ingenio, ei inter Panfienfes 
‘‘ caufidicos diceodi facuUale praeftans, li- 
helium mihi Anglicanum Liitletonium de- 
die, quo Feudcrimi Anglicornm jura ex*

Thi> paffage from Hoicoman i& cited without 
any difapprobation in the 6th edition of 
Struvius's Bibliotlicca Juris Seledlaj but in 
the Sth edition of tliat work [Jense 1756] 
it is qualified by ilie words “ fingularia fed 
“ parum apta funt, quae Francifeus Hotto-

tingen 1765) gives the following account of

Hot- 
tomao has tne reputation of great learning* 
and elegant writing } but he has been blamed < 
very generally for the contemptuous language 
with which he fpeaks even of the writers 
of his own civil law*

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^ Gravinai whiler be mentions bfs endow- 
ments, both natural and acquired, with ad- 
mit ation, cenfui'es his abiife of other judicial 
writers with great feverity. Speaking of 
Iiim, be fays, ** Non mode in Accurfianis et 
** Baitolinis interpretibus repreheudendis, fed 
** in ipfo Triboniano perpetuo exagitando, 
colledtam tota vita opinionem verecundiae

Ciijas alfo ivas fuppofed to allude to him 
in a pafliige of his works, where hiiiving oc- 
cafion to mention tiie writers who find 
fault with the difpoficion and arrangement 
of the civil law, he fays, ** Qnam ilLi funt 
imperitiflinni ! nam neque quid arsfit fei- 
** unt ; netjue artem digeflurum aut prioci- 
** pia certa Juris uUa percopei unt unquam $ 
“ fuaves tamen ad rideiuli mateilam.” 

ButHottoman's general difiiofition to abnfe, 
is not the only circumitance by which his 
virulent cenfure of Littleton may be ac« 
counted for. Full of the do^Arines of the 
feudal laws of his own country, he might 
expedt to find doArines of a fimilar nature 
HI Littleton, without adverting that the 
greateft part of Littleton's Work treats of 
Che fubordmate and pradlical part of the laws 
of Eiiglniid, whici), likdthatof every other 
country, is in a great degree peculiar to it- 
felf, and bears but a remote analogy to thofe 
of otlier countries. It is allowed, that the 
feudal polity of the different countries of Eu- 
rope is derived from the fame origin j that there 
is a marked ftmihcude in their principal infti- 
tutions i and a fingular uni(prmity in the hif- 
Cory of their rife, perfection, decline, and fall. 
But the more we go from a general view of 
their conltitutions and governments, to their 
particular laws and cufioms, the lefs this fi- 
miUtude and uniformity are difcoverahle. 

The hiltoiy of every country, wheie the 
feudal laws have prevailed, while it prefents 
IIS, on the one hand, with an account of the 
many reltraints impofed by them upon alien- 
ation, and of the many methods whicli have 
been taken to make propeity uoalieuahlc, 
prefents us, on the other, with an account of 
the dilTerent arts which have been ufed to elude 
thofe refiraints, and to make profierty free. 
This is as obfervable in the law of England, 
as it is in the law of any other countiy. 

But the mode by which it has been effeCled 
in England, is peculiar to England. In 
other countries, where a libeity of aliena- 
tion has been introduced, it lias refted on a 
kind of comprt)mire with the lord, by pay- 
ing him a certain fine ; and a kind of com- 
• rocnife with the relations of the feudatory, 
^ y allowing them a^ right of redemption, 
oenmoniy called the jus rctradtus.” But 
ha (lepc by which a free alienation of pro- 


perty has obtained gmund in England are 
very dlBerent. In England an unlifnited 
fre^m of aliening focage and military land 
Was foon allowed ; the pradlice of fub-in- 
feudation was fonn aboltfhed ! the alienatihn 
of lands was reitrained by the introduction of 
conditional fees, and afterwards by the inti o- 
dudtion of eftates tail ; entails from their 
fiift efiablifhment were greatly difcounce- 
nanced by the courts of jnClicc, and they weie 
eluded by Che dodlrines of discontinuance and 
w^airanty. In thecourfe of time, a fine was 
made b bar to the claims of the iffue In tail, and 
a common recoveiy to the claims both of the 
iffue and of thofe in remainder and rever- 
fion. Mofi of thefe circumftances are {le- 
culiar to the Hiflory of England : hence an 
Englifh reader, < who opens the writings of 
the foreign feudifis, with an expectation of 
finding there fonietliing applicable to the 
practical parts of the law of his own coun- 
try, refpedting the alienaiion of landed pro- 
perty, will be greatly difappointed. He will 
find the moft pofitive prohibition of aliening 
the fee wicimuc the confent of the lord ; he 
will find very nice and fubtle difquifitions 
of what amounts to an alienation : he will 
find that, m fome countries, the lord’s ci)n- 
feiu IHIl Continues a favour, that in others it 
is a right, wiiich the tenant may cl lim 'lui 
rendering a certain fine. In Hiort, he will 
find the works of foreign feudifts filled with 
accounts of the ** jus rctradlos," or ** droit 

de rachat,*' the retrakc lipn.i5;er,” and 
the ** droit ues hnls et des venies !'’ JiuC he 
will haruly find the w'ords, or any 
thing equivalent to the words, conJition.it 
fee, efiate tail, difcontinuancc, wairancvi 
fine, or recovery, in the feiifcin which we 
ufe them. 

The fame m^y be obferved on the doc- 
trine of conditions. According to the 
principles of the feudal law, no coiuiit'ous 
could be annexed to a fief, except the im<^ 
plied conditions to ivliicli every fief was fuh- 
jeCt, from the ohligution of (ervice ou the 
pait of the tenant, and tlic obligation of 
proleiHion outlie part of the lord. F.veiy 
fief to which any exp'-efs or conventiun.'u y 
condition was annexed, was, from that 
very circnmfiance, ranked among improper 
fiefs. But fiefs in England weie at all 
times fufceptible of every (cind of cmidi- 
tion. 

It would be cafy tn purfue tltefe obferva- 
tions through the fubfequent chaptei sof Little- 
ton’s T I eacife. Even if we confider the fub- 
je6l on a more extenfive fcale, fliall fi^nd 
fome circumttances peculiar te the Eng ifh 
law, which muft neceffanly occafioa a very 
cffenttal and marksd difierence between the 
conllitutiofi and foiittsof ^le government of 
N z Lnghti^^ 
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R igland and the ennOitut}^ and forms of 
the government of other countriesv Su(^ 
are the univerfal converiion of allodial lands 
into Hefs; the total abolirioh of fub- infen- 
dation,( the freedom of alicnnti(»n of eQates 
in fee-flmple ; and the limited and depen- 
dant fituation of our nobility when contraAed 
with the iituation of the high nobility of fo- 
reign countries ; all chefe are peculiar in a great 
meafure to our laws. It followsi tiiat oqr 
writers muft be filent on many of the to? 
pics which All the immeufe volumes of fo- 
reign feudiAs: and they, fiom the fame 
circunclAance, muA he eqtially filent op 
many of the fubj^s which are difculTed by 
our writers. That this is fo, will appear to 
every perfon converfant with the ancient 
writers on our laws, who will give a ciu- 
fory look at the writers on *the feudal laws 
of other conmries. Nothing ui this refpedt 
can be more different than thofe parts of the 
writings of Bradton, Britton, FJeta, Little- 
ton, Sir Edward Coke, and S ir Williani 
Black Aone, which treat of landed proptrty, 
and the books of the fiefs, Cujas’s Commen- 
tary upon them, the various treatifdS on 
feudal matters colledled in the loth and i f th 
volumes of the ** Tradlatus Tradlatuum, Pu 
Moulins’s Comraenlarii in priores tres 
** Titiilos Confuetudinis Paiifieiifis,'^ or the 
more modern treatifes of Mnnficiir Gcfmain 
Antoine Guyot, and Moiificur Herve. 

Thefeobfer vat ions 01 e offered with a view 
to account for ^the route mptiums manner in 
which the two foitigu writers, cited above, 
fpcak of Littleton. They may alfo account, 
in fome meafure, for a cirrumftance which 
has been a matter of fome furprize, the to- 
tal filencc of Sir Edward Coke 011 the ge- 
neral dodlrine of fiefs. It is obvious, how 
extremery defirous his lordAiip is upon 
every otcafion to give the reafons of ihe 
dodtiiiics laid down by him ; and what 
forced, and fomeiimes even piic^-ilc reafons, 
he affigos for flic.-n : yet though fo much of 
our law is fuppofed to depend upon feudal 
principles, he never once iijentious Cfie feu- 
dal law.

this complaint is open to obfervation. 

There is no doubt but our laws rerpedling; 
landed property are fofceptible of great il- 
luftratioii from a recurrence to the general 
biAory and principles of the feudal Jaw^ 
This js evident from the writings of Loi'd 
Chief Baron Gilbert, particularly his treatife 
of Tenures, in which hf has very fuccefs- 
fully explained, by feudal principle*-, feveral 
of the leading points of the doctrines laid 
down in the works of Littleton and Sir Edv 
ward Coke, and (hewn the real grounds of 
feveral of their diAin6tions, which other, 
wife appear to he merely arbitrary. By this 
he reduced them to a degree of fyAem, 
of which till then they did not appear fuf- 
cept'ble, His treat! fe, therefore, cannot bg 
t<K> much c^commciided to every perfon who 
wiAies to make himfelf a complete maAtr of 
the extenfive and various learning contained 
in the works of thofe writers. The fame 
may be faid of the iviitings of Sir William 
Bl.-ickAone. Much uLful information may 
be derived alfo from other writers on thefe 
fpbjedls. 

But the reader, w'hofe aim is to qualify 
himfelf for the pradlice of hir proftdlion, 
cannot be advifed^to extend his refearcheg 
^pon thofe fubjcdls very f.ir. The points of 
feudal learning, which ferve to explain or 
illuArate the jurifprndence of England, art 
few in number, and may be found in tho 
authors we have mentiunevl. 

It is not impolliblt but further enqiiirifg 
might lead to other intcreftir;^ difeoveries. 
But the knowledge abfolutely occeiTary for 
every perfon to pofTefs who is to praftife the 
law with credit to himfelf .*10(1 advantage to 
his clients, is of fo very ahArufe a nature, 
and comprehends fuch a variety of diAtrenc 
matters, that the utmoA time, which the 
compafs of a life allows fpr the Andy, is 
not more than fiifficient for the acquifition 
of that branch of knowledge only : Aill lef« 
wilt it allow him to enter upon tlie immeofe 
field of foreign feudality. It were greatly 
to be w'iflieci that fome gentleman, pulfttil'ed 
of fiifficient time, talents, and alTiduity, 
would dedicate them to this Audy. Tlwfe

ment/' wnll lament chat he did not purfue 
his enquiries on this fubje^t. From fucli a 
writer, a work on cliis fuhjedt might be ex- 
peAed, at once encertainipg, intereAing, aud 
inArudtiye ; but fuch a work is not to be 
expelled from a praftifing lawyer. What- 
ever may be the energies of his mind, iiii^ 
induAiy, his application and activity, be 
will foep fci?), ll^c (o |aip an accurate 
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^ttnfive knowledge of the law/i^ks it is 
pi'^dlif'ed in onr courts of juftice, requires 
jthsm all. Thus, on the one hand^ the ftu- 
ileiiC will hnd an advantage in fume degree 
of refearch into feudal learning { on Che 
other, he will feel it necelTary to bound his 
refearches, and to leave^ before he has made 
any great pre^refs in them, the Book of 
Fiefs, and its commentators, for Littleton's 
Tenures and Sir Edward Coke's Comment 
lary. 

If it were proper to enter into a further 
defence of Littleton, it might be dune, by ob- 
ferviitg, that it muft be a matter of great 
doubt, whether Hottomanever faw, or Gat* 
zert more than faw, the work they fu ic- 
jrerely cenfnre, Hottoman, if he had read 
it, tm^bt think it inelegant and abfqrd } hut 
lie »o/ think it malicious, indicative 
of a dirpoficion to flander. Gatzert fays Lit- 
tleton Ipecihes twenly-hve kinds of feudal 
fervices. It is probable, that by fervices be 
mcahc tenures : if he did,i it is obvious that 
he confounded thofe chapters of Littleton 
which treat of the nature of the feudal eftate, 
with thofe chapters whith treat of the na- 
ture of the feudal tenure: ip eyei^ other 
fenfe the woid fervices, applied in this man- 
ner to Littleton’s work, if witliout a mean- 
ing.— *Befides, he mentions Latin editions 
l^ictleton, when no edition in that language 
ever appeared. 

In fa£l, were it not for the general obfer- 
vations to which they naturally give rife, 
neitlier the cricicifni of Hotcoman nor that of 
patzeit would have been noticed. 

When Podlor Cowell, in ffis Law Diflibna- 
ry, cited the palfage inquellion from Hocto- 
maii, it raifed univerfal indignation, and be 
expunged it from Che later editions of his 
book. It certainly was unjnH (o impute it 
Tis a crime to Doflor Cowell, th'it he inferred 
this citation in his w'ork ; but the manner in 
which it was received is a (Inking proof of 
the high cHimatiou in whjch Littleton’s Troa- 
tife w.«s held. 

The reparation of Sir Edwarq Coke's 
COM.MENTARV is ooi inferior to that of 
the work u Inch is the fuhjedt of it. It is 
objected to it, that it is defei^live in method. 
But It fhould be ehferveil, that a want of 
juechod was, in feme refpefls, infeparable 
from the nature of the ui>dertaking. During 
a long life of intenfe and unremitted appli- 
cation to the.ftudy of the laws of England, 
.pir Edward Coke had treafqred up an im- 
menfity of the molt valuable common law 
learnipg. This he wifhed to prefent to the 
public, and chofe that mode of doing it, in 
’ which, without being obliged to dwell on 
(hofe dndlrines of the law which other au- 
^igli^ explain etjually 
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prodnte that pro^nd and recondite learoinf 
which tie felt himfelf to pnBefs above all 
ocliers* In adopting this plan, he apptKne > 
to have judged rationally, and canfequentljr 
ought not to be cenfui*ed for a circaniftanos 
infeparnhle from it. 

It muH be allowed, that the (lyle of Sir 
Edward Cuke is (Iroiigly tinged with tlie 
quaintnefi of the times in whicla he svnite ; 
but it is accurate, exprellive, and dear. Thac 
it is fometimes di/icuU to comprehend hie, 
meaning, is owing, generally l^uklng, to 
the abhrufeiiefs of liis fubj^, nut to the 
obfeurity of his language. — u has alfo been ^ 
objedled to him, that the authorities he cites 
do not in many places come up to the doc- 
trines they are brought to fuppoit. There 
appeal s to he fome ground for this obfenuiv 
tiun. Yet it ihould not be forgot, that ttiO 
uncommon depth of his learning, and acute- 
nefs of his mind, migiic enable him to dif- 
cover connexions and coulequcnces which 
efcape a common obfeiver. 

It is fometimes faid, that the perufal of 
his Commentary is now become ufeleis, as 
many of the dodlrincs of Liw which his 
writings explain are become obfoletc; apd 
that every thing ul'cfu' m him may be found 
more fyQctfiiatically and agreeably arranged 
in modern writers. It muft be acknow- 
ledged, tlu^t when he treats of thofe |iarts 
of the law wliich have been altered fince liis 
time, his Commentary pai cakes, in a certain 
degree,' of the ohfoletenefs of the fubjedb to 
which it is applied ; but even where Cliis is 
the cafe, it does not often happen that the 
doXiinos laid down by him do not ferve'to 
iliuftrate other parts of th& Uw which are 
dill in force. Thus,— rthere is no doubt buc 
the cafes which now come before the courts 
of equity, and the principles upon which 
they are detei mined, are extremely difterenc 
in. their nature from thofe winch are the fub- 
jeX of Sir £c,ward Coke's refearches. Yet 
the great perfonages who have piefided in 
thofe courts, have frequently recurred to the 
doXiiiies laid down by Sir Edward Coke, to 
form, explain, and illudrace their decrees^ 
Hence, though .portious charged u|H>n real 
elites, for the benefit of younger children, 
W'ere not known in Littleton’s time, and 
not much knowm in the time of Sir Edward 
Coke } yet on the points which arife refpedt- 
ing the vefliiig and payment of portions, no 
writings in the law are more fre<]uently or 
more fuccefsfuliy applied to chan Sir Edwatd 
Ciike's Commet>tary on Littleton's Chapter 
of Conditions. It may alfo be obferred, that 
notwithftanding the general tenor if tlie pre- 
fenc bufinefs of our courts, cafes mull fre- 
quently occur which depend upon the molt 
gfid jptricate pails of the ancient

law. Tbu$ tha cafe of Jacob t. Wheate 
led to the difeuflion of efcheats and ufes as 
they flood bcfoiv the ftatote of Henry VIII. 
and the cafe of Taylor v. Horde turned on 
the learnbg of difTeifins. 

But the mod advantageous* and, perhaps^ 
the mod proper point of view in vi hich tlie 
merit and abiliiy of SirEdwaid CokcTs writ- 
ings can be placed* is by conHcicring liim as 
the centre of modern and ancient law. — The 
I modem fydem of law may be fuppafod to 
have taken its rife at the end uf the reign of 
king Henry Vll. and to have atTumed fome- 
( thing of a regular form about the latter end 
of the reign of k-ng Charles 11. The prin- 
cipal Features of this alteration are* perhaps, 
the introduAion of recoveries ; conveyances 
to nfes i the tedamentary difpoficion by wills ; 
the abolition of military tenures ; the flatute 
of frauds and peijuries ; the edablifhmenC 
, of a regular fydem of equitable jurifdidhon; 
the difcontinuance of real adiinns ; and the 
mode of trying titles to landed property by 
pediment. There ib no doubt, but that, 
during the above period, a material altera- 
tion was effedled in the jui ifprudence of this 
country : but this altcrat'on b.*s been etfedlcd, 
not fo much by fuperfedmg* as by giving a 
new diredlion to the principteif of the old 
law* and applying them to new fubjedls. 
Hence a knowledge of ancient legal learn- 
ing if abfolulely necetTnry to a modern lawyer. 
How Sir Edward Coke's Commentary upon 
Littleton ft an Mimenfe repofitory of every 
thing that is mod intereding or ureful in the 
legal learning of ancient times. Were it nut 
for bis wriiings* we Ihonld dill have to fearch 
for it ill the voluminous and chaotic compi- 
lation of cafes conhiined in the Year-books ; 
or in the dry, though valuable Abridgments 
of Statham* Fitzherhert* Brooke, and Rolle. 
Kvery )>ei Ton, who lias attempted, mud be 
fenfible how very difbcult and difguding it is, 
to parfae a regular invedigation of any point 
of law tiinmgh tliofe works. The writings 
of Sir Edward Coke have confiderably 
abridged* rf not entirely taken away* the 
neceffity of this labour. 

But his writings are not only a repofitory 
of ancient learning ) they alfu contain the 
outlines of the principal dodlrines of mcHlern 
law and equity. On the one hand* hedeli- 
ne.iteB and explains the ancient fydem of 
taw, as it dood at the acceflion of tlie Tudor 
line ; on the other, he points out the leading 
circumdances of the innovations which then 
began to yake place. He ibews the ditferenc 
redraints which our ancedors impofed on 
tlic ahtin%iou of landed property* the me- 
thods by wh'ch they were duded, and the 
various molUhcatiuns which pro()erty received 
after the free 4)cnatiim of it waa allowed* 


He fliers, how the notorious and public 
transfer of property by livery of feifin was 
fnpeiTeded, by the fecret and refined mode 
of transferring it, introduced in confeqiiencc 
of the datute of ufes. We may trace in h’ls 
works the beginning of the dilufe of real 
liidions ; the tendency in the nation to con- 
vert the military into focage tenures; and 
tiie outlines of almod every other point of 
modern jurifprudence. Thus his i^ritings 
d<.nd b'.tween* and connect the ancient and 
modern parts of tlie law, and by (hewing 
their mutwil rehuion and dependency, difeo- 
ver the many ways by winch they relulve 
into* explain* and illudrate one another. 

Mr. Biitltrthen proceeds to pivean ac- 
count of all the cdititnis of Littleton's 
Tenures with and without Sir EdwarjJ 
Coko’s G^mmcntary, which, though e(- 
fentially neerflary for him as an editor to 
infert; w-ould not, we apprehend, be Aif- 
AcientJy intciviting to the genciality of 
our readers for us to extrafV, 

In addition' to the great legal know- 
ledge of the editors* they have j cceived at 
lealt Ibme afliltance. Mr. Hargrave has 
bmi favoured with Lord Chief Jiiftice 
Hale's maiuifcript notes, and fome various 
j^rcadibgs from MSS. by Sir William 
Jones ; and Mr. Buticr has in like man- 
ner been aflidtd by the notes of Lord 
Chancellor Nottingham and Lord Hale.— 
Of the value of thcle notes Ibme eliimate 
^ may be formed from the following memo- 
randum in Sir Thomas Parker's hand- 
wriiing, ^ 

“ The notes to this hook* in my hand- 
** writing (except one note iii folio 26 . b. 
and fome modern cafcvs), were tranfenhed 
from a copy of the lord rhaitccllor Not- 
tingham's manufeript no'es* in the margin 
of his lord V Coke’s Commentary upon 
Liitlston* which copy was made for 'the 
life of his fon Hcneage Finch, efq. fnli- 
citoi'-gencral, afterwards eail of Ayles- 
ford* and is now in the polTelTion of the 
honourable Mr Lcgge, to whofe favour 
1 am indebted for tliefe nous. 

The notes in a different hind-wriiing 
were tranferibed from a copy of lord chief 
** judice Hale's MSS. notes in the margin 
** of Coke upon Littleton, prefented by lord 
Hale to the father of Pbihp pybbtm, efq. 
which copy was the ufe of the 

honourable Charles Yorke, efq. his Ma- 
j^*:tty’s folicitor-general. The bpok in 
which the notes arc in the hand- writing 
of lord Male, is now in the poffcffion of 
Mr. Oybbon ; and '^tlie book from which 
thefe notes were cranferibed by the favour 
of Mr, Y'orkc, is now in his poffelfum.

No other perfon appeared 
woth any, and the present editor's perfor* 
mance does not prevent thp exertions of any , 
future adventurer.

Account of the Funeral of V/zlliam 
the Conqueror. 

HOUGH tl)e Conqueror had no grave or 

monament in England^ the circnmllauces 
that attended his dea^i are remaikable. He 
had no fooner breathed his inft at the abbey 
•f St. Gervafe, on a liiJl out of Rouen to 
the weR, than all bis domeRics nut only 
lurfook him, but plundered his apartments 
fo completely I that his corpfe was leh naked, 
and he would have wanted a grave, had k 
not been for the more grateful clergy and 
the archbifliop of Rouen, who ordered the 
body to be conveyed to Caen, anS one Her- 
luin, a gentleman of the pLuc, (ptfgenjis 
ffuci ) from pure goodnefs of heart (naturaH 
konitate) took upon himfelf Che care of the 
funeral, provided the proper perfons (poUinc^ 
tores ^ vf/pilioTies) and hired a carriage to 
convey it tu the river, and thence quite to 
Caen. There the abbot and convent, at- 
tended by crouds ol clergy and laity, came 
out Co meet it. But as they were proceeding 
to pay the proper honours, they were alarm<^ 
ed by a hidden hre w hich broke out in a 
hoofe, and deRroyed great pair of the city. 
The diRraAcil people went to give Che ne- 
ceflary aRiftance, and left the monks, with 
a few bifhnps and abbots, to go on with the 
fervicej which being finiflied, and the y^<r- 
(op bogus laid in the grouied, the body (till 
lying on the bier, Gilbert, bilhop of Evreujt, 
pronounced a long panegyric on the deceafed; 
and, in conclufion, called on the audience to 
pray for his foul. On a fudden darts up from 
the croud Afcelin Fit%- Arthur, and demands a 
pmi pen ration fur Che ground he Rood on, 
which he fold William bad forcibly taken 
from his father to found his abbey on it ; 
^nd.in God’s name forbids the burying him on 
his property, or covering him with his turf. 
The biRiops and nobles having fatisfied them- 
felves about the truth of his demand, were 
obliged to pay him immediately fixty (hil- 
lings for the grave, and promife an equiva- 
lent ?or the reR of the ground, which they 
afterwards g.we him. They tlien proceed- 
ed to the interment : but in laying the body 
in the farcophftgus, it was fo^nd to have 
been made fo fmall by the ignorance of the 
mafon, that they were forced to prefs the 
corpfe with fuch violence, tliatthe fat belly 
buiid, and diRiifed an intolerable Rencb, 
which all the fmoak of the cenfers and 
Other fpices could not overcome. The prieRs 

were g|aU to Imrij over tbt ferYicfi and 


make the bcR of their way home in no 
fmall fright. 

William Rufus eredled to bis father’s 
memory a coAly monument, executed by the 
goldfmith Ocho, to whom he caufed to be 
delivered a great quantity of gold, filvei', 
and precious (tones p and the following epi- 
taph, compofed by Tliomns, archhilhop of 
York, was put on it in gold letters.

In 1522, Peter de Marigny, bifhop of 
CaRries, and abbot of St. Stephen 'at Caen, at 
the folickation of a great cardinal, an arcU- 
bilhop, and an Italian bifhop, defirous tu 
fee the remains of the Conqueiw, opened 
his tomb, and found the body in the oiigi- 
nal fituation. 'the abbot caufed a painting 
to be taken of it in wood juR as it appeared* 
But in 1562, Che Hugonojs, not coiueiic 
with deRroytng this painting, clenKilifhed (he 
tombs of Che Conqueror and his w^ife, with 
their effigies in relief to the life, and bioke 
in pieces with their daggers ,ihe ConqiieroiVs 
isere made of piVr/v vo/deril^ and (upporc- 
ed on three little white piURers. They ex- 
peAed to have met with (ome treafure, but 
found only bis bones, Rill joined together, 
end covert w i[h red taff&iy. Thofe of the 
erms and legs were ihotighc longer than chote 
of the talleR men of the prei'ent age. One 
of thefe facnlegious wretches, named Francis 
de Gray de Bourg I'Abbe, gave them to 
pom Michael de Comalie, religions and 
bailiff (if the abbey, who kept them in his 
chamber, till Admiral Coligny and his reifitt 
ruUied and deRroyed every thing there.

this great prince, who wiped out Che 
Rain of his premature accefTion to the crown 
of England by the unnatural inCrigsies of his 
mother, with equal glory fupported the king 
of Scots in his throne, on which his grand- 
fidher bad placed bim,^ and his own claim to 
. Oi ibf 
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the crown of France, and after he had in 
tvvo hloody battles exhaqlted Che blood of its 
beft fubjeAs, difmembered that kingdom of 
fome of its beft provinces. The bi It forty 
years of liis reign were truly glorious. The 
decline of his life was ddlrtlfdd by the lofs of 
hisconfoit and his gallant fon Edward prince 
of Wales, and the ambition of his fourth fun 
Jplin of Gaunt ; and finking into dotage, 
bis afbidtions on unworthy ohjedts, he 
Clofed a life of fixty-four years, and a reign 
of ftfcy-fix ( the longed of any of our fovc- 
reigos fince Henry HI.) at Shene, June ax, 
1377. His body was brought, by four of 
his Ions and others of the nobility, through 
the City of London, with his face uncovered, 
and buried by his wife in WcCtminlter abbey. 
** Dum vixit,** fays Walfingham, ** omnes 
rtges or bis gloria magniJtLcntici fuperavit 
Tvhich charadter in his hiltory he greatly en- 
larges, coritr ifting his magnanimity with his 
affability, dsfcrecmn, m()c!er;iCion, mimifi. 
cence, and the mildnefs of his government.

' ijttog and her youngelt foo, Thomas, who 
Itood by him, Co God, and prefently after 
the refiftned her fool ; which, (ays the lipneft 
yrriter, 1 firmly believe was received by the 
koly angels, and conyeyad to heavenly hlifs I 
^ never in her life did (he do or think any 
which (hot^_ endanger hei' lalvatiou !** 


Thus died this queen at Windfor, on the vi- 
gil of our Lady, in the middle of Augult. 
1369.*' 

It is remarkable of this prince, as well as 
his grandfather, that we hear of no natural 
children of his, though Walfingham feems to 
afciibe his death' to fome amorous indul- 
gences of his dotage with Alice Price. 

The pleafures of his youth were the chace 
and building, in which he paifed all the 
time he could fpare from government and 
coiiquelt. 

DiRiCTioNs given by Richard II. about 
his Funekal. 

FROM the will of this unfortunate king 
(the fiiR who had the permiflion of Parlii- 
ment to tn.ike a will) it appears that he h.id 
ereiAed this monurnerit to liimfelf and his 
beloved coofort in his life-tinie. His direc- 
tions about his funeral, the arraying of his 
body, and the proceflion, are no leL curious. 
It was to be celebrated more rc^io, vf\lh four 
herfes in four feparatc places ; two with live 
light« in the two principal churches to which 
his body might happen to be carried ; a 
third in St. Paul’s church ; and the fouitli, in 
<,a llyle of fupenor w.igijificeiice, full of liglits,^ 
in thi; dun ch of WeltinintlcT. The procet- 
fiori was to travel fourteen, fifteen, or fix* 
teen miles a day, as tlie Ruioiis fulted, fur- 
rouiidcd by twenty-four wax toiches, day 
and night, to vvhich an hundred more were 
to be added when it paifed throCigli London. 
Bur if he chanced to die within fixteen, 
fifteen, too, or five miles of his palace 
at Weftmmder, thefe herfes wore to be 
fet out for fiiUi days together, in four prin- 
cipal intcrmvdiriie places ; or if there were 
no places that anTwered this defcription, then 
in four other pi >)pf;i places, as his executois 
(hould deierniino ; and if he died in his pa- 
l.ice at Wedinlnfter, then one very folemn 
herfe for four days ; but on the laR day (till 
more honourable exeijnies. If his corpfe 
Ihould happen to be loR at Tea, or by any 
other nccidriit, which God foi bid ! ab hoi/ii- 
Hum afpuhbus rapiatur 3 or fhould he die in 
a part of the Woi Id whence it could not ea- 
iily be brought to England, the fame direc- 
tions touching both the funeral and monu- 
ment were nsverthelefs to be obferved. His 
corpfe was to be arrayed in velvet or whitu 
fatciu, Mor^ rtyo% with a gilt cniwn and 
feeptre, but without any Rones, except the 
precious Rone in the ring on his finger, more 
regiof of tho value of twenty merks of £ng- 

money. Every tmtliolic king was to re- 
ceive on the occafion a prefenl of a gold cup^ 
of the value of ,(^45. EngliRi money ; an^ 
liis fi^cccillpr. provided he lul^led will,

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Vi,'as to hnvc all the crowns," goltV plate, fur- 
liicure of his chapel, certain beds and hang- 
ingsi and Che reft of his jewels and plate 
WHS to 6 c applied towards furniflimg the

Peath of Simon dje MoNTFogf, Earl 
of Leicfstfr. 

SIMON DE MON'ITORT, Eail of Leiccr 
iter, being fl.tin ai the battle of Evefhaip, his 
head, hand*;, feet, and pnvit es ent olT on the 
field by Roger Mortimer, and ih-j fuinier tent 
to Wigmoie c.'lile, by leave of the king the 
trunk uas ci.ir.cd away on a weak old lad- 
der, coveicd with a torn cleth, to the r.hbcy 
church of Kvefnam, and, wrapt in a (hcet, 
committed tfi the earth, before, the lower 
fie p of the high altar theie, with his eldeft 
foil Henry and Hugh lord Dcfpcncer, who 
fell wirli lunt. But fburtly alter, fome of 
tlie monks alledging tliat Jic died cxcommu- 
n:c:i''eand attainted t)f iicafon, and therefore 
did not deferve Chndi in burial, they ttxik 
lip ins coiplci, a.ul huned it in a remote 
place, knuwu to few. 

One of his bands being carried into Che.? 
(hire by the fervant <»f piie of the king’s^ 
party, was, at tlic elevation of the hoft in 
the paijfh church, rairaculoufly lifted up 
higher than the heads of all the affiftants, 
iK.twiriiflanding it had heen feued up in a hag, 
and kept in the bearei's bofom. One of ius 
fett was earned by John de Vefey, the 
fonnilcr, to Alawic abbey, where continuing 
feveral months uBcorruptftl, tlie monks 
made for it a filver flioe. It had a w'ound 
between the little and the third toe, made 
either by a knife or fword, in the mangling 
of the body. The dillaiit figlit of this foot 
WHiUghC indanc curei, A canon of Alnwoc, 
■who iwoie tlic earl was a traitor, loft firft 
his tycs, and then his life. “ Think," 
cries out the monk of Mailros, who relates 
thi.ftoiy, what will be the glory of this 
■4* foot at its rejunftion Co Simon's body after 
the general judgment, fiom the compa^ 
rifon of this foot before that great event, 
*4 which difpluyed fuch healing powers 
4* through tlie filver flioc, out of which 
went invifilile viilue to heal the fick.*" 
The other fiKit was lent, as a maik uf con-? 
tempt, by the vi^ur to Llcwelliii prince of 
Wales, who had formed an alliance with 
this earl, and married his daugiiier. Though 
ic.is not to be doubted that this alfo w as en- 
dowed with a power of w'cnking miiacles, 
they wero not fufficiently authenticated to be 
recorded. His other hand was preferved 
^ith great reverence at Evefham, wheie it 
^iicfunied to ha<^ wiou^ii

miracles ** for God, continues my autlioTf 
“ does not fo juftify one part of a man by 
ihefe powers as to leave another par^ 
without the fame.*^ This chronicler, ici 
his entbufiafm for the earl, compares hint 
with his namefake Simon Peter, celebruiee 
liis exemplary vigilance and habit of rtfing 
at midnight, his abftinence, and his mode* 
ration in drefs, always wearing haircloth 
next his fkin, and over it at kome a 
habit j and in public, blwtt on butntt j , and 
his conftant language was, that he w/ould 
not defeiC the juft defence of England^ 
which lie had uiidertajcen for God's lakct 
through the love of life, or the fear of dcatli s 
but would die for it. Juftly therefo|‘e did 
the religious prefer his Ihripe to Che Holy 
Land ; and his favourites die friars minor ce- 
lebrated his life and miracles, and compofed 
a fervice for him, whicli, during die life of 
Edward, could not be generally introducetl 
into the church.

bifhop piomifed him the crown of martyr- 
dom for his defence of the church, and fore- 
told that both he and his fun would die the 
fame day in the caufe of juAice and tiutb. 
Ills profclTions of religion (for he and all his 
army received the fact ament before they 
took the field) and his oppofition to tba 
king’s opprtflive meafuresj) made him the 
idol of the monks and the pojmlace.

MOttTO of his oppohticm to his foverei^, 
■who liad been his benefadlor, and whofc Af- 
ter he had married. The cliroiiicler of 
Aiatlros appeals to heaven for the juitice of 
bis caufoy and the miracles wnmghc at the 
tomb of his alfuciate Hugh Delpericv ? , who 
was chief juAice of England : and the chro- 
nicler of Waverly fcruples not to call his 
vleath a glorious martyrdom, for Uis country^ 
amd the good of the kingdom and the church ;

himw Ht)llin(^e<I, fpeakiiig of him before 
the death of Edward 11 . calls him John 
Zjtrd Matrevers, and is auihorifed herein by 
the title of Hat 09 on his tomb, chough Pug- 
^ale (ays none of the family were Barons be- 
fore I Edward II}.

Thomas de la More fays of Mai- 
gravers, that diu hiuit in Germany, which ' 
is literally tranflated by Speed. 4 Edward 
111. he had judgment to be put to death 
wherever lie could be found for the nntrdciih- 
of Edmond earl of Kent, as the record alleges. 
It ap|iears in Rymer, chat h'S attainder was 
reverft by an adt dated at Guilford, Pec. 2S, 
1347, beenufe it was contrary (o law ; he 
bavitig never been he.ird in his defence, ife 
pame to the King at Sluys, i z Edward 11 |, 
and afterwards at Eondun. But the revcrfal 
was only on condition he apiieared at court 
wlusn fummoned. Cirxe fays, he lived 
^6 yeaH in Germany, and finding means to 
flo r«me fervtces to Edward Hi. be came 
pnd threw himfelf at the King's feet in 
Ebndtr*', fubmitting his life to his difpofal, 
1V4S pardoned. Dugdale adds from the 
I arc the e^jiithcts bcAowt# 


Parliament Rolls that he loR all his goods in 
his fervices in Flanders, and fuffered great 
opprellion 1 and liiiving obtained licence to 
return to England, he )>rocured a full pardon 
in Parlnmicnt 25 Edward HI. and again 
had funsmons Co ht cliere, the firR of his f.i- 
mily. Next year, upon his Ton's death, hq 
h&d the government of Guemfey, jerfey, 
Sark, and Aurency, and wa$ in the expe- 
dition againlt Fr.ince 29 Edward 111 . He 
founded au hofpical for poor men and women 
at Bowes in Guemfey, and died 16 Feb. 28 
Edwaid III. X365 'y fo that as he was 30 at 
the death of his father, 34 Edward ]. and 
was knighted 34 Edward 1 . he mult have 
been 99 at the time of his death ; and h.id 
time to reconcile himfelf to God as well as 
Co his Sovereign ; — if any tiling but the deep« 
eR contrition on his part could expiate fo 
atrocious a crime ; for which his epitaph foN 
iicits the prayers of its readers, and their fal* 
vacion for their piety. He begs hard, and 
offers handfomely, for the pardon of bis ag- 
gravated fms. 

His fon, John Maltravers, was concerned 
in the Earl of LanenRer's rebellion, and Red 
for it. It IS not ceitain whether his l.inds 
were feized for this, 5 Edward 111 . Pug- 
dale confounds his and his fathei’s wife at 
fii'R, hut aftei wards diRinginlhcs them ; the 
father having married Agues widow of John 
Argentine and John Nerford ; and the fon 
Wenthana.

Agnes made 
her will in the parifh of St. John S^achary, 
London, 1374, by which (he orders Iier 
body to be buried near her huiband, if Rie 
died in Porfetlhire or Wilts ; but if in Hert- 
fordfhire or Cambridgeihire at Winiondlcy 
priory, to wltich the gave her plate after her 
ion's death.

Jack and his Mader, the .prufed majhn^ 
drolls of their own country, exhibited two 
Herculean figures in canvas frocks, embel.

Nothing copld 
be more impreiTive, more energetick, nor 
more like reality than the jealoufy of Felix 
as difplayed by Lord Henry, nor more eafy> 
fpiriied and natural than the Colonel Briton 
of I^ord Derby. Captain Merry’s LilTardo 
alfo was a moft arch and whimfical per- 
form.ince. Lopez, Pedro, and Gibby, were 
well reprefented by Mr. Ogilvie, Lord Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, and Major Goodenough. 
The Violanteof Mis. Darner was, like all 
her woi ks in the difi'erent arts, hit c|F with 
peculiar neatnefs, tafle and fpirit. The ca- 
pital fcene between her and Felix was adled 
on hoili Tides with great force and charaAer. 
Mrs. Hohart’s Flora proved to us dcmon- 
flrably, that Ihe is a lady of more than or- 
dinary liieatrical judgement. Her manner of 
giving the fide fpeeches was moll happy and 
intelligent. Mifs Hamilton's beauty, aidec^ 
by a very fenfible mode of delivering the 
dklogue, rendered Ifabelia truly capti- 
vating. 

The farce was in all its parts well per- 
formed. We have few Comedians on our 
cltablilhed ftnges, who could difplay fuch an 
cafy air of coxcombry as Mr. Edgecumbe 
threw over the character oJ Young Clackit. 
—-It was, truly fpeaking, the cozcombty 
of a gentleman, and not the extravagant hu- 
mour of a bufibon, which is too often the 
cal'e with the profeffional reprelentatives of 
fops. MTs. Darner in Lucy, with Angular 
add refs, marked tlie di(lin 6 tion between the 
maid and the rniftrefs, her manners being 
obvioufiy of a different Ityle from ihofe Ihe 
exhibited in Violante. She gave, however, 
a good proof that a lively familiarity is a 
fufticient charadteriftlck of a fcrvant, and 
tl.at to (lamp inferiority of Bation there ispo 
neceflity fur alfuming a boldnels and a vul- 
glanty, that more frequently difguBs than 
pleafes. The luChfulnefs and embarralfed 
fituation of mind of Harriet was very hap- 
pily pourtrayed by Mifs Campbell, and the 
laughable humour of Old Cla^it worn with 
great eafe by Captain Merry. Had Garrick 
been alive and ften X«ord l^rby in Heartly, 
he would have rejoiced that his Guardian Wiis 
in fuch refpejBable hands.

extremely appropriate. Attention to cba- 
radter is, generally fpeaking, ihamefuUy 
neglcdlied in dreifing our aAors and adlreffes. 
More regard is frequently paid to' what 
would decorate the perfon, tliao to what be- 
(X)mes the pait, where the Comedian hai 
intereft or power enough to order hit 
own drefs. That worn by Felix was of 
white fattin, fplendiidy deciirated with 
gold lace, the cloak of crimfoa velvet, 
richly bordered $ it became Lord Henry ex- 
ceedingly.

Theatrical jicifoi niances, both to ' 
the a^ors and auditors, are rational and iii- 
Brudtive amufements. They may mend, 
they cannot injure the minds of thofe who 
dedicate their time to them. fXnfortui lately, 
the reverfe is the true charaAer and tfiedt of 
various other fafhionable means of enur- 
tainnient, nroB of them being either aduial 
vices, dangeious follies, or matters' of met# 
frivolity ai>d wafie of time

rr'HEIR Lordfbips met purfuant to ad- 
* journmenC before Chi iftmas. The Clerk 
jof the Crown brought up the certificate, or 
return, relative to the late eledllon of a 
^Scotch peer. 

Loid Selkirk rofe, he laid, for the par* 
of oppofiiig its reception, and faid ho 
thouglit it his duty, as a peer of that Hohfe, 
(to do fo. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, tliere was no 
precedent of fuch a meafure ; the certificate 
was on tlieir Lordfhips* t.ibic, and there it 
muft lie; It was a document regularly 
brought before their Lordfhips, and to which 
the whole Houfe, were they fo difpofed, 
had not pow’er to refufeadmUllon. 

After fume cf>nverfation between the Lord* 
.Chancellor and Lord Selkirk, their Lordfhips 
proceeded to Wed miniver abbey, and heard 
a fermon, which was elegantly delivered by 
the Bffbop of Gloucefler ; the text was ta- 
ken from the 13th chapter of St. Paul's eptf- 
fle to the Romans, and the ilt and part of 
the ad verfe. ^ 

Prayers were read liy the Bifbop of Ro- 
ehefter. The Arcilbifhop of Canterbury, 
the Bifbop of Salifbury, and fome other 
Bifhops w ere prefent. The Lord Chancel- 
Jor was the only temporal Lord prefent. 

Feb. I. The Earl of Selkirk moved that 
all the Lords in town be fnmmoned for Tuef- 
day next; on which bis Lordfhip gave no- 
tice he would make a motion relative to the 
Jate election of a peer to reprefent in that 
Houfe the peerage of Scotland. — Tlie mo- 
tion pafledof Gou;fe, and the Honfe adjourn- 
#d to' 

Fe]|. 5, Lord Scarfdale prefented a report 
from the committee appointed by their Lord- 
fhips to fearch for precedf^nts applicable roilte 
trid of Warren Haftings, Efqj which \v 3 s 
^tead by t;teCh!»ncel!or, paragraph by para- 
‘graph, each of which was rLfpeClively or- 
dered. Upon that paragraph which Rated 
that the Charge, JOtfenfe, ihould by 
fead at length, 

Chancellor obferved, that, op aecount

fpe£live anfwer, and fo on, till the wliole 
was gone tb^ough^— Ordered accordingly^ . 

Previous to the order of the day; I.orde 
Raw'don begged leave of the Honlo to^ call 
their attention to a bill which he held in his 
hand, for the relief of Infolvent Debtors. 
He fa'.d it was nearly fimilar to that which 
had fallen to the ground at the clofe Of laft 
feilion; but as all the objedlions hp had 
heard Rated were not pointed againR the 
principle of an Infolvent Bill, but againft 
thofe puRihle frauds to which it opened riio 
door, he had, by the nfliRing advice of tho 
moR refpedlahle authority, taken care to ob- 
viate all the objedlionable parts in the for- 
mer bill. — The bill was received and read. 

The order <»f the day was now read, for 
fummoning'^heir X^ordRiips upon the moiioii 
of Lord Selkirk. His Lordfliip rofo and 
moved, that the refolution on their Lordfhips 
Jouniajs of the fefBons in 1762, refpeiRing 
Lord Rutherford, be now read. This order 
was accordingly read, and Rated, fhat a cer- 
tain gentleman of tlie name of Alexander 
Rutherford had petitioned his MajeRy, to 
allow him to make good his c]a>m to tho 
title of Rutherford, which petition had been 
referred to their Lordfhips. Thi% claim had 
not been made gooii, but in order thereto a 
further term of a year had been granted ; at 
the expiration of that peKod, Che claim Rill 
remaining unfettled, and another claim- 
ant of tlie name of Dury having appeared, 
tfieir LoulHiips were pleafed to order that a 
pieccpt he ilTued (o the Prefulent of Seflion 
in Scotland, that neither of the tw'oela*mant$, 
nor thofe claiming under them, be allowed 
to viAe or excrcTo any other francltife at- 
tendant on Scotch peerage till their claims b« 
made good, Thefc orders having been read. 

Lord Selkiik called the attention of their 
Lordfhips to a breach of privilege by the 
Clerks of Seflion, in receiving the vote of a 
perfon calling himfelf Lord Rutherfiord, its 
violation of the above orders of their L^d- 
fhips: he therefore moved tlieir fordlbipe 
that Che condudi of the faid Clerkij^pon that 
occafion be refened to a committee of pri* 
vilege,

Feb. si* The order oC the day being 
iread for taking into confiderattoii the ordei' 
rerpeAing t^e delivery of tickets for ilie 
trial of Mr. HaCtings, the fame was read and 
agreed CO9 and is itiiiibdance as folio W8» vial 
—No peer to be intitled to his tickets who 
either does not attend in perfon to receive 
theiTt, or if not able to attend > has not 
clerir^ two Lords to declare upon their 
hhnonr, his intention of being prjBfent on 
She day of trial ; the fatpe mode of deli- 
very to be obferved the whole time the trial 
may laft> fo that no Lord who has not attend- 
ed the preceding day can he intitled to his 
tickets. — An order was made for Peers Mi- 
nors to walk at the trial. 

Feb. 12. The JOuke of Norfolk inform- 
ed the Houfe that fome perfons had already 
counterfeited the engraving of the tickets 
prepared by the Great Chamberlain for ad- 
miOion to ^e approaching trial. To defeat 
the objedt of thofe perfons, his Grace 
moved, that the tickets delivered to the Peers 
ihould be figned with the hand -writing and 
foaled with the arms of each Peer, before he 
fhould have diftrihuted them among hjs 
friends} and that he (hould write upon them 
|be names of the perfons to^whohi they were 
given. 

Lord Stormont approved of the motiony 
except the part relating to the writing upon 
each ticl^et the name of the perfon to whom 
k was givdn, bccaiife it might be attended 
with great inconvenience. 

That part to which Lord Sformont ob- 
jefted was foft oui $ and the reft of the mo- 
tion was carrieil. 

The attendance of Earl Bathurft, at the 
enfuing trialy was difpenfed with at his own 
requeft, on account of his age^ — as was alfo 
that of his Grace the Duke of Leeds, on the 
fame account, the requeft of his fou the 
Afai'quis of Carmarthen. 

Lord Kinnatrd prefented a petition from 
the Earl of Dumfiies, complaining of the 
endue eledlion of Lord Cathcart to be one of 
fhefixteen reprefentatives of theSicotch Peer- 
age in tiiat Houfe. One of rhe ohje^ipns to 
the elcdiion ftated in the petition was, that a 
pti^rfon not legally entitled had been foffered 
to vote as Lord Rutherford, and that by that 
vote a majority hod been procured by' Lord 
^a^hcaft The petition prayed that the Earl 
iff Dumfries might be heard bycounfcl at 
their Lordihips!

' After fume convpfiation it was determin- 


ed that the fuhjedl matter of the petition an^ 
counter petition (hould be htiar^ on the ^oil| 
of March. 

Feb. i' 8 ; The bill relative to the Scotclf 
fbAiifory brought up and read. 

Lord'Stqrmont Reid it to he a breach of 
faith of the legiftature pledged Co the Scotch 
diftUlerp, that the a 61 which confirmed the 
new fyftem of mliedtiog the fpirit duty in 
Scotland by a liceiifo, (hould not continue fop 
clie time for which it was enadted, whicli wap 
CUI the month of July next. 

Lord Hawkfbuiy and the Lord Chan- 
cellor contended chat there was no breach of 
faith in the cafe. Who could (they aiked) 
pledge himfelf fpr the duration of an adt of 
parliament, when pvent^ had happened which 
parliament could not forefec, and which 
would prove injurious to the public ? The adl 
under which thefe events would become 
highly prejudicial, ought to he repealed. 

Lord Stormont infifted, that chough it 
(hould be proper to repeal the adt alluded to, 
ftiU it would be unjuft to fobjddl the Scotch 
diftillers to the continuation of the hardfhip 
of paying the duty on fpirics by u licenfey 
qfter the beiicfics which alone could conn-* 
terbalance the inconvenience of that mode, 
fhnuld have been uk^^n from them. Either 
^hey ought to have been told laft July that 
(he adl would be repealed in this lefTion of 
parliament, or the licenfes^ which they took 
ont at that time, and weie to laft till nexC 
July, ought to derermine with that adl. For 
this reafun his Lordlhip moved that a claufe 
(houl(| be inferted ip the bill then under con. 
ftderation, for making void the licenfes ta-

Fe» zo. Lord Rawdon begged to be un^ 
derftocMl, that in bringing the prefept objedf; 
befor^T their Lrirdfo'ip^y he had no invidious or 
perfonal defign. That which ho had to pro ^ 
pofe, was fpr the relief of a merituriooG 
clafs pf men, whom he thought to labour 
under fovei« grievances} and to whom much 
was owing, if hard fervices had a right ta 
claim their hard fought recompcnce. Hig 
l^dftilp (iated the peculiar dtfadvantageB 
that would acenie, if a precedent were tc! 
bje (Kfoblifoed for Overlooking long and de« 
forvihg labours'. He reprefented in* ftrong 
and lively colouring! the danger of removing 
from gallant anions, the expelled reward 
by taking away that which ought always to 
accompany what was noble, you cake awav 
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»ii incitftnent^very dimiilus to great at- 
tempts. 

His Lordihip then called the attention oj^ 
the Houfe to the cafes hf feveral offlcerSf, 
Svho were negleiflingly pafled over In the late 
flag promotion. In ibis inflance, the pro- 
pofed end of unremilted and well>dcferving 
profeilional afliduity^ was not only with^ 
iirawny but a kind of cenfure was tacitly 
thrown uponHhe condudt of fuch men, by 
the promotion of jiihiors over them. In 
fuch a light did the olU Captains confider 
themfelves now to ftand — in a light as dif* 
graceful as unmerited. 

After fpeaking at feme lerigth, the fol- 
lowing motion was fubmicted to their Lord- 
fhips i 

** That an humble addrefs be prefented to 
hisMajefty, to take into his confideracion 
the fervices of certain officers who had 
** been unnoticed in the late promotion of 
Admirals.'* 

Lord HoWejuAified his ConduA in the 
promotion of Admirals« and (hewed the in- 
eapediency of a regular diflindtion of ulfl- 
icers, according to a feries of fervice. In 
every truff^ it was neceflary that a confidence 
Ihould reft on thofe that were trufted. 
did not mean to treat in a difparaging man- 
ner the claims bf feveral gentlemen who had 
been overlooked. They might have had ti- 
tles to notice, which he might not have 
feen. The perfons, however, who had 
been promoted, he knew deferved much. 
It was not a wanton adlio|^ nor defigned for 
the gratification of patronage, as none had 
been raifed, who were nut intende<l, Or^ in- 
deed, were not fit for adfual fervice. 

Luid Hawke followed Lord Howe in what 
be had advanced, and mentioned a lime u hen 
he thought different of promotions than he 
did at prefent. He reprobated the tneafiire 
of overlooking the defercs of men,^ merely 
on account of their age. Many, though of 
advanced life, might have much aAivity; 
and as for experience, that w as much in 
their favour. 

Lord Sandwich, in a very pertihentfpeebh, 
defended tho Firft Lord of die Admiralty, 
and quoted many precedents in point He 
thoiight that this was not a proper fubjeft 
for parliamentary confideration | that it was 
in the peculiar province ot the Executive Go- 
vernment. If their Lordfhips took upon 
tl^felve^ to interfere in thefe matters, they 
might have bufmefs enough upon their 
bands— they would have petitions without 
number. If they were to judge of proper 
appointments in that Houfe, they would of- 
icn find themfelves in difagreeable embar- 
roftncntf* They miglic have a hundred 
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Claims upon their feelinj^, by fethers plead- 
ing for their children, and others for their 
fneads. It would be cVuel and pitylefs, 
when you beard them crying for the difre- 
gard (hewn to their feveral ihterefts, hot to 
afford fome redrefs. 

His Lordfhip then mentioned the great 
ex pence that would be incurred by gradual 
promotion — as numbers muft bfeen be pro- 
tided for, before you could at the object 
wilhed for. The vaft inCreafe of Admirals was 
dwelt upon, fince he firft went into admi- 
niftration— that at that time they were but 
ten ; there were how more than feven cimea 
that number. He concluded with begging 
tliat their la>rdfhips would have a proper 
Confidence in thofe who were at the head of 
the Navy, as they were every way com . 
petent to the charge entrufted to tliem, and 
he doubted not but their adtions would cer* 
refpond with their talents. 

A few words of explanation pafTed be- 
tween Lord Rawdnn and Lord Howe, when 
tbr motion was withdrawn. 

Feb, at. By virtue of a commifCon un- 
der the Great Seal, the Scotch Piftillery bill, 
the Tunbridge Road bill, the Dartford Road 
bill, and thifWliitc^ftreeuliill Road bill, re. 
cCived the Royal alTent. 

The order of the day being read for taking 
into confideration the mode of proceeding on 
the articles of impeachment againft Warren 
Haftings, Efq. and for the Houfe*to be fum- 
moned ; the Lord Chancellor left the'^oui- 
fack, opened tlie hufinefs, and in a fpecch 
of confiderable length gave his opinion; 
he was followed by the Loi'ds Stanhope, Co- 
ventry, Abingdon, Loughlnirotigh, Rich- 
mond, Stormont, Derby, Graniley, Carlifle^ 
Duke of Norfolk. 

The Lord Stanhope concluded his fpeech 
with moving, 

** That the Managers for the Commons of 
Great Britain be diredled neither to pro- 
** ceed upon the whole of the Charges, 
** hor upon their Accufations, Article 
by Article, but to proceed upon the 
criminating Allegations one by one.’*— • 
Withdrawn.

Mr. Pitt, who wifhed that the furCheF

Mr. Burke faid this was a great advantage

charge that memory with error and change, 
and (hife tl)c ground as often as be pleafcd.

Mr* Pitt thinight this an uncandid declara- 
tion in the prefeni ftage of the bufmefe, as it 
would not fuffer gentlemen Co form a verf 
favoui-able opinion of the juHice of a perfon^ 
who, l^fore he had beard tlie defence, could 
have finally and irrevocably made up hi? 
mind upon ibe merits of tlie cafe. 

Mr. Fox infifteil that the want of candour 
was difcemible not in what his Right Hon. 
friend had iaid, but in the conftruflion the 
laft fpeaker haii put upon it. He had not 
faid tliat he had made up his mind finally and 
irrtvocubjy ; much Jefs had lie faid tiiat he 
bad made up his mind without hearing the 
defeuQ^ I he had fimply faid, chat after hav- 
ing this buftnefs his ftudy fur many 
years, he had long fince made up his mind 
upon it. 

After fome little fparring, k was agreed* 
that the further bearing of Sir Elijah (hould 
be adjourued to Thiufday.

But by the Scotch 
Working their iliUs fometimed four, and 
fomecimes fix times in the twenty- four 
hours, the duty did not in fodl amonnc to 
above one iienny per gallon j fo that the 
S occh were thus enabled to underCell the 
EiiRlifli in the London m.irkcti they had 
aclually imported into England the whole of 
the quantity ch.it it was Itippofed they would 
have df (tilled in the year, and ninety thou- 
fnnd gallons owr; fo that they had Che 
w'holeof their home confunipt ion dutyfree.

The ILinfe refolved iifelf into a com- 
mittee on the Scotch Dillillery, Mr. Rofe 
in the chair. 

Mr. Pitt then oSterved, that from all that 
had been (lated in evidence laft night, it was^ 
clear the Scotch DHtillcrs enjoyed in the 
London market advantages over the London 
Diftillers, which it was not the intention of 
the Leg<(laCure to alUiw them, w'hen the aCt 
paired for altering the mode of colle<fting the 
duties on diflilled fpirits in Scotland. The 
Legiflature, indeed, viiteiided that the Scotch 
Diftillers (honld derive unaer that an ad- 
vantage in the Scotch market, but never 
could have meant that ttiey fhonld have been 
able to fell their fpirits in London on better 
terms than the Ixmdon Difliiilers. It was 
his wilh to mediate between the Diftillers of 
England and Scotl.md, an <1 to equalize the 
duty as fairly as poltible : he knew that this 
was a delicate talk, and that by attempting to 
pleale both, he might he unfortunate enough 
not to pleafe either. However, bis duty to 
the public would compel him to undert ke 
tile talk. The duty paid by the London Di* 
iliUet* was 2s. 9d. per gallon i iti Scotland it 
svas nominally lod. but in reality not more 
chan from 2^1. to 3d. to which tiie import 
duty of 2 S. being added, Che whole would 
make is. 3d. or thereabimts : lie propofed, 
tiien, by way of eqoalizmrg the duties in both 
kingdoms, chat an additional duty of 6d. per 
gallon (houid be laid upon fpirice diftilled in 
Scotland,' and imported into England. This, 
he chottglib, would brifi|; ^lie’fpirits of both 
oountries to market on f4ir and equal tertttt. 
lia ooncMed witli moving, TlMtdt was tho

Sir WtUiam Conynghame was agatoR ths 

motion. 

Mr. Pulteney, Sir Adam Fergufbn, and 
the Mai*quis of Graham agreed that, though 
Scotchmen, they thought Mr. Pitt's eqlia^ 
iizing duty fair and equitable in its prin^ 
ciple ; atid they believed jult in its calcula^ 
tion.

This being the laft day appointed bf 
the Houfe for receiving petitions upon pri« 
rate bills, feveral were prefenced; as alfo 
two on the fubjedl of the SUve Trade, onp 
from Che inhabitants of llipon, in YorkChire ; 
the other from Maidftone, in Kvnt. 

Ifpon the order of the day being read for 
calling Sir Eliiah Impey Co the bar, in oider 
to his bsing further heard in his defence, 

Mr. Francis rofe, and requefted the atten- 
tion of the Houfe while he adverted to fome- 
whac chat iiad fallen from cliat gentleman oa 
Monday bft. He fete himfelf bound in « 
mod particular manner to take notice of that 
part of Che gentleman's defenpe, in which ho 
alluded Co tl)e alfenc ctf die Supreme Council 
to Che execution nf Hnnducomar, and inov <4 
the Houfe, that Sir Elijah Impey be rett.utt'ed 
to deliver m to that Houfe Che paper which 
he rend in the coiirfe of h<s dgfence, purpoit- 
ing ttt he the traiidation of Che paiilau (»f 
Nunducomar, as delivered by Gen. Clavering 
CO the Supreme Council in Aoguft 1775/. 

The Solicic^ir General contended, chat it 
was contr.iry tt> every principlo of julticc, 
and the pradlice of every court of law, (w 
require any individual to deliver out of hit 
poGTelfion any papers which he miglit con- 
ceive of nfe towards his defbnee, or which he 
feared tended to criminate him. He there- 
fore hoped the gentleman. Upon r^confide- 
ratioQ, would wave his intended motion, and 
rather be contented with Sir Elijah's being 
requefted to give in the papier in queftion, op 
a copy of it, 

Mr. Francis contcnded'for the propriety 
having polfeflion of che ongiifal paper. Ho 
noiv flood in^ the tliara^er'of a dcfendaiir^* 
and therefore h.id a right Co the Infpedlion of 
any paper which had been adduced as a protif 
of Che ch.^/g^fs brought againft him. As to 
copy, tliat cuuld be of no fervice : it was tlds 
nriginal paper he aimed at, and Which indeed 
hediad not fnppofed to have emftcd,''cill, r6 
his great furprige, he heard it red! on Mon', 
day laft. Ttiis particular paper lie rtit^ 
wtOaed CO be fotthcomlng, iis he' hEad gOai'd rrin* 
itm- to- baliavit'it would be found not Amply* 

atraoP 
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a tranflaiion of the originat, but enrioutif 
interfineU m Mr. Hadings's own h^nd-wri* 
ting. He muCt, therefore^ perfift in de- 
ttiaadir>g its prodndftion, as upon it he meant to. 
ground charges of a moC^ ferioas nature* 

Mr» Pitt I after what he had jufl now 
heardy could not remain filent. ^ He trailed, 
that upon tbia bufinels there would be but 
one fentiment in the Houfe. The forcing 
out of any man's polTeflion, papers^ which, 
however he might be inclined to ufe them 
as a means of defence, w^ere avowedly 
wrenched from him for the parpofe of cri** 
minacing him, was an adi of iuch glaring 
injoftice and flagrant defpotifm, that he knew 
but one (lep more they had to take to fill up 
the meafure of cruelty— -that of putting him 
to the torture, in order to extort confefllon. 
reeling, therefore, fur the honour and cha- 
ndler of tiiat Huufe, be begged leave to 
temper the motion fomewhat, by moving that 
the words be required to deliver,*’ Uc, 
fhould be changed to be alked if he has 
no objedlion to deliver, &c. 

A long and defuUory debate here took 
place I in the end the Houfe divided upon 
Che motion, and Mr. Pitf s amendment was 
carried by a majority of 63 s fqr the amend- 
ment S07, againfl it 44.. 

Immediately after the divifion, Sir,Elijab 
Impey was called to the bar, and was afked 
by the Speaker if he had any ubjedljofrto 
the produ^ion of a copy of the paiffer that 
bad been the fdbjedl of the motion : pis reply 
was, that he had not the leafl objedlion, 
and that he would take care that the Houfe 
Ihould be furnifhed with a copy of it.— He 
Chen informed the Houfe, that under the 
very ^leculiar circuniflances of his cafe, he 
found himfelf reduced to Che nectfllty of cal- 
ling for the procedlion of the Houfe. Ic 
was not enough, he obferv6d, that he ihould 
iland accufed before that great aflenibly of 
enormous crimes, but he mull alfo be at- 
tacked and traduced in the public prints, 
even at the moment when he was defending 
himfelf againft thofe heavy charges. 

Mr. W. Grenville moved, tliat Sir Elijah 
might withdraw from the bar ; and chat gen- 
tleman jdaving accordingly retired, Mr. 
Grenville faid, that the publications relative 
to the proceedings of that Houfe, had of 
lace been highly derogatory to its dignity t 
ic was an unpleafant thing to compbin 
of the prefs ; and he would have been glad 
tWl tjt^e. had not been any occafion for the 
complaint that had bem juilly roadei but 
as it ha^ been made, tlie. Houfe could 
not, in juAice pafs it over unnoticed ; fonie 
pciMWling ougte to be grounded on it ; and 
ier that purpofe he inoved| that the Koufie 


would on the moi^iw take the faid coin- 
plaint into confideration. — The mutkm wae' 
earned new- eon. 

Sir Elijah was then called tp the bar, andf 
proceeded in his defence. At ten 6'cluck hq' 
got to the end of the charge relative to the 
Patna caufe, and there he flopped. On the 
motion of Mr. Pitt, he was afked when he 
would wifh Jo be heard in reply to the re- 
maining chai'ges ?— His anfwer was iieaiiy 
as fellows : 

From the moment that 1 underflood I 
was to be accufed, I refolved not to fink 
under the charge, but to meet it with for^ 
titude. However, fince the accufatioii has 
alTumed its prefent form, and the firfl 
charge is of fo heinous a nature, the horror 
1 feel at being thought capable of fo black a 
crime, added to the bodily exertions 1 have 
been obliged Co make in iireparing and flat^ 
ing my defence, has been too powerfifl for 
my flrength, which begins to fail me. For 
feme days paft 1 have been ill, and am fo 
now while 1 am addreiling this Hon. Houfe# 
The charge relating to Nundiicomar prefTcs 
mofl upon my mind; until 1 know the opi- 
nion of this Houfe upon it, 1 cannot think 
of defending myfelf againfl the other charges# 
"Tell me, before 1 proceed to them, Whether 
or not, after the defence 1 have already roade^ 
this Houfe thinks me the murderer of Nun- 
ducomar. Should you anfwer me in the neg.i<» 
live, you will, relieve me fromfuch a weight 
of horror, that 1 ftiall give you little trouble 
about Che ocher charges. 1 care not if they 
are carried up ag&'mfl me to the Houfe of 
JLords, provided 1 ftand acquitted in the 
judgment of this Houfe of fo Foul a flaid 
upon my honour, as the imputation of hav- 
ing murdered a man under the forms of law.'* 
He Chen withdrew from the bar, and 

Mr. Pitt faid, that he faw no inconvenience 
in gratifying the wifli exprefled by Sir Elijahf 
he therefore moved, that Sir Elijah (hould 
be informed that the Houfe would take the 
flrfl charge^ into coufideration, before they 
Ihould call upon him for any further defence; 
After fome converfacion the motion was 
agreed to, and Sir Elijah appearing again at 
the bgr, was naade acquainted with the de-J 
termination of the Houfe, and then flnal^ 
retired. 

It was then refolved. that the Houfe Ihould 
on Monday next hear evtdence in fupporc of 
tke profecation.

Mr. M. A. Taylor prefeated a ptft- 
. tion from Mr. J« Palmer, praying for 
leave to bring in a bill to enable bis Majefly 
to Ikenie tht Royalty Theatre# .He then 

moved 



fnoved that the petition might be brought 

: Mr. Anftruther oppofed the motion. He 
&iid that Mr. Palmer^afcer having foc^ii 
pnonths trampled on the law of his countrjry 
applied with a very bad grace to parliament 
£or an A£i to Licenfe his Theatre. 

Tlie queltion was then put on the motion, 
which was negatived without a divtfion, and. 
the petition was confequently rejedied. 

Mr. Sheridan informed the Houfe that he 
had in his hand a petition frofn as mentorir 
pus a hudy of men as any in the nation ; he 
meant ilie gentl men who ferved in the navy 
with the rank of lieutenants. Th«fe gen. 
tlemeii complained very juftly of the imall * 
nets of then* pay, and wilhed to fubmit their 
cafe to the confideration of the Houle. 

This petition came within the defenption of 
tiiofe which prayeil fora grant of money from 
Che public, and therefore could not be receiv- 
ed, according to the orders of the Houfe, 
Without the previous content of his Majetfy, 
exprelled by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
winch confent Mr. Pitl (aid, he w'us not 
prei^red to exprefs; and therclure the peti<p 
tjon fell to the ground, tor the Houfe, un- 
der this circumltance, could not receive it. 

A petition was prefented by the Rt. Hon. 
Mr, FredericK Montagu from ctie mother 
pf the Penn family. He pointed out the 
Royalties w'hich her family had enjoyed, and 
tiie iolfes It had fuCiained by the revolution in 
America; the claims (he and hercliildien had 
upon the public, and the obligations the 
public were under to her fafnily. 

Mr. Pitt confented qn the part of the 
King chat this petition fhoulfi be received ; it 
was accordingly brought up ^pd read ; and 
then it was oidered, on the niociun of Mr. 
Montagu, that it fhould lie on the cable. 

Sir E. Impey was called to the Enr, and 
required to pioouce the publications which he 
haO made the fuhje^lsof complaint yeRerday. 
He pruduped the Morning Herald of Wed- 
nefday,and the Gazetteer of Thurfday. He 
gbferved at the fanie time, that Mr. l)ebrett, 
who was the publifher of a pamphlet of 
wbith he had complained, liad waited upon 
|iim, apologized tor the publication, and 
promifed cd Rop Uie faie of it. Sir Elyati 
then withdrew. 

Mr. Grenville moved, that tlm paragraphs 
pomplained of in the papers prefented by 
$ir' Elijah Impey wore injurious to the dig- 
nity of the Houfe, and tended to prejudice 
the defence of a peifon accufed before the 
Houfe of High Crimes and Mifdemeanors.

pw ipoyed an a^4re(i to the Ring, 


that he would be gracloufly pleaM to order 
the Attorney and Solicitor-GenerH to pro# 
feciite the Pripters of chofe Libels. 

Mr. Pourtenty obferved, that Sir Elqah't 
having fuppretfed the libel of Bcbrett, hoi 
having apologized to him, fuggefled the foU 
lowing addition by way of amendment tp^ 
the laft motion, unlefs the faid printers 
(hall make an apology to Sir Elijah Empey.** 
This amendment was negatived without a 
divifion. The Houfe then divided ii]>on the 
motion for the profecuCion, which was car- 
ried by a majority of 7^.

The Houfe went into a Committee, Mr. 
Steele in the Chair, upon the Bill ior impo- 
hng an additional duty of 6d. per gallon on

debate. Tlja molt material of thefe refpedt- 
ed the time w|)en the bill Ihouid cake place, 
which was fettled for the day on which it 
fhould receive the foyal affent. 

The Houfe then refolved inteaCobsmittee, 
to take into confideration the commercial m- 
tcrcourfe with America, 

Mr. W. Grenville obferved, that hitlierte 
this incercourfe had been carried 011 under 
the authority of annual Adts of ParJiament ; 
but he now intended to propnfe that that 
part, which from four years experience was 
found to be eligible, fhould be made perma- 
nent by a new a£t of the legiflature. Eveiy 
one wifhed that the fupply of lumber, grain, 
provifiuns, and hlh, for the ufe of our Wefi- 
India iflands, might be conveyed in BiiCith 
bottoms, for the benefit and mcreafe of our 
navigation; but many doubted whether t 
fufiiciciit fupply of thefe articles could be 
procured if American (hips were excluded 
our iflands. This, however, had been done 
with fuccefs, as for the four laft years no o* 
ther velfels but Britifh had been employed in 
fupplying Che iflands, and never had there 
been a more plentiful fupply. From this 
policy of employing Britifh boitoroi only, Ch 9 
planters had reaped great advantages, and 
the navigation of the empire been iiicr|afed, as 
we now employed every year near 40,000 
oi Aippiog, and near 5000 feamtn in 



chad: trade alone, and /reieht of the (hip^ 
j^Dg amounted to 2^0,000!; 

He theii moved for leave to bring in 4 bill 
m fettling tl^e ihtercourCe between the dif- 
Hkeot places mentioned. 

After fome litiie conyerfation the motion 
.was carried uaanimoufly. 

The Houfe being refumed, refoived icfelf 
again into a Committee on the clut ges brought 
agatnfl Sir Elijah fmpey. 

Sir Gilbert Elliott faid, he, wifocd that Mr.

Mr, Pitt then rofe, and faid, from the 
little he had heard read of Che pamphlet, it 
f.ppeai ed to him to be not only a libel, but a 
libel of a very heinous, though he conceived 
not of a very dangerous nature ; but as it 
would not be right for the H<mre upon fo 
Hight a fuggedton as a Member reading ex- 
tradls, to ground a motion, however other- 
wife proper, he wKhed the Right Hon. 
Gentleman would fnffer the pamphlet to r^ 
main on the table for a day, (in order that 
gentlemen who w^ilhod to know the cqp- 
tents before they voted, might read it) and 
f irbear to make any other motion, ^ than 
** chat the pamphlet complained of as a libel 
be taken into confideracion on any fu- 
Cure day/* which was agired to.

' The Chancellor of the "Exdfei^er tfiA, 
he found himfel'f prepan^ to agred in pm, 
but not wholly to the motion of tile Right 
Hon. Gentleman : that the pamphlet m 
quedion contained a libel againd ctiat Hbofot 
was clear and obvious t but that it contained 
a libd againd his Majedy, did hot, in his 
opinion, appear in the fame light. Th« 
grammatical and natural condrudiion of all 
thd fentences, would not warrant chat Houfe 
in pronouncing any part of the pamphlet 
quedion libellous on his Majedy $ it aflbned 
that the fmiles of the Sovereign could not 
<< fereen or protect Mr. Hadings from im- 
peachment f* what ‘was the natural info* 
rence on this allufiun } That Mr. HadtngS 
had, before his impeachment, been the ob- 
je£l of Royal notice : this might Rave beed' 
either true or falfe witliout being libellous | 
it was not even hinted or infinuateJ that any 
influence on the pan of the Crown had been 
exerted to protect Mr. Hallings from im- 
peachment.

Mr. Baftard rofe to make his promifed 
motion, relative to the lace naval arrange- 
ments. He (aid, that he was j^uUy con- 
vinced in bis own mind, that men who rank 
high in their profefiion— who had been emi- 
nently diHingu'ifbed for their bravery— to 
whofe condudl the Houfe had, by their vote^, 
given the mod exalted teftimony of appro- 
bation — had been (hamefuUy overlooked, i:e- 
je£led,defpifed,difgraced. and Higmaiized by 
the late promotion of FUg-Offipers.— -Hav- 
ing Hated this to the Houfe with an energy 
illuHrative of the zeal he felt for the fituation 
of thofe gallant Officers who had been fe 
negleCled,— he faid, fuch conduct in the Mi- 
nlHer of the Naval department, not only 
difgraced the liberality and gratitude of die 
Britifh name, but carried with it an obvious 
tendency to extinguifh that glorious fpint of 
emulation, whi^h hadraifed the cliaradler of 
an Eiiglilh feaman beyond the reach of all 
competition.— The Noble Lord (Howe) 
whofe condiifl on this public occafion he 
never could fubferibe to — muH from long 
profeffional experience well know the ex- 
treme danger to which the fervice muH he 
expofed, by paffing over officers agaiiiH 
v^hom not a fingle obje^ion, not the moH 
diilant, infinuation of inability can poffibly be ^ 
alledged. He well knew how dangerous to 
the fervice it w^as, and defirudtive to the 
hope cherlffied by every brave and gallant 
commander, that their meritorious adlions 
would ever meet, the juH reward of a liberal 
country. Were fudf men as Capt. Balfour, 
CapC. Thempfon, Sir Digby Dent, and 
Commiffioner Lafbrey, to be driven, like 
Belifarius of old, from the fervice, and 
abandoned by thofe whofe duty it w is to (ee 
them duly honoured and fupported ?— Such 
conduct he conceived to be guided by llie 
moH dangerous and alarming policy, Ic^ 
tended to rekindle that jealoufy and difunioii 
in tlie navy, by which the interoH of the 
nation in the laH war fo feverely fuffered. 
To what were young officers now to look for 
picferment, when they beheld ihsir fervicea 
fo treated ? Would they, toobtain preferment, 
clofely apply tbair attention to pmfeffional 
purfuits? They obferve examfdes before 
them which warrant them to conclude, that 
it is not profeffional (kill, perfoual bravery, 
or long and approved fervices, that are 
likely to qualify them ks proper candidates for 
proinotlon. No : the reackeH and moft di- 
redt road to rank and emolument, noiv, is 
to beoxne thd reprefentatlve of fome venal 
borough, to court the fmilds of Firtf 
Lord of the Admiralty, by voting for bim 
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•n all oecafions :*«»fbIlow thefo fteps, and 
^your preferment is certain. He then read 
the voce of thanks of the Hodfe in 2782, to 
Lord Rodney^ and the Captains, fee. and 
Rated) that Captain Thompfon and Captain 
Balfour had been included in that vote 1 and 
yet thefe officers of tried bravery, and ap- 
proved nautical ability, without doing any 
thing to draw upon them the fmalleR dif- 
grace, or the flighteft cenfnre, the late pro- 
motions entirely overlooked. What were 
the votes of the Houfe ^ without 

fubftances. Could the nation forget what 
they owed to thofe officers on that occafion f 
—He hoped, for its honour, that was im- 
poflible; they had both a claim upon the 
Houfe for the vote of approbation which it 
had pafled, and a claim on their count! y for 
its favour, reward, and protedlion. The 
humanity and dignity of the Commons, he 
conceived, as well as the true inteteR of the 
country, fpurned at the jdea of ovet looking 
the merit of men who deferved a treatment 
dinmetricnlly oppofite to that which their 
hard fate had experienced. Having very 
forcibly imprelTed the Houfe with this idea, 
he then moved, ** That an humble Addrefs 
** (h.}ulci he prefented to his MajeRy, pray-^ 

ing him to heRow fome mark of Royal 

Favour on Captains Balfour and Thomp- 
** fon.” 

Mr. Edwards, member for MaidRone, in 
his maiOen fpeech, feconded the motion. 

Mr. Bcaufoy, after having pronounced a 
very lofty panegyric on the FirR Lord of the 
Adminilcy, declared, that in an arrangement 
which fo intimately applied itfelf to htspro- 
fetlion.il fkill, he conceived him incapable of 
a61mg improperly, or violating his integrity. 
The motion which had been fubmiited to 
the Houfe had a tendency which, he be- 
lieved, the hon. member did not forefee, of 
injuring the fervice, and Rriking at the very 
vitals of the conRitution ; and if the com- 
phnnanrs had conceived it to be fraught with 
fuch danger, they would never have con* 
fented to bring it forward in fuqh a Riape ; 
it a(ked an interference with the executive 
power, which the Houfe could not conRitu- 
tionally alTume. 

Sir George Collier conceived the queRion 
before the Houfe -to lie in a very fmall com- 
pafs— It was, Whether the naval promo- 
tions were to be confideied with regard to 
rank and feniority or not ?’* If fuch a con- 
dudl was purfued, as had hitherto been an- 
nouncoil, he thought it would ultimately be 
injurious to the fervioe. 

Captain Machride contended, that the in* 
tention of the fuperannuated liR was to re- 
ceive thofe officers whowere by age and in- 
finity rendered incapable of a^ive fervice | 


but Captain Thompfon did not come under 
this deferiptionj he was as perfedUy in 
health, 9A he was found in capacity. 

Mr. Pitt oppofed the motion with more 
than ufual warmth. He maintained tliat the 
right of feledling officers for the naval fer- 
vice reRed folely with the executive power 
of government, and more particulaily ap- 
plied to the difcretionary power of the FirR 
Lord of the Admiralty, whvKc judgment was 
unqueRionably to be exercifed in feie^ing 
thofe whom he fhuuld conceive qualified to 
connmand a fleet. A Captain of a (hip 
might, in every point of view, be qualifled 
to command a fingle veffel, but very unflt to 
have the command of a fleet.— After having 
in various points of view Rated to the Houfe. 
the diRinditons of nautical capacity, he faid, 
fimilar occurrences had frequently happened 
like thofe of the fuhjeiR of complaint. 
had, on examination, found that fince the 
year 1718, to the prefent time, there had 
been fet afide 139 Flag Officers, and 244 
Captains. He had no douht, from the very 
honourable report he had heard of the cha- 
racter and ability of Captain Thompfon and 
Captain Balfour, but that their fei vices were 
entitled to rdward ; but he would maintain, 
that thuir refpeRive merits could nut be dif- 
cufled in that Houfe ; that the mhcion pro- 
pofed w^ould dcfejic the intentioil it aimed te 
accomplilh, and would (operate as a direCt 
encroachment on the privilc'ge of the execu- 
Civqgovernment. 

Lord Mu) grave entered into the warmeft' 
eulogiums on the character of Conimiffioner 
Laforey. His Lordfhip was extremely elA 
borate, and aigiurd with ardor. He faid, 
that Sir George PuciKke and Admiral BoC- 
cawen were once overlooked, though after- 
wards the companions of freqiicnt viClories; 
He then advet ted to the fuperannoated liR, 
and maintained agaiiiR the prefent praClice 
of fuporannuHtiiig i>fficers, that he who ac- 
cepted that alternative could not tei m it the 
Jtrfi day of his ififrmity, but he might with 
propriety call it the fif day of bis mortifca» 
tioH. Some allowance he conceived ought to 
be m4de to the refined feelings of a man* of 
honour, but he confidered it violating them 
when asi officer was requeRed to retire at a 
time when he never had harboured a thougiit 
of alking for retirement. After having 
dwelt on this idea m Rrains Angularly pathe- 
tic, his Lordihip hoped that the honourable 
member would witlulraw his motion, as nut 
calculated to obtain the defii ed effc^ 

Mr. Ballard made a fheurt reply to Mr« 
Pitt, and finding the fenfe of the Houfe a« 
gainR his firR motion, propofed another of <1 
more general nature, which Mr. PittobjeCi* 
log to, be withdrew them both.

* meRa^ was Tent to the Commons, that 
the Houfe was immediately going to adjourn 
to Weftmin/ler-Hall, to proceed upon tlie 
trial of Warren Haftings, Efq.- The meifage 
was immediately return^, that the Commons 
were r^dy to fubftantiale their cliarges. I'he 
Lords Were then called over by the Cierl^ and 
arra|;iiged by Sir Ifaac Heard, Principal King 
at Arms, when upwards of two hundred 
proceeded in order to WeAniinRcr-Hall *• 
The Peers were preceded by 
Lord Chancellor's Gentlemen Attendants^ 
two and two, 

Clerk AfliOant of the Houfe of Lords, and 
Clerk of the Parliaments.

Mr. Hadings dpod for (bme time— >Gn a motion from a Peer, the Chancdlor allowed, as 
a favour, that the Priibner foould have a cludr — And lie fat the whole timc-.-but occafionallyi 
when he fpoke to his Cqunfel. 

His Counfel were Mr. Law, Mr. Plomer, Mr, Dallas.— For . tlie Commons — Dr. Scott 
and Dr. Lawience Mdfrs. Mansfield, Piggot, Burke, and Douglas. 

A party of horfe-guards, under the command of a Field Otficer, with a Captain^ party 
from the horft-grenadiers, attended daily during the trial. 

A body of three^ hundred foot-guards alfo kept the avenues clear, and a confiderable 
nuniber of condables attended for the purpofo of taking effonders into cuftody.

Mr. Haibngs immediately appeared at the 
Bar with hit two furcties, Mr. bulb van and 
Mr. Sumner, and immediately dropped on his 
knees; when the lA>rd Chancellor fignihed 
that. he might rife. He feenxed very intirm, 
and much indlfpofed. He was drclf^d in a 
plain pop]>y-cok>ured fult of ck^thes. 

After Mr. HaAings appeared at the Bar, a 
Proclamation as follows was made : 

“ W|iert 9 ^ Charges of High Crimes and 
Mifdemeanors have been exhibited by the 
Knights, Citizens, and BurgelTes in Far- 
liainent aflembled, in tlie name of tlicm- 
“ ftives, and of all tlie Commons of Great 
Britain, againA Warren HaAings, Efq. 
All perfons concerned are to take notice, 
tliat he now Aands on his trial, and they 
may come forth in order to make good the 
faid charges.” 

Proclamation being made, the Lord Chan* 
oellor rofe, and addreifed the prifoner as foL 
lows ; — 

“ Warren HaAings, 

You are called upon, after every expe* 
“ dient allowance, for your defence. You 
“ have had bail : you have Counfel, Much 
time alfo has been granted you — becoming 
well the circumAances of your cafe. 

“ For the matter in the Charges is moA 
momentous, and the dates arc remote, 
** Ance tlic occurrences in thofe charges al- 
ledged agaiiiA you are faid to have been 
“ committed 

Thcfe advantages you mu A under Aand, 
wliile you fctl.— You arc to deem them 
not an indulgence of this Houfe— but the 
** fair claim of right — a concclTion of nothing, 
but what you have in common with all 
around you —what every Britifli fubje^ 
may a(k, and every Bricilh tribunal muA 
•* allow. 


^ Conduft your Defence, therefore, in a 
“ manner chat may befit your Aacion, and the 
** magnitude of cliaiiges againlt you.-^ 

^ EAimate rightly the high charafler of thofe 
you have to anfwer-— tliuCumaoiA? of Great

To which Mr. HaAings made almoA ver* 
batim the following anfwer :

Hus ceremony being over, the reading 
Clerk began to read tlie ArA chaise, and with 
the Clerk AfiiAant, Deputy Clwk of tlic 
Crown, and anotlier gentleman who attended 
as an additional Cl^rk, their Lord fiiips got 
through the reading of feven chaiges and /even 
anfwcrs. 

The Marquis of Stafford, when it was Im- 
pofliblc for the Clerk to fee any longer, moved 
to ad)ourn to the Cliamber of Parliament.; 
when, upon motion, the further ccnfideration 
of the above trial was put off until ten o'clock 
next moining. 

Second Day. 

Thursday, Fkpruary 14. 

The names of the Houfe being called ovar 
by Garter King at Anns and his AfiiAant, 
the procefTion went in the fa^e order as the 
preceding day, and being feated in the Courts 
the fame formalities took place as at theopen«- 
ing of the bufinefs ; after which Mr. HaA- 
ings was callixl to the bar with, his bail, 
Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Sumner. 

The remaining twelve charges and tlie 
anfwcrs were then read by the Clerks attend- 
ing. It was near five o'clock before tlie 
reading was finlOied, and the conclufion of 
Mr. HaAings' defence evidently made a deep 
imprelTion upon the audience. — The Lords 
immediately icturued to their Houfe, and 
adjourned *.

Fripay, Fxbxuary 15* 

The Court bdnjf fcated % and after the 
nftial proclamation Mr. Haftings apjiearing 
at the bar* the 'Lord Chancellor demanded 
who appeared in behalf of the Commons to 
ftibftantiate the Charges f. 

Mr. Burke immediately role, and made his 
obedience to the Oourt ; and every eye was 
at this moment rivett^ upon him. “ He 
ftood forth, he faid, at the command of the 
Commons of Great Britain, as the accufer 
«r Warren Haftings.*' 

Mr. Burke then (lopped for above a mi- 
nute, at the end of which he refumed, and 
continued his fpeech for two hours and a 
half. It was grave and temperate ; but was 
pathetic and afte^ing. Every exprclTion ai'.d 
(entinKnt was appropriate; and though in 
tlic prbgrefs he led tlie ignorant to the nioft 
familiar acquaintance with the origin of the 
crimc,s and the evils of India, he aftonilhcd 
the moft knowing with the new afpe^t 
wfiich he gave to the whole, after it had been 
fo long a^tated and fo thoroughly dircufTcd, 
He apoftropliizcd the tribunal before which 
he ftood— congratulated his country on pof- 
fo powerful an inftrument of juftico, 
and fo autiioricative a corre6li>r of abufc, 
and hoped that no corruptions v/ould ever 
taint, artd no focieties of Ipecial pleading and 
Old Bailey prevarication be able to under- 
mine it. 

Ha dated, tnat the fubjed matter of the 
Jirtfvnt Tinpeachment had been In a courfe of 
inveftigation and enquiry for nearly fouitcen 
years before the Commons of England ; that 
tlie refult was, their having found aniple 


reafon to conclude, that Mr. Haftings ou^it^ 
in juftice to the millions who had lived under 
his govemitient in Afia, and in juftice to th» 
national charadVer, which he appeared to 
have difgraced by his condudl in the exalted 
(iation of Governor General of India', to be 
put up/>n his trial. He then went into ii 
general view of the hiftory of Hindoftan, 
and of its particular hiftory as aftedted by 
Englilh enterprize and Englifh rapine. He 
enumerated and deferibed the various ranks of 
Englifli focicty in India, ^jnd carried them 
through their fevcral gradations of writer, 
fadtor, junior merchant, and fenior mcr- 
clinnt, up to tlie (late officers' In the fervicc. 
He palTed front this to die Indian charadler, 
and drew tlie pidlure of a Banyan in the moft 
forcible and glowing colours. He next wc*nt 
into a (hort but admirably drawn hiftory of 
the people, religion, manners, and rcvdlufions 
of the Gentoo tribes— their divifion into 
cafts — their local religion and prejudices— J- 
the irruption and change made by the Maho- 
irietan — the revolution accomplilhed by the 
I'artar Tamerlane, and the (lov/ but more 
portentous confcquences of tlic Englifti in- 
road. In the courfc of his fptcch he worked 
up thc^ paffions of the Court in fo powerful 
a mann'"*, when he deferibed tlie fnlFerings 
0i the native Hindoos under the government 
of Mr. Haftings, that the Coi/it rc|jearcdly 
called out hear! hear !

Halving thus avowedly adied in oppofttion 
to the laws of Great Britain, he fled, but in 
vain, for fhelter to other laws and other 
ufages.

If he appealed, indeed, to the 
pra^lices of the country, it would begranted, 
that other peculators and other tyrants had 
cxifted bcfoic Warrtn Haftings j Init that 
was by no means a juftification of his con- 
duA : on the contrary, as tliey did not pre- 
tend to aft according to the laws, fo they 
wei-e pun'fhcd by their fuperiors for afting 
in oppofltion to the laws. Mr. Burke here 
recited fbme inftances wlicre flmllar offences 
liad been puniihed in Ofheers of finance by 


the Sovereigns of the diftrlft, as being 
trary to the laws of Hindoftan. 

He concluded a fpeech of three hours and 
ten minutes, by an apology to the Court for 
the time he had occupied. If he had been 
diffuf^ he hoped their Lordfliips would at- 
tribute it folely to an anxious wifh thaf 
juftice fhould take place in a caufe, themoft 
compKcated and momentous, perhaps, that 
ever was fubmitted to any Court.

The liorcis having taken their feats, Mr* 
Buikc refunded his fpeech. 

He faid, that the government of Mi . If&f- 
tings was founded in bribery and corriipdon ; 
that his adminiftration was one centinuuf 
feene of peculation. Nuiiducomar, a man of 
high rank, had become the accufer of Mr. 
Haftings ; but he was foon taken otr by a pio- 
fecutlon for felony. But Nunducomar was 
not the only accufer ; if eve ry thing that man 
had faid of Mr, Haftings had bcenfcandalouf- 
ly falfe, ftili it ap|>eared upon the oath of one 
of the mult illuftiious Ladles, or Prlnceflcs in 
Bengal, tiiat Mr. Haftings had received from 
her, or her agents, a bribe of 40,000!. fterliog. 
This oath, and this charge of peculation, 
were upon record in the at chives of t!ic £aft- 
India Company 5 but no trace could be found 
of any anfwer made by Mr. Haiikigs to a 
charge fo injurious to his charaftei''.

Haftings had met with many cfaeckty fnm the 
antegrtty of Gen. Clavering, Col. Monfoii,and 
Mr, Francis ; but it had extended fe far, that 
it could not be concealed from thofe who felt 
for die honour of the Britifli name and fer hu. 
maiiity. Mr. Haftings knwa' thia, and hav- 
ing reafotl to apprehend that the enquiry infti- 
tuted by Parliament into delinquencies on the 
coaft of Coromandel, would at lafk reach Ben- 
gal, he fuddenly had rccourfeto an expedient 
for fcreening himfelf from the refentment of 
his conftituents, by making them gainers by 
his peculation. Finding himfelf on the eve 
of detefhon, he paid into the Company’s trea- 
Cury a val^ fum of money which he had re- 
ceived contrary to law j but then he faid he 
did not receive it for his own ufeii but for chat 
of the Company. However, there was in diU 
inftance a circumilnnce that feemed to contra- 
dtd his afTertion, That he had receivod die 
money for the ufo of the Company f * it was 
this When he paid the money Into the 
treafury at Calcutta, he took bonds fer it $ fo 
that, in fa61, the Company, to whom this 
money was faid to belong, was made debtor 
to Mr. Haflings for the full amount of it. 
On his being quedioned at home by the 
Court of Directors, and alked why he had 
taken bonds for money not his own, his an- 
fwer was, That he did not know ; he could 
not tell at that dill. nee of time (lefs than 
three years) ; it m'ght be to prevent the cu^ 
rious at Calcutta from being acquainted with 
tlie proceedings of the flate^ that he ought 
not to be prefled now for an account of mo- 
tives which he no longer lemembeied, and of 
which be could not give any account now, as 
his papers were in India.”

The work to which this Dedication is 
prefixed, however, never obtained much 
celebrity.

It is but as a conjedure, though aeon- 
jeilure which deferves attention from the 
quarter from whence it is derived, that we 
notice the report of Mr. Gibbon being 
the author of “ Cr.tical Oblervations on 
the fixih Book of the JKiieid, 8 vo.,i77j/’ 
in which the Bilhop of Gloucefters at- 
tempt to ulkgorize the 6th Book of the 
yEncid into the piocefs of the EleufiBian 
mylleiies was very luc'cel'sfully combated 
and ulutid. Tl.is pamphla, whoever 
may be the auilior of it, has not been yet

Their temples, their fa- 
cred hearths, their families and houfc- 
hold gods were objcfls of the moft facrcd 
attachment, for which they were ever 
ready to lay down their lives. 

But their fituation among an aflcmblage 
of fmall independent ftatcs not only made 
them warriors from neccflity, it alto gave 
rife to a generous I'pirit of emulation 
among them. This encouraged the ex- 
ertion of all their faculties, both of body 
and mind. .A love of glory took pof- 
feflion of their fouls, whofe generous na- 
ture rendered them fufccpiible of it in the 
moft cxquifite degree j fo that the chap- 
let, the leward of valour, and the finaple 
garland, the prize of the victorious 
wreftler, were received with greater tranf- 
ports of fatisfaCtion than the richeft prize 
without glory could beftow. 

This lufcepiibiliiy of warm and gene- 
rous emotions difpofed them to be in- 
fluenced by their Poets and Orators in 
that enlhuliaftic degree we fo much ad- 
mire. Hence it happened that the artful 
policy of the Athemans in fending Tyr- 
taeus, a fclioolmaftcr of deformed peribn 
and unacqttaimcd with the art of war, 
but pofll'flcd of gieat poetical talents, to 
command the Spartan army, when the 
Spartan^ were direCfed by the opclc to 
apply to Athens for a Gencial in their 
unfuccefsful war agalnll the MclTenians, 
bad a contrary ctfcCl from what they 
hoped. For when the Spartans, as might 
be cxpcClcd, were deteated under his 
conduCl and began to dei’poHd, he railed 
their drooping courage by his war ele- 
gies to fuch a pitch of cnihufiafrn, that, 
after fo many defeats, they renewed the 
conQiCt with the rcfolution of obtaining 
victory or a glorious death, — and they 
were victorious. 

Thus did the Poet by his animating 
fo gs obtain that fuccefs which the Spar- 
tnn Generals had failed of, and which, 
perhaps, no generallhip, unaided by the 
animating fong of the Poet, could have 
gained. 

Thcfe reflexions were fuggefted by 
reading Xyft®us*s war elegies in Mr, 
PoKvhelc's late excellent tranflation of 
Theocritus, Bion, Mofehus, and Tyr- 
taftivs. The fouith elegy I beg leave to 
fend for infertion, that your readers may 
fee What arguments the Poet touched upon 
to animate his warriors.

be well qiieftioned, whether the epiftolary 
corrcljjondencc of any man be a fit iiib- 
jc6l for publication. Either it is futiicient- 
ly poliflitd to nicer ihe judgm^Jiu of the 
worhl, or it is not. — If jt be, the proba- 
bility is, that the letters have been writ- 
ten with an eye to public irifpe6lion, and 
fo they lofe at once iheir principal rccom- 
ineiulation of cafe, fincerixv, and nature. 
If th* y be the genuine elfufions of the 
wriiei ’s heart, it is equally probable that 
they are not of fufficient merit, or at lealf 
of liiflicieiit confequence to general to 
dclcrve pciulhl. Tlic only argument 
wliich c ’n be adduced for the publication 
of private coiTcfpondcnce is, that in their 
familiar letters, us in their converfation, 
the bed plthire of the minds of men is 
to be found j — but of this aigiimcnt the 
force is by no means conclufive. No man

friend an unfavourable imprelhon of him- 
felf. — It is caly to elective ourfelves. Gc • 
ncjous /eniimtnts and lublimc morality 
iTqviiic lililc exertion to produce, while 
neither inteicll nor p 'flion interfeie to (lifle 
them ; and advice is, of all things, that 
of which we are mod liberal • With 
ihcfe (Liniments of familiar coircfpon. 
dence, which, though har(h, may pro- 
bably be found not unjult, we fear it is 
loo t.uc, that every iiuni ills down to his 
dtd: under the impreirion of a chniattcr 
wiMcli he is to fullalii j with a wiili to 
Ihcw himdif, not what he is, but what 
he would be thought to be ; and this, vea y 
frequently, without any fornnd intciuitm 
of impoiiiion ; he (irit decsive*! hiinfclf j 
and I'o his correrponden:, and the worUl. 

Some of tlie bed epidolary compuli- 
tions in our language are the letters (as 
they are inifcallcd) of Pope ; a fordid 
animal, who never wioto a line but with 
a view to li s inieieft. Thefc fully exem- 
plify our prelent alfertioiis- We admire 
and applaud the generous fentiments and 
elevated morality they every where breathe, 
n he elegance of the ttyle, tho* inimitable, is 
their Jcait praiie ; but lluy a«c not leiurs 
written in confulence to his fi lends, they 
are meant for the world}— and if wc fup- 
pofe them intended, as doubtlcfs they 
weie, for pi^iircs of his mind, we know 
them to be falfc. — Yet Pope's letters,with 
thefe condemning faults, wc mud not 
hope to fee fpeedily outdone : at lead, it 
is not the prefent publication which will 
wither the Jaurel on his brow'. 


Elegance of compofition is certainly 
not the bafis on which the epidolary fame 
of Johnfon is to reft ; we can therefore 
erufc his letters only as the refluflion of 
is mind ; and the image, wc arc with 
fonow obliged to fay, is not a favourable 
one. His gloomy melancholy, and the 
unmanly fear of death which haunted him, 
pervade almoft every line.— He is pecvilh 
and querulous } but then it muft be alfo 
told that his fiicnddiip is animated and 
a6live, his pieiy unfeigned, and his cha- 
nty fervid and imb.'inndcd. Yet, after 
all, wc wi(h that tlulc Icifers had not ajj- 
peured. The vexaiions of Johnfon, his 
lilncfs, his complaints and his reinediee, 
dll up no fmall part of the coile6Hoii | 
and it is furely unplcafantto contemplate 
the Rambler pining in ficknefs and in 
forrow, or dilconiented and worn-out by 
the petty jcalouiies and q uirids of a 
trouhlefome tribe of mendicants, whom 
he fupporied under his roof. Wiicn he 
is fo extremely querulous, he I'eems to have 
forgotten his own remark in Cowley— 
That continued complaint produces an 
emotion very d.fferent from compaftion. 

Sometimes he attempts the Iportiveea/e 
of Swift, whofe letters to his female 
friends have gone, if the phrafe may be 
allowed, beyond jierfcdlon. Rut “oh what 
a falling otf !'" He is an elephant on the 
ftatk-rope. In Prclto’s letters to M. D» 
there is a beauty, an ea(&, a naivete^ 
which are inimitable. — When Johnlbn^s 
evil genius leads him to had'ma^ey he re- 
minds us of hio own lion which could 
not dandle the kid.” — 

Very much of the collc6\ion is occu- 
pied by tlie private coticci ns of Mr.Thralc 
and his family, — Of this it is not too (e- 
vore to fay,\vc could well fpare it. The 
llaie of Mr. Thrale’s brewery at this day 
is not an objeff of univerial iittentiori ; 
but Mr. Thrale’s brewery fixicen year* 
ago is an object of attention to nobody. 
Montaigne tells us he loved while wine. 
Scaliger aiks with more jidtice than po- 
litenels, wh.at do.s the woild care w'hether 
he likes while or led ? — Yet Montaigne 
is of at leaft as much confequence to the 
literati as Mi. Tlirale. Will Madam 
Pioz'zi cxculc our rudends in aikiug, what 
is it to us at this day that flie bouglit her 
malt in 1772 at nchr fitly (hillings a 
quarter ? 

On the whole, thefe Letters undoubt- 
edly add not to Johnfon’s iam^ — That 
they never were intended by him fo.- pitb- 
Jication is evident. Perhaps Madi«fii 
Piezzi had b^en more kindtrj his remains. 
in fuppi idling them : yetthe> .vdi beie.»d/ 
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Afiions which arc but oidiniry, and fen- 
timents which are trite or trivial, when 
lan£lioned bjr the conduA or the convtrfa- 
tioq of Johnlbn, we arc content to admire. 
Even little things arc of confeqiiencc when 
done by him who has accompliflied great 
ones.-— The prefent Letters are certainly 


among thofe little things, yet they have 
their value :

J.OASE of an Extra- uterine Fmtus* 

^ Communicated in a Letter to Dr. 
Simmons by Michael Underwood, M. D. 
Licentiate in Midwifery of the Royal 
College of Phyficians, and Phyfician to 
the Britiili Lying-in Holpital in Lon- 
don. 

This curious narrative relates to a 
Woman, who, for the Ipace of forty 
years, continued to void the bones of 
an extra -uterine foetus. As the fa^ls 
will probably be interelHng to many of 
oui leaders, and cannot eahly be abridg- 
ed, we fhall give an account of them in 
the Author's own words : 

“ Mrs. Sheppard, of Snow-Hill, 
London, naturally a healthy woman, 
lather under the middle fize, muf- 
cuLir, but not inclined to be corpulent, 
\\as married in 1731, being then in her 
twenty-thud year. She iboii became 
pregnant, and milcarricd at the end of 
ten weeks. She after this milcarricd live 
or fix times at neatly the fame period of 
geftation. 

“ In 1738, when in her thirtieth year, 
(he again proved with child, and went 
on well till ilichad (Quickened. Unfoitu- 
iintely, at the end of live months, being 
violcMtly frightened, Ihe fainted away, 
and, upon her recovery, felt fomcthing 
(as llic exprelfed it) break within her, 
and from that period was tor a confide- 
rabletimc I'ubjcU" to returns of tlic faint- 
ing. She continued, however, to m- 
tiLMfe 111 bulk, and at the end of nine 
iiKJtiths, being afl'cdlcd with the grinding 
pains of labour, fhc lent for a midwife, 
who, though Ihc could not difeover any 
opening of the os uteri, was fully per- 
fuaded that the abdominal tumor was 
owing to an enlargement of the womb. 
7 'he pains continued to incicafe next 
day, but without producing any vifiblc 
change in the os uteri. Jlr. Bamber 
and other phyficians being confultcd, in- 
ternal medicines and clyflcrs were ex- 
hibited ; notwithftanding all which, (he 
continued in racking torture for four 
days, Nvhen Ihe fell afleep, and foon 
after awaked cafy- During the follow- 
ing night Ihe was aftcifed with repeated 
faintings, and milk was then found to 
bo in her breafts. She continued for a 
Ihort time to be tolerably cafy, but foon 
)iad fome returns of pain, and, for the

firft time, perceived a black, foetid, 
bloody difcliari'c from the vagina, which 
lafted four or five days, and during the 
five fucceeding weeks Ihe had repeated 
appearances of this kind, attended at 
times with violent pains, and aflifcharge 
of coagula* refcmbling pieces of fiefii* 
The fwclling of the abdomen began 
gradually todiminifli after the firft dil- 
charge, and at the time the patient got 
abroad (which was two years after) was 
reduced to half the former fizc, and 
continued diminifhing for the three fuc- 
cceding years ; during all which time 
flic had painful difchargcs at irregular 
periods, and paifed feveral of theft folid 
coagula, which the byeftanders imagin- 
ed (contrary to the opinion of the me- 
dical gentlemen) to be parts of a pU- 
centa. 

After thefe five years fhe paffed no 
more folid coagula, but had the cata- 
menia regularly, though painfully, and 
difcoloured, for about two years more* 
111 her thirty-fevenrh year, viz. in i745» 
file thought hcrfclf breeding again, us 
ihe increaied gradually in bulk, as be- 
fore, to what (he thought her full term 
of nine months, when, being feized 
with labour pains, which continued re- 
gularly for a whole day tiii^eilicr, her 
midwife pronounced her to he ceitaiiily 
ivirh child, but without any appearance 
of natural labour. 

“ Siie continued to be harralTcd with 
grinding pains, equally inellcf^tual, and 
fiequcnily attended with fome dif- 
chaige, every fortnight or three weeks, 
for about two yeais ; after which Ihe was 
attended by the late Sir William Wat- 
fon, who continued to vifit her occa- 
fionally the five fucceeding years, dur- 
ing all which time the enlargement of 
the abdomen remained, and die pains 
frequently retinned. He procured her 
temporary relief by opiates and clyfters ; 
but her complaints always recurring, flic 
confulted the late Dr. Ward, who gave 
her repeatedly Iialf of one of his fwcat- 
ing powders, which at firft relieved her, 
but after the fourth dofe brought on vio- 
lent pain of four hours continuance ; 
after which flie fell afleep, and when flic 
awaked was free of pain. In a week 
aftenvards file found hcrfelf better, her 
abdomen gradually fubfidlng and her 
breathing becoming cafier. 7'hc menfes

\vas reduced to her natural fiic. She 
had, nevcrthclefs, her ufual and violent 
pains at times for about thirteen ycai-s. 

“ About a year after the fwellingof the 
abdomen had difajipeared, flic menftru- 
;ued more fparingly, and at longer inter- 
vals, and began again to feel an incrcafc 
f>f the abdomen, which continued for 
near nine months, and then giadually 
dilappeared. 

She had, after this, three more en- 
largemeius of the abdomen, of a fliortcr 
continuance, during the abewe thiitecn 
years, but had no milk in her breads, 
as in the two former of three and feven 
years- 

“ At the expiration of thefe thirteen 
years from the fccond fuppofed preg- 
nancy, after fufTcring pains for feveral 
days, Ihev. as feized, while fitting on the 
tlofeftool, with one moie violent than 
ulual, and pafled fomething with great 
dilficulty by the anus, hit'll ^^as found 
to be the lib of a feutus. Thi;, was in 
the year i7';9, about tuenty-one years 
from her fright duiiug pregnancy. The 
inenfcs had then left her about twelve 
nionrbs. 3'rom this time Ibmc bonus 
came avin) every two or three days 'for 
feveral weeks, but with more cafe than 
the firft, aqd flic was able in about tivc 
weeks to walk about the houfc, but 
could not for tiircc years walk half a 
mile. During all this time fomc bones 
came awav every two or ihice weeks ; 
but after that time Ihe remained cafy for 
a quarter or half a vear, witliout part- 
ing with any, and iheu gradually re- 
covered a confiderablc degree of fticngth. 
The bones Ihe voided Teemed to be thofe 
t)f a foetus of about five months growth, 
and were thofe of the ribs, fcapula, and 
rertebrae, all of which were pafled pic- 
vioufly to the beginning of the year 
1770, when I firft Yaw her, and icceiv- 
ed from lier the above narrative. At 
this time fome bones were coming away 
every three or four days, but with lefs 
pain than formerly, and I found her, 
upon the whole, in tolerable good health. 
puTing the caily part of the year 1771 
•fetj voidc'd but few, but towards the clofe 
of it paflbd near twenty pieces of bone 
with confiderablc pain, and ihe never 
could walk to any dillancc without fuf- 
fermg by it. After this (he voided VC17 
little bone til! towards the end of the 
’.Oil following, v.hcn, falling down 
iUii'', flic biuiji.u tiu: os coccygis, which 


occafioncd pain every time flic went f* 
ftool. Before this fall (he had got free of 
thofe bearing-down pains which (lie had 
been fo long fubje£l to 5 but after that 
flic had more conftant pain, though not 
fo violent . Several more pieces of bone 
were pafled about this period. 

•• During the fpacc of two years after 
this fall flie continued to void pieces of 
bone with much lefs trouble, and had 
frequent intervals of eal’c for months 
together, which enabled her to recover 
her ftrenjrth in a great mcafurc, though 
flie never was fu cafy as bcfoic the 
accident. 

“ Towards the latter end of the year 
1 774 (lie was become pretty eafy, and* 
by computation, it was found ihe hiul 
pafled, in the laft flftecn years, about 
three hundred final I pieces of bone, and 
half as many larger, which laft were 
vciy thin. At ilie beginning of 177.-; 
flic brought on a p.ainful difordcr of hir 
bowels by an advcitifcd purging pill, 
and after this flic pafled feveral pieces of 
bone, and particularly one, whicli fciiii- 
cd to be. an exfoliation of the ileum:, 
near two inches long. 

‘‘ In the courfe ol rhenext yenr, 1776, 
many fmall bones were voided ; but 
after this (he remained npwaids of a 
year without pafling any, and again re- 
covered her healih and ftrength in a great 
degree- 

‘‘ After this (he no longer pafled any 
large pieces of bone, but ibinetimcj. 
fniallcr ones, without any other troub'e, 
how'tvcr, than ihat of fomc unLifjueli 
when (he allowed herfelf to become cof- 
t'ivc. 

‘‘ In 177S, when (he had ariivcd at 
the a:gc of feventy years, flic received a 
confiderablc acccflion of fortune, wliich 
(owing piobably ton frame enervated by 
forty years fullering) fo changed her 
temper, and deranged her mind, that 
Ihe became peevifli, emaciated, rcftleiV, 
and very foun after nniiiiaral. She con- 
tinued in that flate till her death, which 
happened not long ago ; and having been 
removed into the country, when flic loft 
her fenfes, theic was no opportunity of 
examining rhe body.'’

Tl AVING thus pi'ojTofed the inipiovc- 
nientb ncceflaiy for re ellabhlinng, 
r.ncl indeed leiiovatiiiii; the Ijiitilh mill- 
T irv coidiiiutiou in Jndiiii Colonel Eul- 
1.11 ton proceeds as follows : 

‘‘ but wtf cannot expedit a permanency of 
arrangemunt in the picfent indefinite Bate 
of military command : — while the pow'er 
tlKit (houUI dirc^ and the power that (hould 
<jbcy aie at variance, wlnle the fubordiiiates 
aie at tlic mercy of cc;ntraiiidh)ry oidcis from 
conrenilinp autJionties, — nothing hut coun- 
ter.idlioft can enfue, I'lic inferior othcer 
looks not to his conimaiuicr for preferment, 
nor cares for ids dirplcafure, piovidcd his 
aapiiefacnce with the civil uiteicll can pro- 
cut e him un appouitmenc. Itie condition 
of the Commaii del* is Itill moi e iiiimihat- 
ing ; — without weight to rtfift the en- 
cioaciiments of the civil fervice, his oppod. 
tion only cxpnfcs his weciknoTs, nul lus 
comphaoce infalhhiy forfeits the ciaifnlence 
of the ainiy. — XnuiUed in odious difcuilioiif, 
and being overwlielnud with committee 
biifinefs, a very fmall poicioii of his ilioiights 
is belbiw'cd upon the eiui*^s ol Ins fl.wjon. 
Hence, fpr years p:ilt, tl cre have htcii no 
regular revicvvs, no infi'.eiiiion of the troops 
on tlie part of the CommaiKter in cddief, — no 
enforcement of the eftsbiillicd legui.itions of 
tlie Coc'lt fervice, and fo hitlc encouc.»ge- 
rr.ent of parade duty, that the difcpline of 
tlie army depends) folely at this time on the 
meritorious atteutiou of fiib<iidtiia(e ofTictrs, 
There appears but one remedy for ihtfe 
inveterate evils. While the power of a Co-r 
venior reCts upon a diflei ent hafis from th..c 
of a Corrimandcr in chief, the paiHoii for 
Aipcvtunty will occafion viuUut and dan- 


f.croiis coliifion. The mafs of the civil fer- 
vice efpowfe the caufc of their CoveriiDi' ; 
the body of Iho aimy i.mge under the ban- 
ners of their Gi uer.il. The lull aie able 
r.nd uni led the oil .n s are fup'rinr m 
Vehemence and number. 'The difcontented 
of th'i civil fui vice make common caufcwilh 
the military the ubfeepnous of the mili- 
tary take fhcltcr under the wing of civil 
parioni'ge. Hence a general ferment is ex- 
cited.— .The civil fnvice profcciite their 
roeafoVes with methodical airuluity; — the 
mildaiy indulge in clamorous excels. The 
gmuiids of dilcoiuenC aie communicated to 
the numerous attcndnv.ts W'ho furround all 
Europeans: — from th^.le they fpro.id through 
other cl.ifTcs of the lucives, and exteudin;; 
ovrr the permiuiia involve every Knglilhnrian 
in the hatred and cotitemjitof all India. Ihe 
Afiatics cannot enter into Kuropean difiinr- 
tionsof participated power : — while they be. 
hold Generals fcizing Goveriiois, andGovei- 
nois arrelting Generals, they iiecciranly tliiiik 
ill of c ihcr fitiiat.on. 

So indifpcnf.dile in all Kaftern Govern- 
ment is power uiuhfpvited and control wntli- 
out toiiiiieiartioii, ihit we cannot hope lo fee 
a peno.l pur Ui cal;*mit!rs uniil authority 
flnil ilihe fiom one fonree, and flow m one 
equal undivided fticym. Were this the cafe, 
— w’ere the pavvers »>f Cov» rnor and Com- 
mander in chief united in tho fame perfen, 
All! Uihjeflmg all public of Government 
to the voice of a council or committee, tlie 
civil and military would forget their animofi- 
lies ; and inllead of regarding each other as 
contending fquadmns, they would feel them- 
felves roniederate forces a^ing^ under the 
fame leader. Ho longer would the delibe-

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raiive plans for the condufl of a war be 
thwarted by reiu^lant execution or adlual 
difobrdienccy nor tlie mod alluring liopes of 
decifive enterprife be (tided by the fpaiing 
hand that (liould fuppurt them, l^eittitr 
can it be conceived) Chat from this amend- 
ment any difadvantage would refuit to the 
military. At prefenc they have the mottifi- 
cation to behold their leader without power, 
induence, or refpedt : in the other cafe, he 
would poffefs them all. Were the dime per- 
fon Governor and Commander in chief) the 
officer next in feniority would naturally be 
eiitruded with the general conduct of the ar- 
my, and enjoy copfideration due to the fe- 
cond in cominand of a great military ella- 
bliffiment. Thu^ the unguvet liable feuds of 
party would be checked, and there would be 
fonio f'l'iifped that the public welfare might 
engiige the nndiliradled attention of Chofe to 
whom it was entriilled.” 

Having thus with gicat ability dif- 
patched the iiiiliiary department, Co- 
lonel Fullarton takes a piofpc£t of the 
prefent (late of the civil adminiftiation 
of India, in which mifrulc and mifma- 
niJgcmcntappca. very foieibly to predomi- 
nate. — Fiointhc grievous mifcoiiduft of 
the Nabob, it became ahfolutcly necef- 
fary to transfer the collei 5 lion of the ic- 
venues to the Coniji iny } and the only 
mode, which, from the fit nation of the 
Countr}’) they could adopt, washy ^cnt- 
trst who contract for extenfise diftrifls, 
and whole foie objei^^butioofictjuently is 
to rake advantage of the picilMit inonieni, 
and, doubtful of futuiity in a country 
at all times liable to flu£luatiou, to ran- 
iack, embezzle, and at hift go olT en- 
riched with the fpoiJs of their provinces. 

The cllabl idled pi throughout this 
pnrt of the peniniula has fur ages beon, to 
allow the farmer one h.ilf < f the produce 
of liiscinp, fertile muinteiiance of his fa- 
mily and the rccviliivaiion of the land, while 
the other is appropriated to the Circar. In 
the iiched foils ur.dcr the Cowle ol Hyder, 
pnKlucing tlneo annual crops, it is liaidly 
known that lefs than forty fmr cent, oi the 
crop pri'duced hns been aliotttd to the hiif- 
b.mdman : yet reiners on the cwft liavc not 
fcrupled to impiiloii repiuable farmeis, and 
to iiidiil on them extreme feverity nf pu- 
iiilhnieiit, for lelufing to accept of fixteen 
in tiie hundred as the portion out Qf which 
they were to maintain a family, to fupnilh 
(lock and implements of huibandiy, cattle, 
^eed, and nil expences incident to the culti- 
vation of tlfeir lands. But (hould the tin- 
^uriunatc Kyui be foictd to fuboiit ch fueb 


conditions, he has ftill a long lift of cruel 
impofitions to endure:— he mult, labour 
weeks after weeks at the repair of water- 
cuurfes, tanks, and embankments of livers; 
— hiS cattle, (h ;ep, and every other portion 
of his iiroperty is at the difpnfal of die ren- 
ter, and his life might pay the forfeit of re- 
fufal. Should heprefume to reap his liarveft 
when ripe, without a mandate from the 
renter, whofe Peons, Conicnplys, and Re- 
tainers attend on the oLcafion, nothing diorc 
of bodily tnrtuie and a coiihrcation of the 
little that is left him could expiate the of- 
fence. — Would he fell any pait of his fcaniy 
. poition, he cannot be perr;ut:ed w'hile the 
Circar has any to difpofe of. — Would he con- 
vey any thing Lo a difiant market, he i$ 
ftopped at eveiy village by the CulleAors of 
Sunkum or Gabelles, who exadt a duty for 
every article exported, imported, or difpofed 
of. So unfuppoi tabic is this evil, that be- 
tween Negapatam and r.d.iyatcherry, not 
nioic than 300 miles, ilieie are about thiity 
places of cullcfluHi; 01, in other words, a 
Idx is levied every ten miles upon the pro- 
duce of the country. Thus manufadlurc and 
commerce ate e::))i>red to dif.iltcrs liardly Icfs 
feveic (lull ihole which have occafumed the 
decline of cultivation. 

‘‘ But tjicfe form only a ftpall part of the 
powers with which the 1 enter is in veiled. 
He may fink or r.iire the exchange of fpecie 
at Ins own difcieiion ; he may prevent the 
fale of grain, or fell it at the mod exoibi- 
t.uit rates : thus at .any time he may, and 
ficquently docs, occ.ifion general famine. 
Bcfules maitilaitiing a ufelefs rabble, whum 
lie employs undei (he appellniion of Pi-on£ 
at the public expence j he may require any 
mihtaiy force he finds nccclfary for the 
bufinefs of oppreffi m, and few inferior 
ofticei’S would have wei^Ju enough to 
jurtify tlieir refufal I'f fui-li aid. Should any 
one however difpute thofe powers; (liould 
the military officers icfufe to pioditute mili- 
tary fervice to theditliefi of wrenched in- 
dividiKih’, or thou'd tlie civil Siiperiiitend.ant 
lemonftrate againd (ucli ahufe, nolliing 
could .be more plc.ifsng lo the renter, who 
derives from thence 'imtimerable arguments 
for lion- pel form.ince of engagements, .and 
for a long lid of defalcation';. But there me 
dill fome other not lefs extraordinary condi- 
tueuts ill the complex cndow'meiiis of a ren- 
ter; he unites in his own perfnn all the 
branchcii of judici.'il nr civil authority, and if 
he happen to be a Branun, he may alfo be 
termed the repi cfenlativc of ecclefiaflical ju- 
rifdiidion. It would be impertinent to en- 
large on tl)e coiifcqueudes uf thus huJdling 
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i nto t!je perfon of one wretphed mercenary, 
all cliofe powers tliat ought to condttute the 
digr>ity and luilre of fupreme executive au> 
ihurity.” 

So much for the colle^fion of the re- 
venues — ic venues which, as being drawn 
from commcifial aiticlcb, arc hourly di- 
mini/hing, for rhe ftaplc commoUiiicti of 
Indian cumiTiLuce aic ihe produce of the 
lands and th.c labours of the manufac- 
turer ; but the decay and appioach- 
inu cKtiiparion of that lileful clafs of 
fubjeCts aj’peais abundanri\ i’loni the ex- 
tiatts we have jruen. Acid to this a 
debt of fifty Ucks of pji;odas, or 
2»ooo,oocl. llciliiig ; and ilic condition of 
the liritidi intercfl in India is lamentable 
indeed. 

Having thus ftated the evils, it remains 
to apply the remedy* Colonel Ful- 
l.irtoii procet’ds to add refs the Picfident 
and Select Committee" at Madras, (to 
whom his boc'^U is addrehec’) as iollows : 

** Tlie moile of leltoring profperity to 
your tcMituMcs if, in my ojiuiion, extremely 
fimple. Tliele countries cxpei leiiced the le- 
finpmonls of civil ;)«>iiry aiul i emulation fuit- 
ed to their coiuliiion, ages before they even 
licvrd the ii.in.e of European. You have 
only to rcih»r<j tho general form and tenor of 
the liiclivUi jiii irptudence ; and uhere that 
fydeni, over-iaiing the pretciifions of fupe- 
nor c.ilfs, tends to the violation of natural 
hw and public welfare, there the rigour of 
Geiitoo enadtiiciiis fliouUl he mitigated, with- 
out dclli oyiMg the ollabhlhcd ouIli* and gra- 
dations of the CvMjiury. IVotedt the poor 
from tlie opprcilion of the great, reftram the 
defpotic violence of the ii<iCive leaders-, and 
let every one within the limits of the Englifti 
influence feel that be is fafe in his property, 
his pet Ton, and liis life. If this W'cre adtu- 
ally the cafe, the Imfbindman, the hibouier, 
the manufadhircr, and the merchant would 
very loon fiy from evciy corner of Indolbn, 
to take flic’ltcr under a goveinmcnt that re- 
fped^ed tlie facred lights and cliabhlhcd m- 
lliCMioDs of then ai.ceflnrs, while it afford- 
ed I eifonal feCUMty and indtpeadence, tUs 
offspiing nf an Enjjlifli polity. 

“ Th.e connti y Itiil abounds fo^ much with 
jlisep .iiid catilc, tliat the full complement for all 
the pui poles of labour and fiibOltencc would 
iouii be piucured , the towns and villager 


would be repeopled, and the fields recolti^ 
VAted witli a rapidity unknown in other cli- 
mates. Such is the natural fertility of tbofo 
countries, and fo ilrong their propenfity to 
reprodudlion, that the f]uick renewal oC 
abundance, indullry, and commerce, is the 
ncceffary confequence of fecurit) ; which 
implies the protedlion of every one in the 
poifeflion of his own, by rtlf raining all from 
the forcible or fraudulent appropriation of 
that which belongs nut to themf^lves. 

•* While the Company holds the territorial 
management of the country, it is to be 
di eaded that this happy renovation cannot he 
accomplifhed ; becuufe your civil fervants, 
by the conditution of your eftabhihinent, are 
under no refirainC, excepting thofe of thei^ 
own I'entiments. Eveiy one knows that or- 
ders are nugatory where tliere is no punifii* 
menc for dilobedience, and die fevered de- 
iiuiiciatiun of your difpleafure againd a civil 
fcivant, only difmines him from a feivice, 
whuh the very adt that incurs your cenfure 
probably enables and inclines him to reliu* 
qiiifh. The expedient of military interfe* 
reiice in the bufinefs of interior manage- 
inent, is ltd! a more egregious violation of 
all good policy and public eruft. For though 
military men are far more proper to bo 
charged with fpccific ordeis than civilians, 
being aiifwerable for difobedience with rheir 
lives ; yet the exertion of Che niditai7 arm 
ill the detail of civil regulation implies a to- 
tal abrogation ul all civil rights, and declares 
aloud ilut no power prevails but that of 
force, 

** You have already found, that ruinous 
as both Chefe modes undoubtedly are, they 
feem mild and reputable, in companfon with 
the only other means of management that it 
has hiiiicrco been found pradltcable to adopt 
w ich fuccels in any part of India — the dele- 
gation of teniCorial authority to n'.tive 
Agents, and bl.ick Renters, who have no lie 
what' ver of cliaia^ler, peimaneiicy, or fit u- 
atioii torellrain ciicm from the conmiiilion of 
outrages too atiocious foi any European ima- 
gination to luggcll. What then leiiia ns but 
to pci form an adl of equal policy and jultice $ 
Co redeem the Eiiglifh name from die ge- 
neral iniputaiion under which it labours, of 
viwlating the nghtb and honour of our bett 
adherents, of coveting the polTullions of 
friend and foe f , and of a total incapawiiy, 


•j- “ The h.irdfhips and humiliation \\hich have been endured by the Nabob of Arcot, by 
die Rajrili of Tanjoie, by the Nabob of hcngal, and by die Mogul himfelf, while under tho 
jirntcdtuHi of the Englilh, atlrbrd tlie diongelt grounds for other Princes of India toolread at) 
intimate connex'oii with us. At die fame time it mufl be confeircd, that many powerlul 
arguments may be adduced for leiaiaing the iutciiur management of the countries williuioup 
Jufiuence.'^ ' ^ 
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fi-om fituatinn and conQaiit change nf fyf« 
tem, to manage what we io unjunifiably ac. 
^uire> Difprove the allegation, reliore the coun- 
try and the fovereignty to its riglniul owner 
tne Nabob''* i— emancipaie the R<«j<th ot T.iu- 
jore, and all other Rajahs, Princes, nod Ze- 
mindars, belonging to your Coalt, from the 
vexatious interference of the civil, and fiom 
the roDgh affumptions of the miliMry |>ow. 
er employ the former in the piuper du- 
ties of thnir Ration, in the bufinets of l iPice 
Mid inveRment ; and in purtuance of your 
favourite fyRem of retrenchment, reduce their 
numbers to Che proportional dimin\i:i(in of 
demand for llieir fervices. Would they ac- 
quire fortune, let them afpire to it, not in 
the fpoils of diftridts, hut in die profecution 
of commercial operation. A& for the latter, 
confine them to their garrifons, Rations and 
cantonments; fuffer them not to he fcat- 
tered through the country, and remind them 
that their bufuicfs is not ulury and exai^hon, 
but difeipline and war. In order that this 
f:dutary alteration may be attended with po- 
pularity and effedi, clieir profcnioiul emolu- 
ments ought to be fuificient, wiihuut any aid 
from indiredl ticquirement. 

“ Should the Nabob, the Rajahs, or the 
Zemindars, take advantage of your indul- 
gencies, and endeavour to withhold their Ri- 
pulated payments ; (hew them that lenity and 
juRice are neither the offspring of iiuiolenre 
nor weaknefs : but, on the firlt fyitiptams of 
their perfiRence in fucli delays, march a ho- 
tly of croo()S' to enforce your orders, make 
them pay the expences of the expedition, 
and teach them that you will not lutfer in- 
tentional mifeondu^t to pafs unpuniRied. 
You have lijcewife to icRrain cveiy c!af:> of 
Europc^s, the iperphant only excepted, 
from mingling with the natives; for when 
they are Ismiliarifed with our pra^ices, they 
ceafe to refpedt our virtues in the juft ab- 
horrence of our crimes. Above all, let it 
never be forgotten, that in the prefent flate 
of national depravity, whei ever a Ijtttiuic of 
power is lodged, wlietlicr in civil or milita- 
ry hands, the eye of JuRice raurt be moie 
piercing, and her fword more feverely point- 
ed againft delinquency, befoie you can hope 
to reRrain the repetition of abule. 

** Another cirqumftaiice is pnicicularly dc- 
ferving of t:oofidcralion. It is a tiirh pal- 
pable to every mind at all acquainted with 
political oeconomy, that no couiuiy w hatever 
is moie favouubly fitui^ted for ilie lupport 
of public credit, and^ exienfive cu Lulaliun,

IN our laft Nuniber wc gave an account 

of the general delign of the ptefent edi-

The following note on Entails will 
piove highly interefting and uleful to a 
profcfTional reader. 

** Two things feem elTential to an intail 
within the ftatute de dontst One requifite is, 
that the fuLjedi be land or fome other thing 
<)f a real nature. The other requifite is, that 
the ejlate in it be an inheritance. There- 
fore neither eftates pur autre vie in lands, 
though limited to the grantee and his heirs 
during tlie life of ctjiui fue vie, nor terms for 
^eeirSf are intailable any more than perfonal 
thattclsi becaufe as the latter, not being 
eitiier interefts in things t cal or of inherit 
t.ince, want both requifites, fo the two fur- 
mer, though interefts in things r«a/, yet nut 
being alfo of inheritance, are deficient in one 
requifite. However, eftates pur autre vie, 
terms for years, and perfoiiiil chattels, may 
be fo fettled, as to aiifwer the purpofes of an 
intail, and be rendered unalienable almott fur 
as long a time, as if they were intailable 111 
tl le ftndl fenfe of the word. Thus eftaies pur 
autre vie may be devifcd or limited iii Itndk 
futtlement by way of remainder like eftates 
of inheritance ; and fuch as have int< refts in 
the nature of eftates-tail ro.'iy b,ir tlieir ifliie 
and all remainders over by alienation of the 
eftate pur autre vie, as ihof^e, who are Itridt- 
ly fpeaking tenants in tail, may du by fne 
and recovery ^ but then the having of illuc is 
not an elfential preliminary Co die power of 
alienation in tlie cafe of an edate pur autre 
vie hnilLcd to one and the heirs of his body, 
as it is in die cafe of a conditional fee, from 
which the mode of barring by alienation was 
evidently bon owed . The manner uf fettling 
terms for years and perfunal chattels is diderent, 
for in them no remainders can be limited ; but 
they may be intailed by executory devije or by 
deed of trujl, as eifcdtually as eftates of in* 
heritance, if it is not attempted to render 
tliem unalienable beyond Che duration of lives 
in' being 'Und 21 years sdiei, and perhaps i;: 


the cafe of a pofthumous child a few months 
more; a lifnitation of time, aoit arbitrarily 
preferibed by our coilrts of jiiftice, but w ifely 
and reafonably adopted in analogy to Che cafe 
of freeholds of inheritance, which cannot be 
fd limited by way of remainder as to poft- 
pone a complete bar of the intail by fine or 
recovery for a longer fpace. It is alfo pro- 
per to ubferve, that in the cafe of terms of 
years and perfonal chattels, the vefUng of aA 
intereft, which in realty would be an eftate 
tail, bars the ilTue and all tlie fubfequent li- 
mitations, as efiedlually as fine and recovery 
in the cafe of eftates intailable within the 
ftatute de donis, or a fimple alienation in the 
cafe of conditional fees and eftates pur autre 
vie \ and further, that if the executory li- 
mitations of perfonalty are on contingencies 
too remote, the whole property is in the 
firft taker. Upon the whole, by a ftries o£ 
decifiuns within the laft two centuries, and 
after many ftruggles in refpeCt to perfonalty, 
it is at length fettled, that every fpecies o£ 
property is in fubjlance equally capable of be- 
ing fettled in the way of intail ; and though 
the modes vary according to the nature of XiA 
fubjedt, yet they tend to the fame point, and 
the duration of the intail is circumferibed e/- 
mn/l as nearly within the fame limits, as the dif- 
ference of property will allow. As Co the in- 
tad of cftiles pur autre vie, fee 2.

Tiic note on Deans contains In itfelf an 
extenlive courle of curious learning. 

' Various kinds of deans, befides deans of 
chapters, are known to our law ; and ic 1 e> 
quires more divtfioiis than one to diftinguifh 
them properly. Confidcred in refpedl of the 
difference of office, deans arc of/jf kinds, 
j . Deans of chapters, who are either of ca- 
thedral or collegiate churches ; though the 
members of churches of the latter fort may 
more properly he denominated colleges than 
chapters, 2. Deans of peculiars, who have 
fometimes both jurifJidlion and cure of foulsi 
as the dean of Battel in SulTex ; and fometimes 
jurifdi^tion only, as the dean of the Atchrs 
in London, and the deans of Booking in Kf- 
fex and of Croydon in Surry. ^ Rural 
deans. 4. Deans in the colleges of our uni- 
verfitios, who arc officers apiiointed to fu- 
perinCend the behaviour of the members and 
to enforce difeipline, 5. Honorary deans, 
as the dean of the Chapel Royal at Sr. 
James’s, who is fo ftyled on account of the 
dignity of the perfon over whofe chapel he 
prefide?. As to llie chapel of St, George, 
Windfor, there being canons as well as a 
dean, it is fomething more than a mere cha- 
pel, and, except in name, refcmbles a col- 
legiate church. 6. Deans of Provinces, or, 
as they are fometimes called, deans of 
bilhops. Thus the bilhop of London is 
dean of the province of Canterbury, and to 
him as fuch the archbidiop fends his mandate 
for fummoning the bilhops of his province, 
when a convocation is to be alfcmbled ; which 
perhaps may account for calling tlie dean of 
the province dean of the biQiops, What the 
other parts of his ofllce are, the books we 
have been able to confult do not explain ; nor 
do they montion whether there is a dean for 
the province of York. See Lyndw. Ox. 
cd. 3*7- Gibf. Synod. Anglican. 17. Ante 
94. — Another divifion of deans arifes 

fiom the nature of the dffice, and is into 
deans oby^iViiua/ prorilfocions and deans of 
lay promotions. Of Hie fermor kind are 
deaos peculiars with cure of fouls, deans 
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of the royal chapels, and deans of chapters ; 
tlipugh as CO thefe laR a contrary opinion for- 
merly prevailed. Perhaps too rural deans 
may be added Co the number. Of the latter 
kind are deans of peculiars without cure of 
fouls, who therefere may be and frequently 
are perfons not in holy orders.— In refpedt of 
the manner of appeintment, deans are, i. 
Elefiive, as deans of chapters of the old 
foundation; tlmugh they .are only fo nominally 
and in form, the king being the real patron. 
2* Donative, as thofe deans of chapters of the 
ir^w foundation, who are appointed by the 
King's letters patent, and are inftalled under 
his command to the chapter, withouC re- 
forcing to Che bilhop either for admillion or 
for a mandate of inlfalment; if chat mode 
of promoting fltll prevails in refpedl to any 
of the new deaneries. Dc.ins of the royal cha- 
pels nvt aMo donative, the King appointing to 
them in the fame w^ay . So too may deans of pe- 
culiars without cure of fouls be called, as the 
dean of the Arches, who is appointed by corn- 
million from the arclibiihop of Cinterhury ; 
but this mult be iindciHood in a hrge fenfe 
of the word donative, it being moll ufually 
reftrained to promotions. 3. Pre* 
fentative, ns fume deans of peculi.ars wnih 
cure of fouls, and the de.ins of /owe chap, 
ters of the ncm foundation if not of all. 
Thus the dean of Battel is prefented hy the 
patron to the bilhop of Chichefter, and from 
him receives inftitution. Thus too the dean 
of Glouceller is prefented by the King to the 
bilhop with a mandate to admit him .and to 
give orders for his inl^almenC. 4. Py virtue of 
another office, bifhopof Lomlon is dean of 
the province of Canterbury, and the bilhop of 
St. David is dean of his own chapter. — Again 
inrcfpeclof the manner of holding, deans are 
fo ahfolulely, or in commendam. But this divi- 
fton applies only to fftiritual deaneries. — In 
thus pointing out the feveml denomination*? 
of deans, we have attempted a more com- 
prehcnfive as well as a nicer difci i- 

minacion and arrangement, than the books 
ufoally reforted Co furnilh ; though to cliem 
we are indebted for moft of the maceri.ils, and 
to them we refer the Rudent for a compe- 
tent idea of the nature of each kind of 
deanery. 

The new deaneries and chapters to old 
biQiopricks are eight ; namely, Canterbury, 
Norwich, Wincheller, Durham, £ly, Ro- 
cheRer, WorceRer, and Carlifle. The new 
deaneries and chapters to new bilhopricks are 
five, VIZ, Peterborough, CheRer, GlouceRer, 
Bi iRol, and Oxford. 

As to. the old deaneries, it will be very 
difficult 
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difficult to trace the fubjedl, with any tolera- 
ble degree of precifioii, higher than the reign 
of Kfingjohn, or to afcertain what was the 
hgal mode of conditutmg deans* of chapters 
before. ' If our ancient chronicles are Co be 
depended up<in, nothing could be more va- 
riable than the pradice for feveral reigns af- 
ter the Conquefl. Thus in the church of 
York, we find fometimes the archbifhop 
collating Co the deanery, fometimes the king 
conferring, and lometimes the chapter elect- 
ing ; and it is probable, that a like uncer- 
tainty prevailed in other cathedrals. See 
Drake's Antiq. York 557. to 565. i Will. 
Surv. Cathedr. 64. At length however af- 
ter many firuggles the eUftlve mode of con- 
flituclng (leans, as well as hiihops, abbots, 
and pnois,^ lias edahlifhcd throughout Che 
kingdom ; for King John by a charter of the 
1 6th o'* his r« gn grants ut da aettro, inuniver^ 
Jh et eccltjiis et ntana/Ut iii catbedrali- 

bus ct Lon’utntuahbus totius regni nojlri 

i» perpetuum elediiones quorumeun^ue 
prjclatorum majorum et miwirum ; and dtani 
of chapters clearly fall within the defcripcion 
of minor preUtes. See King John's charter 
ill 1. Coll. Ecclef Hift. Append. No. 33. 
and as to the word preelatus, confulC Lyndw. 
Oxf. Ed. 41. and 217. But notwithlhmd- 
ing the (trung terms, in which the freedom 
of canonical cle6iion is piovided for by this 
charter, and the repeated confirmation of it 
by rarious fiatutes, the eledlion of a dean by 
the chapter is by long pradlice converted into 
a mere form, and the King is in reality as 
much the patron of the c/(/, as he is both in 
name and fwh(\ance of tlie nrw deaneries. 
For two centuries pad at lead, the King's 
eonge d'eltre^ which by the charter of John 
mud precede every eledtion of a prelate and 
was in nfe long before, h. th been invariably 
accompanied w'ltli the King’s letter nvjj'fue^ 
as it IS dyled, recommending a particular 
perfon, whom the cliapter of coiiifc chit 
their dean. In the cafe of the eld bijhopnchy 
which are filled in the fame form, the elec- 
tion of Che perfon named by Che Crown is 
fdcured by a d.itute of tVe 25th of Henry the 
Kighth, winch compels the chapter to yirld 
to the recommendation by the pains of a 
pn/^muniret and if they refufe authorizes the 
King to appoint* a bilhop by letters paCtnt. 
See pod. 1 34. a. But no fuch datuce hath 
been yet made in refpe^t to the old deanei ies ; 
and therefore the righc of the Crown over 
them reds wholly on the charter of King 
John and the fubfequent praAice. Here 
then it may be aiked, how the Crown, with- 
out the aid of a ftatute, can enforce its claim 
of patronage ; and what are the meansi by 


which the nomination would be made 
feftual if the chapter ihoold difregard the 
royal recommendation, and perfevere ki a 
free exercife of the right of eledling ? This 
quedion may be refolved, by omfidering, 
that even the charter of King John requires 
the King’s confirmation of the choice made bf 
tlie cliapter { and therefore by refufing to con- 
firm he may always prevent the efiudlof their 
ele^ion. Nay, it hath been faid, that the 
election is fo wholly a ceremony as not even 
to be effential, and that even before any 9 /Gt 
of parliament to difpenfe with ii the King 
might nominate to Che old bifhopncks bf 
letters patent, without reforting to the chap- 
ter for the form of their concurrence ; and 
the old deaneries are within the f,ime reafon» 
Sec the cafe of Revan O’ Brian in Cro. Jam. 
552. Palm. 22. and 2. Ro. Rep. lox. 130^ 
and f. c. cited in F. N. B. 4’() ed. 396. notn 
(a). This dofirine, it mult be owned, not- 
withdaiiding the pofitive terms in which ic 
was afllTted, and the reverence due to the 
judges by whom it was recognifed, feems as 
repugnant to the letter of King Jolm's char- 
ter, as the mode of electing in conformity te 
the letter mijjive certainly is to the genuine 
fpirit and intention. But the latter having 
the fandtion xif a practice too ancient to be 
now drawn into queltion, it can he of little 
life to deny the former $ and accordingly in 
the reign of Charles the FirfI we find fome 
inflances, in which the King aiStually ap- 
pointed to fome of the old deaneries by let- 
ters patent without the leaft appearance of 
oppoficion on liie pait of the chapter. Se«> 
Rym. Feed. vol. 8. part 3. page 166. vol. 9.. 
part I, page 82. To fix the time wiien the 
Utter miffivcy in refpcdl cither to the old 
de.'ineries or the old biChopricks firft came 
into life ; to explain how from a mere re- 
commend: 4 lion it grew into a r0y.1l mandate ; 
and more particularly to determine, W'helhcr- 
it operated ns (uch before the Reformation*, 
nr whether that^ in confcquence of the af- 
fci turn of the King's fupremacy, was the aera 
of implicit obedience Co it ; might be both 
curious and ufeful. Probably the Utter mif^ 
Jive was not generally uf^id, to controul the- 
freedom of elcdlion, till after the time of 
Edward the Firft. At leaft Mr. Prynnr, 
hoftile as he was to canonical ele< 5 liun, 1 e 
deeming it an ufurpation to tlie prejudice of 
the ropl prerogative, gives us a conge d^ehrei t 
Edward the Firft for the eledlion of a bilhop, 
which concl udes with a recommendation to 
the chapter in general terms to chufe a per. 
fon duly qualified ; but lie takes no notice of 
its being accompanied with a Utti^ mtIJivc ; a 
Gircumlt^nce, which, had it occurred, would

Prya. Rec. 1255. Theearliej^ precedent of 
inch a iecter, we have hitherto met with fince 
the charter of King John^ is of the year 
i|47, whcli Philip de WelfoD isfaid to have 
been elected to the deanery of York on exhi* 
biting a letter from Edward 111 . Drak. Antiq. 
York, 563 . Anotlier inftance of a Jitter 
mifwt relative to the (aide deanery occurs in 
1544, Henry Vlll. fignifying it to be 
his pleafure ^at Dr. Wootton ihould be 
elected, and the chapter eledling him ac* 
cordingly. Drak. Antiq. York. 5S5. and 
Append .81. Thefe few fad^s may give fome 
idea of the gradation^ by which the Crown 
hath polTelftid itfelf of the complete patron- 
age of the old deaneries. We are not pre- 
pared for a more ample difculTien 1 and if 
we were) this would not be the proper place 
for a fubjedl lo extenhve* 

As to the deans of the new foundation^ 
tiudigh the King nominates by letters patent^ 
yet fome, if not all, of the new deans of ca^ 
thedral churches are nvw deemed prejentattve 
and not donative, the pradlice being to pre- 
lent the letters patent to the bilhop for in- 
llitution and a mandate of indallment. It 
hath indeed been a queftion, whether they 
are donative or prefentative ; for the un^ 
derftanding of which we (hall (hoi tly (bte 
Che principal fadls, on wliich the cafe, fo far 
as relates to the deanery of Glouce(ier, de- 
pends. The new deaneries were credlcd by 
Henry the Eighth under powers given by 
SkGt of pariiament, which alfo authorize him 
to make Ratutes for their regulation by letters 
patent or writing under the great Jtal, In the 
charter for founding the deanery of Glou* 
ceder, being one of the foundation, the 
King referved the nomination of Che deans to 
himfelf, and diiedted that the deans^aiid chap- 
ters Ihould be governed according to fuch 
rules and (facutes as the King (houid ap^ioint 
by indenture. The King afterwards by com- 
midioners named fur the purpofe, formed a 
body of (lacutes, amonglt winch one re- 
quired, that the King (houid upon every va- 
cancy nominate a dean by letters patent, and 
that he (houid be prefenteil to the bilhop, 
and being indiCuted by him (houid be ad- 
mitted by the chapter. The commiflioners 
figned thefe (latutes ; but they were neither 
under the^i feal not indented j and on ad- 
count of this deviation botli from the adt of 
parliament and the commilRon, they were 
confidered as invalid, and powers were given 
by other adls to Mary and Elizabeth fuccef- 
fively to form other datutes. However no- 
thing hoal bring done under thefe poWersi 


/owe of the datutes framed by Henry thfi 
Eighth's commiflioners, for want of ochere 
more regubily made, were adopted $ but 
Che particular ilacute, which made the dea- ' 
ncry pi efentative, was never {iradlifed after 
the Re(^oratioii, and only in one indaiice be^ 
fore, the deans being condicuted by mere 
grants from the Crown. In this (tace of 
things came the 6. Amu c. ai. which eda- 
biilhed Jucb of the daCutes of ihe cathedral and 
coilegi.4te churches founded by Henry the 
Eighth, as bad betnufually received and prac^ 
tifed in the government of the fame refpeiiively 
fince the Rejloration, and were not incoiifident 
with the conditution of the church of England 
or the laws of the land. But tliis adl, made to 
remove doubts, created a very important one; 
which was, whether the aft confirmed the whole 
body of dacutes where any of them had been 
pradlifed fince the Redoraiion, or only futii 
dacutes or parts of liatutes as had bee^ii 
vidually received. Amongd other ca(es 
which depended on the folution of this doubt, 
one was the mode of cenditucing the dean of 
Gloucelter ; for if receiving a part of Henry 
the Eighth's datutes neceffurily was followed 
with a confirmation of the whole, then the 
cathedral church of Glouceder being under 
this predicament, it was become eliciuial to 
conform to the particular datute, which re- 
quired a prefcntatiun of the dean to the bifliop, 
though tliat form had hitherto been dilre- 
garded It being of importance to have this 
point fettled, the Crown in 1720 refeircd it 
to Sir Philip Y^orke and Sir Robert Raymond 
the then attorney and folicitor general, who 
were of opinion, that ii was intended by the 
aft of Queen Anne to confirm the whole 
body of Itarutes where any part had been re- 
ceived, and thcrefoie that in the cafe of the 
particular deal leiy of Gloucefter a prefenta- 
tion was become ncCed'aiy : thinigh tlisy al- 
lowed the qusttion to be one of great d^tals 
and difficulty. See Burn. Ecclef. L. tit. 
Deans and Chapters. To this opinion was 
added ihe form of a prefentation ; and it is 
prefumeJ, that the deanery cf Gloucester 
hath ever fince been treated by the Ciown as 
pi efentative, Pi'ubahly too under the fame 
fanftion the exianiple may have been followed 
in ref]>cfl to fuch other of the deaneries, 
as at the time of the adt of Qjoen Anne were 
inthe fame ciicumflances; that is, had Oa- 
Cutes of doubtful auihuiity from Hem y the 
Eighth or any of his fuccelTors, fome of 
which between the Refloration and the aft of 
Anne had been iifually praftifed, (hough not 
Che particular one diiefting a prefentation of 
their deaas. But whether this conflruftion 

ef 
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of the of Anne bath ever been jatTictaUy 
rrcogniacd, we cannot mform the reader. 
As* to ehHife new deaneries, which had (la- 
tutes requiring a prefentation and ufually com- 
plied with a/ttr the Re(lorat!on, there can- 
not he the le.i(l doubt of their being legally 
pyefentativc. Itat if there are any of the 
vew deaneries, the rules and (latutes of whnfe 
churches are wholly filent as to prefentation, 
it is mnfl likely that they always have been 
donative, and ft ill continue fo { and we guefs, 
that the church of Weftniinfler may fall un- 
der this ilefcription, it \v^ir\%coUtgiatef and not 
for any other purpofe fiibje<‘V to the jiirifdic- 
tion of any biiliop-— From this detail about 
appointing to deaneries of the new founda- 
tion, it (usms that Lord Coke was fully julli- 
fied in fly ling all of them donative\ for it is 
faid, that none of the charters fur founding 
the new deaneries mention prefentation, and 
that the fiihfequeut fiitutes prefetihing it 
were equally liable Co the obje^ion of inform 
wahty as thofe of the church of Gloucefter, 
and there was no adl for edablifhmg them 
in Lord Coke’s lime. On thcoihcr hand, bifliep 
Gibfon nvght be equally warranted in calling 
all the new deandries pnfenfative^ if we ex- 
cept the collegiate churtli of Wcftmindei ; 
becaufe lu I7i3» when ihts fitft edition of 
Ills book on Ecclcfiaftical Law was publiflied, 
they were become fo by the operation of the adt 
of ^ecn Anne. This diftindtion of time did 
not Itrikethe Bifhop, though a wrifer iuge- 
peral well informed and much to be relied 
on, when he animadverted on thofei who# 
like Loid Coke, denominated the new 
don<ttive. 1. Gib, Cod. 197. 

*» What we have hithcito obferved, as to 
the manner of ronfliiuiing the o/</ and new 
deans, muft be confined to lin^/and 1 thofe 
of I^J'alcs and heUrJ being under different 
circumftancc:, and therefore referved for a 
feparate confide raticin. 

« Of tlie/o«r cathedrals, two are 

Wiihonc deans; or lather the dignities of 
bifhop and dean unite in the fame perfon, 
the bilhop being d.emcd ^uaji decanus^ and 
having, It is find, both an epiftopal throne 
and a decanal (fall allotted to him in the 
choir. The catheilral chuichcs of St. Da- 
vid’s and Landatf are of this kind. St. 
Afaph and liangor, the other turn WcKh ca- 
thedrals, have the dignity of dean diftinif 
from that of bifhop ; hut the patronage of 
both deaneries is in the refpedl vc hi[hopSy 
they being neither cledlivc by the chapter, 
nor donative by theC»*<)w».

In refpe^l to Ireland, as we aie in- 
formed, before the Reformation the deane- 
ries of the cathedral churches there were 


eleflive by the refpeAive chapters# under 
a mfe d^ elite from Che Crown, in roach Che 
fame manner as the old En^li/h deaneries. 
But finee the Jrifh adt of the ad of Eliza-* 
bath, which takes away the eledlion of bi-* 
fhops ill Ireland, and declares them wholly 
donative by the King, and hath never been 
repealed as the Englifb Ratute of Edward the 
Sixth to the fame e 0 e 6 t was, the form of 
electing to the o/d deaneries hath been alfo 
difeontinued, and the King appoints to them 
by letters patent as to bifliopricks. This 
change, fo far as regards the Infh old deane- 
ries, not having yet had a parliamentary 
fandlion,' its legality depends on a notion, that 
tlie patronage of deaneries as well as of hi- 
ihnpricks was an ancient right of the Crown, 
that the eledtion by the chapter was a mere 
ceremony, and that the Rutute for putting an 
end to it in the cafe of the hifhopricks was 
a provifion of caution and not one of necef- 
fity ; and this notion, little coiifonant as it 
may appear to fome of the fadts We have 
Rated in our hiRorical account of the old 
Englifti deaneries, is not only fupported 
by pradlice fince the reign of Elizabeth, but 
feems to have been judicially recognized and 
a£ledupon in thecafeof thelrifh biihoprickal* 
ready cited from Croke James and other books. 
See ante 96. b. in the notes. Such, we are 
told, is the Rate of the patronage of thelrilh 
0/^ deaneries in general] but it muR be ad« 
ded, that the right of the Crown over one or 
two of them, which either are or are fup- 
pofed to be under peculiar clrcumRances, it 
deiuGil by the chapters. Suits on this fubjedt 
have been depending between the Crown and 
the chapter of St. Vatricky one of the two 
cathedr.^ls of the archbifhoprick of Dublin'; 
the Crown claiming the deanery as a royal 
donative, and the chapter infiRing that the 
dean is eleflive by them on a conge d*eliref 
not from the King, but from the Arcbbijhop 
of Dublin^ and th.u it is fo in .die true fenfe 
of the word, and not in name only, like our 
Englifh deaneries of the old foundation.

^HE Court was this day crowded to ft 
degree l^cyond any thing we had hi- 
therro witneffed. The expeiHed decifion of 
tlie Houfe of Lords refpcfeling the fofm of 
proceeding, and the opening of the firft 
cbaige by Mr, Fox, v/erc the apparent 
caufes of the general anxiety.

DISSENTIENT, 

I ft. Becaiifs we hold it to he primarily eftential to the due adminiftration of Juftlce, that 
they who are to judge ha\*e a full, clear, and cliftin^ knowledge of every part of the queftioii 
cn which they are ultimately to decide : and in a caufe of fuch magnitude, extent, and 
vjviciy, as the prcfentl where Iftuc is joined on adts done at times and places fo diftant* 
and with relation to perfons fo dilftrenr, as well as on crimes fo difcriininated from each 
other l»y their nature and tendency, We conceive that fuch knowledge cannot but with 
extreme difficulty be obtained without a feparat^ confidcration of the feveral articlei 
exhibited,. 

2d. Bcc^xifc we c.annot with equ.il facility, accuracy, and confidence, apply and compare 
the evidence adduced, and more cfpecially the arguments urged by the prclccutors on one 
fide^ and the defendant on the other, if the whole charge be made one caufe, as If tb^ 
tevefal articles he heard in the nature of feparate caufes. 

3d. Hccaufe, admitting it to be a clear and acknowledged principle of juftice, that thi 
defendant againft a criminal acenfation ffiould be at liberty to make his defence in fuch form 
and manner as he ftiall deem moit to his advantage 5 wc are of opinion, that fuch principle 
i‘< only true fo far forth as the ufe and ojxjration thereof fliall not be extended to defeat the 
ei^ds of juftice, or to create difficulries and delays equivalent to a dircA defeat thereof j and, 
b» caufe we ai-e of opinion, that the propofition made by the Managers of the Houfe of 
Common's, if it liad been agreed to, would not have dcprivv.d the defcnd-int in this profccu-

lah thought it advirable to recede from his 
cliitp. In the fame year, 1775, the fove- 
relgnty which tlic Vizir peffs^Ted over the 
Rajah and his territory, together with die an- 
nual tribute, was ti ansferred to the Compa- 
ny. It would be abfurd to fay, that when 
the Ibvereignty was thus transferred, its 
rights were more enhrged than when they 
appertained to the original pofTeflbr. It 
would be llrangc language to hold forth to 
the Rajah— “ VVlien you were tributary to 
the Vizir, the Company was your friend 
and guarantee, and your rights were there- 
fore fecure but in changing your maflers, 
you liavc loft your defence i— by becoming 
tributary to the Company, you ai*e Iclt with- 
out a Protcdlor — and your rights and your 
independcrce have no longer an cxiftence.** 
The ahfurdi*-/ and impropriety of this lin- 
guage v/as maniibft; yet fuch vVas the fyf- 
tem exemplified in the contliuft of Mr. 
Haftings. 

With rtffjcft to the queAion cn which fo 
much had been faid — V 7 hetl.cr the R:ij«h 
was an independent rrince, or a mere Ze- 
mindar or dependant lancUholclcr— Mr. Fox 
fald, he Ihould not trouble their Lordftiips 
with a fyllahle of argument. The former 
had been aiTcried cn the one fide, and as 
Arongly denied on the oilier. In his opinion, 
the condu£> of Mr. Kaftings was equally 
unjuft in both cafes : but tlie truth would 
ftiortly oppf^arftcni ihc evidence ai their bar.

Jf the Rq)ali aiT’fted in the nuan‘il> of the 
Company — if he fiid not moleft their friends, 
and (bfpended :.U intercourfe with their ene- 
piies— tliis would probsibJy be dtimcd a due 
qbccjioicc j but ft unfortunately did not ap- 
pro^di to that parti ve fubmifficn wdiich was 
required by Mr. Haftirgs. Neither did the 
3 ?'ur 9 p*an ideas of fovereigrty accord with 
the dofinitidii contained in his LaiiaK I?ic- 
cicnary.— By Jnvereignty^ fays Mr. Haftings 
in his defence delivered to the Commons— »I 
man mrhinarj fowtr } And kft his mean- 


ing ftiould be mtfuhderftood— left h« ihould 
be thought to have fpoken of abfoluu power, 
he adds, “ What I mean by arbitrary power 
is that ftate where the will of the fovereign 
is toary thing, and the rights of tbeftibjefi— > 
nothing!'* I do not in general (fatd Mr* 
Fox) approve oi either the logic or defim- 
tlons of Mr. Haftings j but ho certainly has 
the credit of being tlie ftrft perfon who has 
given a full and fairdeftnltionof AxaiTXAar 

POWER. 

But how then, was the compa^ iTCtweca 
the Ri.jah and the Company to be under- 
ftood > Mr. Haftings, it appeared, was to 
fay CO the Rajah, in virtue of his arbitrary 
power, “ Pay me the tribute— obferve your 
obedience— give me whatever fum I ftiall 
a(k — I then affure you tluit I will not alk 
for MORE !"— But v/hcre, in this cafi, was 
the comnenfation, the quid pro which 
rtiould appear in every compact ? Th? Ra- 
jah WHi to pay his, iiibutc, li; was to obey 
every injunflionj and in return, if he dared 
to murmur, he was told by Mr. Haftings— 
“ My will, as a fovereign, is every 
THING j and your rights, as a fubjcdl, are 
NOTHING !"— This arbitrary power, how- 
ever, did not appear to be in contemplation, 
when in granting the Rajah tlie privileges of 
coinage, and of executing crlmiuHl juftice in 
his dirtritl, Mr. Haftings thought it nccelTary 
to refei*vc by an exprefs claufe the right of 
filling the Rajah if the coin was found to 
be beneath a certain ftandairi ! — Where ar- 
bitrary powLi* WAS verted, fuch a ivferv.ition 
was fuptTfluotrr. : if rlie will of the fovereign 
was c wry th*r,:, v/liy w.ta the liberty of fining 
.his vriiTal guarded by fuch a chufe? The 
exception iiiulcubtcdly tended to prove, that 
in gcncril ilu; right did not cxift. Mr. 
Karting*, hov/tver, liad airumed a contrary 
inference in his defence : he alljdgt.d, tliat 
the exception being made in tlut inrtance, 
proved th^t the right exifti'd in every otlier j 
and Inverting the axiom Excejnio prebat tY- 
guiani^ he* contended, that becaufe an cX- 
erption was made in a p-irticular Inrtancr, 
the fin-.c exception lliould be underftood in 
all cafes whatfoevtr. 

'fhere was one circiimftance, Mr. Fox 
fuid, in this part of the condufl of Mr. 
Haftings, which, if their X.ordftiipi knew 
his charadler fiifficiently, would ftrike them 
with the titmofl aftcniftiment. The late 
Treaty afeercaining the riglits of the Rajalt 
of Benares had been made in the year 1775, 
and it was abfolutely three years before it 
was broken by Mr. Haftings I ! !— If fuch 
another inftance could be adduced from the 
whole hiftory of the tranfadrions of the 
Governor-General in India, Mr. Fox faid, 
he would even confeot to let him now efcape

from puniihment. In July 1778, he at 
lei^gth made a demand on the liajah of an addU 
tlonakfum of five lacks of rupees^ or 5o«ooo!« 
The pretext for this was the report received 
of the war witli France bcin^; about to 
commence. But even fuppofing this proba- 
bable neceffity to exifi, it could not afibrd a 
jiiAification of Mr. Hafiingi, as the Trea- 
fury, by hi* own account, hid at that time 
an overplus of two crores of rupees, or up- 
wards of two millions llerlijn?. Nor could 
the comparatively trifling fum demanded from 
the Rajah be meant as the commencement 
of a general tax on all the dsp'-'ndenci?u of 
the Company j as by the confvinon of Mr. 
Haftings, there was no other Prince who 
ftood ina fimilar fituation, or on whom fuch 
a demand could be made. It had the appear- 
ance of haiihncfs, Mr. Fox obf*r\cd, to 
aflign moti/ei for criminal adtions, which 
were generally prefunied j yet he flood em- 
boldened by a complication of proofs to 
aver, that this extortion had its real fource 
in perfonuJ refentnient to the Rajah, for 
having fent Iiis Fuksil to congratulate Sir 
John Clavering, when it was rum .inured that 
"he was fhortly to. be laifxi to She r?nl: of 
Coveritor-Gcncra!. This ciroumftance would 
appear natural and inoflenlive to any perfbn 
wiioconiidered the humiliation to which the 
Piinces of India aic reduesdj but in the 
mind of Mr. Haftings was fufficient to ex- 
cite a rancour, \vhlch could not tenniiiate 
but in the ruin of its ohjcdl. 

If tljcir Lorchh-ps, Mr. Fox remarked, 
had merely a gm^r^l anvl j.c^pular knowl-idge 
of tins fubjedl, on hearing that the unfortu- 
nate Rajali had been divciV.d of all authority, 
and exiled from bis dominions, they would 
undoubtedly fuppefe, that Chey: Smg h-d 
refufed to pay tire fins, and had bjen thus 
punifhed for his contumacy. But wii.it in 
that cafe would have been their afionilhmcnt 
to learn, that he lud not only paid it to ths 
lafl fliilling, but had adv-inccd the fame fum 
on a fimilar requifition in 1779 and 1780, 
the twc5 fuccecding years. In each it had 
been demanded in July, and paid in the 
Oilober followiug 5 and this delay was t!ic 
foie crime imputed to him by Mr. Hafiings, 
as far as refpe^ted this part of tluir tranf- 
a^lions. — With rcfpedl to the Lxtort’on, as a 
violation of compafl, and an iniraflion of the 
ri«?hts of Rajah, Mr. Mailings placed his 
defence folely on two points— the concur- 
rence of Mr. Francis — and the approbation of 
tiie Court of Direftors. In the firlt of thefe 
arguments, if I'uch they could be called, tlwre 
appeared a fpecimen tliat refpedl which 
even the moft corrupt arc compelled ulti- 
mately to pay to t’le energies of virtue ; But it 
was in vain that Mr. Hailings fought to ihel- 


ter himfclf under tiie concurrence of Mr, 
Francis, as it would ap[7ear in evidence^ that 
the latter only gave his confent to theapplica., 
tion, as not knowing but the fum requiied 
might come as a voluntary gift from the Ra« 
jail, but ^hat at the fame time, he had abfo<» 
lutely proicfied again/l fuch a roqiiifition as ^ 
light. — On the fecond pba, the approval of 
the Direftor.'*, ir would be Idle to dwell at 
length. l‘helr approbation had been ever 
certain, when their intercila were in any dc-. 
grec promoted. F rom the general knowledge 
of thisclrcuniflancc had originated the bill for 
fufpending the powers of ilie Court of Diiw* 
tors, which he h.id unce the honour of pre» 
Tenting at thiir Lordfltips bar ; and another 
alfo which had met a m-iie lavouyabic recep- 
tion, and was now a part of the law of the 
hnd. — Hut v/hen it w.is wil'dy provids,d tlu{ 
not ever i!)j Rjiyal could be pleadable 
in bar to an Im pencil men: pn-ferred by the 
Commons, it wa j abfurd lo maniion the im- 
plied .appiobation of a fet of mercliapts as e 
plea againil tlicir Lordfhips* procefs and dcci^ 
fion. 

The Council, he remarked, had, on a for- 
mer occifion, rrtomtHcntUd to the I<.aj.ih of 
Ben.'iiHjs, to keep up a fores of 2000 cavalry 
for their mutual fccurity, which were to be 
paid for at a fettled rate, if taken into the fer- 
vlce of the Company. I'hcre was no demand 
made at tliat time; the term .and language 
were fuch as fhould be ufed between equals. 
It was in every refpc£l a fubjidiary treaty $ 
.and his Majefiy could, with as much pro- 
priety, claim the fovertignty of HeflTe Caflel, 
as Mr. H.’iftings found a claim of ai bitrary 
power on that piofA^'/ding ; and yet t!ie Go- 
vcrnor-Ccncra4 finding ail other efibrts In- 
efirtVual to irritate the Rajah to difobedience, 
.and that, on the contrary, his fubmiflion kept 
pace with every infiilt, he turned the recom- 
niemiation into adcirund, and re^|uirfcd 2000 
cavalry to be furnifiicd at lUe expince of tiie 
Rajah, and not at the expence of the Com- 
pany, as before propoful. This requifition, 
on the R.ijah Rating its imj>ofiibiIity, was 
moderated to 1000. Cheyt Sing itill declared 
that he luad but i ^00, five hundred of which 
he offered to fiirnifii, and tO'fupply the defi- 
ciency wit!i ^00 matohJock-mcn, to be alfo 
at h’‘S cxpcnce. — At the fame time, he at- 
tempted to conciliate tlic friendlhip and pro-. 
le£lion of Mr. Haitings by a prefent of 
20,cool. which the Governor received, as he 
afterw^ards fuggefted, for the ufe of the Com- 
pany j as il i^uch d voluntary gift was to be 
expeflcd from a man worn out with extor- 
tion, if it was not obvioufly iMcant as a 
bribe to purcliafe a refeue from future ofi-h 
prefiion. 

Vet with all thefr conceffions Mr. Had- 

ii>c* 
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Ini!^ rffdarrs, that his patience was exhaufk- 
Cfl ; am) hdetermined^ faid he, totuin his 
ciitnrs to the advantages of the Company^ by 
inipofing ft heavy fir® nn his difobediencc.” 
—He accordingly makes money a pirt of 
criminal jurifprijdtr.cet ‘’’•nd of criniiniJ pu- 
nifliment. He departs from his cluvrai^er of 
Chief of the executive Government in India^ 
imd takes up that of a criminal Judge 5 he 
unites in him the three chnraftcrs of Judge, 
cf Accufer, and of Witnefs ; and in the de- 
CcAcy of that novel fituatioo he writes a let- 
ter to tfi"; Raj ail, demanding peremptorily a 
fine of ffty or 500,000!. and proceeds 
himfeli to Wenares, to enforce the rcquifition ! 
— If the Rajah had witb-hdd the additional 
tribute required l?c>’ond the time it was duo, 
the interch of tlic fum for that time mij:ht 
liave been Impofccl as a muld j if lie with- 
!)cld <00 cavalry, the difference of expcpce 
between them and mitchlock-men, Alight 
have heen exa^cd v/it!i fome appearance of 
propriety. If Ills cor.ciud had been difobe- 
dient and contumacious, a pecuniary fine

On the difproportion of theftippofed crime 
to the a^luftl punilhmcnt, Mr. Fox dwelt 
with much diffufenefs, yet with infinite force. 
The fine of 500,000!. he faid, was fo much 
beyond all bounds, that the of the /a'lu, 
on that occalion, was heavier than the Urns 
of A* King i and that if fuch was £nti/k 
jujiice^ the mifcrable Hindoo Ihoiild pray tlrat, 
it might be exchanged for Tartarian barbarity, 
—Mr, Haftings had lately been compared to 
a conqueror, wdiofe fame filled the unlvcrfe 1 
—a charadter fo exalted as to ciifpute pre- 
cedence with the feennd ptrfonage in the 
kingdom* hid aflimilated Warren Haftinga to 
Alexander the Great. But if any rttMi- 
blancc were found, it could not he to Alex- 
ander when his mercies and his vidlorics 
kept an equal pace \ —it could not be to the 
generous or forgivitig conquei-or j— tlie likc- 
r.cf'. mufl be meant to Alexander maddened 
after .1 debauch; to AbK.nder in petulant 
wantonnefs fitting temples on fire— -to Akx- 
andcr when his follies and his crimes liad ex- 
citv-d Itorror .'ind contempt fufftcient toobfciv© 
thj radime:^ of his former glories. — ^In ihd 
fid) pnnts of the compr.ri fun there was not a 
/bade or rdcmblarxe ; in the latter part of tlio 
parallel there 'vas all thejufUcc that could bo 
requiu-*’. 

in an imortrophe the moft beautiful tliai 
can be im-igined, Mr, Fox made the injiu'.^l 
Cheyt Sing tl;e uttcrer of bis own conipl lint

If, to 
adopt his own defence, he apprehended that 
the e was an/ fuch intention, ih-^n was he 
guilty of the liighaft and moit culpable im- 
pruv-lcncs in being fo lliglitly attended. In 
eirlicr way, a criminality mu ft atueh itfclf, 
wlrl'iout the fmallojl poflibiiiiy of vlndi- 
•arioii. 

The principal points, however, on whicli 
Mr. fox dwilL as highly ciimlnul, were ih^ 
djmurd < f ihj additional five lacks hey <nd the 
Itaicd tiibin-e, and the enormous ptM'.dty of 
50 c,cooI. which was demanded, rlscuuh not 
icccived ; and to tJvefs points, he faid, the 
evidence Ihouid principally he directed. Ke 
concluded by eniqicing veiy diongly the nc- 
ecflaty of punifl'dng the late CJovcjnor-Cc- 
nes'al. By impeJing a difjiropoi tlonare pii- 
nilhmcnt, Mj. Haftings had placed vtnial 
(Trer on a faotir'g with iihf'.’liitc guilt. Tlieir 
Lord.'hljis Ihould t;.ke care to avoid the cp- 
poliie extreme, »ind to ;jfhx a punidiinciit to 
rise Climes of Mr. I-iadlngi, equ.d, il pOiTLlv', 
to t‘i„ir cnorni'ty, 'i hey mull uow bwwonie, 
he Aid, either the avengers, or the accom- 
plices of his Climes.

trary. It was twelve o'clock before tlie 
Peers were feared, and proclamation made 
in the ufual forhn. 

Mr. Grey th«*n rofe, and ill a fpeech of 
ftiuch ability rcfijmecl and enforced the re- 
maining part of the firfc charge againli Mr. 
Hadings, commencing where Mr. Fox had 
cOncluri«l cn Friday laft.— He adverted in 
the firft im^anCe td the rights of which the 
Rajah itood poAeiTcd when lie became the 
ohj../Lof the Chief Governor’s indignation. 
It ttwttcrcd little, he obferved, whether Cheyt 
Sing ^tthat time was merely a Zemindar, or 
the trlbutarj', but independent, Sovereign of 
his Dittrld>. In the year 1773^ w'icn Afoph 
Hi Dcwlaii had made the aibltniry demand of 
ttn lacks, Mr, Haftings in his letter to Mr. 
Rrldow, the then Refident at Lucknow, had 
inAru<dcd him to dcchrc, that Cheyt Sing 
^as Moat t!\an a mere Zemindar— that he 
the Ally of the Company, and ihcuM 
be protcdlcd in his rights I But whin the 
Icvcrcignty over tlie Ur»iah was transfened, 
and when he became the vaflhl of tlie Com- 
pany, veiled of ecurfe with all thofc rights j 
r/hen he had alfo been indulged with the 
fymbcls cf Royalty in ptivilcgc of the Mint, 
and of theadminiftration of criminal judice ; 
then Mr. Haftings feorned to look to thofc 
rules which he had compelled the Vizier to 
plifcrve. The rigl.fi of the Rajah were 
trampled upon, and his privil* ges dcgnided. 
'iheCcmpnny bad wiTftd to conciliate the 
attachment ct a SfVs.rtij:n over near two 
Ml; i.i< NS cf psOplj, and to cenvert him 
into a powxrfiil barrier between tiiem and 
thvir cncmifson that qnaitcr. But what the 
uoex^iinnlcd Unity ci t!ie Company mu ft 
have tfl filed, was ti taiiy dcfttoyccl by trcjt- 
chc»y .IS upcxaiTipkcl ; end tl:c arts of conci- 
liaiien which pcHcy and humanity would 
luivcjailificil, wcieiKglciicd fur the purfuits 
ol Av.4i Ice wiiich dHhoyed its own pur|jofes, 
ai d III ti'^ jiroftcutirn of a lUUntincnt as 
abu h'lo at* it was uiifbuiKltd. 

His citcnlon fr^'xrj tl’t* Baiuh, Mr. Haft- 
inp-, ill v: M.Uenjptcd, ^^h£■not^tTc^^orts failed, 
to Oil »w on die piir.v j; i'i ot the rcvoAi 
ei>rib]'lhnKrit. it was coiuin, that by ilie 
fjcdul the v<:(lkl was ujm]>cllcd to at- 
tend ill ih'NSirb v.f liis I>crd, iind to contri- 
hute to cert.hn cf his ncccilitics. But tiien 
the length cf his attendance and the quantum 
ol .M» c;ncuhutlc:i wire i.Uiirl^ly itnchpre- 
cikly defined, 'i'hcmwus r.ot in the feudal^ 
iici ill any StlKx- law that could he quoted, a 
fnigle to jufUfy a tyrannic lie cnco 

of c::a^lion, or the vjidi^livc fdv'lion of an 
individual, whole only guik be, tivil 


his riches had faifed the avarice, or hispow6r 
excited the envy, of his Lord, and brought 
down on him an arbitfary puni/hment. 

This extortion had again been attempted 
to be juftified by the imputation of ciyitain 
crimes faid to have been committed. Of the 
firft was^a delay of his remittance cf the 
five lacks requirtlmn addition to the ftated 
tribute. On tlS^hc^d, Mr. Grey obferved, 
enough had been fold by the Right Hon. 
Geiuleman (Mr. Fox) who- had preceded 
him in the prefent charge ; to that, therefore^ 
he flibuld only add, that the Rajah himf{^!f 
had urged, what was not denied, that tliQ 
failure in the rcmilTion was in fome degree 
owing to the l^ngli^ Rcfidcnt. — The next 
charge againft the unfortunate Rajah w.as— 
the difordtrs which he liad fufterod to over- 
run his territory. But rlie wifeft Police, it 
will be conieftcd, with the ftridlcft adniini- 
ftration of jufticc, c.ir.not polfibly prevent 
the offences of individuals : but fui'^ly that 
country could nor be looked upon as difor- 
dcrly or unfafe, when it was a faik atferted 
and not denied, that thofs wlio had acquired 
fortunes in the more turbulent parts of In- 
dia, made it a pradlicc to retire -to Benarea, 
theic to indulge themklvc'. in acknowledged 
feenrity.— With refpc<^ to two ether charges 
imputed to the Rajah, — his vvlthlioWing the 
cavalry, and his inclinatlrais to rebel j— the 
firft, if true, was puniftied withopt enquiry ; 
and the fccond was fully refut^ri, by the 
fmall number of attendants taliuri by Mr. 
Hallings wiien he went to punl/h his delin- 
quency.— [On thefe topics Mr. Grey dilated 
with infinite force of rcafoning j but ms the 
ground has been in a great degree pre-occu- 
piecl by thofO that have preceded tlie Hon. 
Gentleman, we forbear to follow him. H» 
wao alfo, at timc.s, exceedingly fevere upbn 
Mr. Haftines ; but though fuch ftrength cf 
expreCTion is undoubtedly juftifiabls in aix 
Advocate fpenking from his conriftion, our 
fenfe of propriety forbids us to follow th^ 
Hon. Gentleman by a literal report,] 

Thurc was aifA">, he obferved, another Ipe* 
cies of guilt imv>ured to the R.^jah, which 
was the rup|x>fod concealm'int of vaft trea- 
fuies. This was indeed a crtevous fault, 
and gMcvoufty had the Rajah been made to 
anfwcr it. This lall was the caufc, however, 
of Mr. Haftlngs* journey to Bcnare^ which 
had been produ^live' of fuch extraordinary 
events. — He then took up Mr. Haftings’ 
narrative of his journey, “ given with a fo- 
Icmnity equal to an oath,” which he com- 
pared witli his defences, and pointed out a 
variety of ftrong contradi£licns. In the one, 
Mr. Haftings declared, ^hat, previous to his 
departure, he had communicated his plan of 
operations to Mr, Ai^erlofl and Major Pal^ 



^er ; In the otheri he averred that he 
from the. exigency of the moment.’’-^ After 
oi)iuing out a variety of hml^r inlUnceSy 
e obferved that the niaxim wae* not lefs old 
than true— Qu os Deus vult per dire 
pRivs dxmentat.— The fanity of the in- 
teUe£t was difordered by the vice of the 
purfuir.— It would hav^ been impolliblc to 
follow Mr. HaiUngs thn ugh all his wind- 
ingSy if he had not himfwlf afforded a clue 
to his trwfadtions. In the midft of his con- 
tradictions, he frequently threw a light on 
the circumftahees, which no degree of en- 
tjuiry could produce, 

Mr. Grey then proceeded to ftatc the arreft 
of the Rajah, with all its circumitantiai 
ignominy. ^ There was a point, he obferved, 
in human nature, beyond which outrage 
could not be fuffered, nor indignity be borne. 
Yet all this difgrace in the eyes of his people, 
produced in the Rajah but a repetition of 
remonftran'ces, and an added degree of 
humiliation. He read the very affecting 
letter from Cheyt Sing, which concludes — 
Whatever may be your pleafure, do it 
with your own hands,— I am your flavc.— 
What occafion can there be for a guard ?*’ 
—Having mentioned the inefficacy of thefe 
applications, he then related the circumdances 
of the refeue of the Rajah, by the tumultu- 
ous force which had oroffed the river from 
Ramnagur, and tlie (laughter of the Britifh 
guard, when their countrymen could only 
arrive in time to witnefs their expiring friends. 
For that carnage, he faid, and for all the 
horrid bufincfs which fuccecdcd, Mr. Hafl- 
ings muft undoubtedly be anfwerablc. He 
who suwEP the seed, mud neccffarily be 
looked to as the author of tlic harvest. 
It was the riatural effeffc of oppreffion to be- 
get refidancc; and if the ccnfequLnces be 
fatal, the oppredbr is undoubtedly guilty. — 
In relating the cfcape and fubfequtnt cala- 
hiities of the Rajah, he remarked svith great 
force, how fatally the transfer of the fovc- 
rcignty to the Company had operated againd 
his intereds. He had pafled from the fuve- 
reignty of uninformed Barbarifin tn that of 
enlightened Religion $ — lie had exchanged 
the arbitrary code, as it was deemed, of 
Timur, for the mild fway of Britifh judice. 
But what was the confequence ? Under the 
former he had found protection— under 
the latter his portion waS misery f 

The next point of criminality which Mr. 
Grey alledged againd Mr. Hading.>, was the 
adaulc by Major Popham on the forcrefs of 
Bedjeygur, where the wife and mother of 
the Rajah redded, and the incitements which 
he had on that occadon held forth to the fol- 
diery to plunder and rapine. In proof of 
this charge he quoted the very words of the 
yoi« XIII*

GovOTor-Gencral to Msyor Popham:-* 

* If the reports brought to me are triiei yo\ir 

* rejecting her offers for any negociiitioA 
i with her would foon obtain you poBbffioa 
^ of tlje fort on your own terms. I appro-

^ tors of a condderable part of the booty, 

* by being fuffered to retire without exami- 
‘ nation. “ I fhbuld be vei^ forry th&t your 
** officers and foldicrs lod any part of the 

reward to which they are fb well entitled.'* 

Tills letter had been defended by Mr. 
Hadings, merely on a cavilling didinClion 
between a public order and a confidential 
letter. But that the letter was not confi- 
dential, was fufficlently proved, as the 
next day there was not an officer or private 
in the detachment who was unacquainted 
with its contents ; and even if that were not 
the cafe, there was no military man who 
would not look on fuch a letter as a compleac t 
judification of whatever he fhould do in 
obedience to its intimation. Accordingly, 
the hint was not lolt. The fovtreCs was fur- 
rendered— its unfortunate inhabitants^plun- 
dered of every thing, in violation of a folemn 
compact yet the foldicr had an cxcufe to 
plea^— The orders of the Governor-General 
were not more cruel and baibarous, than 
they were peremptory and fpccific. Theft 
females of dignified rank were, theiefoitv 
dripped of every refource in their want, and 
of every folace to their eye !— Thofe who 
had compared Mr. Hallings to Alexander tht 
Great, would here find their parallel was greatly 
deficient. Alexander had fi> comported him- 
fdf to the wife and mother of Darius, that 
they fcarcely felt their lofs i— Mr. Hadings, 
on the contrary, had lb demeaned liimfelf to 
the wife and mother of Cheyt Sing, that tlte 
unfortunate Rajah felt their fufierings as tlia 
keened aggravation of his own. 

It was not a little remarkable, Mr. Grey 
obferved, that the odenfible purpofe of Mr. 
Hadings, in his journey to Benares, was to 
recruit the Company's Treafury; hut no 
fooncr did the occafion offer for that purpofe 
in the feizure of the lortrefs of Bedjeygur, 
than tlie plunder of 250,000!. was conligned 
to the troops. It was true, indeci), that on 
tlic reprefentation of the Council, he had 
attempted to rcfumti it by way of loan. They 
knew l]ini too well, and this dratagem failed 
of enurfe. He had then .endeavoured to 
draw refources from a country already cx- 
hatided, when he appointed the 'minor Mc- 
fripaiain to the empty title of Rajah, fixed 
the fum of 40 lacks a$ the annual iribuie, 
and named Oufiain.Sing as the cAleClorof 
the taxes, under the controul of Mr. Mark- 
ham. The country, wus depopulated, and 
no force could it productive. It wa» 

D d - irt 
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In vain that Gkiffaiii Sing wai imjprlfoned at 
the end of the year on account of the defi> 
eitneies) and confined until death put an 
end to hU mUery. His fucceflbr could do 
no more : and at tite end of three years, 
when Mr. Haftings rq>eated his vifit, defo- 
lated towns and mln^ villages convinced 
him of the truth of their reports. No con- 
trail, Mr. Grey obferved, could be more 
Arong than that of the defeription given by 
Cheyt Sing of the territory of Benares whilll 
tinder his government, compared with Its 
situation when under the £all-India Com- 
pany. “ My fields,*’ fays the Rajah, “ are 
cultivated, my towns and villages full of 
inliabitants, my country is a garden, and 
‘‘ my RYOTS (hulbandmcn) are happy. The 
•• principal merchants of India, from the 
•• fecurlty of my government, refort to my 
** capital, and make it tlieir refidence. It 
** is the Bank of India, and contains the 
treafures of the Mahrattas, tlie Jaiks, the 
Saiks, tlic native and European nations. 
•• The traveller and the llranser, from one 
•• end of my country to the other, Iny down 
^ thdr burdens, and deep in fecurity.”'— 
Wlien Mr. HalUngs, on the contrary, went 
through thofe diftrifts, Famine and Mifery 
ilalked liand in hand through uncultivated 
.Acids and delertcd villages. Inhere were found 
,ctdy the stgsd and infirm, who were unable 
to fly j robbers, pieparcd to kill j and ty- 
gers, whofc ferocity marked the dclblation of 
rite fccne.— .Such was the contrail between 
the dominion of the iksolr^t Rajah, and 
of the unafluining and judicious Mr. 
Haitlngs. 

Having dwelt at confiderable length on 
this fubje^ lie fummed up the whole of 
this chaige with a degree of force which 
could only be equalled by tlie modeRy of his 
conclufion.

Mr. Benfon v/as afterwards called to prove 
the Adt of Parliament of 17749 and like- 
Wife the Anfwer of Mr. Hailings to the Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment in the Commons.— 
The anfwer to the charge refpedling Benares 
occupied upwards of an hour j and after the 
reading was UniHied, * 

Mr. i.aw, on the part of the prifoncr, 
made two objedlions to the evidence. 1 he 
firll was, to copies of difpatches being read, 
iinicfi the originals were proved to have been 
lecdvcd; and the other, to the Journals of 
the Houfe of Commons being read in evi- 
dence — both which were over-ruled by the 
Lord Clir.ncf'llor. 

Mr. Anllruther informed tlieir Lord/hips, 
that he Hiould not trouble them any longer 
this day, but he intended to biing further 
evidence next day. 


Ninth Dav. 

Tcksoay, February 26. 

Mr. Anftiuther went on with the evidence 
jon the Benares Char Tlieie was no per- 
fonal witnefs called to give oral tellimony. 
OiUce documents were adduced on the fub- 
jed of Mr. Hadingj's CommilTion, and the 
fiinilar authorities of his pitneceirors, Mr. 
Verdft and Loid Clive-— Mr. Cartier had, it 
feenis, no Cointniflion in his .apix)intmcnt at 
Bengal. 

I'liefe weic alfo read— the Ccnftitutlon of 
a Zemindar— the Conftitution of Cheyt 
Sing * — and various Extracts from Secret 
Letters to thcEaft-India Diicdi^ors— Minutes 
of Council at Calcutta — Communications, 
ConveifatiOns, &c, &c, 

Jn the courfe of thjfc, foms few words 
paflld between Mr, Law and Mr. Fox. The 


former having read, contrary to ths' wiflics 
of the Jfttter, not an Extract fromiHI Inllru- 
ment, but tlte Inllrument at lai^e. Mr. 
Fox imputed this — ^wherefore, was not vill - 
** ble—>to delay ; and urged in future inAances

Fox, AnAru- 
ther, and Adam, fupported it. Mr. Taylor 
alfo was going to fpeak--when, on a motion 
from Lord Camden, the Lords adjourned— 
and, contrary to the expe^ation of many 
people who waited tlieir return (among whom 
were Mrs. Sheridan, the Duclitfs of Deyon- 
Atirc, &c.), the Court concludctl there f. 

On their Lordfliips' return to the Houfe to 
decide upon Mr. Law’s ohjeflion, the Lord 
Chancellor, Earl Stanhope, the Duke of Nor- 
folk, and Lord Hawklbury, feverally deli- 
vered their fentimenta, when it' was agreed 
without a dlvitiGD, That the &vid;mce of- 
fered by the Committee was admilTible 
“ evidence, and ought to be received.” 

Ordered a meflage to the Commons, that 
the Lords will proceed further upon tlie trial 
of Warren HaAings, Efq. on Thurfday next.

Mr, Grey fpoke like a man in carncA. He did not phllofo|jbi7,e, agitate, and edify, fo 
powerfully as Mr.'Buikc; but he fliewcd fomc reading, and fome abAradl rcfleffion. He 
not only declaimed, hsit his fpeccli had, wliat is Icfs attainable by lo young a man, much 
good arrangement and lucid order. 

When a letter to Cheyt Sing was reading by the Ckrk, Lord Stormont, with much 
fag icity, enquired, « if there was any title in the Addrefs, or any Addrefs at the coriclufion 
“ of tlie pago The anfwer Aated — “ there was none.” 

The ArchbiHiop of York, on the word “independence” occurring in one of the docu- 
ments relative to the Zemindar, aflted the import of the word, and “ whetlier it refcried to 
the India Company, or to Local Sovereignty ?'* The Chancellor bore tcftimo*y to the 
propriety and importance of the queAion ; but faid, the comlderation at prefent was informal.

Thursday, February 28. 

The Court met at twelve o’clock, when 
the Lord Chancellor informed the Managers 
,of the refolution of the Hoiife refpe£ling the 
letter to be admitted in evidence. 

The Clerks alfo paflfed through a various 
tnafft of other written evidence— from the 
^onfultations of the Calcutta Council— their 
Letters to and from the Company, public 
and fecret — fome of which, had ths meaning; 
been to have kept it fscret llill, could not 
have been better read. 

Two of the Clerks from the India Houfe 
were at the Bar with their Office Books— and 
both, but particularly the Accountant, gave 
a Ihort teftimony, in a mode that was very 
fenfible and well collc^lcd. 

The evidence adduced, chiefly went to the 
Benares Refidcncy, and the circumftances in 
the appointments of Mr. Fowke and Mr. 
‘ Markham— the Stipends— the Cavalry — and 
the Subfidy in lieu. 

The eloquent and convincing Account of 
the Expedition to Benares, ftated to be writ- 
ten by Mr. Haflings, was the' laft paper be- 
fore the Court. Much of it was read, till 
the Clerk could fee to read no longer j— at 
, near half after five o'clock, therefore, the 
Court adjourned 

Befides what has been mentioned, there 
$ was little faid or done. Lord Stanhope fpoke 
a fcNv words, and Lord Stormont, both very 
much in point. 


Eleventh Day. 

Friday, February 20. 

The bufinefs on this day commenced ra- 
ther fooncr than ufual. At eleven o’clock the 
Peers were feated, and the Court had pafled 
through the general forms. 

The reading of the neceflary documents 
was then refumed ; the letters of Mr. Haft- 
ings, and the Rajah Cheyt Sing — the Mi- 


putes of the Secret Council— the correlpoilr 
dence of the Court of DireAors, and variety 
of other papers were read which made matter 
of evidence on the prefent charge. On pro- 
ducing Mr. Haflings' Narradve of the Expe- 
dition to Benares, Mr. Adam fubmitted a 
propofition to the Court — that as they had 
determined that the bufinefs of each day 
ffiould be printed for the ufe of their Lord- 
Ihips, it would tend much to expedition, 
without fubtrafling from the juilice of their 
procjjJcdings, if the neceflary extra^s from 
the Narrative were only marked for the pur- 
pofe of being printed, without being read at 
length in the prefent infiance. 

To this propofal no objefllon was made 
until Mr. Adam had nearly gone through the 
whole fiatement of the extrad^s which were 
intended to be printed. 

Earl Stanhope then rofe fuddenly and faid, 
that in making tJie motion iivtheir Lordlhips 
Chamber of Parl^menr, for the printing of 
the papers of each tlay, it was not his inten- 
tion that any fliculd be printed but fuch as 
had been prevloufly read. In his opinion, 
the ends of fubfiantia! jufiice would not be 
anfwercd by palling over the papers in the 
manner now propofed. 

This objeilion brought on a vaiiety of ob- 
feivatlons from t!ic Lord Chancellor, Earls 
Camden, Fitz'villi im,and fevcral other Peers $ 
but Lord Stanlu'p'j adhering to hls‘“ original 
opinion, it was agreed, that to avoid the in- 
convenience of a temporary adjournment, the 
extracts Ihould be lead at length according to 
his defire -f . 

When thefc were concluded, a variety of 
accounts were produced, tending to Ihew the 
fiate of theeflahliniment in Benares, after the 
cxpiilfion of Clicyt Sing, and of the extrava- 
gance of the annual tribute demanded by Mr, 
Haltings of r o r t v - n i n e lacks, when the 
country, in its moft profpsrous' fiate, had 
never produced moretlun forty-four, and 


♦ The Hall tills day had not much refort — there being but very few Members of the Koufc 
of Commons prefent— never more than twenty, and latterly but three— and of Peereffes, from 
ifwven, till they dropped to tlirec aifo. 

f T^e Papers read were different Minutes of Proceedings with Cheyt Sing — of the country- 
laid wafic— tlic Bengal difpatches— and then the appointment of Mr, William Markham to 
tlie Rcfidency of Benares. 

On this fubje< 9 -; the rcafons of Mr. Hafiings for this appointment were read. If the 
grounds of |he app'>intment vvere creditable 10 Mr. Markham, the leafops given by Mr. Hafi- 
ings'wjrefiill more fo, to his own underfianding, and were enforced with all the firength 
fins writing. 

Mr. Fowke was remov^ - hut the honourable manner in whicli that removal was expreff^d 
hy Mr. Hafiings, was more flattering chan the office itfelf. His falary too was continued f ;r 
three nionths — amounting to 3000 rupees. 

The coiiclufion of the written evidence confified of the detail of the prize money —letter 
from Colonel Champion — and a piAure, before given from Mr. Hafiings, of the devafiatig^

The written evidence being concluded, the 
Managers proceeded to enforce it in particuUu- 
parts by oral tcflimony. 

Mr. Adam conneAcd and explained the

At half polt three, the firil evident^ called 
was 

J. STA 3 LES, Efq. 

Examined by Mr. Adam. 

This gentleman was focond in Council.— 
Being fworn, he ftated that he went t(f India 
in 1759, and ihat in 1764 he was an officer 
in the army ftmt to Benares i that he had fre- 
quent opportunities of fe.ing DuKvant Sing ; 
that he Iboked upon him as a very confidcr- 
able perfon, and tliat in the end of the year 
176^, or beginning of 1764, a ncgociation 
was fet on foot to detach him from the Vi- 
xicr, to whom he was tiibuta»7, and to en- 
gage him in the Eiiglith imerett. That the 
country of licnarcs was full of people, and in ^ 
high cultivation j that Bulwant Sing was 
treated by his fubje^is wl^^b marks of affec- 
tion very diffeicnt from the attention /hewn 
to a mc:c Aumccl or Colledlor ; that Be- 
parcs was tlic refidcnce of a wealthy commu- 
nity of thcr 'jligious order j and tlwt the army 
in whicli he ferved were not permitted to en- 
ter the place. 

Kc was crofs -examined by Mr. Plummer. 

The next witnefs called by the Managers 
was 

FOX CALCRAFT, Efq. 

Examined by Mr, Ga e y. 

Mr. Calcraft dated that he was Aid du 
Camp to Major Popham, in the detachment 
that took the Fort of Bedjeygur j — that the 
treafures found in the Fort were divided as 
plunder among the army, which he under- 
flood to be dons under the authority of a let- 
ter from Mr. Haftings j that the plunder was 
divided the day after the feizurc, and amount- 
ed to 25 lacks of rupees ; that each fepoy had 
100 rupees J that Jic was difpatchcd with the 
intelligence to Mr. Haffings, then at Clumar, 
40 or 50 miles didant, who expreffed vehe- 
ment dlffailsfaflion at the divifion of the 
plunder among the foldiery at a time when 
the Company wanted the money; that he 
reprcfenCL'd to Mr. Haflings the letter he had 
written to Major Popham, as giving an au- 
thority to the <livifion.— This Mr. Hadings 
denied, faid the letter was private, and gave 
no authority ; that in all the procccciings of 
the war every officer liad Aibmlrtcd to his 
advice, and that it was wrong to pivpced tp 
the divifion, which he called a fcrambls, on 
account of its precipitancy, without his coq-^ 
jpuittncc, he being to near. That in anfwer 
{9 this, he faid to Mr* Hadlngs, that the 


letter could not be a private one,. as It Cftn^ 
tained public matter ; and that the cau(b of 
the precipitancy was, tliat in the cafe of the 
RohiUas the troops had ncveir received 
booty. Mr. Hadings aOced if it would be 
poffible to make the officers refund, and that 
if they would do fo he would ufe his in- 
duence with tlie Board to procuie for them 
the money afterwards. This he told him he 
thought impoffible, as it was already too 
generally diffiifed. He faid he brought a 
fword as a p^efent from the officers to Mr, 
Hadings, and fomc crnamcntal plate to Mrs. 
Hadings, but he knew not whether they ul- 
timately remained with them, as he delivered 
them tp Mr. Markham ; lie believed tliey 
never did receive' them, but he never heard 
what became of them. 

The above gentleman, extraordinary as it 
may feem, was brought by the Profecutors^ 
His ideas and account of the general antipai' 
thy to KEPUNUiNG, occafioncd much cn-^ 
tex'-taiiyncnt. The Chancellor could not hdp 
fmiling. 

Mr. Qalcraft was crofs-examined by Mr. 
Dallas. 

The third wltnefs called was 
•' Mr. BENN. 

Examined by Mr. Anstruthcr. 

He depofed, that Durbijali Sing was con- 
fined in a houfe belonging to the Rajah of - 
Benares : that he had a garden of fix aciies 
walk in ; that all the guards were on the ou^- 
dde, and walked around It. That oiseask 
— bi|t which he did not further explain— 
was the caufe of his death ; that it was not 
occafioned by any cruelty. That he could 
not recollefil that tlie New Miniftcr, Jagger 
Deo Seo, or any perfon for him, had ever 
complained to the Britilh officers that the 
revenue was infufficisnt to the demands ; and 
that in particular, he could not procure the 
fix lacks deftined for the maintenance of the 
Rajah. That the arrears of fiis collcOion of 
the revenues were fubmitted to arbitration. 
That that arbitrator was Ala Elram Cawn, 
agafnft whom no word of blame had ever 
been uttered by any one. That one lack, 
50,000 rupees, were awarded to be due from 
Durbijah Sing. That in the years 83, 84, 
85, and 86, the country of Benares was in 
' Iiigh cultivation, and wall peopled. 

As this gentleman was proceeding in his 
evidence, which did not foem to fatisfy the 
Managers, a queftion was propofed, tending 
to convey, that he gave anothw account before 
the Hpufe of Commons. 

Mr. Law took an objeftion this quef- 
tlon, as being contrary to the praclice of the 
Courts for profecutors to arraign the credibi- 
lity of the witnefTcs th'^y had themfdvoi 
called ; nor was it proper chat tliey Biould go 
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into a new enquiry after the crofe-examination 
concluded. 

Mr, Fox fald the horned gentleman was 
iviiiiakenas to (j^e practice of that liigh Court. 
|r tlic cafe o£ Lord Lovat, where a witnefi 
jras apparently unwilling to anfv/er a quef, 
Hon to the extent which the Managers knew 
could anfwer it, they cliimcd tlie riglit, 
and they weie permitted to rcfrclli his me- 
mory by afking him what he faid before. 

Mr. Adam cpritended that the pra£lice of 
ihe Courts below was invariably to allow of 
leading queftions in the cafe of unwilling 
witnelR'S, which it was the misfortune of 
this profecutioii to have ; for the wltncHes 
whom they had to adduce in the courfc of tlie 
trial flood in fuch a relation to the prifoner, 
a» would make it extremely difficult for the 
Counfcl to come at the truLh, if the Mana- 
gers* were deprived of the means of extrafling 
It, which was iRvariably purfued in the 
Courts. 

* The qucllion being put by the Court, and 
aniwered in the affii mative, Mr. AniLuther 
lead from the minutes a queftion and anfwer, 
jKirportiug tliat heavy complaints were made 
hy tire Pdinifter, that the revenues were not 
IwfKcicntly abundant— and hedefired to I<;now 
whetlKr this qucftion was not put, and tliis 
anfwer given. 

Mr. Law renewed his objeflion, and a 
fifcxty lung debate took plAce, winch occu- 
pied tl»e remainder qf the day, apd pre- 
vented tlie Court from concluding on this 
charge. 

Mr. Law faid, it was contrary to all pre- 
cedent in every Court of Judicature for pro- 
locutors firft to examine their wIincfTcs, to 
fufFcr them to be crof^ -examined, and then 
luKUng the evidence not txaflly what tlicy 
jBxpeclcd, or what they wi fried it to be — 
make an attempt to blail the chaiadlcr of 
|iiuir own witnefie^, and to take from tl;cm 
all credibility. I’liis was a thing unheard 
jpf in judicature, und he truitcd tliat their 
Lordfhips would npt allow of a pradtice fo 
pew and prcpoileious. He flated the matter 
jfn variolas ways, and aigued that it was fun- 
jjtfamcintairy improper. 

Mr. rinmnier rofc to anfwer Mr, Adam 
wlilcli liotdid in very ftreng and powerful 
forms. He rc<iucftcjd , ^ the Court to advert 
|o tlVj novohy of this attempt — an attempt, 
be btJicvtd, b:foi*c untried in any Court cf 
Jrrdicatuiq whateveu A parly call their 
(OW'D witnefi— *r;K7 examine him in their own 
w';/— he is then crofs-exam'nccl by the other 
parry ^ asid when the Profreutors find that he 
docs not turn out the evidence t»iey wiffi— 
tiwyf-'jadcavour to dcflmy tb.e tTfriiT^ony th'*y 
fe'ive ilicHuelves brought, and impcacli his cre- 
The precedent was if^decd new I 
wh;i;*cr vveuU it hiid ? Jiycry gcntlemoq 


brought upon tliis, or after this, upon any 
other cauf^ would find his charadler taken 
away, his veracity called in queflion, and hi» 
oath difputed, becaufe he did not anfwer the 
expeflation of thofe wim brought him. Ho 
believed more honourable witne^es, or names 
morejrefpeflablie, were not likely to be called 
on any future trial: and he crufted their 
Lonfffiips would not be told by the Manager;., 
however liigh they might hold tliemfdves, that

jieculiar cafe— we are to force out truth, and 
by violence muft we come at it. But, my 
Lords, concluded Mr. Plummer— if to do 4 
/uz/fi right f you are to do a great wrwg-^ 
conhder wliat a precedent you eftabliffi j what 
liigh roads you lay open to erior. If you de- 
termine this attempt in the Managers to he 
law, you argue againft all other cafes that 
we know of; and if you make a new Rule^ as 
they would have you — futuie Courts in their 
turn, will leave or adopt it at their plcafurc.’* 
Mr. Fox faid, the two learned Genthmen 
had fpoksn very ingenioudy ; but it unfortu- 
nately happened, that th&y had totally and 
compieatiy mlfrcprefcntcd or mifanderdeed 
the cafe. They had made the whole of their 
argument on the affumed fa£l, tlut the Ma- 
nagers were deftrons to blaft the charaflers of 
the witnefs. No fuch thing was intended 
nor tried. He revolted at the idea of im- 
peaching tlfO cliaiaiflers ©f the witnefles lie 
brought to the bar. The Managers felt that 
they were refponfible for their conduct, and 
they difdained to b; ing wit nefifes to the bar of 
that high tribunal, whom they prcvicufly knew 
to be improper, and iindt to be credited. Ic 
fo happened, that, folicitoqs only of producing 
truth, they had endeavoured to do that wliich 
every Court invariably pradlifed in the cafe of 
an adverfe witnefs. They had endcavouicd 
to refreffi his memory by a leading queftion. 
Now, though on this, as w»ell as on all cjiicf- 
tions, he muft enter his proteft againft tlie 
idea, that tJiat High Court was to be guided 
by the pradlice of the Courts below ; con- 
tending as he did, that their Lcrdffiips were 
to he guided by thofe rules only of which he 
acknowledged the propriety, yet AIll he was 
ready to put his ignorance againft the Icg 5 il 
knoi^cdge of the learned Ccunfd, and to 
agree witli them, that it was the ccnftanr 
pra^ljce of tlie Courts to fuffer leading quef- 
lions to be put to unwilling witnclTes, and 
that this was not confidcred as an impeach- 
ment of their credibility. Even in cafes of 
life and deatli, it was common to fay to a 
witnefs, This was net what you faid beforo 
the Magiftrate, &c. ; and that fuch refrelh- 
ment of recollefl'ion was proper, and contri- 
buted to the produ^ion of truth. This was

Earl Fitzwilliam moved, that in that pari 
which dofenbes the Troops that the Board of 
Controul may fend to India, the word Euro^ 
|)eau fhould be left out, and the word Bricilh 
infented in its room. By this Amendment 
his Lordfhip faid he meant to retrain tiie 
Board of Controul from fending out what 
number of Troops they pleafed, by putting it 
out of their power to fend any other than Bri- 
tdh.

A declaration ib 
qualified is a new fpecies of bill of indemnity, 
which, unlike all others, does not content u* 
felf with holding forth terms of protedlioa 
againd the penal confrqoences of an illegal 
act committed, but retrofpedlively alters and 
reverfes the nature and effencoof the adlioa 
itfelffrom its very origin, if certain pro- 
fpedive conditions he fubfequentlyobferved. 

adly. B^ufo the preamble of the pre- 
fent bill, which mud be prefumed to (et 
forth the legal grounds of tlie propofed do- 
ctaracion, does not appear to us in leality to 
contain any fuch ground*. It ufferi nothing 
more tlian partial and pieced extracts from 
various (edlions of the 24th of his prefent 
Majedy, two of which evidently convey 
only general powers to be exercifed in 
fuch maimer as in the (aid Adt is direA- 
ed/' thit IS, fubje^ to limitations and modi- 
fications not recited in the preamble ; and 
the third of thefe extra^s, which is taken

we are fo jufUy tofible of the great advan- 
tages with which tlie fervanti of the Crown 
mvft argue on fuch topics before an aflinubty 
conftitntionally difpofed tea general oonft- 
, dance in them, that we flioold be firngnbie 
indeed, did we but expedi any confidiwabie 
check to be given to the pofilble mifeondodt 
of the Board of Controul, by the fears of a 
Parliamenlary enquiry. 

dthly. Be^ufe the operation of this bill, 
and of the adk, the meaning of wbkh it was 
to declare, ought to have been limited to the 
duration of the exiAing charter. Whatever 
may bp the right of the Legiflature to fubjedk 
the tnufe and the general revenues of tlw 
Company to the ipfpeftioii and controul of a 
Board of CommiffionerF, nominated by the 
Crown, fo long as the Company c 6 n- 
tinue in tlie enjoyment of an exclufive 
trade, and in the management of great terri- 
torial revenues ; we muA, however, main- 
tain, that to peipetuate fuch infpedlion^ and 
to render the fignatures of that Board necef- 
fary to all the Company's difpatclies of every 
kind, when they may carry on their trade 
merely as a commercial corporation, with- 
out any monopoly, and wlien they may re- 
main in the management only of their own 
proper cAates, is a ineafureof iqjuAice whol- 
ly unprecedented, and an example liable tu 
much reafonahlu jealoufy in a commercial 
countiy like Great Britain. 

On all Khefe grounds of objeAiqn to the A lie 
and form of the Bill, as a Declaratory Billt 
CO the incongruities, abfurdititf , and deficien- 
cies of tlie Bill icfelf ; to much of the pniu 
ctple, and to all tlie diAinguiChing charadlers 
of Che fyAem whicli it is meant to declare, 
as well as to (he perpetual operation whkli 
it gives to that fyAem, we think it incum- 
bent upon us, here fofemnly on the Journals 
of Barliament, to record onr heSrey diflent for 
the fetisfedkion of our confcieiices, and hr onr 
juAificatjon (o our fellow-dtizens, and m 
pofterity.

on board their Ihips.*— Upon this point it 
might be aflced, if the Crown liad a right to 
fend ireops to the Britifli poflcffioas in India 
necei&ry for their proteAion, without the 
confent of the Company t but the right was 
lo obvious, that he would not attempt to 
prove it. Another quedion might be afked 
upon a point much more doubtful-^Had the 
Crown a right to fend troops to India, and 
make the Company pay the expences of fend« 
ing them over ?«-*By an a6l pafled in ly^t, 
the Company might refufc to pay any troa|« 
that were not employed in India ai thtir 
0wn but it did not prevent the 

Crown from fending troops at its own ex- 
pence. By the aA of 1784, the authority 
and power of the Coun of Diredlori in great 
political matters, and in the management of 
Che Company’s revenues, was transfer!^ to 
the Board of Controul, which might. In his 
opinion, direA the appropriation if thefe 
revenues in the manner that to them Ihould 
appear moft fur the public advantage. But 
upon this It feemed tliere were di^reot le- 
gal opinions. To remove thefe doobes, he 
mov^ for leave to bring in a bill to afeer- 
Uin what right the Board of Controul had 
acquired by the adl of 1784 over the reve- 
nue of the BritUh terriioriesin India* 

Mr. Baring oppofed the motion. He 
faid that if the bill palled, k would eCTeAu- 
ally annihilate the Company, as not a veftige 
of power would be left with them. An aU 
terackm on the face of public affiin had fu- 
perfeded the necdlity of fending out the new 
regiments ( and if they went out, they 
would, IUm die other royal regimencs in In- 
dia, dwindle into flceletons.

Mr. Pitt’s motion was then carried with- 
out a divifton. 

The liearing of evidence on the chargee 
was put off till Wednefday, and the Ho^e 
adjouraed.

This day witnefles were to have bcim ex- 
amined in a Committee of the whole Hoof# 
on the illicic exportation of wooh but Mr. 
Fitt obferved that the time of tbeHoufe umt 
DOW fo very precUms, that it would be ex- 
pedient not to have it conrumed In doing 
that which could be as well done by aprlvam 
Committee above ftain. In confeqaence of Cbie 
obfervation, the order of the day wm dif- 
charged^ and another order made for refer- 
ring tlie hufinefs to a SeleA Committee. 

The Houfo then wept into a Committee 
on the charges agaioA Sir Elijah Impey— . 
when 

Mr. Francis obferved, that as Sir Elijah 
Impey, in the coiirfe of his defence, had 
thought proper to bring a charge againft 
him, he hopinl the Committee would indulge 
him with a hearing ni xefnre chat charge. It 
bad been his detetmination, he faid, not to 
have taken any part in ttie profbeution of 
Sir Elijah, as he oonld not fay any thing that 
was g^ of him 1 but that gentleman had 
driven him to the flep he was going to take, 
by turning part of bis defence into anaceufii- 
tioo againff him. The drift of his charge was 
tins, that Sir Elijah was pow accufed of 
haying Aretched the law, for Che purpofe 
of "taking away the iife of Bftmducomaf 1 but 
elias wlien a Amilar cl|al|!e was made by 
Nunducomar himfeB# tn a petition 10 Gene- 
ral Qlaveriqg, two d^s before his execution, 
fuch charge was deemed by Mr. Francis 
and fbe Cmcil to be fo fcaiidalous a bbel 
'ftpeitche Judges who had fat in judgment 
upon Nuadocomar, that he (Mr. Francu) 

moved 
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movod that the petition which contained It, 
Ihould be burnt by the hands of the coynmoa 
hangman. Mr. Francis obfervedf that be- 
fore. he Ihoiild proceed, to comment upon 
this recrimination brought by Sir Elijahi he 
would take notice hy the way, ithat the 
Council had ordered the petition, the traefla- 
tioo, and all the records to be burnt, fo that 
no trace of it might remain $ yet it now 
feemed from the paper produced by Sir 
Elijah, that a copy of it had beea preferved 
and corredled by Mr. HaClings, in contempt 
of the orders and intention of the Supreme 
Council. 

Anotlier obfervation ha Ihould make was, 
that Sir Elijah bad (aid he was ignorant of 
the charges brought againilhim by Nunduco- 
mar : this would appear to the Committee to 
be a downright faKhood, as Mr. Haftings 
had not only communicated to him the con- 
tents of the petition, but had actually fiir- 
nilhed him with a copy, contmry to the fa- 
cred fihligatiuii of his oath ; for every mem- 
ber of the Council, and the clerks attend- 
ing, were obliged to take an oath, not to 
divplge the proceedings of the. Council. 
Kew Sir Elijah could not have known, that 
any petition from Nunducomar, containing 
charges againft the Judges, had been laid 
before the Council, if the oath had been kept 
facredy but he received fufheient informa- 
.tion of what was going forw'ard at the 
Board, fur he caufed a requlfition to be deli, 
vered to it, defiring that a copy of the 
charges might be delivered to the Judges. 
It w»ss clear then, that when Sir Elijah af- 
, ferted that he was ignorant of the charges 
brought againfl him by Nunducomar, ho had 
atferted what was not founded in ti nth. 

Having premifed thus much, Mr. Francis 
proceeded to defend himft'f from inconbf- 
tency in now making that a matter of cri- 
minal charge againd Sir Elijah Impey, 
which when he was in Bengal he had pro- 
nounced to be fo grofs a libel, that he caufed 
the papers which contaiiied*the charge to be 
burnt. The truth was, that he conceived Che 
charge to have been a libel, for it w.^; made 
againCf «/« the Judges, though Sir Elijah alone 
was fufpedlcd* Mr. Le Maicre indeed \vas 
known to be entirely under the influence of , 
Sir Elijah ; but the other two Judges, Hyde 
and Clumbers, flood high m the opinion of 
tue public for imegril^ however they might 
l..nve been drawn ih^^iiiruugh an error in 
judgmen\ 

Mr. Francis tliep proceeded to read paf- 
fages from the A^inutes of the Council, new 
before Parli^ent, to fhew that tlie opinic n 
he entertained and dated now, were the fen • 
lie h*id delivered m Bengal. 


He confeflTed alfo. Chat when he moved 
that Nundqcomar's petition Ihould be bumt^ 
he adted witli a view to the perfunal fafocy of 
General Clavering, who having delivered 
the petition to the Council after he had got 
it tranilated, might have been deemed Jo 
'have publifhed it. 

Mr. Francis having fat down, 

Sir Gilbert Elliot gave notice, that as what 
bad fallen from Mr. Francis was material, ho 
would on a future day fubdantiate it by ovr- 
dencc. 

The Committee then proceeded to exa- 
mine witnefles on the charges againft Sir 
Elijah Impey, after which they adjourned. 

March g. 

The order of the day was read for the fe- 
coml reading of the bill introduced by the 
Minider for explaining the power of the 
Board of Controul, relative to the appropri- 
ation of India revenue in the defence of thac 
territory. The bill was accordingly read, 
and Counfel called to the bar in behalf df the 
India Company againd the faid bill. 

Mr. Erikine, as leading Counfel, then en- 
tered upon a fpeech of as great exertion and 
hnppy execution as we have ever wicnefled. 
After the proeminm, in which he claimed 
the attention of the Houfe, from the magni- 
tude of the fubje^, and deprecated his own 
deficiencies, he entered into an hidorical nar- 
rative of the different charters granted at dif« 
ferent times to the India Comp<iny, from its 
fird inditution in the reign of Qneen Eliza- 
beth, down to the prefent year. 

Through this feries of years, and progref 
fion of charters, he traced the gradual 
growth, and repeated conflrmacion, not of 
of territorial poffenions, and which 
they claimed in common with other fubje^^h 
of jhe empire.— Ha%'ing purfued the chain 
of charters down to the year 1781, he then 
took a fummary view of the nglits of the 
Company, as they then flood abrogated or 
confirmed by the aA ofi that year. He neve 
examined the a£l of 1784, how far in the 
efl«blilhmenc of a power before unknown i: in- 
fringed onuhe powers and rights of the Com. 
pany, and how fair it left them in the partial 
pofTefnon of their former franchifes. Of 
thefe franchifes, he contended they were in 
the full potreftion df all that were not fpeci- 
fically dc»prive(i by that a« 5 l ) and in tha:; adk 
he maiiuiilned there was not a fyllable which 
went to deprive them of the free and unlimit- 
ed difpufition of the revenues as regulated under 
former adls. From the fadls laid down, and 
by an infinite variety of ingenious arguments, 
Mr. Erikine laid 'it dos\n, that oekher^hy 
the jarring opinions of Judges, nor by flie 
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smbipioas wording of the ndt itfelf, (upon 
whicivtwo grounds alonoi Ira alTorMd, ft d‘e<# 
claratory ad could be inn*odaced) the pro* 
pFioty of terming the prefent a Declaratory 
Bill could be maintained. Many different 
grounda and much political difquifition fell 
from the honourable fpeaker. After Mr. 
ErAcine had been about three hours fpeak- 
ing, he was taken ill and obliged to with* 
draw, when his fellow*^ labourer, Mr. Roufe, 
took up Che fubjedf, and nearly followed in 
the Ifeps of hispredeceflbr. ^ 

Mr. ErOtine, however, finding hinffelf 
fufhcieiuly recovered, again refumed bis 
charge, and went through what he defigned 
in defence of the India Company, tliougli fo 
much ocliauCled, ns Co be hardly audible 
during ihe Utter part of his fpeech. 

Mr. Kiikine h.^ving finally concluded, 
the Speaker called on the Counl^l to explain 
what cvKlence they meant to produce in 
fupport of their allegations ; and upon Mr. 
Ruufe Rating they moanC to produce ceitain 
p.'ipers containing an account of the tranf* 
adiions which liad taken place between the 
Board of Controul and tlie Court of Directors, 
relative to the payinenc of the King's troops 
in India, a debate, fierfeClly vminterefiing in 
the detail, arofe merely upon tlra queRion^ 
Whether it was more proper that thufe pa- 
pers fhould be moved for by fome member 
in his place, or that they he admitted as evi- 
dence againtl a Declaratory Law contrary to 
form ? This qucRion produced a divifion ; 
when there appeared againlt their being ad- 
duced in evidence, Noes 242 ; Ayes x r 3 > 

Mr. Toft arguctl sgainlt further proceed* 
ings in the bill before :m explanation had taken 
place on the part of his Majcily’s MiniRers 
in refpedl to the principles and particulars of 
the bill. 'I'his was in fome refpedt agreed 
to by Mr. Put, who moved the commitment 
of the bill lor VVednerd.iy next, whicti, after 
fome oppofiiion, was agreed to. This im- 
portant bufmefs being thus dirpofed of for the 
prefent, a converfation took place between 
Lord Mulgrave, Sir Matthew Ridley, .'ind 
ocher.**, about the furtirar hear'ng in the coal- 
heavers bill, which alfo produced a divifion 
upon deferring it from this day to 
Monday, or fur fix w'ceks, till the Judges 
w*ere returned from their circuits. For de- 
ferring it. Ayes 28— Noes 20. 

Adjourned. 

March 4. 

As no hufinefs Rood for this day, the 
Houfe, after a very fliort fitting, adjourned. 

March 5. 

The Chancellor of lira Exchequer moved 
the order of the diiy, for the Houfe going 
into a Committee- to coiifider of the Declara- 
tory Adf. 
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The order being read, the Chancellor nf 
the Exchequer then moved, Tliac 
Speaker do now leave the chair.*' 

Sir Grey Cooper oppofed the motion, ai 
conceiving the bill to have fo many weighty 
objedhuns agninR it, and to he of fi> dange-r 
roos a natui e, ch.^t it ought not to be fuflferdl 
to proceed a fmgte Rage further. Ue ooii« 
tended, that what was declared by the pre- 
fent bill to be law, was not the law held 
fiarth by the 24th of his MajeRy. The only 
mode of deciding upon the queRJon boforo 
the Houfe, wastumakea cemparifoAor thh 
old law with chat w'hich was now con** 
tended for* Hs argued that the power af* 
fumed by the Board of Controul was'fioC 
raainUtnsble by law, which did not entitle 
them to the jurifdidbon over the Company 
which they had thongl it proper ConlTume.— * 
The Hon. Baronet here went into a com* 
parifon of the A£ls, and faid the main hinge 
on which the pf>wer of the Board of Coti« 
troui turned, was on the claufe which bound 
the DireiRors to pay all obedience to the or-* 
ders of the Board of Controul, touching all 
military and political concerns. Tliij claufe 
he Contended Wiis not a fubltantivc one, but 
beh'uged to tb.e one immediately before it 
which was its preamble, and admitted of the 
righif of the Company over their own af- 
fain. He argued, that when the Afl of the 
24th of iiis MajeRy was firR brought for- 
ward, MiniRers had not thought proper to put 
that ccnfiriieViun upon it which then they did» 
The Bill of Ids Hon. Friend (Mr, Fpx) had 
been rtjcdled as going to the deRnidlion/t)F 
the India Company, but the prefeid Bill 
went to the fame purpofe ; and fhouW the 
powers contended for by the Bo-ird cf Coii- 
ironl he carried, the power of the Company 
and ttieir cumpa^l would be tot.nlly annihi- 
jiited. It was a dangerous principle, he 
ct>nteiulfrd, for D/claraiory Bills to be ad- 
ly^itted on fur,!i conditions, and imprujrar for 
tIjC Le^ifijUire to arquiefee in them. 

Mr. Counfellor Scott fa:d, t!io oiily quef- 
lions for the Houfe lo_ de.cuie upon were, 
wherber the Bill frafore them conrainedjche 
found expofuitxi of the 24'‘h of his IVljijefty ; 
and, fecondly, whether the Houfe was not 
under the prefent circumRances hound in 
- duty, and JuRified in pairing fuch Deolaratory 
Law. He agreed with thnfe Gentlemen, 
who not agreemg to the expofuicn, meant 
to vote 4 lgsiinR the Bill; but he would fry to 
them, that uciefs they bring in a Declaratory 
Bill according to their judgment of the A^t, 
or come forward to repeal the 46, they 
negledl their duty. — If the txpofiiion con- 
tained the true principles of the Bill, the

IwuCexnau, he beheyed, would oj^pofe ap at- 


tempt to fubjeA It to drift regifiations. tc 
bad been calculated, chat there were about 
3,000 perfons corvfined for debt in the gaols 
of England ; and that the number of perfons 
who had taken refuge in foreign countries 
ftom Che demands of their creditors amounted 
to about looo. The improvement of the 
laws of arrell would not only leflfen the num- . 
ber of imprifoned debtors, hut would in all 
probability be tlie means of preventing fo 
many emigrations on account of debt.— 
Many abnfes alfo exifted in tho interior 
government of the gaols, againfl which the 
bill now moved for would provide a remedy. 
The exorbitance of fees charged to the 
prifoners had arifen Co fo alarming a pitch, 
that a fpeedy regulation in Chat particular was 
very defirable. He made feveral other oh- 
fervations ^ and was followed by 

Sir William Dolben, who wns happy in 
fecoki'ling a motion for the introduftiun of to 
beneficial a bill. 

Mr. Onle wiffied to know, whether the 
Hon. Mover had been favoiu*ed with the ad- 
vice and aiUflance of any of the heads of the 
law. 

Mr Burgefs replied, that lie hnd received 
fome advice in the foi macion of his plan from 
perfons of confiderable weight and refpeftar* 
bilay.

Mr. Ladbroke denied that the proprietors 
aimed at a monopoly. He moved, as an 
amendment, th.it for << the 4th of April.’* 
thyre be fubltUuCed the words Tuefday 
next.’*

Two reports froib the Committee on the 
Mutny and India Dcclaraioiy Bills, (bccef- 
fively took up the attention of the Houfe till 
midnight, and thcdebate'on cither, if given in 
detail, would fill more cdumns than We could 
poflibly fpare j we can attempt to give barely . 
an abftiaftof the pmceedings of the Houfe. 

Mr. Steele brought up the report of the 
Mutiny Bill from »he Committee of the 
whole Houfe. 

Mr. Sheridan renewed his oppofition to 
the principle of extending Military Law to 
the Artificers, becaufe if it was once intro- 
duced, none could tell where it would flop, 
he obferved that it Was rather fingolar that 
it Ihould be attempted at the particular time 
when we w'cre in profound peace, ftrengih- 
ened by alliances on the Continent, and ftill 
more fo by the inability of our natural enemy 
to difturb our tranquility. 

Mr. Sheridan was fupported in his oppo-

againft fuch an extenllon, by oppofing tlie 
attempt in limine j the meafure was now on 
file firft round on the ladder, and would m 
timcafcciidiothctop, if not lefiftcd at the

Mr. PJtt fiiid that the danger fo timh ap- 
prehended diid not exift : for what might 
very well apply to Artificers belonging to 
tlie Train of Artillery, might be rdfy inap- 
plicable to workmen in any otlier depart- 
ment. The ground on which it was pro- 
pofed that ihefe Artificers ihould be enhfted 
was, that the work in which they were to bo 
employed, would be done better and cheapert 
than it would be, if the pei fons engaged in 
it were not to be under Militaiy Lan> 

Mr. Pelham thought that (economy ougliC 
lobe no objedly in a cafe in which thereon- 
ftituti(»n might be injured. Nay, this ver/ 
(economy was with hiqi a ftrong objedUon 
‘ to the prefent meafure ; for he was dfraid 
that the Houfe might hereafter be deluded to 
adopt the odious and reprobated plan of for- 
tifications, by having it reprefented to them, 
that by means of thefe artificers, the fonifi- 
cations could be completed at lefs expence to 
the public, than had been ftated in former 
eftiitiatcs. 

Mr. Steele faid, that i( the Minifter had not 
been fcrupulonfly jealous on this fubjedf, he 
might have been able to extend the piovi- 
fions of tlw bill to thefe Artificeis, under the 
general defeription of ** perfons belonging 
to the Artillery.” He might alfo have cau- 
fed perfons inlift ed in the Train to adt as 
Artificers, and then undoubtedly they would 
have been, witliout a queflioii, fubjedt to 
Militai^ Law. 

Capt. Lutcrel infifted this corps of Arti- 
ficers would be veiy ufeful ; at Gibraltar, 
where afimilar body iiad been kept up during 
the fivge, they had been of infinite ufe; when 
bur troops had, en funie, pofTefTed chemfclves 
of fome of the enemy’s works, they could iioc 
deftroy them, till they had fent back to the 
garrifon for the corps of Artificers'! and 
then the works were fuon demulilhed. 

The Houfe at laft divided upon the quef- 
tion of agreeing with the Committee in the 
part of the bill for fubjedling the Artificers 
CO Military Law.

The r_‘iiudli(uis had been 
made 'a iMh.! by Sir John Maepherfon, be- 
fore the oidri^s of the Bo.^id of Concroul were 
iffued in Europe; fo that the mcrii refted 
ivilb ilint Gentleman, and not with the Boitrd. 

Major Scott agreed with Mr. Anftruther 
that the merit of (be redudtions in India, be- 
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longed in a grpat meafui'e to Sic John Maepher* 
fon, w^ hltil phHiucod a faviiig of"ttpwi9ids 
of 600.00.0I. a year* England he b^oved 
could hear the drain neceffary to kebp up an 
elliihrifhment of 20,000 Europeans, becaaft 
great numbers of foldiersretutticad honne every 
year; ;^iid molt of them with from tool, to 
3ooi* in their pockets. 

Mr. Francis could not believe that fo great 
an eft.iblifhroent as 20,000 Europeans could 
be necelta^, as all the Commanders in Chief 
we iiad in India for the iaft ib years, had 
never thought of requiring fuch a foice- 
The encreafing that force to 20,000, and at' 
terwHrds keeping up the eftablilhment to ChS^ 
number, appeared a fingnlar meafure, anu 
preparatory as it were, to fome meafure rela- 
tive to the territorial poffeifions, after the ex- 
piinrion of th.e Company’s clurCer. 

The queflion was at lalt clamorbufly 
called lor; and the Houfe divided, when 
there appeared for the third,reading 129-- 
Againft it 74— Majority for the bill 55. 

The hill was then read a third time. 

Mr. hhbrid.in moved lor leave to bring up 
a ciaiife to be tacked to the HiU by way of 
rider, the purport of which was, to limit the 
duration of the bill, and of the a^t of 1784, 
which it w*i> to expound, to the durailun of 
the Company's charter ; fo that if the latter 
(hould not be renewed, the former Ihuuld 
expn e .

Mr. Pitt r-ud the claufe was nugatory : 
for if the territorial polfcninas were left tu 
the Company, there wrmld be as much occa- 
fiou for the i iojird of c tntroul her^ftcras now. 
If thofc pofleflions fiiould be trails fei red to the 
Crown, it muft be by tlic aiicliority of the 
Varhament, which would lake the proper 
llepi that Che wifdom of the day flioulU point 
one. In either cafe, therefore, fuch a claufo 
would be uiuiccefii'xy, 

I’iic motion was negatived without a divi- 
fion, as was one made by Mr. Joliffe, viz. 
that io the title, the word ennifing ihould bo 
fubftttuted in the room of declaratory.— ^The 
Huufe adjourned to Monday*

A ll Europe have been witnefs to the

fmcere difpofitions it has manifefted on every 
occafion to prefervo their good neighbour.- 
hood; it? difmtcrefted and indefatigable en- 
deavours tfi avoid any interruption of their 
mutual harmony, and its readinefs to lend 
- jffvery office of mediation, to prevent any rup- 
ture between tlie Porte and the neighbour- 
ag Courts. 

Thefe pacific intentions were lately dif- 
played in tiie differences which arofe be- 
tween the Porte apd the Empi efs of all the 
RiBBast when the Prpperor, uniting his en- 
sSeavours with thofeof his ally the King of 
France, omitted nothing which was likely

difputes. And whereas the grievances and 
dcm.^nds of the Court of RuIIia did not ex- 
ceed a requifitinii for the juR ex cuiion of

S I R, 


T SEND you inclofed the original inar.nfcript of Mr. Collins’s poem, tint, hY 
comparing with it the copy which I lead to the Society, you may be able l'* 
anrwsr moft of the queries ])Ut to me by the Conimnicc of the Royal Society. 

The maniifcript is in Mr. Collins’s hand- writing, and fell into my hands 
among the papers of a friend of mine aiid Mr. John Home's, who died as long ago 
as the year 1754. Soon after I found the potin, I flicwcd it to Mr. Home, who 
told me that it had been addrelled to him by Mr. Collins, on his leaving London 
in the year 1749: That it was haftily tompofed and inconeft ; but that he 
would one day hnd Icifure to look it over with care. Mr. Collins and Mr. Home 
had been made acquainted by Mr. John Kairov.^ (the c,r:lial youth mentioned in 
the fii ft fVan/a), wlio had been, for fome time, at the umvMfity ot Edinbuigli ; had 
been a volunteer along with Mr. Home, in the year 1746 ; had been taken piilontr 
with him at the battle cf Falkiik, .and had clcapcd, together with him and five or fix 
other gentlemen, from the caftle of Down. Mr/ Barrow rdided in 1749 at Win- 
chciler, where Mr. Collins and Mr. Horae were, for a week or two, together on a 
vifit. Mr. Barrow was paymafttr in America, in the war that commenced in 1756, 
and died in that country. 

I ihor.ght no more oi the poem, till a few years ago, when, on reading Dr. John- 
fon’s Life of Collins, I conjedured that it might be tlic very copy of verJes which he 
mentions, which he fays was innch prized by fome his friends, and for the lofs of 
which Ilf expreffes regret. I fought for it among my papers; and peictiving 
that a llanza and a half were wanting*, 1 made the moll diligent fearch 1 could for 
them, but in vain. Whetli r or not this great (linihi was in the poem ’ hen it firft 
fame into my hands, is more than I can remember, at this dilbmce of time. 

As n curious and valuable fiagincnt, I tljought It could not appear with more ad- 
vantage than m the coHeilion of the Royal Society.

WFnertch and EnglifhTlieatm, which of 
them haa been mo^ fucctd^^nl in ii>&a4U 
a^iicee towards perfection ; and tha iitiha* 
bitautp* of cHber of tliefc countrlea have 
fetdom been willing to yield the pidm to 
the othei». The charaSer mult agitated 
Tn this contiovcrfy has been that of 
Shakefpeare. While the EngliAi hare 
ijeen nothing in him but abibluie per fec-^ 
tion I have almoft imagined that his lan- 
guage and his figures have every wher^* 
been eaCy and natural $ nod ilvat the 
fmalleft thought of regularity would but 
have defoilned bis nobleft produ^lions $ 
the French have too often feen in this 
illuftrious poet nothing btit a mafs of 
confufion and extravagance. The truth 
is, thnt though there is fcarccly any one 
of his pieces that does not frequently 
dirgufl: us with forced conceits and un- 
meaning tumidity, or tire us with dif- 
jointed iceius and urelefs digrcllion j yet 
WHS never .poet fo imimatcly acquainted 
witli all ihc recclTes of human nature, 
did never man underliand the genius of 
his fellows in fo great vailcty, or ib 
entirely lole the idea of delciiption and 
narrative in the afliimption of the per- 
fon and adoption of t!ie ciicunithmccs 
of his charaClcTS. Actoidingly, of all 
the poets that ever cxifted, liia pccuhariiies 
;irc beft delciibcd by ihe c‘piih(.t Drama- 
tical- And docs nor tliio ftcin to give 
him the palm in this fpecies of compofi. 
tion ? 

, WJiat then is the value of rcguJaiily ? 
It has long lir.ee bLt.n agreed, that 
object which can be taken in by the e) e 
at once, and of whicii the lir.e and liie 
nature are immediately perceived, im- 
prefies us inoft lliongly with the idea of 
magnificence. Beauty, by its very defi- 
nition, coiifilb in fymmetry and piopor- 
t.on ; and when the unity of dtfign is 
pcrle'tly maintained, the full effect of 
the conipofition is preluvcd, arul nothing 
iniei vents to turn the current « f our paf- 
lions. For ihdercalbns, perliaps, Irnne 
of the nobleft dramas of Kacine would 
fiot be inferior in their elfs£t as a Waoie 
to thofdof Shakei'pcarc. 

' Racine is very much the poet of the 
wart. There was a genilehefs: in his 

r * ^fbiiah «hara£ler, as well as a eichneJ’s 
hi* that rendered the pa- 

thdlk in^ hi»». ilislan- 


and harmonious* It had a thou-* 
fand namelefs graces ; and it< has a imr* 
form dignity and tweepiiiK majelly that 
has tttsver been equalled. His charaflers- 
arc drawn with as much vigour as accu- 
racy s and though in the pathetic he be 
moft »t home, there is a itmpltcity and 
elegance in his fubtime thait renders it 
paiticufarly ^Icndid, He never falls be- 
neath himMf. He is the Viigil of the 
ilieatie. And fhould we adventure to 
prefer dramatical to heioic poetry, this is 
to lay, that he is greater than Virgil., 

But I place Virgil, Shakefpeme, Ra- 
cine, and a*l the poets that ever exifted,. 
below Otway in this one attribute, the 
maftery of the pafUons. It is imperti- 
nent to lay, this is hut one excellence. 
The writer who has reached^ the I'u- 
premeft pitch of an excellence fo impor- 
tant as this, is ccitainly to be ranked in 
l||^ very firft clafs of poets. 

The Orphan is pot inferior to any pro- 
duction of human genius When poor 
Monimia fills the theatre with her moan 
when Ihe wears the countenance of di- 
fti aflion and derpair,what eye is not fwoln 
with tears ? what brealt docs not hiirlt 
with fighs } what foul is not frozen wit'4 
horror ? what heait docs^ot crack with 
overwhelming grief? 

But why did 1 apolc^ise for Otway, as 
if the padietic v/ere his only excellence ? 
His language, though uopruned by art, 
is rich and Ibnovoiis. He can reprefent 
equally well the fire of ambition, the 
ror.glincTs of tho feddier, and the lionctl 
irifitxihility of one unhackneyed in the 
ways cf men. Gliamont, Callalio, and. 
Poi^dore, though not all of them drawn 
v.ry much at large, are yet drawn with 
julfnefb and fire. 

It is common to prefer Venice Preferv’d 
even to |he Orphan, and t^.i«oniider it as 
the chef d'ecuvre of this vyriter. The 
Tnournful complaints of B^lvidera are 
but a fmall part of thia^. woidt. Never 
was a chai’affer drawn with ^orc rich- 
ijeis tsf inFiagination, or that gave greater 
fcopc to the adfor, than ihati^ laffier..

T .H E ohjedF of thefe volumes is ex- 
plained by llie writer of them in

wil) be intereiting. ** All mankmd na- 
** ttirally enter by fympathy into the 
** fituatioii of one another, but partjcu- 
** July into that of the generous, the 
** bi-ave, anti the unfortunate. The par- 
** ticulars relating to cur officers and (bU 
diers, who fell at different times into 
^ the hands of Hyder- Ally-Khan, and 
** Tlppo Sultan Bahander, communicated 
** by certain of thofe fufferers, and for 
the mod pait by one gentleman who 
perfevtred in the mid ft of the utmoft 
danger in keeping a journal of what 
palled from day to day in the principal 
prifon of Scringapatam, imprefs the 
** mind ^sith all the force of a deep tra- 
gedjr : — a tragedy continued by too 
** perfeft an unity of time and place, and 
of if not of affio9i3 for tlic 
fpace of near four years ; while Death, 
•* according to the image cf our great 
claffical poet, (hook his dart over their 
heads, but delayed to ftrike.*' 

The writer of the Memoirs alfo hints 
at fundry important inftanccs, in which 
the very particular and circumftantial 
narrative of the captivity and fufferlngs 
of our men that the memorandums and 
converfation of different officers have en- 
abled him to prefent to the public, open 
interefting views of the moral oeconomy 
of human nature. As natural convtil- 
(ions, fays he, difeover the fudden ftrata 
of the earth and ocean, fo violent moial 
fituations tear upanddifplay the paffions 
and powers of. the human foul. The 
fenfibility of our captive countrymen 
was powerfully excited, and the energy 
of their minds called forth in mod inge- 
nions contrivances to beguile the languor 
of inoccupation, to fupply conveniences 
and comtorts, and, on (ome occai'.ons, 
to dude fudden airafTination. In the 
prifons on the coaft of Malabar, particu- 
larly that of Seringapalam, we fee the 
condition of human nature, .as it were, 
inverted. Man, with unbounded liberty, 
and the world for materials, becomes ac- 
quainted with the qualilies and relaiions 
of things, and advances in the arts by 
dow degiees. Our countrymen, and 
others who followed their fortune, im- 
mured in a narrow prifon, with a very 
limited command of inftrumentality and 
matter, (upplied the deficiency of thefe 
knowledge and invent icp. The 
ftrength of their fympathy with one ano- 
ther; the natural conne£fion between 
di'ong paffion and pt etry ; the longing 
pf the circumciled (lavc-boys to join their 
^onnliymi^n} thp* in bond? apd tn dpngep 


ot death ; that fudden impatience under 
confinement, and vehement defire of li- 
berty, which feized on the minds of .alt 
the brifoners, on the certain and near pro- 
fpr« of a relcafe ; the excitement of their 
joy, incapable of compofure, and carried 
to painful excefs; the impreffion that 
was made on their minds, after fo long 
a confinement in the gloomy jail, by ex- 
ternal obje6f$, and the fair face of na- 
ture j thefe, with other interefting cir- 
cumftances and confiderations, juliify the 
public^ition of a narrative, which, tho’ 
It be Very particular and minute, is never- 
thelefs interefting throughout. The moft 
trivial h€is and circumftances derive an 
intereft from their relation to peiTons 
in whom we are concerned, and in whom 
they were not indifferent. 

With regard to the matter, then, of the 
Memoirs of the Late War in Alia, it may 
be affirmed without danger of *Gontradic- 
tton, that it is in the highelt degree im- 
portant and interefting. An hundred 
thoufand men employed in daii ng en-r 
terprizes or courageous defence, in dif- 
ferent parts of Hindoftan, on the fide of 
the Englifh, imfupportcd by afingle ally j 
thefe oppofed to almoft all the powers of 
India, encouraged by Aiccours from 
France, and contending often with fuc- 
cefs, but always with glory againft Afi* 
atic fubtlcly, and numbers confirmed in 
no fmail degree European difcipline 
and inftruments of war ; form a feene 
the moft Iplendid that can well exift. 
The prize Is the preponderating dominion 
in India, the richeit and the moft vener- 
able country in the world, Courage, 
genius, and the pump of war* are dif- 
played on either fide in the difficult con- 
teft. The ocean which divides the Indian 
nations from Britain and France, unites 
their arms ; and while fquadron after 
fquadi'on from Europe brings frefh fup- 
plies of men and warlike ftores to the 
numerous bands of Afia, fieeu co-ope- 
rate with armies in all tlie various attempts 
and ftratagems of war, and bring for- 
ward into important a^Iion the valour, 
the abilities, and the reiburces of the two 
greateft nations in the world. 

The moft prominent feature in this 
range of matter, th# difficulties with 
which Gmat Britain was forced to con- 
tend in the Eaft, and tl>e means by which 
(he furmounted them, is the great bond 
by which the writer of the Memoirs has * 
given an unity of defign to his compofi- 
tion, and by which ne paffes by cafy 
uaniiupm from Q^9 fecneof a6lion to 
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another s and while be purfues this, 
courfe, be is at pains to fiiew all the re* 
iburces of Britain on the one hand, and 
the means by which Europeans were, 
and may be oppoied by Aiiatic enemies 
on the other. 

Manners, characters, cufloms, opini- 
ons, and political intereits and intrigues, 
fill up the interdices between the great 
outlines of treaties and of aCtions, and 
give variety and relief to details which 
would otherwife be fomewhat dry and 
barren. The author has been enabled, 
by communications and intercourfe, not 
only with Engliih officers,^ but certain 
gentlemen in the French regiments in the 
fervice of Hyder Ally, to bring to light 
a great numoer of fads highly intereft* 
ing -and important. And he has been 
faithful to his defign, of fpecifying the 
merit and the i'u&ring ot individuals, 
and of relating the yalour and addrefs of 
our enemies, as well as thofe of our 
friends and countrymen. While the 
difficulties with which the Englifh had to 
llruggle, and the means by which they 
iiirmounted them, form the general chair, 
of aflbciation among the fads that enter 
into the Memoirs, the end or upper link 
of that chain is Mr. Halbngs. His gitfat 
mind is the centre, around which other 
agents appear in a^on. He, am id ft the 
changes, the confufion, and the alarms 
of war, rides in the whirlwind, and di- 
reds the ftorm. 

Having ftated the troubles of Great 
Britain in 1780, and traced them, with- 
out the Icaft regard to the favour or frown 
of any, to crroi s and niiicondud in all 
parties, our author proceeds to give an ac- 
count of theconntiy, the manners, thehif- 
toiy and the rcfoiirccS of the Marrattas/.Iie 
moft powerful of the alTociates that bad 
entered into a confederate war agaiiift the 
Englifh. He goes over the firit and the 
Iccond Marratia war with a clearnefs 
that (hews a full comprehenfion of the 
fubjed. He gives an account of the fuc- 
cefsful expedition, and'of the political as 
well as military talents of General God- 
dard. The exertions of Major Abington at 
Tellichcrry arc alfo particularly deferibed : 
Had a detachment, the author obferves, 
been formed in Gohud, previoully to 
the' redudion of Gualior by Major 
Popham, as General Goddard had re- 
peatedly advifed, and Mr. Haftings 
had propofed in tlie Supreme Council, 
a diverlion of the troops under Scin- 
diah from Guzzarat, might have been 
Iffeded by an invafion or the province 
** of Malva, and the chiefs with wlv^^m 


* we contended, reduced to the neeeffitjr 
of accepting terms of accommodation. 

< But this opportunity of humbling iho 
** Marrattas being loft, their hofUlity to 
our countz^men was confirmed by the 
fucceftes of Hydcr Ally*8 arms in tlte 

* Carnatic j and the exertions of Mr. 

* .Haftings were called from fuccefles 

* which he had not been permitted to 
^ improve, to the reparation of misfor- 

* tunes which he had not occaitoned.** 
This leads the writer to the hiftory of the 

war with Hyder- Ally-Cawn. As this ex- 
traordinary perfonage and his fon Tippoo 
Saib have rendered thenr.felves inter^ng 
objeds to the Englifh nation, the reader 
will perhaps be entertained by the follow- 
ing extrad. 

Hyder- Ally-Cawn was regent of the 
kingdom of Myfore, a dignity to which lie 
had raifed himfelf by abilities and by crimes s 
by valour and policy in arms, by intrigue, 
by treachery, and by blood. He was the 
fon of a Mahommedaii foklier of fortune, 
who commanded a fort on the confines of 
Myfore, and followed, of courfe, -the pro- 
feftion of arms. Wlieti he firft entered in- 
to Che Rajah of Myfore's fervice, he was 
dUlinguifhed by Che name of HyJsr 
or Corporal Hyder* He rofe by degrees to 
the command of Che Rajah's army ; and, on 
the death of that Prince, he feized the reins 
of governmetic, under the title of Guardian 
to Che young prince, whom he confined in 
Seringapatam, together with the whole 
niyal family t exliihiting them only at cer- 
tain ftated fenfons, in order to foothe and 
pleafe the people. He poffetTed great vi- 
gour of h(Miy and mind; but his manners 
were favage and cruel j and he frequently 
inflamed the natural ferocity of his temper 
by intoxication. Like many other chiefs 
in India, with wliom it is not accounted any 
difgrace to be ignorant vi' letters, he could 
not either rend or write ; fo ilut he was 
obliged to make ufe of interpreiers and fecre- 
taries. The method he contrived for afeer- 
taining whether his interpreters made faitliful 
reports of the letters they read, and if his fe- 
cretaries exprelfed in writing the full and the 
precife meaning of vvh it he communicated, 
difplays, at once, that fufpicion which was 
natural to his fituation, and tint fahileiy 
which belonged to iiis nature. He conhneU 
three different interpreters in feparate apart- 
ments, who made their refpedtive reports in 
their turns.. If all Che three fhould make 
diffei'ent reports, then he would |>uni(h them 
by a cruel death. If two ihotdd coincide in 
their report, and one differ from thsfc two, 
then that one would fuffer death. But the 
iiitei'pieter», kr.owin;; their fate ;f they 
' fllouU 



Ikmttd depart in one fwglft inftancelpiWi the 
tr^, exphineci, as might be expe^ed, the 
.leRei^s coftimitteil to their iufpeflion with the 
fitmoft fidelity. As to the niethtxl by whicli 
hetiiiciwered whether his nmanuenfes were 
liatthfui or ho, he placed three of them, in 
lilee mamier, in (hiee feparate places of con- 
finement, and to eadi of them apart he die- 
tate4 his orders. Their manuferipts he put 
into the hands of any of thofe ili tt were about 
hiin who could read, frntn whom he learned 
whether his clerks liad faithfully expreflTed his 
meaning. Wheabe li^ilTcd ft»ntence of deatli, 
lie was on fume occafions, like the Dey of Al- 
giers andot4ier baibarian defpots, lumfclf the 
executioner : for thniigh he alfeLted to confi- 
tler his army as his guards, he well knew tiiat 
he reigned in their Ueaiis not horn love, but 
leai> mixed indeed with an .admiration of his 
fingular addrefs and intrepidity. Tlie force 
•f this man's mind, fuch is the advantage of 
nature over art 1 burft through the prejudices 
of education and the reftraints of habit, and 
openeit his mind to whatever European im- 
provements he deemed the mol\ fitted to fe- 
Cnre lits government, to extend his empire, 
and to render his name immottal. He in- 
vited and euemfraged every ufeful and inge- 
nious manuCa^urer and artifan to fettle in 
his dominions ; he introduc^'d the European 
difeipUne in his army ; nml laboured, not a!- 
togetlicr without fuccefi, for the formation of 
dockoyards, and theef^.iblifhmeiit of a navy. 

At the fame time that he ums fubhme in 
bis views, he was c ip ble of all that minute 
atlentinn wl»ich was ncccffary for their ac- 
complilhment. His ends were great j his 
means pmU^ ni. A regular oejouomy fup- 
plicd a fource of hbcrality, which he never 
lailed ioexercifr, whiinever an ohji^, which 
lie covild render in any fhape fuhfernent to 
bis ambition, fdicited his houniy. He re- 
warded lYicnr c f evciy kind, bm he was par- 
ticularly munifKent lo all who could bring 
tm{>ortant jiUrll-genre. He had his eyes 
open on the movemcints of his neighhours, 
as well as on every pait. and almoltonevrry 
jwrfon within his dominions. — Hciice he 
jenevv litre to aniicip.nre hoilile defign*;, 
and where to take advantigesj where to 
imixife coi3inhiiti<»iis uiihoor drying up the 
fptings of indufiry and where to find the 
ranlt proper inflnim-nrs for his purpofes, 
wliether of policy or w'.ir. He infpeAed, in 
peifim, evfiy ho Icm in or ?epoy that offers 
cd iitnif If to Ids fe» vice ; but with ev er^» offi- 
cer of any note, he w.'is iiumiately acqu.dnted. 
He mad»i a regiilariliUrihniioii of ins time: 
anti, although he facr!fi:.'ed Co the pleafurcs 
of life, as well as io the pomp of flate, in 
hofmef^ tio-was e<ju.!!ly decifue and perfe- 
vcriog. 


With regard to the perfoii of Ryileri 
Ally, for eveiy circumffance relating to f(i 
did inguifhed a character becomes iiiterefiin^ 
he Was of a middling fiat nre, inclined to cor- 
pulency, his vifige quite black, the traits oil 
his countenance manly, bold, and expreflive ; 
and, as he looked himfelf with a keen and 
piercing eye into every human face that ap- 
proached him, fo he judged of men very 
much from their phyfiognomy, conne^liiig 
in his imagination a banifiiil, timid, and wan- 
dering eye, w'ith internal confcioiifnefs of 
guilty nftiohs, or pravity of intention ! but a 
hold and undaunted look, on the other hand, 
with confeious innncerice and integrity. 

With fiich qualities, and by fuch arts as' 
thefe, Hyder-Ally-Cawn ra.fed a fmall ftate 
into a powerful empire ; and converted int<> 
a race of xvarrioi'S, an obfeure, peaceable^ 
and timid people. Hy alluring to his ftan- 
dard military nd venturers, of all nations and 
tribes, bvit chiefly Europeans, whenever it 
was in his power, and by training through 
ihdr means his Myforean fiibjefts to the ufo 
of arms, be extended his dominions, which 
were bnuiided on the and the fouth by the 
Carnatic, and the plains of Combitore, and 
on the weff and north by the Malabar regions^ 
and the country of Ohutta and Bediiorr, 
acrofs the peninfula to the territories of Pal - 
n.iud and Ginjam, on the coult of Coroman- 
del, and on the Malabar fea as far north as 
Goa. 

The population of Hyder’s dominions has 
not been calculated on any principles, hy 
which it could be afeertained with any tole- 
rable precifioii. It is computed, that he 
Could raifti .in army of three tiundreil Choii«> 
faiid men, and that his annual revenue xvns 
not lefs than five millions of Britifh pounds. 
Emboldened by internal profpei ity, as w'ell 
as continued fuccelfes in the field, Hydcr ven- 
tured to encounter not only tlu» Marratras, 
but the Engiifh; his wars with whom, 
fioiigh not fo produdVive of advantage and 
tiiumpli as his ennteffi* with other Jndian 
powers of inferior confequenee, yet im- 
pmved him in the art of war, and nourifiitd 
in his brealt a paffion for conquefi. 

Of the milirary fpirit and abilities of 
Tippoo Snib, the rea ltrwill be enabled 
to form fome eftimate from the fiibfc- 
quent quotation. 

In the year 1780, Hyder, influenced by 
the reprereiitsitioiif, and encouraged hy the 
hopes of milfUry fuccours fiom rhe French, 
was not tinwiUing to avail himfedf of the 
fcattered (late of the Coinpany's troops, the ' 
redudlton of the 14 abobof Arcot'sarmy, and 
the impovci'ifiied Bate of his finances and 
country, in order to gi atify liis inveterate rb- 
fentment again (t the Nabobi revenge former 

hofii- 
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%<i(lUities aAd infra^lons of traaties, and re- 
oet^t injuries as well ns a£ls of contempt on 
the part of the Preficlency of Madras. B«t 
ftill thcr:: was room Tor hentatioo. 

The EiiglKh government in India, in- 
ftcad of ^hrinkiitg from the dangers of war, 
had attacked the French among their otiur 
enemies in that qiiarii:r, even herore lioitilu 
ties, though announced, had a^lually com- 
menced in Europe. Chandoin.igore h.'id 
yielded to the Enpjifli aims in Bengal j 
Miihee on the Cf)irt of Mablw ; and Pondi. 
dierry, norwitIdl.i.u!ing llie exertion? of 
Mr. Bellecoinhrt, in tlie Carnatic. The 
(hips of the French were feized. .and their 
fleet, undci* Monf. de Tioniolly, put to 
flight hv die Bntiih Iquadron lommanded by 
Sir Kdv/ard Vernon. The difgraceat Wor- 
ganm iiad been effaced by fubfequent/nc- 
ceflcs, and the Knglilh name war. yet an ob- 
jefl of dread to mod nations in India. 

In fuch circundi Mices as thelV, ITyder- 
Ally, whefe chniad^enflicnl caution, it m.iv 
reafonably be pre fumed, was not dimiuiflieil 
by liis advanctment in years, was divided he- 
Uvecn doubt and inclination. But in this 
(late of mind he liHened with fond pailiahty 
and pride to die conflant fuggelVions of his 
eldtlt fon rippou, into whofe brealt Hydcr 
h:»d infpit^d an c.trly Une of glory, and ha- 
tred of the knglilh. The ardour of this 
youth, who haAlairumrd the title of Warrior, « 
re-adlod with cneigy and with Tuccefs on 
the loll from whence it originally fprung, 

and lertorcd the vigour of f.iding natuie. 

I'riidence was quickened by courage, and 
courage svas trmpered with prudence.— 
Whether the *pi.'drople idi'ance, mentioned 
above, was fii il propof d by Nizam- Ally- 
Caw n, Soubah of the Deccan, as has been 
licrc Haled, on tlur piinre’s own >urhr>iiiy, 
or that it originated, as has been .’'flirmed by 
otheis, 111 Ifie court'of Hyde* -Ally; cciMin 
it is, that a neguciation for th.it putpofe be- 
gin to be can i"d on fo early as the Tk^c of 
Pondicherry. At tliLs time it w:r grntriJly 
bcfn-ved thioughout India, ih a fJyder nu- 
dit.'tcd an attack on the C.iroatic. But 
that political warrior lufpendtd (fie execution 
of his dcfijjli until a treaty was fiasTied and 
raiified, by which, at (he lame time ihat he 
ihouUl invade the Carnatic, the N’Z’m 
fliould attack the nonhern Circais: Moc ila- 
jee Bqoflah, Bengal 5 and the Marntt i.s, 
commanded by Madajee Scind ah and ’(’uka- 
Holkar, coixtUiue the war. againlt the 
^nglifh. 

In the month of May 1779, an inva- 
sion of the Carnatic was determined, and, at 
Pyder*« Durbar, became the fubiciH of com- 
mon clllhverfation. An army ivas atfem- 
•bP'd in june 17 So, 1 orfe and foot> Cu tlie 
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number, as has been computed, of an hun^ 
dred thoiifaiid. Hyder now made no feereC 
of their definition, ^ut endeavoured to in- 
fpire into the breads of his officers and fol- ‘ 
diers the fame vengfi4iMcc wlii h fired his own 
hieaf i he Calked of the pride and flie ^lerfidy ' 
of the EngliJh, expa’i.Urtl on thediifniiions by 
winch they were lorn, .iiicl tha dangtrs with 
wlmh they wiire threatened, and vowed that 
agziiift the next monfoon there (hould not be' 
a white face in the Carnatic. Breathing 
inch fentiments, ant! ufing fnch expreflionf 
as thefc, he mov'ed tinward, with his troops, 
to tile Ghauts, or PaiTes, that open a com* 
munication, on CMthir hand, between the ' 
high lands that divide the peninfula of Hin- 
tloLhui .ind the Low Countries, here and there 
indenting the hills on the courfes of great'^rU' 
vers, ami expanded and united in vaft plains 
towards the ocean. — The bound:iiy by which 
nature had maiked the land, recalled to ilm 
mind of Hyder all rlie dangers attending an 
expedition into tlie country of fuch an enemy 
:.s the Engliih. He lialtcd for (overal days, 
and held fiequent coimcih with hh diiefs, or 
cawn?, in which he dolibciared whether he 
(lioilld enter the CarnaLiu nouq or wajl till 
another feafon, \vh?n he (houUl be (Irengtlw 
toed by atlditional forces from France, The 
chiefs attempted todilTwde him fiom war at 
that lime, mixing with the conclufions of 
re.ifi»n many ftutimer.ts of fwperflstion. But 
fippoo Sub coijfl.intly uiged, in this mih- 
t.iiy fenatc, tlie fpiiit of the Hoops, the gOu- 
rage that animates offcnfive operationf, the 
.Idiantages of furpnze, the defenctlefs (Lite 
of the C.irnrtic, the dijlicuUies which die 
Engl.fli would find in alTemb'.ing their army, 
tile powvrof the xVIarrattris and their other 
allies, and the obligation of u facred treaty, 
Vv'irh rrgnrd to the fuccours promifed and 
expetHt-d liom I'r.-.nce, ih .t advanuwe would, 
in all proh.ihility, he h.i lanced by fuccours 
fr-nt from Gicat Br.tain tv) the Engliih. 
That there was difficulty and danger in the 
p.ithb Ilnry were abnut to tread, he rea- 
oily allowed ; ]?nt when,'’ he alked, 
“ wcje they to w.i^ e w.ir with their cu6- 
jnics if they avonled danger?*’ At this 
frnliment, cxprrfTed by 'J ippoo with a no- 
Mc and lafcin.itmg air, wdiich touched every 
her.ii, and traiu.fm>:d his ardtnt zijal into Jho, 
minds of :ill wh > Lw and heard him, Hyder 
embraced his fon with tears of joy, in the 
p -efence of the whole ahembly. He now 
ordeied llic lafi lettcis which he had rcceiveil 
from his Vakeel at Madras to bo re-id aloud in 
the heasing of his chiefs and principal officers, 
,in which he confirmed, witli many addi- 
tional circnmHances, wbat he had before, re-

Before Its 
conn ^lon witli the Eaft-lndta Conipary, it 
was able to defray the cx]>t.nccs oi all its 
ellablilhments, without letting any run into 
arrear ; and the fize of thofo cilablinimcnts 
might be colledcd from this, that when a re- 
dudion in the army took place in Oude, the 
number of Bill kept in pay amounted to 
36,000 rank and hie. 

Thus was the country rich and Boui idl- 
ing, while the Provinces weie fewer in num- 
ber than they aftenvards became by the ac- 
cellion ot Douab, and the conqucB of Ro- 
hilcund, or the country of the KoluUas ; but 
this incieafe of dominon did not bung m- 
creafe of wealth to the Nabob of Oude^ on 
the contiary, his finances fell into dlfoidcr, 
he became aBonifhingly cmbaiiadVd, and his 
country was ruined. 

The oilgin of his connexion with the En- 
glifli vvis the Roll!

When Sujah ul Dowluh 
formed the dehgn of adding Roiiiicund to 
his dominion, lie entered into a ticaty with 
Mr. HaBings for the avowed purpofe of rx- 
tetminaiiftg the Roiiillasj and the piicc of 
our adidance was (lipulatcd at 40 lack^ of 
rupees, or 400,000]. The fun that faw the 
beginning and completion of this iniamous 
bargain had rifen in avaric$\ its mciid.an 
was in cruelty^ and its fetting in blood, I* 10m 
fuch a connexion nothing good could be ex- 
pefted ; and, accordingly, ftom that day for- 
ward the Vizier began to run into debts, 

• which daily incrcafcd, but were never fuf- 
fered to diminilh. His embarradments dif- 
ablcd him from fuldlling his pecuniary en- 
gagements with the Englilh, and gave them 
^ a pretence for meddling with the internal go- 
vernment of his country, and reducing him, 
as it were, to a cypher. Such was the 
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Th^ Prineedbs of Oode, «• he had fta«ed 
before, were ladies of hij^ birth and <)iMi- 
lity. The Elder Begum, or grasdisiotlierof 
the reigning Pi ince, was the daughter Of a 
perfon of ancient and illuilrious 
who was of fufficlent power and 
quence to be able to difpute the hig 
of Vizier of the Mogul empire with t 
zam of the Carnatic, and was at laft ho- 
noured by the Great Mogul with the title 
and office of Captain Giniral of tin Jimpirf^ 
Her fatiier gave her in marriage to Sufter 
Jung, a man of very nuble birtli, who left to 
hid fon bujali ul Dovvlah the dignity of Vizier, 
and from him it defeended to Afeph ul Dow- 
lali, Sujah's fon, who now reigns over the 
teintoncs of Oude. The younger Begwn, 
or Piinctfs's mother, was not of birth fo 
illudrlous as the former, but Bill (he was 
nobly born, and became the wife of Sujab ul 
Dowlali, and bore to him the icigning Na- 
bob Vizier,— Fnom this ffiort hiBory it ap- 
peared, that thefe ladies were of high rank, 
and intitled to great refpett, and to great 
eBablifhments. They accordingly enjoyed 
both. — I'hat the eliates which they poffiefled 
belonged to them m pt opt tety^ and were not 
held by tliem in ttuft, ffiould, Mr. Adam 
fiid, be proved to the entire fatisfa^lion of 
their Loidlhips. The bare poJTffon of the 
peifonal eBates or treafures which they had 
in thi'ii palaces, was a pi oof of the propriety ; 
for as thofe treafures were depofited in the 
Zenana, 01 palace facred to the reAdence 
of the ladles of the Court, it was Impof- 
fible tlut, according to the law of thr 
country, any human creature; of tho- maU 
Kind, ext. epc a hu/band, fon, or brother, could 
let his loot within the gates of it : No com- 
pulfoj^ prooefs, therefore, could be ferved 
or executed in the Zenana, and no one could 
entei it to lake away the creafure. Would 
not, then, their Loidlhips admit, that the 
treafuie which no one could take from them 
was really the property of the PrinceAes f 
But tht pi oof oi the property did not red 
upon thefe points only, Brong as it wfs* 
By tlie laws of tire Koran, the Nabob was 
notrcBiained fiom giving edates, both real 
and perfonal, in full property, to his mother 
and giandmother ; and what one Nabob had 
given, anotlier was pleafed to conAim.— 
The younger Princefs had lent her fon 
lacks of rupees, for which he gave her his 
bonds: here was evipsmtia an that the 
money fo lent was not the property of the 
borrower, but oi tlie lender; for no man 
borrows his own money, and binds lumfiilf 
to repay it.

The full enjoy- 
enent and po^e^Bon of the eftates fo con- 
firmed to the Teguni, by the Nabob her Ton, 
were guaranteed to her by Mi. Haftings. 
Whatever therefore might have been her title 
to this property before, her right under this 
treaty and this guai antcc became as legal, as 
flrong, and as binding, as the laws of In- 
dia and the Jaws of nations could pofTibJy 
. ^make it,— The property of the ejder Begum,

-wade to fpoil them of tlicir fortune, in vio- 
ladon of the treaties : as a mar, he was 
bound by every obligation of frirndflup and 
l^nerofity to be the declared proiecltir of the 
younger Princefs : that hd/, in a letter which 
file wrote to him, and which would not dif- 
crcctlt the genius of an Elizabeth, or the 
abilities of a Cecil, rtated, that when 
Siyah ul Dowlah was in his !afl moments, 
file approached his bed, and lamenting the 
^istbi'tuncs which were lively to hefal her 
.and his youn^ children, who were going to 
deprived, of th- ir orvJy fuoport, he bid 
jMsr not to afS^ic> h^*rfdf fo much for his lols ;

at the perulal of it, and wrote to the Nabob 
ill bebilf 6f his pirmU* in this lettf/he 
waa clear and explicie upon the obli)|^tiQil 
that children were under to hOftoj^^hd re- 
titeir parents, and the dup'^^iich Ma- 
ture itfelf dif^ated to all rehtlons, to lo^'".. 
and affifl one another: that duty,^lii?iaid, 
was enjoined, not mercl^by tliclaws of this 
or of that country, but by thofc of all na- 
tions ; it was proclaimed by the voice of 
nature itfclf. Here Mr. Adam obferved, 
that when Mr. Haftings was fpeaking the 
language of nature, no man could fpcak it 
more f cibly, or deliver it mo’C intelligibly 5 
but when he was endeavouring to palliate 
actions of his own, which the laws ncitHer 
of God nor man could warrant, his ftile 
was ambiguous and his language obfeure, 
fatting all fair cnnllruflion at defiance, under 
the fhew of fplendid high-found iiig but un- 
meanirg didion. When the prifoner wrote 
that letter, had he changed his nature ? or 
could the man who afterwards compelled 
the Ton to become his infirument to rob his 
parents, have dilated fo humane a letter ? 
Pards bred pardr, tygcrs begat tygers, and 
the dove never was hatched under the vul- 
ture’s wing : nature might rlccp for a while, 
but moft be nature ftill : and therefore, tho* 
the prifoner had for a time put on the fem- 
bJance, and adopted the language, of huma- 
nity, it wa«5 oidy for a time j he fooii threw 
off the m iHc, and difplayed the fame horrid 
difpention that dictated tlic treaty for the 
cxtcrminaiion of the Rohillas, and the fame 
barbarity that marked the progrefs of that 
abominable war. 

Mr. Hafiings expcflcd that the country pf 
Oude, exhaufted as it was by the immenfe 
fortimcs thtat had found their Way fiom it 
into Great- Britain, by the extravagant mi- 
litary cil.ibli^hmcnts that were kept up in ii^ 
and by tlic fubfidics p*.Id to the Company, 
fhculd be ns full of wealth and rcfourccs as 
it was before its connexion with the En- 
gli/h, when its revenue, exclufivc of that of 
the Douab and RohiJeund, exceeded three 
croies, or turj-k millions stercing, 
a-ytar. Tllat revenue, when the Nahob’i 
dominions were Icfs extenfive, defrayed al} 
the cxpences of governmL-nt, and the Rate 
was not a rupee in debt : but fuch had been 
the drain of wealth from Oude after its 
connection with the Company, that though 
the produce of the Douab and of Rohilcund 
was by thcconqiuR of thofe countries added 
to the revenue of Oude, the w'hole was 
fuflicient to the charge of its cflablifiimenti 
and the Nabob was plunged in debt, froni 
which he faw no rcfource of extricating hira- 
fclf : but Mr. HaRings, more quick-fightcej, 
or kfs ferUpuious than the Prince, faw a 
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gmt refouree in ty .reiil and 
ni\he Begums^ FnfiniYat^ to him, l^at 
If ios^e tlmn^ he would he able to 

relieve -fnom.hbi embanatihiente, and 
off a ^nficlerable part of his debt to 
ra2^v^mpany. 7 ’lie Nabob was (hocked at 
the im)^ia:irk;n ; as^a som, ha felt a degree of 
horror at the idea of becoming the plunderer 
«f his parents *, and as a. mak or hokovr, 
he could not bring hinifelf to violate a treaty 
which he himfelf had made, and confirmed 
with an oath, and for which the Princelibs 
had given a valuable confideration. *The 
fentiments of tliat Prince on the occafl^ 
were very (Irongly expreffed by Mr. Middle- 
ton, the Englifli Resident at his Court, in 
fhefe words, in a letter from Lucknow, <la- 
ted the 6th of December, 1781 j in anotlier, 
dated the following day ; and in a third, da- 
ted the 9th of the fame month 

Finding the Nabob wavering in Ins de- 
termination about the icfumptlon of the

T ''HAT the prefent Pretender was in 
X London in the year 1753, 1 know 
with the grcatell certainty, bccaufe 1 had 
it from I^ord Marechal, \Vho faid it con- 
fiftcd with his certain knowledge. — Two 
or thice days after his lordfliip gave me 
this inform ition, he told me that the 
evening before, he had learned fevcral 
curious paiticulais fiom a ladv, {who X 
imagined to be Lady Primiofe), though 
my lord refufed to name her. The Pre- 
tender came to hei houlb in the evening, 
without giving her any picparatoiy in- 
formation, and entered the room, when 
ihe had a pictry laige company with her, 
and was herfelf playing at cards. He 
was announced by the fervaiu under an- 
other name : Ihe thought the cards would 
iiave dioppcd fiom her hands on feeing 
him; but Ihe had piellnLe enough of 
•mind to call him by the name he af- , 
lumed, to aik him when he came to Eng- 
land, and how Jong he intended to liav 
there. Aftci he and all the company went 
away, the feivaiits remarkid how won- 
tlerfully like the llrange gentleman was 
to the piincc’s pi£lurc which hung on the 
chimney-piece, in tiit vciy room in which 


he entered. — My lord added, (I think 
from the authonty of the fame lady) that 
he ufed fo little precaution, that he went 
abroad openly in day-light in his own 
drefs, only laving afide his blue ribband 
and ftar ; walked once through St. 
James's, and took a turn in the Mall- 

About five years ago, 1 told this ftory 
to Lord Holdcrnefs, who was fecretary 
of ftatc in the year 1753 ; and I added* 
tliat 1 Tuppofed this piece of iutclhgence 
held at that time cfcapcd his lordfliip By 
no means, faid he; and whodo)ou think 
full told It me > It was the kinghimfclf, 
svhofubjoined, “And what do you think, 
“ my lord, X lliould do with him?'* 
Lord Holderncfs owned that he w'as puz- 
zled liow to irplv, for if he declared his 
real fcntimenr-^, they might favour of in- 
dificicnce to the royal family. The king 
pciceivcd his embarrairmeiit, and cxtii- 
cated him fiom it, by adding, ** My lord, 
“ 1 fhall juft do nothing at all; and 
“ when he is tiled of England he will go 
‘‘ abroad again.**— I think tins floiy, for 
the honour of the laic king, ought to he 
more gcncially known.

* Me died at Rome on the 3d <}f March, 1788. Since the death of his f.ithcr, 111 T765, 
he had alfumed the title of King of Graai Btitain, but on the continent was ctmunoitl) known 
by tl^ name of the Clievalier Sc.

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ACCOUNT of the LIFE of BARON TRENK. 

fEjcTRACTED froiutlic Gsrman Mbmoxrs^ written by HlMaEtY. 


ARON Frederick Trbnk ivasbornnf 
honourable parents in the year 1726. 
Till the 13th year of his a^e he was privately 
Cdiicatcil at his father’s hoiife. His ready ca- 
p.icity» and lively liirii of mind, drew upon 
luni the udmiiatiDii and arLd\ion of his pa- 
rents, t\ho, in confeqnence, allowed him 
great iiniulgCTices, wheieby he acquired very 
e.uly, a hij* h degree of foi wardnels and fclf- 
fiilTicic-nry, wliuh afrciwnids gicw up into a 
I’pint ol plc^^lnlp^on and refiilnnce; two 
qiiahties which he allows Co have been tlie 
lourcus of RKiny of thofe difficulties and 
inisfuiiuiico that are related in the hifloiy of 
his life. 

}iy ihe time that he was thirteen, he had 
madn lo much prf>grefs in his fludies, that he 
ua*. deemed qnaliticd for going to the Uni ver- 
ity, wheic ho w' as accordingly fent. After he 
had lenijincd here about thiee years, during 
which lime he had applied himfolf to' his 
puiiuits witli his former fuccefs, he ta- 
jccii away by a relation (for his father had 
diod w'hile he was .t college), an ofliccr 
in the Piunuii fervice, to Potfdam, and was 
thoie prclcnicd to ilie late King. Some 
jioiiiiicut aiilv./ers,'' fays he, to Fredenck*s 
cnlight •iiedqiu llions, my remarkable growth, 
and my totally fiec and undiiconcerted man- 
rti, j’lcMied hii, Majeftv, and 1 immediately 
received the tirnform of the bodyrguard, as 
cj'k-t, with airuiances of my future fortune 
acconliiig to the manner in winch i (hould 
COiu!u(!-t niyffclf.” 

Scar cely had he been cadet three weeks, 
before the monarch was fowcll pleafed with 
bis couduift that he piomo:ed him to tlie rank 
of a cornet, an !, as a fuirher maik of his 
approbdtioii and iavour, prelcntcvl him with 
a coflly equipage. Frederick at the fame 
time introiiiicecl li-m to his literary hicielr ; in 
confei] lienee of wiiich lie became acquainted 
and lormed a fneodfliip will) Maiiperruis, 
and fevcral other plnlufophical and {wicntiiick 
^harafleis. 

la\ the autumn of j 744, w'hen a nipture 
took place between Auttiia and Pruffij, he 
?iccompauied Frederick to Prague 5 alter r .i- 
■fiug the fjfcge of winch, Tre.ik, in cunle- 
tpiencs of a duel, and ahlencc from the pa- 
rade at the .'^ppo.niud time, was put under 
arrcll, and remained fo till the opening of 
the next campaign in the fpring of 1745, 
wlien the Prulnan army maixhed into Silefia, 
and beat tlie impel lal forces At Strigau ; an 
a^Iion in whii h Trenk was wounded. In a 
tecond eo^agemcat at Supw, the Pruffians 


w^ere again vi^or.ous. It was a few dayt 
after tiris laft mentioned battle, that Trenk 
received a letter ligned with the name of hit 
Hungarian rcla'.i m Francis Trenk, an offitrr 
in the Andrian fervice. In this leteer 
was invited to come over to the fide of his 
relation, under promife of being made heir to 
his Ilungari.in ellntes. This letter Frederick 
Treiik, who dscl.ues it t.> have been forged, 
had no fooner read; than he fiicwed it to Hii 
Commander, who, it fotms, was a favourite 
of the King, and jealous t)f Trenk's riling. 
Be that as it may, Ticnk was fufpe^ed of 
treafoii, aircfted and conveyed to the fort of 
Glatz, from wliciicv, alter an imprifonment 
of many months, lie contrived to make liis cP- 
cape along with one of the garrifon officer, 
named Scliell. In this attempt they were 
obliged to jump over the rampaits, in doing 
which ills companion diflocated iiis ankle- 
joint. Schell being thus difubled, he was 
obliged to put him on his back, and cany 
him and hmifclf ofT as well as he could. In 
tills manner did he pafi. a river, winch w'as 
only partly froiico (for it was in the montU 
of December) and walk through fnow tlio 
greaielt part of tlie night, 'J‘he next morn- 
ing, how’cver, tliey found means to get a 
couple of horfes, lode away, and re.ichpil 
the Bohemian boundaries, where they had 
110 longer any thing to fear fioin their pur- 
fuers. 

After they had remained here about three 
weeks, in order to h.ive riv* difl(,c.Ut;d ankle 
cured, they f-t off on foot, on the iS:h of 
January, 1747, from Hum m t,, B,!lirz, ia 
P.dand, prov drd with p.-liporis a . common 
Prufibn deferters and with onl> a f.;.v ih !- 
lings in *lKir pock- ts. h may be cafily im 
gined wliac haidlhips and d.i.,..*ers they mijii 
have encoiinU-Tcd in fiKli a jouinci. under- 
taken at tucli a fealun, and unJer Uicli civ- 
cumlhmccs. 

On the 27th of February tlicy ariivcdat the 
lioiife of Ills filler, w ho was ru.irned co a Pi uf- 
fian officer. Here they iM-omr.cil theiufelves 
thofe comforts wliicli are at dll times, but mur-s 
cfped.illy Ml fucli a ficuation as theirs, natu- 
rally expcdlcd by one relation from anothci. 
But how gic.it was their aaonifliraent, ihcir 
diOrefs, and iiidij-nation, when tliey were 
told that the I.ufb.ind with held his fifter from 
joming him, and threatened, if they did noc 
immediately quit the houfe, to have them 
.'irrefted. Thu?, inllead of having a hofpiia- 
ble reception in his brother's lioufe, ihay 
yirere obliged to pals tlie night in a foreft* 

pix)ccedu!g 
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proceeding ttie ne:^t day, as the only re- 
maining iouice of hopest on their way to 
htb mother, wl.o> having heard uf hisfiCui- 
Ttrn, with true parental erndernefs met him 
Oil the road, about the middle of the follow- 
ing month, Match ; and dftet having furnilh- 
cd him with money an 1 other neceff^ne^, 
t(K)k leave of him, lecunnmcnding him to go 
to Vieima, as the belt place to feek uis for- 
tUl)*". 

Following his mothers advice, he went 
to Vietun. Heie havr g involved himfeifin 
iome ddlicuU cb on auouiit of his lelition 
of Hune^ry he thought it piudtnc to retiie, 
and accoi d r gly quilled this cipital towards 
the einl of ttie fummer 1748, wuh the in- 
tention of going to Holhiid, and fiom th^'iice 
to the Indies but having fallen in With fome 
Hullian tioops in the way, that were com- 
manded by 01 e of his mnihei's lelations, he, 
on being nflered a Captiincy, entered into the 
HuPt'in frrvire. Some time aftei this his 
Ctmirn idci lent him witli \ patty of Inva- 
ld<^ to Duitzick, fiom whence he Wits to 
c>jnl))(ic them to Riga, wheie he hmUd, 
afcei hiviti*:; been expifal Co a violent Rotm, 
and fiom thence pioceedtd to Molcow. Ihe 
Rufl^'iii C iurt was held tliete at that time, 
and he had the good fortune to meet with 
eveiv kind of fi lendihip and afliHance fiom 
Che Briiilh md Imperial Envoys, Lord Hynd- 
f rd aiKl Count Beioes The Couit 'ifier> 
waul lemoved to Pc tei (burgh, and Trenk 
Went along with the fime , foi he had now, 
by Cht iiileieR of his two ju(l named pitrons, 
gatin a poft under Count Befluclvff, hrft 
Minitlei uf live tlien reigning binpiels Elua* 
beth. 

Whi'e he now ft emed to be in the diredt 
ro?il tom he his foicine, an accident hap> 
fMicd wh cli flic wed him tint the King of 
ihu'lM wis rcioKcd to oppofe hic fuccelb at 
Pit ifb*iii^h This cii cumrt mce, tug^-thcr 
Will the news of Ins relatiun Francis 
lienk i death, whcieby he became heir -to 
bime if )»ir an elt?ces, made him leave 
jiliitl I, iiui return to Vienna. In his way 
P hed by Stockholm, Copenhagen, and 
a'krtfi't-id »w, rind fiom thence by th« Higue 
4 o vi nna, uheic he an wed in 175c, after 
.10 abl nee uf aboqt two yeojs. 

No fiioner was he heu, thin he hi*came 
engiged in a 1 iw>fuic fi rthe jecoveiy of the 
tiiates bequeathed to him ; of which, how- 
e ei, aftcM a long and cxpenfive | roccf^y he 
Infi alniolt all. To divert his mind under 
III b dll i] point ment, he mide a tour into 
Italy, vifiting Venice, Fhneiice, and Rome. 
Ost rciuiD; he lecciveU a coaamii&on 


one of the regiments which was garrifonedm 
Hungaiy, where he went to join it. 

His roothei 's death requiring' him to go to 
Danczick, he m ide another juuiney thither in 
1754, haring obtained for that puipofe {tx. 
months leive of abfence. Here, after he 
tiad arranrtd his family affairs, he fell once 
aoain into the King of PruHia’s power. 
Having been fei/ed upon 111 his bed, be was 
conveyed under illrong efcoic Co Berlin, and 
from tliMicc to Magdeburgli. With the hif- 
tory of h s imprfoncncoc at this fort, begintf 
the Tecond volume 

At Migdi'burgh he remained, dungeoned 
and fetCeied witli licavy chains, neatly ten 
years; during which period he expet lenced 
all the mtftt les attendant on confiiiement, fuch 
a^ bodily ind mental diftra£lion, hungei , and 
difeafe, in the hitteicft degree. On occa- 
fions, however, by foice of money, he could 
piocute himfelf fome means of comfort, fuch 
as better nouiifhment (fot his piefciibed 
diet conhflcd only of hiead iiid water) hglir^ 
(lie, p^pei, and books. With cliefe lalt 
he diveited his mind fiom too much lefledlum 
on the iiorroi^ of hiS (iiuation He even 
compufed *1 cohesion uf poem<i, fuch as 
fahlci, tales, and riciies of u Inch m my had 
a lefuence Co hi own fuffeiings, ni tothofe 
concet ned in them. It is remiikable, cliac 
he wrote them, not with ink, but with Ine 
own blood. Anochei occupation, not very 
diHeient fiom tins, feived to pifs away his 
time, and amufe his fancy 1 thio w as etching 
01 eiigiaving, which, though exteuted with 
a miferable inftrument, and U|K)n tin, was 
yet, by his great application, brought to con- 
fiderable perftiftion. The pi mts from |fteie 
weie geueially allegorical, and ferved, as he 
chinks, as a help to his dehvei mce. 

Amidft all thefe endeav'ouis Co confole 
himfelf duting the cominuance of his mipn- 
ftmmenC, he did not leave untiied others to 
put a (top to Kb continuance, by procuring 
his efcajie. And here it is truly wonderful 
what aitifices he devifed, what labours he 
endured, fur the«iccainment of tins end. It is 
hardly conceivable, how a perfon loaded as 
he was with fu many nuns, could find means 
to loofen tliero fiom him. Not only, how. 
evri, did he efte^gate this (having been fur- 
niflied with a fi'e) but he afterward*: under- 
took, and neaily tom|>lcted, tire under mtning 
of liiS gaol ; and was twice on the pome of 
gctimp out by this method, had he not been 
overheat d the time by ifie feniinel with* 
out, under w hole feet 1 e was woi king ; ami 
had hr not the 1 rft time confeffed his pro- 
jedi himfelfj in Uieliopes pf working there-

1 trod, with regret, 
on the flowery plants, endued, like that which 
we call fenfitive, with a quick and lively 
feeling ; they bent under my foot, only to 
rife with more btilliancy : the fnilt gently 
ilropped, on the firft touch, from the coni, 
plying Wanch, and had fcarcely gratified the 
palace when the delicious fenfacion of its 
juices were felt glowing in every vein : the 
eye, more piercing, fparklcd with uncoro- 
lanon luftre ; the ear was more lively ; the

An ACCOUNT of the Right Hon. CHARLES PRATT, EARL CAMDEN, 
LORD PRESIDENT of the COUNCIL. 

[With a Portrait of Him. ] 


C HARLES PRATT, Earl Cam- 
den, is the 8th Ton oi Sir John Pratt, 
Lord Cteef Jultite of the Court of King*« 
Bench in the reign of George the Firft, 
by his fecond lady Elizabeth. His fa- 
ther died in Aie year 1724, when this 
his foil wi's an infant ; and being of a 
numerous family, heapjiears to have had 
but the (lender provilion of a younger 
brother. He received his education at 
Fvton, and from thence, at the ufual age, 
was, on the ele^ion in 1731, lent to 
King’s College, Cambridge, of which 
Society he became a Fellow. In the year 
1735, the degree of Bachelor of 

Arts, and in 1739 that of Matter $ and 
determining on the law for his profedion, 
he entered himfelf a member of Lincoln’s 
Inn. In due time he was'caJled to the 
bar i but his fuccefs there was rather cal- 
culated to forbid dcfpondency than to 
excite hope. For many years he gave 
his allcndance in Wcftminilcr-Hall, un- 
noticed and unknown j and, if popular 
report is to be relied on, he, without the 
means of preventing the evil, faw his 
fmall fortune gradually moulder away 
with little proipefl of retrieving himfelf 
by any diligence or exertion. It is even 
afferted, that _thc encouragement he met 
with was fo inadequate to his expe^a'* 
tions, that he at one period refolved to 
relinqiiiih his profcflion and abandon 
bis country.

little attention on the pait of the nobility, 
clergy, gentry, and others. 

In the very defirabie event of thfcir 
adopting the benevolent ideas of my Hon* 
and Rev. Friend, I would remark, that 
the propereft fcafons of inoculation are, 
when the juices are leaft likely to be con . 
laminated by infectious or contagious 
difeafes, which rage moft in the autumnal 
montl^; begeing leave at the fame time 
£0 recommend the ufe of from 50 to 100 
drops of the concentrated fpirit of fca-falt 
diluted in barley-water, or any other mu- 
cilaginous liquid, in the proportion of 50 
drops to one quart, for preventing the 
juices from falling into that putrid ftate, 
which renders tlie fmall-pox fo much 
more deadly. 

I would farther advife an equally free 
life of the fame fpirit in every town and 
village through the kingdom, as a pre- 
fei’vative againll infeflion, as well as a 
great aid in curing the worft forts of 
putrid fevers, which have been of late fo 
deflruftive in fo many parts of England.

I'hc following periods, penned by the 
witty Madam, and nor by Johiifon, fo 
wickedly traduce my moral chara^er, 
that I will now haflen to conlute their 
Import, and prove that they contain a 
moil infamous calumny.

How this woman could be fo difhonefl 
as o fpcak of me in fuch terms, and to 
mceyfe me fo audaciouliy of a favage in- 
edin^tion to cnertafe the affl>6ti.m of the 
jifBicltd, without fptcifying how and in 
what manner 1 rlifplaycd that favagenefs, 
is what I ihould nor be able to coinpte- 
hend, had I not frequently bellowed my 
attention upon the lortiionties of her dil- 
pofition, and with much greater attention 
than ever D»^£lor Johnfon would be at the 
trouble of bellow mg. But, that I may 
not digrefs from the matter in hand, the 
only motive fhe ever had, in my opinion, 
for writing that beaftly paiagraph, was 
what I am going to leUie.

1 do not re- 
coiled that either of them appeared at 
that difconlblate houfe before her fetting 
out for Bath, and have reafon to fufped 
her honeily at the time fhe penned thofe 
few periods. Was the paragraph a due 
compliment to Dr. Taylor and that Lady, 
or were their names brought in it but the 
other day as a contrad to mine, that the 
blow (lie aimed at me might fall with re- 
doubled force upon my pour head ? Hcf. 
ter Lynch, Heller Lynch, I have often 
read the blackcft pages of thy heart, a^ 
thou well knoweft j therefore be nor fur- 
prized at my furmife. My fufpeding 
tliec of dealing falfe with me is backed 
by the iiieificacy of thy malicious para- 
graph, which, as it will prelently be feen^ 
produced as much effeft in the mind of 
liiin to whom it was direded, as if he had 
never received that letter of tliine. 

Be this as it will, all that day and the 
two following, the patents, the Count, and 
mylelf, were qtiiie immerfed in forrow, 
as the boy hud been a favourite with us 
all, and had well deferved to be fo. But 
on the fourth day, as the fits had nearly 
ceafed. Madam abruptly propofed to fet 
out immediately for Bath, as wiping tp. 
&void the fight of the funeral, that began 
now to be thought on. Her eldcft daugh-

ed, at Icaft in that Angle inllance. 1 juft 
alked leave to run home to fetch fomc 
wearing-apparel while the horfes were 
putting to her coach, reached Salthill that 
fame evening, and Bath in three djjys 
more. I niuft however not forget telling, 
that a few minutes before our fetting out. 
Dr. Johnfon arrived in a poft-chaife from 
Litchfield, as Madam, among her firft 
fits, had found a lucky interval to ac- 
quaint him with her thunder ftorm% as 
we fee by his anfwer in her publication ; 
and her letter brought him to town in a 
hurry. 1 expeCled at that moment that 
he would (pare me the jaunt, and go him- 
felf to Bath with her ; but he made no 
motion to that effeCl ; therefore, after the 
fad exchange of a few mournful periods, 
as is cuftomary on fuch occafions, we got 
into the coach and were foun out of tight. 
And here 1 will leave the reader to guefs at

It may be true, 
faid theDoClor in that letter, that the child 
has worms, and you will probably kill 
them by means of thofe pills j but ftill 
the remedy is greatly worie than the dif- 
cafe, as the tin, though ever io much 
beaten to powder, will tear the child's 
bowels to pieces. Hew the Dodor came 
to hear of Madam's pills, I do not knowj 
but guels it was from Old Nurfe, as, after 
Mr. Thrale's death. Old Nurle was pre- 
fcntly turned out of the houlc by her 


lady, though fhc had been a fervant there 
no lefs than forty years, and would pro- 
bably have ended her wretched days in 
fome parilh-workhoufe, had not Mifs 
Thrale, as foon as (he came of age, been 
more merciful to the poor woman than 
her virtuous mother, who, I have heard^ 
was much Vexed at the tranfaflion. 

In the aft of giving me the Doftor'a 
letter to read, See, fee, laid Madam with a 
pert promptitude that always formed one 
of her chief charafteriftics, fee what fbola 
thefe phyticians are I They prefume to 
know better how to manage children than 
their mothers themfelvcs 1 

On my Teceiving in this odd manner 
this odd piece of information about Ma- 
dam's private doings in her medical ca- 
pacity, and hearing to boot fuch a mad 
comment on a letter that I thought very 
wife and very timely, my bile fuJdcnly^

taking of any tin- pills, and atiuring her 
that they would fool?* deftroy her. 

My tiding in fo vehement a manner 
with Dr. Jtbb againft her abfurd expefta- 
tion, made Madam's grief prefently give 
way to her fury 5 and, after a pretty long 
exchange of very ftrong words, I fuppofe 
(he proceeded fo write the above para- 
graph in the above letter to D?.‘ Johnfon, 
(bppofing that (lie did aftually write it at 
that timet atid not eleven years aflett for 
the noble purpofe of injuring me. Bui, 
tc il me freely, honeft reader, was I on fo 
important an occation to play ihe (yco* 
phant to a woman at once fo proud and 
lb nbfiird, as to ttll m» without reierve 
that (he utterly defpilcd Dr. Jebb's know- 
ledge and remonltrances ? 10 a woman,

A fter a ouarrel R^ween the Mogul 
and the Bail' India Company to- 
wards the latter part of the laft century* a 
peace was edablilhcd ; and about ilte year 
1 690, Mr. Chat noch being then the Com- 
pany’s agent in Bengal, had liberty to 
fettle an cinporiiiui in any part of the ri- 
ver's fide bclo'.v Hiighly ; and for the fake 
of a large (hady tree chofe that place, 
though he could not have cliufcn a lAore 
unhealthy one on all the river : for three 
miles to the north -caftward is a filt-water 
lake that overflows in September and Oc- 
tober, and then prodigious numbers of 
fifh reforl thidier ; but in November and 
December, when the floods are diilipated, 
thofe fiOits are left dry, and with their 
piitrefiffioii afFe£l the air with thick dink- 
mg vapours, which ihe north-eait winds 
bring with them to Fort William, that 
they cam'e a yearly inortaliiy *. One 
year, fays Capt. Alexander Hamilton in 
nis Account of the Eaft- Indies, I was 
there, and there were reckoned in Augufl 
about 1200 Eriglifh, fome military, iome 
fervants to the Company, ibme piivate 
merchants refiding in the town, and fome 
feamen belonging to (hipping l>i^g at the 
town ; and before the beginning of Ja- 
nuary there were four bundled and lixry 
burials rcgiltered in the clerk's book of 
mortality, 

Mr. Charnock choofing the ground of 
the colony where it now is, reigned more 
ablblute than a Rajah, only he wanted 
much of their humanity ; for when any 
of the poor ignorant natives tianfgrcfled 
his laws, they were ftire to undergo a fe- 
vere whipping for a penalty ; and the exe- 
cution was generally done when lie was 
at dinner, fo near nis dining room, that 
the groans and cries of the poor dclin- 
Quent iei'ved him for mufic. 

I'hc country about being overfpiead 
with paganilm, the cuftom of wives burn- 
ing with their deceafed hufbands was alfo 
pradlifcd there. Before the Mogul’s war, 
Mr. Ciiarnock went one time, with his 
oulinai y guard of foldiers, to lee a young 
widow :\ti that tragical cataffrophe ; but 
be was lb fnntten with the widow's beau- 
ty, that he lent his guards to take her by 
foice from her executioners, and con- 
dueled her to his own lodgings. They 
lived lovingly many years, and had fe- 


veral children ; at length (he died, after 
he had fettled in Calcutta, But in Head 
of converting her to Chriftianity, (he made 
him a profelyte to pagaiiifm \ and the 
only part of Chriftianity that was remark- 
able in him was burying her decently ; 
and he built a tomb over her, whese all 
his life after her death he kept the anni- 
veiTary day of her depai'ture, by facri- 
Being a cock on her tomb, after the pagan 
manner. I'his was and is the common 
report j and I have been credibly inform- 
etl both by Chiiltians and pagans, who 
lived at C ilcutta muler his agency , that 
the ftory was really matter of ra£l:. 

Thus lar Capt. Hamilton, who by 
miftake alwiys calls him Chan NOCK* 
He died in 1692, and in the old cemetery 
of Cal..uiLa the following infcriptiona 
are (till to be fe.:n :

environ*; of LojiJon abound 
with the rural ictrcais of its citizens, 
who, from the confinement of bu- 
finefs, arc limited to the \icinity of the 
metropolis, as well as in the cxicnt of 
ihcir picmifcs ; ncvenlicltfs the t^'irdens, 
diminutive as many 01 them aie, Exhi- 
bit the tafte and iiu^cniiity of their pof- 
feflbrs. Witl’.in the Jcale of half an acre 
ih robberies and walks have been plea- 
fingly irvtcrfpfi fed ; and yet fo varied are 
iht: defigns, that perhaps, within feveral 
miles ot London, two correlpohdmg 
gardens cannot be ennineraied. 

Under the nlcafure ot contemplating 
thefc condenfed beauties, and to exhibit 
a model of neatnefs wiih fimplicity, 
more particular account will be given of 
Grov£-Hill, thefeatof Dr.LETT50M> 
a ithyiician in London. 

Tha d'ujelhni^^hovfe is a plain brick 
ftiutfure, coniilting of four rexsms on 
each floor, built on the eminence of a 
hdl, about a mile bom Cambmvcll, The 
emiance to it is by this village, un<Yr 
an avenue of tiees i caching to its luni- 
inil. The road then luns od at a light 
angle to the lelt, tlnongh a grove of 
Englifli and exotic lorclL trees to the 
dwclUng-boufe, by an ouut gale, cf 
Cluntfc workmanfuip, ormiuenicd with 
vafes and budos of lum anfi An^ 
inuine call in artificial floiv j and from 
the inner gate lends iiUo il.e 
diHi the next I'ubjcil of curfory ULlcnp- 
tion. 

It is an oblong fquare of about an 
acre, Ihrrounded both at the bottom and 
on each fide by u brick wall, well itored 
with fun: -trees, and UTminated at the 
toj> by the dn.L'elling and green hovfri^ 
\Vi 4 hin thcle walls, it is embtaced by a 
vyincling walk, ornamented with a flirub- 
bery at each extremity, which not only 
takes off the coup d'oeil of the wall and 
walks, but affords au agreeable (hade ; 
which ifi fiimmer is heightened by the 
iniei mixture of Proteas Cair.pbor 
trees f, Dracaenas J, Orange and Le- 
mon trees, and other trees and (hrubs 
taken from X^t qreen-houfct u itruiluie 


cf 5c feet in Icnpth, opening by a gbifa 
door into the dwcii.vg-Lovfe. 

Adjoining to the upper i'l.i L.bbeiy Is a 
bovjlin^- greens lower cxiremity is 

divided by cfpalicrs, with two oval com- 
partinenls, a continuation of the gr^;e«i 
running between them. One of thtfe 
compaiimcnts is allotied to Ameiican 
and exotic flirubs, and the other to raie 
Englifli plants, with Linnxan names an* 
nexed to each, * 

At tlie lower extremity of this garden, 
and on the wefl, is an altavet raifed 
upon an artificial mount ; andon its decli- 
vity a figure of Contemplation^ Itandlng 
on a ftone pcdeltal, bearing this inferip- 
tion : 

O Jehova, 

Quam ampla funt To a opera I 
Onnm fapienter La ftcifti ! 

Quani plena clt Terra poifefrwne 

On the oppofite fide of the alcove a group 
of figujcs, laifedin alto relievo, is placed 
in the w 11, which bounds the wcfteni 
fide (>f tlie garden, It is a counter-part 
of tliHt over the door^f tlic Medical So- 
ciety’s houfe in Lolt-court, Fleet-ftreet.^ 
On this tablet the gieat Pyramid uf Egypt 
appears at a diftance, and forms the back 
giuund, which is fkirted by a palm. 
The principal figure is the Ifis of Sais j 
and on each fide is a Sphinx, cniblema- 
lick of in)’ltery. Under the Ifis is a fer- 
pcni (lepificiuing creinity) in a circular 
form, which includes the following in- 
Icriplion ;

The kitchen -garden adjoins to the eaft 
wall of the pUaJure^-garden ; the upper 
part of which, being divided by hot- 
tioufes, and the Jarnfyardi makes it a 
regular fquaie of rather lefs than an acre 
in extent. 

The upper end of this garden is to- 
tally filled with the fiowt 30 ^^ct in 
len^h ; the hot-houfe 45 feet long 5 and 
the confervatory 50 feet in lengtii ; the 
weft end of the lalt breaks the wall, by 
glafs doors into the pltafure- gar deny ter- 
minated by an antique ftonr model of 
Florae on a ftonc pedeftal, with this in- 
feription in front : 

27 on canimuB furdis : omnin refpnndet Flora* 

On the front towards the hitch fn- gar • 
ikn is inferibed on the fame pedeital, 
Arbitrium cu Dea Fluris hahe. 

Above the hitch n-gardm ih t\\e farm- 
yard% divided on the fide next the pleafure- 
rarden into convcniencies for poultry, 
«c. and an aviary ; the lift opening by a 
glafs -door into the pleaf are-garden- The 
bottom of farm-yard^ next the kitch- 
gn-garden, is terminated by the cart- 
hottfe in front, with two currefponding 
wings, one of which is the gardetter'^ 
apartment, and the otlier is appropriated 
to other piirpofcs ncccllhry to the gar- 
dener’s ufe. On the call lid • of the 
kitchen gar den is the cnclofcd 

alfo, and abounding with wall, Itandard, 
and efpalier fruit-trees, at the upper end 
running into the orchard, and bounded 
on the weft fide by the drying ground 
and melonary- 

The lower end of the nurfery opens 
into the arbujium, through which a 
walk of about a mile is carried under 
the fliade of abov^ one hundred choice 
fruit-trees, and iiiimerouR exotics. 

The arbujhtm winds to the front of 
the chvrlltngJi'Hifti through the grove of 
trees betorc-mcnt.oned ; near the centre 
of whicli, in a natural excavation of the 
giound, a large is conftru6led, 
whofe Innpid fpring Hows without inter- 
milFion, and beneath forms a bafon of water. 
The bath is covered with papier machee, 
and the whole dbufture is lurrounded by 
ever-gieens and cTCuUr walks ; and ihele 
again are fccured by liglit wire-work, 
which all together foim a beautiful objeft 
in the front of the d\uellin^-hQufe- 

If, Inftcad of turning to the bath, we 
puriue a Itraight courfc from thi arbuf- 


tum, the walk palTes below the cold* 
bath^ and perforates the gronje of treesj 
and leaning to the right, terminates at a 
beautiful canal, now conmleting, two ' 
hundred feet long, and 50 f^t broad. 

It muft appear a matter of furpriic to 
a perfon who curforily confiders the 
feite of London, that a villa on the foiith 
ftde of the Thames, little more than three 
miles from each of the three city bridges, 
and that may be feen from that of Blach- 
friars, and from the tranfverfe ftreets of 
the Strand, Ihould afford a profpefl of 
nearly one hundred and fifty miles in cir- 
cumference. In front, indeed, the city pre- 
fents itfrlf 5 but the eye Toon pafics over 
this grand difplay ot human elegance 
and wealth to the fummits of thofe hills 
where Ham Head and Highgate and other 
hamlets are feattered, among which 
Caen-wood and other charming feats are 
interfptTftd. Beyond thefe, Harrow on 
the Hill and its lofty fpiiearife; and the 
eye may wander to the palace of Wind- 
forj and pafling along the counties of 
Middlcfcx, Bucks, and Hertford, have 
an extended view of ElTcx, till it falls 
upon theifle of Thanet, and crofting the 
Thames, return on the caft by Shootcr's- 
Hill and Greenwich. The fouth is 
bounded by Sydenham hills and Nor- 
W004I. The weft takes in Chelfea, and 
the upper part of tiie Thames above the 
bridges. 

This cxtcnftve and piflurefque view 
is confideiably heightened by the varied 
objc6ls which the Thames affords. The 
failing and varied difpofition of the (hip- 
ping I the manly exertions of Teamen at 
the oar; the agility exerted in furling, 
(liifting, and manoeuvring the fails, -«ail 
unite in forming feenes of grandeur ho 
where exceeded, and rarely equalled. 

That chaftc and amiable poet the late 
John Scott, upon viewing this feensry, 
burft forth in the following deferiptive 
eulogy of it, which exhibits at the fame 
time the (enfihility and amities of his 
own heart.

In no period has there been a greater 
accumulation of new buildings than the 
prefent x many of the villages around the 
ipetropolie are doubled in magnitude, 
within the fpace of ten years, or hale 
more. On the north fiic of London 
the increol'e has not been very conlidcr* 
able ; on the weft, in which we include 
the Ijpacc between Chelfea and Hyde-Park, 


the enlarpment is great 5 but it is on the 
fouth liclc' chiefly, that buildings have 
been conitru6'tcd with the moft alloniihing 
rapidity. Wandl'woiih am! Ciapham, 
we hr.ve already taken occafion to notice j 
and if we ciavcl eaflwaid, Siockwell, 
Lambeth, 'Newington, Keiinington, WaL 
worth, Camberwell, and PLckhain, are 
almolt united by new and Ipacious houl'es, 
and great part of St. George’s Fields is 
now forming into ftreets. 

Cambei-well, to which wc now confine 
ourrtmaiks more particularly, is daily 
augmenting. T'he wlmlc road from Lon« 
don to this village, comprizing thice miles, 
is ucaiiy a compleat (fleet of convenient 
houfes i and the road tiiat runs to Dul- 
wich is now ornaiiienied with fevea 
(lately edifices : ont-nennhe centre, in the 
poflc/lion of Mr. llenflnv/, and built by 
blackburne, pofTcflcs much archiledlural 
elegance. 

T he road to Pfckham Is ornamented 
with the new buildings of the T crracft, 
and this village itielf is daily improving 
and enlarging. 

Perlbual luxury and domeftic conve* 
nience unite in a peculiar manner, in the 
relent yge j and fo far as they promote 
ealth and the comforts of life, they art 
commendable, as they conduce to hap- 
pinefs. 

The propenfity ti a refiJence on the 
fouth ot the nviropolis is more the refult 
of cx|wrience than caprice. The olJcft 
Phyliclans have remarked, that for three 
quarters of the year, the wind blows from 
the fouth towards London ; and confe- 
quently, for that period, the air is as pure 
as if the fituation weie at the greatefl 
diflance from the city ; and the thi^e 
months when the north winds prevail, it 
is in the winter feafun, when the liiverity of 
the weather draws the company from 
their retreats to the town $ or when it does 
not, the northcin blaft is at this feafoa 
lefs difagreeable, as it conveys with the 
fmoke the warmth of the ambient air of 
the meti’c^lis. It it from this confident 
tion reaionable to fuppofe, that many 
tradefmen whole bufinefs confines them to 
the city, will feek a refidcnce on the (buth 
fide oi the Thames j bich at the fame 
time admits of an esify aced’s to the Bo« 
rough, Leadenhall, and the Fleet markets.

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Rules for drawing Caricaturas : with an EflTay on Comic Painting. Svo. Hooper, X78S. 


'T^HE firft part of this little work fur- 
nilhes many excellent hints on the 
fubjeft of which it treats, and evidently 
appears to be the work of a Matter in the 
art. Its ofe is nut confined to Caricaturas 
merely, but may in our judgment be ex- 
tended to portrait- painting in general, 
wiih very great advantage. The follow- 
ing fliort extract will give fome id^a of 
the autlior*s manner. 

The fculptors of ancient Greece feem 
to have diligently obferved the forms and 
proportions conttimting the Europ'.an ideas 
of beauty 5 and upon them to have formed 
their ftaiues. Tricfc meafures are to be 
met with in many drawing- books. A 
flight deviation from them, by the pre- 
dominancy of any feauii-e, coiiftitutcs 
what is called Charattcr^ and ferves to 
diferiminate the owner thereof, and to fix 
the idea of identity. This deviation, or 
peculiarity, aggravated, forms Carica- 
tura* 

“ On a flight inveftigation it would feem 
almott impoflible, confidering the fmall 
iiumbcr of features compofing the human 
face, and their general fimilanty, tofur- 
nifli a I'ufficient mimber of chai aftei ifing 
diftin£\ions to diferiminate one man from 
another; but wheji it is fcen what an ama- 
zing alteration is produced by enlarging 
one feature, diminifliing another) en- 
creafing 01 Icflening their dittance, or by 
any ways varying their proportion, the 
power of combination will appear iniinitc. 


Caricaturitts (hould be careful not to oi'er- 
charge the peculiarities of their fubjefts, 
as they would thereby become hideous in* 
ttead of ridiculous, and inftead of laughter 
excite horror. It is therelbrc always beft 
to keep within the bounds of probability. 
Uglinefs, according to our local idea, may 
be diviiled into genteel and vulgar. The 
difteience between thefe kinds of uglinefs 
feeins to be, that the former is politive 
or redundant, the latter wanting or nc« 
galive. Convex faces, prominent fea- 
tures, and large aquiline nofes, though 
differing much from beauty, ttill give an 
air of dignity to their owners ; whereas 
concave faces, flat, fnub, or broken nofes^ 
always flamp a meannefs and vulgarity. 
The one fccms to have paffed through the 
limits of beauty, the other never to have 
arrived at them : the llraight or right- 
lined face, which was nearly the Grecian 
charafter of beauty, being a medium 
between the negative of vulgar, and the 
redundancy of genteel uglinefs. Perhaps 
this idea may arife from our early im- 
preffions received from tlie portraits of the 
famous men of antiquity, niottofwhomf 
except Socrates, are depi6led with promi- 
nent features or aquiline nofes. The 
portraits of tlic iwelv^CaeraiN have caiifed 
the aquiline nofe to be Ityleil Roman.** 
The Eff.iy on Comic Painting is good 
for nothing. '1 tie ideas are trite, and

But when thofe who licjrwith 
ierenity, of depopulated coads, and tx- 
iiaudcd najtions, led by tales ot do- 
niedic iTiiicry to the Ibiiices of public 
evil, tlicir feelings aCl with not lets vio- 
lence toi lieing kii'dlcd by a Angle Ipark. 
Wlieii ihty are told of the pangs of \n 
innocent crcainre, forced to a forei^ 
country, in want of cveiy thing, and in 
fubjc6lion to an imperious drangcr ; of the 
anguldi caufecl by violated ties, and un- 
check’d brutality j of the mother fainting 
under litr talk, and unable to fupply her 
neglected infant ; of the aged ahundoued 
to want } and the fick compelled to exer- 
tion by the lath j nalme will lile up wiih- 
in them, and own ha relation to irive lut- 
ferers.

By the bill of rights, i. W. & M. 
it was declared, that, from the then fffon of 
parliament, no difpenfacion with any iiatute 
ihould be valid, unlefs fuch ftaiute allo^vs it, 
and except in fuch cafes as (hould be fpecially 
provided for the then feffion. i. W, k M. 
fed. z. c. z- f. la- The occafion of this 


excellent provifion was the equally extrava- 
gant and un warrantable exercife rif the dif 
prnfing power by James the fe ond, who, 
having procured the faniftion of a juilicial 
opinion to a difpenfation with the reft adl in 
favour of Sir F.dvrard Hales, mjklly pro-’ 
ceeded to a fufpcnrion of the principal Vaws 
for the fupport of the eftablifhed religion 
an cxcefs, in wliicli, monftrous as it was, 
fevcral of the judges, to the great fcamlal of 
Weftminfter-hall, '^ave him countenance, 
the priefts of the temple of juftice trcacher-

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oufly aiding; to polliiCo it, inftead of mao- 
fully oppoQng Che facrilege. Till the time of 
this prince the doflriiie of difpenfation was 
received with very important qualifications, 
of whic^h the principal were thefe.^i. It 
was faid, chat the King could not difpenfe 
wici) the common law ; chough Lord Chief 
Judice Vaughan feems to deny this pofition. 
Dav. 75. 3. Inft. 154. Vaugh. 334. — 2. 

It appears to have been generally agreed, that 
the King could not difpenfe with a fiatute, 
which proliihired what was malum in yii.— 3. 
Mulum prohibitum was not deemed univer- 
fatly dilpeiifable with; for fome held, the 
King could not difpenfe with a liatute, if the 
prohibition was abjolutct and not fub ntodo^ 
as under a penalty to the King, or as others 
exprefs it, where the ftatute was made for 
the general good, and not with a view merely 
to the King's profit and interefi. — 4. None 
contended, chat the royal difpenfation could 
diminifh or prejudice the property or private 
right of the fubje^f. — 5. It was underfioud, 
that the King could difpenfe, not generally^ 
but only in favour of particular perjans, and, 
according to fome, for ihcfe only in particular 
But fome of thefe didindiions had 
great uncertainty and fubclety in them, and 
were fo open to controverfy, that they only 
tended to create embarralTment ; and chough 
the others greatly refiridled the largenefs of 
the claimed prerogative, yet they were far 
from obviating the chief ohje£lion to fo for* 
midable a pretenfion. Had the boundary of 
the difpenfing power been ever fo clearly 
marked, (till it was wife and prudent to an- 
nihilate it. So far as it refembled the p mer 
of repealing laws, it vvas an ini^ilerable cor- 
ruption, wholly irreconcileable with the fir(t 
principle of our conflitution, by which the 
power of legiflation cannot be exercifed by 
the King without the two houfes of parlia- 
ment, So far as it did not fall w'lchin this 
idea it was uuneccirary ; for,ihufti a£ls, which 
were the fruits of it, might have derived 
their force from other acknowledged powets 
of the crown, fuch as the right of waiving 
penalties and forfeitures belonging to iifelf, 
and the prerogative of pardoning. — Ir is 
worthy notice, that the declaration of i ights, 
which the Lords and Commons made on ten- 
dering Che Clown to William and Mary, 
diflinguifhca between Jufpendtng laws by le- 
gal authority, and dfpenjing with them. 
The former, being a general and abfolute ah- 
rogation for a time, js condemned without 
any exception ; but the latter, being only a 
fpacial exemption of certain individuals, is 
merely declared illegal, as it had been exer- 
fi/ed of late.

The very intricate and important Doc- 
trine of Fines IS handled with great per- 
fpicuity, ability, and kgal information, 
in the following Note. 

Thib, though a juft defcriplion of fines, 
confidered according to their original and {till 
apparent import, yet gives a very inadequate 
idea of them in their modern application. In 
Glanvillc's lime they were really amicable 
compofitions of aiiual fuits. But for fev«ral 
centuries |)alt, fines have been only fo in 
namct being mfad Ji^lttious proceedings, in 
Oidci to tiansfer or Iccure real property, by a 
mode mor e efftcacious than ordinal y convey- 
ances. What the fupcrioury of a fine in tins 
rcfpe6l confilts of will belt appear, by Itating 
the chief ufes to which it is applied. —One 
ufe of a fine is exlingui/hing dot want litUs, by 
fliorlening the ulu.il time of limitation. Fines, 
being agVeemeirs concerning lands or tene- 
menis lolcmnly made in the King's courts, 
were deemed to be of equal iioiontty with 
judgments in writs of i ight j and thercfiird 
the Common law alluwxd ihcun lo have the 
fame quality of barring all, who (houUl not 
claim within a year and a day. See Plovvd. 
357. Hence we probali'y date the origin 
and fiequent ufe of fines as feigned proceed- 
ings. But this puilfance of a fine was ta- 
keii away by tlie 24. E. 3. and this liatute 
continued in force till Che 1. R. 3, auii4. H. 
7. which revived the ancient law, though with 
fume change, proclamations being required 
to make fines more notorious, and the time 
for claiming being enlarged fiom a year and 
ft day to Jive years. See 24. E. 3. c. 16. i. 
R. 3. c. 7. 4. H, 7. Cf 24. The forte of 
fines on the rights of Grangers being thus re- 
gulated, it has been ever fiiice a cummuii prac- 
tice to levy them merely for better guarding 
ft title agair.lt claims, which, under the cum- 
mpo fidtptos pf hmiutioni mijght 


a right of entry for twenty yean, and with 1 
righcepf affion for a much longer time.** 
Another ufe or effect of fines is barring 
eftaCestail, where the more extenfively opera* 
five mode by common recovery is either un« 
necetDry or impr^^icable. The former may 
be the cafe when one is tenant in tail with an 
immediate reverfion or remainder in fee; 
for then none can derive a title Co the eftaCe 
except as his privies or heirs y in which cha- 
racter his fine is an immediate bar to them. 
The latter occurs, when one has only a re- 
mainder in tail, and the perfon, having the 
freehold in polTcfiion, refiifes to make a te- 
nant to the pixeipe for a common recovery, 
which would bar all remainders and rever 
fions j for, under (uch circumflances, all 
which the party can do is to bar thofe claim- 
ing under himjelf by a fine. How this power 
of a fine over eftates tail commenced, hai 
been vexata qutsjiio. The ItaCute de dtutisf 
after converting fees conditional into eftatei 
tail, concliulcs with prote£ling them from 
fines, there being exprels words for thiC pur- 
pofe. But the doubt is, when this protec- 
tion was withdrawn, whether by the 4. H. 
7. or the 32. H. 8 It is a common notion, 
into which fome of onr mo(t refpedl.ible hif- 
corutns halve fallen, that the 4. FI, 7. was Che 
Ifaiute which firlt loofened entails; and thuf 
opening the door for a free.ilienaiion of land- 
ed property has been attributed to the deep 
policy of the prince tlj^non the ciirone. See 
Hume's Hiftory, 8vo,ed. v. 3. p. 4?o. BuC 
this is an error proceeding from aftrange in- 
attention to the real hillory of the fubjedl. 
Common recoveries had been f.uidVified by a 
judicial opiinoo in Taltarum’s cafe, a$ early as 
the i2Ch of Edward the IVtli j and from them 
it was, lliai intails received their death wuuikI ; 
fur, by this fidiion of common lecovenes, into 
the oiigin of whitli we mean Co Icritcinize 111 
foine other place, every icnaiiC iii tail in pof. 
feflioii was en.ihled to bar mcails in the mod 
perftdf and abtoluie manner ; whereas fines, 
even now, being only a pitninl Oar of the 
lifue of the perluns wtui levy 'hein, muff 11% 
general bean inefiicacious mtale. in relpcd^ 
to the 4. H. 7. It was fcaice more than a re- 
petition of Che 1. R. 3. the only objt-dl of 
which indifpiitably was to repeal the liatute 
made the 34. E. 3. in favour of non cl.iim., 
and againft them to revive the ancient force 
of fines, but with fome abatement of ih« 
rigor in point of time and other impiovements, 
as we have .ilready hinted ; a provifion of the 
utmoR confequence Co the fecnrity of titles. 
Accordingly Lord Bacon, whofe difceroment 
none will queftion, in his life of Henry the 
Vllth, commends the llatutc of Che 41 h o£ 
his reigii| merely as if aimsd at noo slaimi.

V. 1. p. 596. Nor indeed could there 4 |ave 
bocn the leaft pretence to extend the meaning 
of the law further, if it had not been for 
fome ambiguous cxpreilions in the latter end 
of it. Like the i. R. 3. aft.r dechring a 
fine with proclamation to he an univerfal har, 
itfaves to all, except parties^ five years to 
claim after tlie proclamations of it. Jjut this 
faving did not luit: the cafe of the iliae in 
tail, or of thofo in remainder or icvcrfion ; 
beenufe during tlic hfs of the immediate tenant 
in tad, thefa could have no right to the pof- 
fertii'ii, and it was jioilible, that he might live 
more than five'-nrs from the proclamation 
of lh« line. I'lie ii ameis of the 4. H. 7. 
forclawtlus; and tlisreforc like the i. K. 3. 
cooLiios .111 additional iaviog of five years 
.. peifons, to whom any title fhould

On the Contrary, 
jc.iIoni of his great authority ov(*r hrr, and 
leal fill of his iifing conipullion, it creates a 
difabiliiy m her to give her con Cent to any 
thing, u hich may affect her right or claims 
after die coveitnic, and makes all adls of 
fucli a tendency ahfoliite iiulUties. }>y the 
rigour of the .inciciit law, we take tiiiv lule 
to have been lo univcrfally applicable, that a 
nrirried woman could iir»ii cafe bind herfclf 
til her heirs by dive(H mode of alienation. 
But accident g:ive hiilh to two indire^i modes,

the hufband’s compulfive influence. Such, 
we conceive is the true fource, w'hence may 
be derived the prefenc force of fines and com* 
mon recoveries as againfl the wife, who joins 
in them ; for, whatever in point of bar and 
conclufinn was their when in fuats 

really advtrfe, of courfc attended them, when 
they weie feigned, and in that form gradu« 
ally rofe into modes of alienation, or, as tlie 
more ufual phrafe is, common ajfurances. The 
conjeiflure we liave thus hazarded to ilKif* 
trate, how it happens, tli.ic a married woiiiaa 
may alienate her real rights by fine, thfxigh 
not by an iiiflrument or adf flrit^lly and no.- 
mimilly a conveyance, leads to proving, tliat 
the common notion of a fine’s binding femes 
covert nitrely by reafoii of the furet exurnt- 
nation of them by tlie judges 1.1 incorre^. If 
the fccrct ex.imiiiJtioii of itfe/f was fo ope- 
r.itive, the law would provide the means of 
eftefiually adding that foi m to ordinal y con- 
veyances, and fo make them conclufive to 
femes covert equally with a fine. Bvic it is 
clearly otherwife i and, except in the cafe of 
conveyances by cuflom, there muft be a fut 
depending for the freehold or inheritance, or 
the examination being exit ajudicial is uicf- 
fedlad.

^HERE can he but few of our rcad- 
ers who are ft rangers to the various 
excellencies which Mr. Dc Lolme has re- 
peatedly difplayed to the world both as 
a philofopher and a politician; and cer* 
tain it is, that while a finglc veftige re- 
mains of the conftitution of England., 
his admirable work upon the fubjeft 
will be confidercd as a ftupendous mo- 
nument of the author's uncommon turn 
for hiftorical refearch. — That pitlure, 
which Monteftiuicii did but (ketch, De 
Lolmct with fuperior induftiy, and cer- 
tainly with at Icatt equal genius, has, in 
our own days, nobly finilhed. — He 
might hold a pencil different in fomc re- 
fp^s from ins brother-artift ; but in 
delineating the grand features of the 
conftitution of our country, we find no 
diverfity of ohjeft between the mo- 
narchical Frenchman and the republican 
Genevan 

M. De Lolme begins his prefent per- 
formance with this fundamental pofition, 
that ‘‘ the tax upon window lights is 
the moft remar kablet?LX that has been de- 
vifed by the ingenuity of ftatcfmen, and 
fubmitted to by the patience of modern 
times-*' 

The tax, be fays — and, in our opi- 
nion, fays jullly — was originally meant 
as a tax upon houfes ; and the leckon- 
ing of the number of windows was con- 
lidcred as a convenient method of rating 
the value of the houfe. This method 
might ferve the intended purpofe to- 
lerably well when the tax was but fmally 
and indiv iduals felt no great temptation

to attempt evading the payment of it, 
either in order to favc their numey, or 
by way of (litwing their ingenuity . But 
the tax having been giadually cncicafed, 
and additional afts of parliament palfed, 
both for cncrcafing the fame, and en- 
forcing payment, the original loofe idea 
of taxing the value of the houfe, efti- 
mated from the number of windows, has 
been gradually given up; and the tax 
upon windo'w lights has at length been 
made in good earnefl, and avowedhy A 
TAX UroN THE LIGHT OF IIeaVEN- 
In rcafoning upon thefe circumftances, 
of which, we believe, there arc few 
who will doubt the reality, M. de 
Lolme, in afmall compafs, exerts much 
argument, blended with a cniifiderable 
degree of wit and humour. — ‘‘ Be plcafed 
to obferve, fays he, that government 
claims the duty upon light, whether 
fuch light exijls, or not — whether it be 
day or night* The tax goes on, unin- 
terrupted, and unabated the whole twelve- 
month round. No deduftion is made on 
account of darknef dnA nights." 

This, which our author ftyles an 
“ inflexible method of laying the tax 
upon light, ufed by the Bntifh Exche- 
quer and Financiers,’* puts him in mind 
of a ftory, the recital of which has more 
than once commanded his inoft ferioua 
attention, when he was a boy, and feenis 
indeed to have no finall tendency to 
make others laugh who are men. 

The ftory is really apropos 5 and as 
fuch, we give it with plcafure in the 
author's own words :

My 
Lordy )Our claim upon me, at this time, 
is quite contrary to our baigain : We 
have agreed for THiR i Y ye/vrs ; and 
only \ I F TEEN this *L>erv day are* dapf^ 
ed . — Very true, the Devil anfivered ; 
but tlicie have ‘‘ elapfed fifteen years of 
days and fifteen years of nhjits . Does 
not that coniplcat the number of thirty ? 


—With all due deference, I think quite 
differently, tlic Man replied ; I never 
heard, in all my life, of luch a method 
of computinp^ time as that mentioned by 
your LordfJiip- — 1 cannot help that, the 
Devil rejoined ; it is the mode of reck- 
oning which wc now and have alwavt 
ufed in Hell . — Saving this he fiiatt li- 
ed him off; and the Man never was 
feen any more. 

Even after fuch condm‘ft as this, JVT. 
dc Lolme inclines ftrongly to plead for 
the Devil in preference to the l^ritijh 
Governments when it gave a fan6hon to 
the obnoxious A6t in queftion, and af- 
terwards, by additional claufes, render- 
ed it more obnoxious Jliii. 

From the fluid called light our author 
makes a very naturaU or rather, we 
fhould fay, a very poliiirais tranfitiori 
to the fluid called ; in the courfc 
of which, thouf^h ji>ll at the expenee of 
Governmenty many compliments arc paid 
to the Gentlemen of the New River 
Company. But uhfiirdity is not iho 
only defeft with which lie is difpofed to 
reproach the window- light tax. It 
carries with it, he fays, an appearance 
of infull on the underftandingii of pc(»]»!e* 
Being made to pay for the light of day, 
gives too obvious an appcaidnce of Jiii- 
vijhnefs to the whole frame of the Go- 
vcrnmcr4t ; nor does M. de I.olme fciu- 
ple to add, that the tax upon voindow- 
lights h,AS a tendency to endanger by its com 
panyt the whole mafs of the other taxes*

mcafurc ; and when at lad he lent his name 
and countenance co it, he declared and pro- 
lefted that he did fo by compulfion. 

The prifoner could not tin ow the blame of 
this meafure on the Refident j for the m^afure 
was fo far from originating with the latter, 
that he incurred the difpleafui-e of Mr. Haft- 
ings for having allowed the Nabob two days 
to conhder of the part that he ftiould take. 
The licfidcnt was fo much a creature of the 
Covcrtior- General, that he was ready to fay 
or to unfay, to reprefent fairly, or to rnifre- 
prefent, juft at the will and plcafurc of his 
principal. This appeared manifeft from the 
following letter, written by Mr. Middleton, 
the Reftdtnt, on the >50111 of December 1781, 
fome few driVb after he had informed him 
tliat orders had been ilfucd for fei zing the 
eftates of the Princelks, and that tlie Nabob 
had at Icngtli agreed to take an ;kHvc part in 
the bufinek, though under a pioteft that he 
a^ed by CGinpulfion. 

“ My dear Sir, 

“ I have this day anfwercd your public 
“ letter, in the form you fctm to expert ; J 
“ hope tliert* is nothing in it that may ap- 
“ pcai to you too pointed. If you wifli t!ic 
“ matter to be otherwife undfiftood than! 
“ have taken up and ftattd it, 1 need not 
“ fay I ftiaJJ be ready to conform to wliatever 
“ you may prcfcribe, and to take upon my- 
“ fdf any fiiare oi the blame cf the “ hi- 
“ therto” non-pcrfoimance of the ftipula- 
“ tions made on behalf of the Nabob.— 
“ Though I do aflure you I myfcU repre- 
“ fen ted to Ills Excellency and the Minillcrs, 
“ conceiving it to be your defire, that tl»e 
“ appaient aftumption of the reins of his 
“ govurnmenr, for in that light he undoubt- 

edly conffdcred il at the rirft view, as fpt- 
“ cihtd in the agreement executed I)y him, 
“ v/aj not meant to htfull^ and literally cr>- 
“ fo.cul j hut it wnb nccc.Tary you ftiouM 
“ have fomething to ftiew on your fide, as 
“ the Company were deprived of a benefit,

From fuch a letter their Lord/hips muft 
be convinced, that the Refident was too 
much devoted to the prifoner to do any thing 

that 
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tliat he thought would difplcafe him — too 
much in awe of him to dare to execute any 
great meafurc of ftate without his knowledge 
or command. Fortunately for the caufe of 
public juftice, Mr. Haliings had qiiantllcd 
with Mr. Middleton, and that quanel had 
brought to light the dark tranfadlionb in 
Oude, which otherwife would pc» haj>s never 
have feen the day. But unfortunately lor 
Mr. Haftings, the quarrel was not occaiioned 
by the wrath of that gentleman, in finding 
that Mr. Middleton iiad exceeded hlsarndcis, 
but, on the contrary, that he hr.d not rigo- 
roufly fulfilled thofe harfli and fevtre inj unc- 
tions, “ that he Hiould not allow any nego- 
“ ciatlon or forbcaiancc and Mr. Mid- 
dleton was guilty of tlie heinvnii crime of 
allowing the Nabob tuto whclc to confi- 
der whc.tliei he would take an adilve j»art in 
plundering his pfircnis. It would have been 
happy foi this country that the whole condufl 
of the Rtlident had been’ as irrcprchenhble 
as thia part of it. 

'J'lui the treaty Iry which wc were bound 
to piotet!t theBegimid was undcrflood by the 
Cajjiipany to be a facred obligation upon our 
faitli and upon our honour, appeaud from 
tl’.e letter written by the Coiut of Dhe^’^ors, 
ini intf! lately alter they had learned that tlic 
Ih inceOls had lieen fpoiled of »heir propci ty ; 
I hey Hated in that letter, that as wc vvcic 
undoubtedly bound to maintain to the Be- 
gums the polildion of tiic jagliires, they 
triiftcd that the guilt of thefe ladies wa> as 
plear as day, and a r\atrer of public noto- 
riety in the Country, hccaufc if it svere other- 
wife, our national honour would receive a 
wound which could never be healed. But fo 
far was that guilt from being a matter of 
notoriety, that it wras nv)t known at all, tlut 
ir ntvet was proved \ nay, tiiat it had 
been fo mucii as urged as a reafon for the 
rcfuni})tion of the jaghites j for when it was 
rcfolved tiiat futh a nieafure fhould be adopt- 
ed, it was reprefented as part of a gcncial 
fyBem of policy, and not as a punifhment 
infl idled on the PrincelTcs for crimes com- 
mitted by them. Jt was reprefented to tliem, 
that the Nabob intended, for reafons of Itatc, 
to '^efume all the jaghires in his dominions, 
and the jaghircs of the Princefles of courfc, 
as part of them. Here was no mention of 
guilt, or of fo much as a fufpicion of it. 1 he 
truth of the bufinefs was, that Mr. HaB- 
ings, difappointed in his hopes of getting 
poffelBon of Cheyt Sing’s treafurcs in the 
Fort of Bidjegur, the army having divided 
them among themBlves, began to confider 
where he could get money. Sir Elijah Impey 
(aw him at that time, and faid that he had 
never feen “ his great mind in fuch diftrtfs.”

7 he dinrcfil's brought upon the family of 
the latt? Nabob Sujah ul Dev lah, in cenfe- 
qucnceof the feizure of the Begums’ jag- 
hircs, wliieh deprived thefe Princefles of the 
meaiK of maintaining tbclr oB'bpring and 
the ladies and ofliccis ol theli h« ufliolds, were 
great beyond exprefrion. Some idea ol them 
might he formed from the following accounts 
©f them fent to the Rcfidcnt, by Captain 
Leonard Jaques, who commanded tlic forces 
on duty, for the purpofe cf diilrtffing the 
women in the palaces of Fy/abad, 

“ The women belonging to the Khord 
“ Mohul, or 1* fler paUee, complain of their 
“ being in want ol every nccefliiry of life, 
“ and are at lall driven to chat def|x:ratIon, 
“ tiiat they at night get on the top of the 

Zenana, make a great difturbance, and 
** laB night, not only alarmed the fentinels 
^ poBcd in the garden, but threw dirt at 
w them : they threatened to throw them- 
X a “ ftlvci 
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fclvcs from the walls of the Zenana, and 
alfo to break out of it. Humanity ob- 
“ liges me to acquaint you of this matter, 
** and to requeii to know if you have any 
** dire^>ions to ^ive me concerning it. I 
** alfo beg leave to acquaint >ou, thit I fent 
** for Littaht Ally Khan, the Cojah, who has 
•• the charge of them, and who i.iiorms me 
** it is v/fll grounded, th.it tfy>y have fold 
f* every thing they had, even to the ci'jatks ft am 
iheir backs, and have now no mans of fub~ 

This letter was written on the 6th of 
M>'^rch lySaj but rlic diflrclTes of thefe wo- 
men grew fo urgent on the night of that fame 
d?y, that Capt. jaques wrote again the fol- 
Jovving d.iy to the fame Ht fidcnt in the fol- 
lowing s “ 1 heg leave toaddrefc you 
• again cunc:rning the w/om*.’n in the Kliord 
** Mohiil j their behaviour lait night was fo 
fill ions, that tlicu* f :cined the greateft pio- 
•* bahii ry of thi ir piccecding to the utnaofl 
cxncii .tics , and that they would cither 
throw thfnf lvt\ from the walls, or force 
open the </oo»i of the Zenana (tho women’s 
ap.*ittnicnf!.0. i have made every enquiry 
** conccrai’ig the cauK of their cuniplaints, 
and jftne*, from Littafit Ally Khan, that 
** they arc in a fiatving conditinn, having fold 
•• all their c loath: and necejjaries ; and now 
** have not wherewithal to fupport nature, 
•• And as my inllrudHons arc quite filenton 
** this head, I fljould be glad to know how 
to proceed in cife they wete to foicc tho 
** doors of tlic Zcn.ina, as I fufpeft it will 
•• happen, fhould not fubfiAence be very 
** quickly fent to them.** 

Thefe humane letters produced Hide ef- 
fed; for, on the 30th of Odlubci’ following. 
Major Gilpin, who had fucecedeJ Captain 
j^aques in the comma’'d of the troops of 
Fyzabad, wrote as follow's to the Rcfi- 
dent. 

« SlK, 

** Laft night, about eight o'clock, the 
** diromen in the Kliord Mohul, or Zenana, 
under the charge of Littaht Ally Khan, 
** afTcmblcd on the tops of the buddings, 
** crying m a mfl lamentable manner for food , 
** that for the iaflfour days they had got but a 
•• very fcanty allowance, and that yejleiday 
*• they bad got none, — The melancholy cries 
" of famine are more cafily imagined than 
•* deferibed ; and, from their rcprefcnta- 
tions, I fear the Nabob’s agjms lor that 
bufinefs aie very inattentive ; I therefore 
** think It requifitc to make you acquainted 
with thefe circumflances, that his Exccl- 
lency the Nabob may caufc liis agents to 
be more circumfptt't in their cundu^l to- 
f* wards ihefc poor unhappy women." 
Tlus(ctt;er w<^ not more cde^tual the 
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others ; for the women and children of tlie 
late Sovereign, father of the reigning Prince, 
continuing expofed to frequent want of com- 
mon neceflai'ics of life, and being forely 
preffed by famine, they were compelled to 
break through all the principles of local de- 
corum and referve, which conftitutc the dig- 
nity of the female fex in that part of the 
world i and after great clamour and violent 
attempts, for one whole day, to break the 
inclofure of the palace, and force their way 
into the public m^iikct, in order to move tho 
companion of the people, and to beg their 
bread ; and on the next day they actually 
proceeded to the extremify of expofing them- 
fdvchto public viev/- an extremity, imply- 
ing the lowed it ite of difgracs and degrada- 
tion i to avoid wiucii many women in India 
have laid violent h.-mds upon therrifelvcs. — 
And they p-occeded to the public market- 
place, with the Jlarving chHdren of the late 
Sovereign, the brothers and lifters of the 
reigning Prince,— This appeared from a mi- 
nute account wiittcn lo the Reftdent at Luck- 
now, by tlie perfon appointed to convey in- 
telligence to him from Fy 7 abad ; an account 
containing matters highly dirgiaccful to the 
honour, jultice, and humanity of the Bri- 
tifh nation. 

Here Mr. Pelham read the following ac- 
count 

“ The ladies, their attendants, and fer- 
“ vants, were ftill aa clamorous as laft night, 
** Littaftt, the Daroga, went to them, and 
reinonftratcd with tliem on the impro- 
pric-ty of their condudl ; at the fame time 
“ affuring them, that in a few days al! their 
“ allowances would be paid j and fliould that 
“ not be the cafe, n e would advance them 
“ ten days fubfiliencc, upon condition that 
“ they returned to their habitation. Nona 
of them, however, cenfentej to his pio- 
pofal, but were ftill intent upon m.iking 
“ their efcape threugh the Bazar (the mar- 
ket-place) ; and, in confcqucncc, formed 
“ themfdves into a line, and arianged them- 
felves in the following order : the chil- 
“ dren in the front j behind them, the ladies 
of the feraglio ; and behind them again, 
“ their attendants j but their intentions were 
“ fiuftrated by the oppofition which they 
“ met from Littaftt's fepoys. 

“ The next day Littafit went twice to the 
“ won\en, and ufed his endeavours to make 
them return into the Zenana, piomifing 
“ to advance them ten thouf»nd rupees, 
“ which, upon tlie money paid down, they 
« agreed to comply with. But night coming 
“ on, nothing tranfpired. 

“ On the day following their clamour 
were more violent than ufual. Littaftt wtn 
** to confer wlih tliciti upon tbe bufinefs of 

t* yeft^- 
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yefterday, offering the fame terms* De- 
pending upon the fidelity of his promifes, 
they confcnted to return to their apart- 
“ mKUs, which they accordingly did, cx- 
“ cept two or three of the ladies, and moft 
of their attendants. Litufit went then to 
“ HoiTmund AJJy Klmn, to coniult with 
him upon what means they lhc\ild take. 

“ 'i'hey came to a mfoliition of driving them 
in by force; and gave Older s to tluir fe- 
poys to beat any one of the women wI»o 
flioulci attempt to move forward. The 
fepoys conlcquently aiTemhlcd, and* each 
“ one being provided with a bludgeon, they 
“ drove them by dint of beating into the 
“ /tnana. The women feeing tlie tic xhery 
of Littafit, proceeded to throw ftone-i and 
bricks at tlie fepoys, and again attcmjJted 
to get out j but finding that impohibie, 
from the gates being fiiut, they kept up a 
“ continual difehargeof ftoncs and biicks till 
about ten o’clock, when finding their 
“ fituation defperate, they' r'ijtired Into the 
Kung Mohul, and foiced tlicir way fiom 
“ thcnccinio the palace j and difiKifcd them- 
fclves about the houfe and garden. After 
this, they were defirous ol getting into the 
“ Degum’s apaitnicnt; but Ihc being ap- 
‘‘ prifed of tiieir intention, ordered her doors 
“ to he fhut. In the mean time, Littafit 
and Hoffmund Ally Khan pofted fentrits 
“ to fcour the gates of the lefler Mohul. 
“ During tile whole of this confli^^, all the 
“ ladies and women remained expofed to 
“ the view of the fepoys. The Htgum then 
“ fent for Littafit and HofTmimd Ally Khan, 
whom fhc fevercly rcpiimandcd, and in- 
“ filled upon knowing the caiife of this in- 
“ famous behaviour ; they pleaded, in tlicir 
“ defence, the ImpofTibility of helping it, as 
“ the treatment the v/omeu had rnct with 
“ had been conformable to liis Lxcellency 
the Vizier’s oiders. I'lie Begum alledged^ 
that even admitting that the N.ibob had 
“ given thofe oi ders, they were by no means 
‘‘ authorifed in this moment to difgrace the 
family of Sujah ul Dowlah ; and ftiould 
“ they not receive tlicir allowance for a day 
“ or two, it would be of no great moment ; 
“ what was palTed was now at an end ; 
but that the Vizier fliould certainly be 
acquainted with the whole of the affair. 
“ She then gave the children 400 rupees, and 
** difmiffcd them, and fent word by Jumrud 
and the other eunuchs, that if the ladits 
« would peaceably retire to their apartments, 
Littafit would fiipply them with 3 01*4000 
rupees for their perfonal ex peaces, and 
recommendtd to them not to incur any 
** further difgrace. The ladies followed her 
4 < advice, and about ten at night went back 
If (p the Tien^. The pext morpipg M19 
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** Begum waited upon the mother of Sujah 
ul Dowlah (the grandmother of the reign- 
“ ing Prince) and related to her all the cir- 
cumllancesof the diffurbances : the mother 
of Sujah ul Dowlah returned for anfwer, 

“ that after there being no accounts kept of 
“ Cl ores of revenues, ihe was not furprifed 
“ that the family of Sujah ul Dowlah, in 
their endeavours to procure a fubfiflcncc, 

“ ihould be obliged to expofe themfelves to 
“ the meanelt of the people, AJier bewail- 
“ ing their misfortunes, and Ihcdding many 
“ tcai-s, the Begum took her leave, and rc- 
“ turned home.” 

'I his narrative of diftrefs, occafioned by 
the poveity of the Nabob, and the fpoiling 
of his parents, both of which had their rife 
in the rapacity of the Governor- General, was 
fent to hin'. on tlie 29th of January follow- 
ing ; but he neither ordered any relief in con- 
feqiience of it, or took any notice whatfo- 
cver of the intelligence he had received on 
the fubje< 51 :. In his Defence, Indcjd, he had 
faic!, that he was not bound to protect thefc 
people ; but if lie had any humanity, he 
would have ufed his influence, which was all- 
powerful in Oude, to relieve the diftrelfes 
which he hiinfelf had occafioned. 

With this narrative, and foine few obfer- 
vations upon it, Mr. Pelham concluded 9 
fpcech, which he w'as three hours in deli- 
vering, 

Mr. Sheridan rofe on tlie heels of Mr. Pel- 
ham, and ftartd an .Arrangement or two of 
order he fliould wifh to adopt, in the pro- 
dufVion of evidence on the ch.^.rgo now 
opened. The niojc matciial -point of hi* 
propufed arrangement was to print, with the 
participation of the ihifoner's '^.'ounfcl, who 
nodded confint , — nnt the whole of any volu- 
minous tracl exhibited in evidence, as tho 
Bcnaies N«rrativc, &c. — only the parti- 
cular point, or pntial cxtraCl, llri£lly rele- 
vant, and cloll'ly applying. 

Major SCOTT 

was then called — and was ex unined chiefly 
by Mr. Sheridan; — yet not only by him, 
but by Mr. Fox, Mr. Bur'tc, and Mr. 
Adam. 

The Peers who propofed each two quef- 
tions were, J.otd Stanliope, Lord Dei by. 
Lord Srormonr, Lord Portcheftcr, and Lord 
Loughboiougli. 

The priiued anfwer to the Benares charge 
was fhewn to the Major, to prove it wa? 
written by Mr. Haflings. 

His evidence went to prove it was written 
by Mr. Halhed — 'J'hat Mr. Haflings might 
fee or hear it, thwgh in a may the mojl curforyf 
the night before it was to he delivered — and 
that, before it was delivered to the Houfe, 
fcveral palfages were added, and Bill exlff on 
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^ wcnrded copy. In the hand>wrltlng of Mr. 

Batricd ! 

That thefe additions Mr. Haftlngs did not, 
Iccauft lie could not fee them ; and rhefe 
additions include arguments thought moft 
exceptionable. Tiie fpecliic page^, as 13, 
^4, &£• of the o^avo, weie thus noted by 
liou with a pen and ink. 

Major Scott further proved — That it was 
IKK only in the Benares charge that fuch a re- 
paration wa;> to be made — but in every chaige 
except two, the anfwers were fuppl ed, in 
hurry the Jive or Jixdays pteferibedf by 
wious friends ol Mr. Mailings.

Thefe, with other gcntlemm, friendly 
cmmgh thus to communicate, had furnilhed 
the anCwci's to all the 22 charges. 

The two exceptions were, the anfwers to 
Rohilla war — and the King’s tribute. — 
Thefe, as then being the cjueflions thought to 
hear the mofi were anfwered by Mr. 

HafUngs himfeif ' — 'Fo thefe he alfo added 
the Gencial linrodudlion. 

Before this evidence was thus detailed, 
there was a Biort altercation on its introduc- 
tion 4 and the Counfcl of Mr. Haflings ar- 
gued veiy fuccefaiully this undeniable pica ; — 
“ That in a ciiminal profccution, it is the 
** right, accoidu'g vO all li-g;-.! policy and lui- 
mane cxj\'d\inec, of evc.y perfon criini- 
nally chaigcd, to revive v any dv^cl.irdtiop or 
“ conftflion that in ly liave efcapvd him ^ 
® and in any mode of iniLlgation, if he can, 
•* to illuftr.'.tc and explain ^ — witli the aid, 
“ collateral or dirc< 5 >, of all thofe motives, 
whotl.crol faff or argument, which might 
«* have induced him fo to deliberate, or fo 
** to do.” 

Mr. L'iw well referred to the cafes of SeJ- 
den and Sir J. F.lllot. ’Mr. Plummer ufed 
dexteroufTy the familiar inflance of conlif- 
fions bcfoic a fiiltice of the I'cacc j and Mt. 
Pallai was foliov/ing at a good rate, when he 
was lloppcd in the l>ell way, by the print 
being earned. 

Tlrc c!«t.k was near fix, when jhc Court 
adjourned 


Sixteenth Day. 

Thursday, April 17. 

The Peers aflembled at the ufual hour. 

Mr. Shei idan informed the Court, that the 
firfl evidence whom it was propofed to call 
on, was 

Mr. HOLT, 

a gentleman who had been long ReBdent in 
the Province of Oude ; and whofe tvidenpe, 
from his official fituation, would ap]>ly to 
feme 9ther clrirges befide that which was 
now to be proved. 

Tlic Counfcl for Mr. Haftings defircd to 
know to which of the future charges the evi- 
dence of Mr. Holt was to be ajjplied. 

Mr. Sheridan anfwered, rh.at in a bufinefs 
fo comjdicatcd, and of wlilcli ilio parts wero 
fo intimately v\rci woven with eacii otlier, it 
was not poffihle to alecitain in v/hat part of 
the bufinefa any fpecihe evlfltnee might be 
deemed neccfPiry to the prof ecu tion. 

Mr. Holt was called — 

His evidence in part applying to this cliarge, 
and to another. — if thcic vv-a.> fume fmail ir- 
regularity ill tills mode, it w'iis none but what 
hu mane expedicncewc till! approve ; for other- 
wife Mr. Holt, who is a idWul fevant of the 
India Company, would have lod Ills voyage. 

Mr. Holt was an afliltunt to Mr. Middle- 
ton and Mr. Bxiflovv, when RelKlents at 
Oude f and he was called to exhibit what 
teftimony he could, as to the dijotders of 
Lucknov/ — and how far ihey were or were 
not conceivable to exifl, witlv the coguiTianc^ 
of Mr. Haflings. 

For this purpofe he was examined, not 
only as to fadfs, but .opinions — what, on 
certain topics, WdS the rumour, and the fup- 
pofetl niniour, among the pccplc ? 

This Mr, Buike and Mi . SiK-rIcian, in few 
woids, mainta-ned to be c>:p"dient, and very 
potently applying : Mr. Law, in words 
yet more few, obft rved to be new clodtrine 
as to evidence, but which he admitted ; 
claiming only a rccljirocal right to advance 
on lu-acfay, in his turn. 

Mr. Sheridan, in the outfet, called on Mr. 
Holt for a narrative of the country ; iis po- 
litic.'il and phyfical circumflanccs. 

Mr. Holr very neatly waved his attempt of 
fuch a t«fk ; — as in a countiy like that, as 
large as our ifland, he might eafiJy want 
woids at lead, if not fentiments, to expa- 
tiate. He begged therefore thd Hon, Ma- 
nager to break the mafs of his general en- 
quiry into particular queAions, which hc^. 
yould try to anfwcr as wejl as he could. 


* Thn auditory were ratlier Icfs numerous, and rather more unquiet, from colds and 
coughs, th ,n ever we heard before . — 1 he I'ccrcffes were few ; and tlie Commons not fifty, 
till p .fi ibrcej. clock— when, by tlie luckieft uffiyrji/, they game in great numbeis.

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In tTie courfe of this examination, he 
ftated the local dKlrefTes to have arifen from 
the influence of bad feafons, and unfavour- 
able government— That there had been re- 
miflions of tribute — That in refpeft to pu- 
nifhments, fome were corporal, with a thong 
—That imprifonment was in forts, and in 
openfquares, inclufcd with bamboo canos.— 
That the fun might happen to be unplcafant 
—That he had beard Col. Hannay died worth 
30 lack>, or 300,000!. — That he had beard 
moft of the money was remitted to Calcutta, 
Ibtnc in goldporcs, fome in otlicr forfns — 
That the pr-ople of that country fometime-s 
fold tlicir cliiMre* — which had been attempt- 
ed to be flopped. 

I'he gnat olyec'T attempted, by addu- 
cing tlie evidence of Mr. Holt, feemed to be, 
to prove the* influence whiwh Mr. Haflings 
held ovM* the Nabob. How far this was 
proved, it is not lor us to fay — for us to de- 
termine. 

It appealed, however, ch the crofs-exa- 
mination of Mr. Holt by Afi. Law, as 
Counfcl for the defendant, that if the police 
in many of t!ie towns was bad, it was not 
Ml. Haflings vvlio prevented any of the pro- 
per proce'-dint;s nf tire Cou.ts — That as to 
indxrefi intinfo it was tifual fo the Rc- 
frdenis ocx. ilior dly to iniciicre in the Na- 
bobs governin' ni. — Tint rlie ta;:cs wjre 
always coilccled under an Amncel giving 
clircdtjons to a milita'y foieo — J'ii.it Major 
Olhorr/J liad bccii e;ij;5l''ycd on t!»is duty ; 
but no comjdairjtj li.td bt^en, or could 
he, made again ilui C'lnd.uct 1:1 that duly.— 
That Doctor 'I'horias, vv!.^ h id a falary from 
<iovcinmcri', v/j, liic fu'geonto the Vizier; 
and a g«'e:n laveaiitc v.ntii liim, on account 
of that Jk'il tlie\"izier hatl found neceflaiy to 
have leeoii I f'j to. 

Mr. Holt vv«s cxamini.'d — re-< x.imincd — 
crofs-exainiivj.l — md re-Mefs-cr. imincd, for 
tlie fpacc oi fv; houri ' by Medis. bheii- 
dan, Buike, Ail.iin, and one cjueftion was 
ventuied on by Major [‘cllum Then, on 
the other fide, by Mr. Law and Mr. Plum- 
mer — throujli twery part of which he fpoke 
with pUInnefa, pvecifion, and diftinguilhed 
good fenfe. 

Tire Court put different queftions to Mr. 
Holr, on the fubje« 5 > of finding out the know- 
ledge whicli Mr, ITaftings miglit have of dif- 
ferent tranfa5.‘bons ; but wbich was not 
proved in the affirmative. 

Mr. Holt, in the courfe of bis evidence, 
gav? a ver>' curious defeription of the Na- 
bob's «.av;.lry tiielr unitorms being fie- 
quently coats without flccvqs, and flecves 
fewed to half a fhirt. 

Mr. Burke made ibme obfervations on the 
Defence delivered in by Mr. Haftings as his 


own • He declared he now Icnew not whit 
** to call it vdicther his legitimate or his 
natural child ; — whether it was his bf 
adoption ; or, whether it had been 
** bii knocker^ and fathered by him out cC 
“ charity !” 

In the courfe of the various difcullioas 
which arofe from the objections of Mii 
Haftings's Counfcl, the Lord Chancellor con- 
cluderl an obfervation, by faying, “ tliat hi 
felt himfclf refponfible to that High Couit 
for every opinion he fhould deliver, and 
** for every other puit of his conduct.'’ — Mr. 
Burke replied, by admitting the refpoofibi- 
lity : but declared, at tlie fame time, that 
the Managers of the Koufe of Commons, IVouil 
the whole of his Loidfhip's condudf, had fieflc 
the moA perfeft fati fadlion. 

At five o’cli'ck, the evidence of Mr. 
Holt being concluded, the Court ad- 
journed. 


SrVENT TENTH DaV. 

TuKtDAV, April 22. 

The Court being met foon after twelve 
o’clock, Mr. Buikc Bated, that Mr. Hok 
not being on his departure to India, it was 
wilhed to have him called again, for Jiis an- 
fwer to a few quoftlons. Tlie qiiefijons 
would be very few, Mr, Burke faid —hut verf 
important. 

TheCounfelof xMr. Raftings not oppofiiig^ 
and the Chancellor nodding confent, Mr* 
Holt rC' appeared. ^ 

He w'a-) examined by Mr. Builee — he 
was crofs- examined by Mr. Law — in a man- 
ner to each cxamlntr equally npurddci 
both for pertinence of drift, and peiipicuit/ 
of expreftion. 

'I'he leading points illuftr.ated by his cvj- 
der.c." was, that in Oude tlure was fon^c 
local reftralnts on the commerce an i manu- 
fa^lure of tiir cc’in'r/— That Mr. Scott lis 4 
a monopoly o'" cloth — but that the j^ropoi'ed 
efiln, from th-fe re'iriclionj, was veftai In 
thetreafiiry of the Company. 

This evide nee Mr. Nolr gave with perfeft 
fairnefj and ready int'^-lllgencc — anfwcring 
very neatly, not only the Manager and the 
Counfcl, but Lord Porsche fter. Lord SuffoU^ 
Lord Kii.naird, and Lord Stanhope, to a 
quwftlon or two from ( ach. 

Colonel Hannay's fortune was again incn- 
tioned by Mr. Burke— and Mr. Holt having 
faid from hearfavy that perhaps eight or ten 
people might have told him, in cafual talk, 
that Mr. I-Iannay’s fortune was rumoured at 
30 lacks of rupees, he was afted, whevlicr 
he fuppofed thofew eight or ten people were 
the only people who fo tallied of the ru- 
mour in queiiion ? 

Ac 
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At the clofe of this examination^ Mr. 
Holt mentioned, that he had been libelled 
in the Morning Herald, and rcquellcd the 
protection of the Court. 

The Lord Chancellor told him, that the 
Court could not at that time, and In that 
place, take his complaint into confidaratlon. 

Mr. Sheridan then obferved, that the or- 
der in which the evidence was to have been 
brought forward had been in feme degree 
deranged by the neccfTity of bringing forward 
in an early rtage the whole of the evidence 
of Mr. Holt, That neceflity, however, be- 
ing done away, it was the intention of the 
Managers to procetd in future in the mod 
regular form j — for this purpofe it was ne- 
ce/Tary to defne, that the anfwer to the 
prefent charge delivered in to their Lordlhips 
by Mr. Haftings rtioiild now be read. 

When this defence, which occupied near 
two hours, vi/as concluded, Mr. Shetidan 
rofe to aflTure their Lordfhips, that there was 
not a ftatcmenr in that anfwer which was 
firidly accoidant with the fafts, nor one 
tending to the jullincation of Mr. Haftings 
which, as the Managers trufted, they could 
not fully difjuove ! 

Several letters were tlien read, extra^ed 
from the Confultailons, to prove from the 
language of Mr. Haftings himfelf the high 
dignity and refpert due to the Princeftes of 
Cude. Some hitters from Sir Elijah Impey 
to Lord Rocliford, the then Secretary of 
State, were produced to the fame rfFe<ft ; 
and the late Chief . Juftice of Bengal hin.fclf 
was allb called to eftablifli the fame propo- 
iitions. Sir Elijah admitted very fully, that 
nothing could be more I'acrcd than the cha- 
radler of a woman, nor more venerable than 
that of a mother, in India. Their inviola- 
ble modefty had been regarded in his own 
code for cltablilhing the Lnglifli Uws, which 
difpenfed with their appearance in Courts of 
Juftice. He was convinced of the propriety 
of this difpenfation, by the only inftance 
which had met his experience — A Woman 
bad been tried for adulttry j /he was honour- 
ably acquitted, and treated with every mark 
of rcfpeiftj yet fuch was her fenfe of a 
public cxliibition of her perfon, that her 
feelings preyed upon her heart until /he put 
an end to her exiftence. 

Mr. Eurke, after obferving that it was 
highly ncce/Tary to prove the refpedfability of 
thofc principles, with the confequent deli- 
cacy of their fedings, as feme attempts had 
been made to depreciate their title to diftinc- 
tion — proceeded to ftate the fenfe of perfons 
in general, profc/Ting the Mahometan reli- 
gion, with refpe^ to the veneration due to 
the parental character. He quoted for this 
puipofe feme pa/Tages froai tlie trcacife pub- 


li/hed by Demetrius Cantemir, the Mu/Tiil* 
man Prince and Prie/l of Moldavia, cona 
taining a feries of hiftorieal comments oil 
the text of the Koran. 

The Counfel for Mr. Haftings obje^led xa 
this evidence. Tlie reveries ef frUftsy Mr. 
Law faid, were neither relevant on the oc- 
cafion, nor a proof in any degree applicable 
in a Court of Criminal Juftice. 

Mr. Burke replied, that whatever might 
be faid refpeding the reveries of prufisy they 
werai fully as valuable as the waking dreams 
of fome learned gentlemen. — He profe/Ted 
himfeli never to have underftood, that tho* 
hiftorical evidence might be inadmiffihle as 
to particular fadls, it /hould be objed>cd ro 
as a proof of local cuftom. — Mr, Sheridan 
added, that if Prince Cantemir would not, 
he trufted that Mr. Juftice Euller might be 
believed. — When the laugh excited hy iliis 
whimjical ajfociatlon had fuhlidcd, She- 
ridan quoted a paifage from Mr. EuIIer’s 
“ Law of Ntfi Friusy' to piove that fuch 
hiftorical paifages were to be allowed in 
proof, as to matters of local ufage. 

The Clerk then proceeded to read the 
following among other extradls - 
VALTDE SUL'PAKA. 

“ This name is appropriated to the mother 
“ of the reigning Sultan ; and fti.e cannot 
“ be fo called before her fon is arrived to the 
“ Imperial dignity, or after his .depo/ition $ 
becaufe none but M^mud Fatih and 
“ Selim Yauvuz have happened to mount 
“ the tin one in their fat her’s life-time.-— 
“ The Sultans have always treated their 
mothers with great refpedt, in oompliance 
“ with the divine precepts, and thofc of the 
“ Koran. They can not only introduce 
“ and change many things at plcafure in the 
Seraglio, but alfo the Sultan is forbid by 
the laws to lie with any of the women 
“ kept there, without his mama’s confent. 
“ Every day, during the Feaft of Bairam, 
“ the Sultan-mother prefents a beautiful vir^^ 
gin, well educated, richly drc/l'ed, and 
“ adorned with precious ftoncs, for her Ton’s 
“ ufe : and though the Vizier, and the reft 
“ of the Ba/hawb, fend, among other things, 
** young virgins for prefents to tlie Emperor, 
yet he touches none of them but what is 
“ brought by his mama. If the Sultan has 
“ a mind to chufu a concubine unknown to 
“ his mother, he may indeed do it without 
“ oppofulon 5 hut he is reckoned to aft 
contrary to the rules of the Seraglio, and 
againft his motber's honour / Very often, 
the Sultan communicates to his menhir 
** the affairs of ftate, as Sultan Mahomet is 
known to have done j and fometimes /he 
has conferences with the Vizier and Mufti, 
^ under a veil, that Ihe nay not be feen, 

and 
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^ and recommends to them falthfulnefs to 
** her fon. Whenever (he is Tick, the He- 
** kim-Effendi, or Chief Phyfician, is brought 
into her bedchamber, but he fpeaks to her 
** through a veil hung round her bed ; and 
** if he mud feel her pulfe^ it is through a 
ptgce of fine linen call over her arm 5 for it 
is reckoned as unlawful for any man to 
** fee the Sultana lick or in health/’ 

Theextradl being read, Mr. Burke alTured 
the Court, it only went to prove the rcfpedl 
which children fell for their parents, and the 
fandlty in which women were held i)^ that 
country. 

This being over, the next witnefs called 

Major BROWN, 

Examined by Mr. She am an. 

He depofed — That lie \vaa the Englilh 
Refident, and wdl acquainted with Delhi — 
That the Begums were perfons of high 
rank, and refpcfled accordingly j but iina> 
gined that a removal from*a Zenana in a 
manner becoming her rank, would not have 
been held difgraceful. 

On his crofs-examination by Mr. Plum- 
mer, and on being alked as to the chara£ler 
of Mr. Hadings, he declared, in all parts 
of the country in which he had been, he was 
reckoned a man of high ahUitles and 
tbavafitr that .all public men would occa- 
fionally be dilferentiy thought of, by thofe 
whom they did or did not ferve; but the 
general reputation of Mr. Hallings was very 
great/' 

Mi, coring* 

Examined by Mr. Sheridan. 
Dqjofed, lie was in India from the year 
Sixty to Sixty-nine, and then returned again 
afterwards. That he had a power from the 
Supreme Council to remove the Begum, but 
which he never exercifed. That (he had 
declared to him, that fooner than the Nabob's 
Zenana Ihould have been entered, Ihe would 
have put the i,ono women there confined to ’ 
death, and deilroyed herfeif afterwards. 
That his powers he had at prefent by hlm,and 
that they were ligned by the Secretary to the 
Supreme Council, confining of Mr. Hallings, 
Clavering, Barwell, and Monfon j and tliat 
he had looked at them fince he came to 
England. 

The lafl witnefs called was 

Mr. STABLES. 

Examined by Mr. Sheridan. 

He went Into a hiflory of the Political 
Proceedings in India, in which he had op- 
poCad Mr. Hallings. That oppofition is 
fulRciently known— -It wahts not further 
elucidation. He referred frequently to mi- 
nutes i and on being alked by Mr. Buike, 
whethw in government he thought fetrei

—but that fonie peofile thought otherwlfe.

Eighteenth Day. 

Wednesday, April 23. 

The Managers gave a great deal of writtgtt 
evidence this day, tlie reading of which Cook 
up the time of the Court till half pad four 
o'clock. It related to the difpiites which had 
taken place between the Bow Begum and her 
fon, the Nabob Vizier, and the adjudment 
of them by the treaty which, under the gua- 
rantee of the Company, fecured to her the 
enjoyment of her lands and perfonal edates, 
after Ihe had agreed to pay 30 lacks of rupees 
to her fon, and to cancel his bond, which ihe 
had for 26 lacks tlxit ihe had lent to him. 

Evidence was next given of the dUlatif- 
fadlion of the elder Begum at the titatmcnt 
which Ihe and the children of her fon, chc^ 
late Nabob Sujah ul Dowlah, received from 
her grandfon, Afoph ul Dowhh, the reign> 
ing Nabob Vipier 5 her rcfolution to quit his 
dominions with all her wealth, and go firll 
on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and afterwards to 
take up her refidence at the Court of Delhi, 
where the Great Mogul odered her a fecure 
retreat : the alarm taken by Mr. Middleton, 
the Englilh Rcfident at Oude, at fuch a re- 
folution, and theprofpeA of her wealth be- 
ing carried out of the country : his negocia* 
tion with her to prevail upon her to give ujs 
her intention of finally fitting the country 1 
and, ladly, evidence was given of the treaty 
or engagement into which he then entered, 
and by which he pledged himfclf to certain 
fpecidc terms, which he engaged to procure 
for her from the Nabob.— •From the ncgocia- 
tion between Mr. Middleton and the elder 
Begum on that occadon, it appeared thac 
Ihe would not trull to the words, or pmmifes, 
or engagements, of her grandfon 5 and that 
on no other condition whatever would Ihe 
renounce her refulution of leaving Oude for 
ever, but that of having the guarantee of 
the Company to the treaty which her grandfon 
Ihould make with her. Mr. Middleton de- 
lired Ihe would fet down in writing the 
terms Ihe wifhed for: Ihe comj)lied, and 
Mr. Middleton ligned an mllrumcnt by 
which he bound liimfdf to procure it from 
the Nabob.— The Managers then produced 
a paper, which had for title, “ The Engage- 
ment under the Seal of the Nabob Afoph ul 
Dowlah Bahadrc, and the Seal and Signature 
of Mr. Middleton.” 'I hls paper contaiAed 
moB of the terms whidi tlie Relidcnt had 
pledged himfelt to procure for the Begum ; 
but there were forae variarions of confe- 
quence. After thl^ paptr had been read, 

Mr. Sheridan obfcivcch tliat Mr. Haitingg 
Y y 1^ 
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had faid in his Defence, that he had forgot 
«nany of the tranfa£^ions alluded to in the 
Charge, and many he had never heard of 
till he lead them there; that lie was indebted 
to the recollection oi Mr. Middleton and 
others for the alliltance they had given him 
in framing liis anfwerb to the fevcral articles 
of the Charge, and that their evidence would 
throw new light upon the fubjeCt. Mr. 
'Sheridan faid, he had one remark to make 
on this, which was, that a man who could 
be aiding and aflifting in drawing up the 
defence of the accufed, could not, properly 
fpeaking, be called the witnefs for the pio- 
iecution, thougli he (hould be produced by 
the Managers. Having premilid this, he 
defired that Mr. Middleton miglit be called 
in. 

Mr. MIDDLETON. 

Examined by Mr. Sheridan. 

Mr. Sheridan made very neatly a /hort 
preliminary obfervation upon evidence : That 
** he hoped in every thing with which he 
“ troubled their Lordlhips, to be fomewhat 
“ efficient and progreffive. 'J lut feme 
forms, no doubt, were indifpenliblc, and 
none probably more expedient than thofe 
of the Common Courts. But llill even 
« thefe mud be relaxed, or perhaps aban- 
doned, if acceffiiry, to produce. Truth, and 
“ atchievc the leading purpofes of Juflicc.’* 
This gencial reflection being clofed, with 
particular reference to the cafe of Mr. Mid- 
dleton — Mr. Law very dcxteroully “ waved 
any ofiinion on thei)ueltion 
but faid he (hould referve himfelf j and if 
“ any qucJtu.nable point came up, he ffiould 
“ then, but not till then, intrude on their 
**• Lcrdftiips, for the allowance and aid they 
might find fitting to grant him.” 

Mr. hlieridan’s firft interrogatories went 
to this effect— That Mr. Middleton had been 
at Drapers' Hall, and was examined two or 
three times — by the Agents and Counfel of 
|/r. Haflings. 

On crofs-examination from Mr. Law, it 
was alfo proved, That Mr. Middleton had 
been alfo previou fly examined “ by the other 
fMy both at the India Houle and in the 
Comnnttec ; that he had been often turn- 
«« ed out of the room, and once 1; fc in it 
** wdth only Mr. Francis and a Clerk; that 
he had leccived language that had inriini- 
dated him— i)Ut what, he could not 
** Ipcclfy.'* 

in R/gaid to the printed Defence of Mr. 
Uaffirgs, Mr. Middleton faid, “ he did not 
write any p'Tticular part— but merely 
** Major hcott.’* 

Mr. Law, in th;3 itape oi tlie curious ex- 
amination, with inuen fuanllncfs and d.fcrc- 
briclly * »waii<>n Piofru 


(ioiial Honour — proving by teflimony, thjff 
when it was thought proper for Mr. Mid- 
dleton's conduct to be directed by Counfei, 
he (Mr. Law) and 'his colleagues in the 
caufe would nototherwlfe communicate with 
Mr. Middleton, than to tell him to get ad» 
vice elfcuthere, 

Thitt explanation was dufed with much 
fatiafaClIon by a few words from Mr. She- 
ridan, in full acknowledgement of the 
“ learned Coiinfel's perfect honour.'* 

Mr. Middleton was alked, if he had flgned 
any tfcaty, by which he had pledged himfelf 
to procure tlie eider Begum certain fpecified 
terms from the Nabob } He anfwered, tliat 
he had. — He was alked, if he liad any direCt 
authority from the Governor-General, or 
Council, for figning fuch a treaty ? He re- 
plied in the negative ; but faid, at the fame 
time, that as he was fent into Oude to com- 
pofe fome differences between the Nabob and 
Ills mother, he thought that in figning the 
treaty above-mentioned he was aCfing offi- 
cially. — He was alked, if he had figned the 
treaty a copy of whicii was produced, and 
purported to be under the feal of the Nabob, 
and the feal and flgnature of Mr. Middleton ? 
[N. B. The Nabob ncveryi^wj, he only feahJ] 
He replied, that he did not rtcoliePi, — Had 
the Nabob fet his feal to it ? Ht did not re* 
eolleil, — What had he done to difeharge the 
obligation he had taken upon himfelf to 
procure for the Begum the terms which /ho 
alked ? lie did not -Were thefe 

terms ever granted and fecured by treaty ? 
He did not »vco//®<9.— Had any thing been 
done by him in confcquence ot his obliga- 
tion ? He did not Had the treaty 

wliich he was bound to procure entirely 
failed ? He did not rtullc3 ; hut he was 
rather inclined to tliink chat it had, and that 
the inltmmcnt which purported to be an 
engagement fcaled b> the Nabob, and flgned 
and fealed by himfelf ( Mr. Middleton), was 
a draft of a treaty prepared for figning, but 
nor flgned, — Tliis paper, it feems, bad no 
date ; upon which Mr. Law, the Counfel 
for the prifoner, aiked him if he had ever 
heard of a tieaty without a date? He re- 
plied, that he had not. Upon this 'Mr. 
Sheiidan alked him, if tlie conditional treaty 
which he acknowledged he had flgned witli 
the Begurn bore any date ? He replied, that 
it did not. — 'I'heii, faid Mr. Sheridan, how 
cm you fay you never heard of a treaty 
Without a date ? 

He was alked, if he had fent to Calcutta 
the paper which he did not recolleCl he had 
flgned .•* ife did not recolieCt, but he be- 
lieved lie had not ; if he had flgned it, he 
mud iiavc fent it, becaufc it would have been 
hit duty fo %Q have done.— He was alked* 
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if he fent every paper to Calcutta which it 
was his duty to fend ? He begged, that as 
this queAioii might have a tendency to cri- 
minate* him, he might be excufed from an- 
fweringit. — The Court granted his requeft. 
Being aiked, what he thought of the paper 
which he was of opinion had been prepared 
for figning, but had not been executed ? he 
replied, that he thought it the fame in Aib- 
ftancewith that which he had figned with 
the Begum. 

Lord Loughborough aiked, if he was not 
now aware that there was an ejfmhal va- 
riance in the one from the other. He fald he 
was. His Lordihip then aiked, how he 
could itiU think them the fame in fubAance ? 
U( could not tell. 

Lord Stormont obferved, that a man em- 
ployed in an important negociation might, 
alter the lapfe of years, forget what parts liad 
been admitted, and what reje^ed ; but he 
wiihed to know, whether the witnefs was of 
opinion, that any man lb emjjioycd could 
forget whether his negociation had ended in 
any treaty or not ? Mr. Middleton replied, 
that, he was of opinion he might ; for he 
himfelf had forgot what had been the event 
of his negociation with the Nabob. — -.Many 
other qucllions were aiked by the Manag-^^rs 
and by noble Lords j but Mr. Middleton 
faid, his recolle^ion, after a period of ten 
years, was very imperfe^V, and he had never 
jtnee reft efketi his memory on the Jubje^, 

i\t a quarter palt fix tiie Court ad- 
journed. 


Ninetefnth Day, 
Thursday, April 24. 

The Court having aiTembled before twelve 
•'clock, a variety of papers extradled from 
the Secret Ccnl'ultations were read for the* 
purpofe of proving the fituation of the Na- 
bob of Oude in 2700 j his diftreifes, even 
after the redudion of his houiliold ; his pro- 
pofal to tax the incomes of the various Jag- 
hidars in his diilri^, and the relu£lance 
which he exprefled to the incluficn of the 
Begums in this meafure.— Some of his ap- 
peals were iingularly pathetic ^ 1 preter 
the intereils of my friends,** laid he, 
even to life itfclf ; but what can I do in 
my prefent fituation ? I have houfes, cle- 
“ phants, and cattle j— if thefe will fuftce 
for the payment of my debt, take them ^ 
« — if theiie be found any uncollected reve- 
nuc, you may receive it without oppofi- 
tion. — 1 have difeharged my old fervants, 
1 have concra^ed my expences ; but in a 
ruined country, and from the failure of the 
Jaft harveA, it is impolTible for me to 
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^ comply, in the manner ftated, with your 
demands." 

The Managers defired that 
Mr. PURLING 
Ihould be called in. 

This gentleman Aated, that he had bee9 
Refident at the Court at Lucknow, and had 
prclTed the Nabob to tax the jaghires for the 
purpofe of Anding means to liquidate his debs 
with the Company. The Nabob told him, that 
it was not in his power to tax the jaghires, at 
leaA fuch of them as were polfelfed by his mo- 
tlier and grand-mother, as he had entered in- 
to treaties with them both, by which he had 
bound himfelf to leave them the undilturbed 
poA*el!ion of all their real or perfonal pro- 
perty, renouncing, at the fame time, all 
claim upon eithei, and all right to make any 
claim 5 and that tl ofe treaties were guaran- 
teed by the Englidi. That, as a pi oof of 
this, tiic N^bob caufed copies of thefe two 
treaties to be ddiveied to the witntf^, one of 
which bore the fignature of Mr. Bril.ow, tiie 
other of Mr. Middleton ^ the former was put 
to the ticaty with the younger Begum, the 
latter to tliat with the elder. Tins latter 
tieaty was that which Mr. Middleton could 
not recolle<£i yeAci day that he had ever fign- 
ed, But fo fatijficcl was Mr. Purling that 
they were authentic copies of fubfiAing trea- 
ties undtr the guaianrcc of the Company, 
that he fent them to Calcutta, and f fated 
them to have induced him rc defiA from im- 
portuning tlie Nabob to tax the jaghires in- 
cluded in the guarjJhtec. Mr. Mid»lIptoti 
was at Calcutta when Mr. Purling fent thi- 
ther the copies of the treaties j and though 
Mr. KaAings had an opportunity cf ma’tn.g 
enquiries trom Mr. Middleton at that time, 
about the authenticity of this latter treaty, 
Mr. Purling never had any doubt exprefled 
to him in his official difpatches from Calcutta 
on the fubjcfl. 

'1 he next vritnefs c:illed was, for the fc- 
cond time, 

Mr. MIDDI.ETON. 

Examined by Mr. Sheridan. 

He was again referred to the Treaty of 78, 
which he did not peifc^^ly tcooiUS: That he 
was almoji certain that ihe bow begum was 
always confidcred as being under the imme- 
diate proteftion of rhe EaA-lndin Company, 
which was the leafon, be though: ^ tor his 
uiiJertalting her tawfe. 'i'hat he had rcftcjk^ 
ed his memory by looking over the Minutes 
for about a quarter cf an hour that morn- 
irg j but that he was neaily certain lie might 
have had accefs to them at any time : 'I hat 
as to the I'reaty, he confidered it as a regu- 
lar engag^nent j hut could not oxafily Jay 
how I and cenaiiniy did not remember pofi- 

tiveiy 
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iMy iigning tho Treaty at all he did 
fign it, it Was merely as a \vitnef«, to make 
It an inftrument, but without any authority 
from Government. 

Amongft other happy qiiefllons, was the 
Iblldwing to. him : 

Did he recollect any circumAances that 
niitdt bint forjttt one Treaty more than an** 
cJther J*'* 

To which the following oratufar an/weP 
W&s given : — 

Spoke frt m probability — witliout the 

*• leajt ncoUff^ton /” 

Mr. Middleton then proceeded in the fame 
perfpicuous manner. He thought he. had 
heard fomeihing of the intended impeach- 
ment of Mr. Haftings by the Houfe of Com- 
mons — but was not certain.— Had furnilhed 
M;^jor Scott with the materials for the an- 
Iwcr to one charra, and had. read it, but did 
not entirely rccolleft the contents of it.— 
Went ly accident to Drapei^s’ Hal! ; but had 
received a note from Major Scott, defiring 
him to C'dl there, in his w.iy into the city, 
Which h',! did — by accident. This was 
while Mr. Haftings was in Scotland, and his 
Defence v^s preparing. Whether he %vcnt 
with Major Scott to Drapers' Hall— eould 
not recoiled. 

After Me(r. Sheridan, Burke, and Adam, 
had fufn.:i('ntly wafted this evidence, and for 
which his extreme confufion and embarraftl 
ment gave fuflicitnt occafion, he was per- 
mitted to retire. 

To fay the truth, Mr. Middleton feemed 
to have brought notiiing to a certainty. ** I 
’X'ill not be Jure tbefe are my hands,'* might 
have been hU motto ; and this air of total 
uncertainty tlwew a ridicule over his manner 
and chara^er, which we hear from ail quar- 
ters he by no means merits. 

The Managers proceeded next to give evi- 
dence in fujjport of tiiat part of the charge 
Which relates to the renOoval of Mr. Briilow, 
the Refident appointed by the orders of tho 
Court of Diredfors to the Vizicr’s Court; 
his re-appointment by tiie fpecia] command 
of the Dire«ftors ; and his final rentoval by 
Mr. Haftinjrs, to make way for a creature of 
his own, in whom he could confide, and by 
whom his orders would be nundhially olxy- 
eri. — Mr. Sheridan obferved to the Lords, 
that they Vvould find that when ^Ir. Bailings 
thou3;ht Mr. Middleton would be a Refideiit 
entirely to hi;, mind, he was not miftaken in 
man. -Wriitcn evidence wis given on 
fubj^df, coniif^'ng of letters of credence 
given to Mr. fvTiddlcton foi* the N.ibob, his 
mother, Hydtr Aly Khan, I-rom Chefe 
iatters it was, t!iat Mr. Sheridan find the 
Managers would prov^ that ftlr. Ilaftiiigs 


hnd fo compleatly taken upon rhimfidf aA 
refponfibliity for the government of Oude^ 
that the a^s of Mr. Middleton muft in 
fairnefs and neceflity be imputed to Mr* 
Haftings. 

Early in the day, Mr. Burke Informed the 
Court, that Mr. Goring wiftied to CorreA a 
miftake in the evidence he gave before their 
LordHiips on Tuefday. Mr. Goring was 
called in, and find, that when he appeared 
laft before the Court, he had faid, that when 
he was at Mukadavad, the Court of the 
Nabob of Bengal, the widow of the Nabob 
5 uraja\i Dowlah had not taken any notice, 
until he had his audience of leave, of th 6 
power with which be had informed her he 
was vefted, of removing her forcibly, if ftie 
ftiould endeavour to obftrudl the ncgociation 
on which he was then employed. In fa£l, 
/he did take notice of it at the time, and ex- 
prefted her concern at it ; but he at the fame 
time defired /he would not be alarmed, for 
he would not think of difturbing her, or 
making any qfe of his power, except in cafe 
of necefiity : it was at his audience of leave 
that /he told him, /he would have put hcrfelf 
and all the ladles to death, if he had attempt- 
ed to remove them by force. 

He was aiked, by the Counfcl for Mr* 
Haftings, if he was fure that there was, at 
the time of which he was fp^king, fuch a 
lady in exiftence, as the widow of Surajah 
Dowlah, Nabob of Bengal ? He replied, 
that after he had paid his refpe^ls to moft of 
the people of rank In the capital, he received 
an invitation from an^eunuch, calling himfelf 
the fervant of the widow of Surajah Dow- 
lah ; that he accordingly waited upon her, 
and found her living in great fplendour in a 
magnificent palace. He could not, of his 
own knowledge, fay whofc widow /he was ; 
but /he lived like a Princefs, had a princely 
train of fervants, and a very grand palace ^ 
great extent; gave him a moft magnificent 
entei'tainment, and offered him ^reat prefents, 
which he refufed, as well as all the other 
prci'ents that were offered to him during hjs 
ftay at Muxadavad. He refided in that city 
for upwards of three months after his^intro- 
du^ion to her, and had never heard any one 
fo much as hint that /he was not the w'ldow* 
of Bur^ah Dowlah. — Being examined re- 
fpefting his power of removing the BegUm, 
he faid it was full and explicit; but as it 
was diferetkmary, be certainly would not 
have put it in force without very ftrong rea- 
fens \ nay, he believed he would on no ac- 
count have exercifed it.

ordfr had beenfenc to the Clerks of SeflionF, 
yet in detiauce of it they had accepted his

vote, when the numbers were equal for Lords 
Dumfries and Cathcart, and thereby made a 
falfe return. His Lordfhip therefore moved, 
that the return be amended, and that Che two 
Clerks of SclRon receive a fevefe reprimand 
for their condufl.

April 18. 

R. Ballard faid, that notwithflanding the 
defeats he had experienced in the rejedtion 
of Che motions he had made on the naval pro- 
motion, he was fo convinced of the juflice of 
his cau(e, that he would never abandon, but 
would bring it forward day after clay, unlefs 
he ihould receive the exprefs injnndlion of the 
Houfe to Let it reft. When he propofed an 
addrefs to the King on this fubjedl, he 
thought fuch a mode the moft gentle with ref- 
pedl to the Firft Lord of the Admiralty ; but 
iince he had been over, ruled by the Houfe, 
he now would cake another way s he there- 
fore moved, ** That if he referred to a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe Co enquire into the 
coiidudl of the Firft Lord of the Admiralty, 
in the late promoiion of Admirals/* 

Mr. Edwards feconded the motion. 

Sir George Howard fvipported the meafure 
propofed by Mr. Baftard $ he thought it no 
more than an of juftice to the very ref- 
pedlable and gallant oihceis who had been 
overlooked in the promotion, and who, in 
his opinion, were not more injured by tliat 
circumftance of negledl and injuftice, than 
was the publick fcrvice icfelf. 

Mr. Pitt enforeed what he had faid on 
former occalhM^g^ac though Parliament had 
an undoubfteu ri|;ht to enquire into all abufes, 
and CO control Che executive government, 
whenever it (hould be found to have abufcd 
Its power, yet an interference with it, on Che 
part of Parliament, except to remedy abufes 
or prevent them, was nut warranted by the 
Conftitotion. The executive government 
was found, in all its adls, to confider the 
publick good, and if in pviifuing that, fome 
partial inconvenience to individuals ihould 
occur, it could not be deemed an abufe of 
power, and therefore ouglit not to be made a 
ground for Parliamentary enquiry f and con- 
fequently, unlefs it could be made to appear, 
Chjt in Che feledlion of officers for promotion 
to flags, the Admiralty Board had confulced 
the gi'anflcation of private diilike, or of ca- 
price, rather chan juftice, and the good of the 
fervice, the motion ought not to be prefled 
upon the Houfe; but if it was prefled, k 
ought,uiioua queftion, to be reje^od. 


Mr. Fox admitting the principles laid down 
by Mr. Pitt as ftridlly parliamentary and con- 
ftitntional, undertook to prove that the en- 
quiry ought to go on, not becaufe Che Houfe 
ought to control the executive government in 
every or any a6t founded on found diferetioA, 
but becaufe the Board of Admiralty had abufcd 
their truft, by adting from caprice and par- 
tiality, and making the power and diferetion 
given to them by the Confticution, the iiiftru- 
ments of injuftice and oppreflion. 

Several ocher gentlenien took part in the 
debate. 

At laft, when the Speaker put the quef- 
tion, the Houfe divided upon it, and there

Mr. Baftard finding tltat a queftion, which 
afledled and was aimed at the fituation of the 
Firft Lord of the Admiralty, was loft by fo 
fmall a majority, gave notice that on Monday 
he would inform the Houfe, on what day he 
ihould bring forward the bufinefs in aoeiher 
ihape. 

April 1 1 . 

Mr. Baftard gzw notice, that on Thurf- 
day fe’nnigbc be would move the difculfion 
relative to the late naval promotions. 

' The report from the Committee of the 
whole Houfe on the bill for regulating pla- 
ces of public amufements having been 
brought up, two claufes were offered, for 
putting the Circus and Aftley's Amphithe- 
atre on ailroilai' footing with Sadler's Wells; 
but they were rejedled on this ground, that 
it was contrary to order, to admit clauifes on 
particular fubjedls in a hill of general regu- 
lation, without a previous application to 
the Houfe, before Che bill was fent to the 
Committee. 

The report was read and agreed to. 

Mr. Burgefs then moved, that the bill 
for explaining and amending the laws now 
in being refpedling debtor and oreditor, 
fhould be rend a fecond time. He was 
wedded, he faid, to no part of the bill, but 

the 
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the princtplt; inci therefor* be woiAU rea- 
dily concur in any alteration in the claufes 
that might render it f»latable to the Houfe. 

Mr. Main waring requefted the Hon. 
Member would not preu the reading of a 
bill of fo much moment, in fo chin a Houfe, 
and when few of the gentlemen of the long 
robe were prefent. 

The Solicitor General wilbed for fome 
delay, as he had not had time toconfider the 
bill maturely ; and he did not with to be 
thought under fuch a circumftance to pledge 
himfelf to fupport the principle of it, by 
veting for the fecond reading. * 

Mr. Burgefs replied, that a requeft for 
further delay, after the bill had been fix 
weeks in print, was very Angular, and in 
his opinion inadmiffiblc. 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey and Sir William Dol- 
ben fupported the motion, wh.ch was at 
length carried ; the bill was then read, and 
afterwards it was ordered that it ftiould be 
cemmitced on this day tluree weeks; and 
thsn the Houfe adjourned. 

April az. 

The order ef the day being read for the 
fecond reading of the wool bill, 

Meflrs. Erlkine and Graham appeared at 
the bar as Counfel for Che petitionei s againft 
Che hill ; and Mr« Partridge in fupport ef 
the bill. 

Mr. Erlkine having alluded, in the be- 
ginning of his fpeecij, to the lefs weighty 
grounds upon whicli this bill was brought 
into the Houfe, compared with uhat it 
would have been if introduced on the deli- 
berate fuggeAion of a numerous body of 
pei-Cons more immediately converfant in the 
vroollen manufadture, 

Mr. Duncombe rofe, and moved that the 
Coup.fel (hould withdraw. 

After they bad retired from the bar, he 
adverted to Che irregularity of Mr. Erlktne’s 
infinuatiun, refpedting the perfons by whom 
the bdl was brought into parliament., 

Mr. Fox allowed, that ttie Counfers re- 
mark was fomewhat iiregular. 

The Counfel having reappeared at the bar, 
the Speaker informed Mr. Erlkine that he 
was out order. 

Mr. Erikine, in explaining himfelf, drew 
liewn a repetition of the fame cenfure. 

He then proceeded in a mine regular 
manner, and entered at confiderable length 
into the merits of the bill. He Bated that 
the exportation of wool to the contmenC 
was by no mcaes fo great as had been re- 
prefenied by the advocates for the bill ; for 
though they had aliedged, that ig,ooo 
packs of th^ commodity were annually ex- 
ported io a clandeAine manner, ic did not 
pppear that the number exceedfd 40oe.

The laws now in being for preventing the 
exportation of wool, were fuAciently fe- 
vere ; and he could not fee the neceffity of 
the new one now propofed. His opinion 
of Che bill before Che Houfe was, that it 
was opprellive, veiatious, and derogatory 
to the liberty of the fubjedl ; that it im- 
properly gave new powers and a fummary 
jurifdidlion I that it treated wicnefles and 
fecurities as criminals; that it empowered 
any perfon to feize another on pretence of 
his being an exporter of wool, without a 
warrant from a M.igiBrate ; and Chat, upon 
the wholci it was highly objedtionabie. He 
fpoke fur upwards of an hour and a half. 

Arthur Young, Efq. the agricultural tra- 
veller, was now called to the bar. It ap- 
peared From his evidence, that there were 
but fmall quantities of wool exported from 
this kingdom into France. 

Sir Jofeph Ballk^, Bart, was afterwards 
called to the bar by the Counfel againft the 
bill, and was quell loned with regard to tl^ 
exportation of wool. 

l\^r. Graham reprobated the bill as vui- 
neceflary and ineacpedient. 

Mr. Partridge defended the bill from the 
exceptions of the other Counfel. 

When the pleadings and examination 
were clofed, the debate was deferred till 
April 23, CO which day Che Houfe ad- 
journed. 

Afrtl 23. 

Counfel were again called in on the wool 
bill. Sir Jofeph Bankesr was examined at 
the bar, and delivered a very clear and 
pointed leftimony, tending Co Ihew the im* 
policy of the bill 

Several other witnelTes were examinodf 
and after the Counfel on both fides had fern- 
med up the evidence, the Houfe adjourn* 

ed. 

April 24. 

Mr. Hufley niovf*d the order of the day, 
for the adjourned hc'^ring of Counfel on tiie 
wool bill ; upon which 

Melfrs. Eiflcine, Graham, and Partridge 
appeared at the bar, and the laft' mentioned 
gentleman began to plead in fuppr rt of the 
bill. He had not been fpea king many 
minutes, when fome remarks made by him 
on the ( haradter of Mr. Arthur Young, in- 
Anuaiing that he was ill-aftisdted to Che 
woollen roanufadturei occafioiied a motion 
to be made that the Counfel fhould with- 
draw ; which was complied with. But 
the Speaker vindicating Mr. Partridge, on 
the ground that he h .d not attacked Mr. 
Young's moral charadler, and that it was 
allowable to fpeak of his public one, the 
matter dropped.

cafion, MeiTrs. Huflay and Viner objected 
to going on with fo important a bufiaefs in 
fo thin a Honfe ; but no ipotion being made 
for the adjournment of it, the Counfel were 
again called Jii, and Mr. Partridge proceeded 
in bis fpeech.

Mr. Viner rofe again, and obferved, that 
he could not fit paticiiriy wliile bufinefs of 
fucb moment was fo ill attended j and, as 
there did not appear to him to be a 
Houfe, he iniiited on the Members being 
counted.

He fuel tha 
he himfelf was fir Lt- mate of a veflli ; th^t 
the Captain having died, he .rpphed lo the 
Uoarrl of Ordnance for an appointment to fuc- 
cced him j but he w.is lufoi nud that tlu- pi ite 
h.id been already bellowed upon aimth'-i per- 
fon: at this h« cxpielfod his lui'i n/o, and 
obferved to tlie Sc( ret jry tff the OKln-.pte 
Ihit this was I'lC rnoie hrigul .1 , as lio 
v'ltnef*) h..J voted for him. To iips ihc t 'utr 
r'?plifcd, that It was true the WllnLf^ lu.l v' t. d 
for inm, but tliatit was .dfo tme tn->t lu* had 
voted agaiiift tl»e othei c, ud.date who had been 
r‘*conuiieiidcd by the iioaid of Vidian e. 
This, thi WTinefb faul, waa the ic.’’foii at- 
fu’.ned r.ihiiii for the appointinmt of.t pcrlun 
over his heul to command the vtlfd, on 
h'>aid of w.iilK he lind been, before the C'.;)- 
tam’^ dctarh, the feumd iii cummand; fu vhtt 
he loll Ivs promotion, hecaulc he h.d ufeJ 
his franchife, as an clctfor, in the manner 
that hib judgmrnt had poim^d out to him as 
tl:e mrTi proper. T!:e v/itnels wm*. ordered 
to with lrav/, and the cbaiiin.ui was (hre^led 
to report progrsh, .*1011 alk leave to fit again. 

'Ine Houfe relolved itfeU into a Comrtiit* 
tee on an enquiry hiU) the condudl of Sir 
Elijdh Impey, Sir God'rey Wcbiler in the 
thaiTf to cunlidci of the ftrll article of the 


charge agaiiift the late Chief Juttice of Ben. 
gal — tlie illegal and malicious execution of 
Nunducoin.ir,’' 

Sir G Ibert Elliott faid he would refrain 
frdm any attempt to intercfl the pafTions of 
the Committee by an appeal to their hiMitJ; 
he would dired himfelf folely to their judg- 
ment, which alone ought to determine their 
v/)tc on this occafion. Sir Elijah Impev, he 
faid, had been placed at tlie head of a tribu- 
nal, conftituted for the exprefs purpofe of 
proteding the natives of liidoftan under our 
immediate Government; but lofing light of 
tile objedl for which he w.ib fent out to tndia, 
he began his judicial adrainilfration by the 
faci'ifica of innocent blood on the altar of 
injuftice and oppi eilion. Sir Elijah, in the 
defence he had delivered orally .ai the b.^r of 
the Houfe of C unmons, nfl^ded to be fur- 
prized at finding on his return to Europe, the 
execution of Nuiiducomar made an article of 
criminal charge ag.dnft him j it was wlnt he 
hid never expeded, and he bad prepared to 
defend only one charge, namely, his having 
accepted the office of Prefident of the Court 
of Oewanee Atlaulct. But this, Sir Gilbert 
m.iint'iiued, mufl be a felfe affcrion ; for be- 
fore Sir Elij.ih left India, he w'as apprifed of 
the intention of the Seled Committee to ex- 
hibit as an article of charge i-ga.-ili him the 
execution of Nundneomar ; and fo w^cll wa$ 
he aware of the criminal light in winch that 
ad was viewed, rh.jt he c.iiilod the trial of 
Nunducomar to be printed, for his own 
juftificalion. 

Sir El.jili b.'d endeavourt'd to (hew, that 
the cX',*cul!nn <‘f Nunducounr was the ad of 
the v\iio'e Hupreme Court But this was 110

'liii.!, it only pnnei'. i hat i lie Ch»vl julbce 
KkI nrioir.p' ccs m h-s r;in!t .'iml the Com- 
mitter e. w iMiovit ny vudalion of jiilHce, 
fiiij-lr (.nt ihe luv'Uadrr a. the futelf lo be 
ni.iJv af. ( vampU of, .uJ moic pai Licul.uly as 
lint niu'.li, 4 der WrfS now upon the fpot. 

Sir C-dhert then wei.t into lha c.'ifeof Nun. 
dnc.iinn. He fhewnl upon what account 
Mr. ii.'fiings liad lufomo the fworn enemy 
of !hv- ‘ji'ilorrinMi.- jiind.io, who had charged 
111* Covcriior-G v/v.h corrupt pradiccs-, 
ami i ) th.t enmity he afer hcv! the trial and 

dc.1i'. <.f NundoOvuiidi'. 

Sir Gilhcrt next took notice of the de- 
fence fet nj) to prove tlie tn.d to have been 
Icg.-l ; and in oppi.htion t > th;it djence ho 
raaiiilained that tlir- ni.tl w.^f. illegal; firft, 
bfcaufe 'he Supreme Court had no criminal 
junfdidion over thu natives of Bengal ; and 
fecondly, gn.ming that it Irad, becaufO'tho 
Ad of Parliament, by wlr'ch the benefit of 
clergy is taken away from the crime of for- 
gery, did nui extend to Calcutta. On the 

former 
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former of thefe two points he entered at large, 
and explained the nature of fovereign jurlf- 
di6!ion arquircd by conqueft, which he con- 
tended was generally circumfcribed by the 
nature of the Bricifh conffitution, rather than 
^^lat of any oilier country j but it was dill 
mPe circumfcribed by Che nature of the te- 
nure by which we hold our pofieffiuns in 
ludia, but more particularly Calci.tta, which, 
by a regular chain of hidorical fadli, he 
proved to be derived (blely from gift or pur- 
chafe. 

Sir Gilbert was many hours on his legs, 
and at half pad ten o'clock he exprelfed a 
wifti, that its he was then much exlinuded, 
the further confideralioii of the charge Hnight 
be adjourned to Wednefday I'e’nnighl. Tr.e 
Committee concurred in the wifhi and the 
Houfe being refumed, adjourned immedi- 
ately. 

April 29. 

Mr. Badard rofe, to make another at- 
tempt in favour of the fiipcrfeded naval of- 
ficers. No fufficient anfwcr had been given 
on any former occafion to the arguments and 
ftatements adopted by ihofe who had done him 
the honour of Tupporting his fide of the quef- 
tion. No reafons had been affigned tor the 
fnperfcdnreof fo many brave and meritorious 
Officets, wiio were equally fit for fervice 
With the Captains that had been promoted to 
the flag. The arts and caprice of tlie Ad- 
miralty Board had been exhibited in a glaring 
manner. One and the fame year had been 
allcilged to he a year of w’ar, for the fak? of 
promoting fomc Captains, and a year of peace, 
fill’ the piirp<ife of palling by others. Some 
had hicii let afidc as having civil oflices, 
while ntheis, who were in pollffljnn of civil 
employments, were ra fed to the flig. One 
Captain had been pafled by, meiely becaufe 
he had been engaged in the im]Tels feivicc, 
Thefe, and other inflances of the arbitrary 
conduct of the Fiilt Lord of the Admiralty, 
W'erc fufficient grounds for tlie motion he 
would now make, which was, ‘- That it is 
the opinion of this Houfe, that the Board of 
Admit. ilty in the late naval promotions, have 
palTeU by many officere of great merit and 
approved fei vices, who were not excluded 
from the fl.ig by the orders of Council.’’ 

Sir William Mole! worth rofeto ftcoud the 
motion. He agreed with his Hon. Fiiend 
in his opinion of the capricious and unjulf 
condu^ of the Commiflioiiers of the Admi- 
ralty, in paflling by officers of acknowledged 
merit and refpe^bility. He nai cicol.it ]y 
inflanced the cafe of Capt. Balfour, who liad 
performed one of the mufi brilliant fer vices 
that could be named—* ht alluded to the cut- 
ting fume Fiench (hips out of the harbour of 
^.loaifburgh. Was it not odtural to fuppqfe. 


that fuch a man was as capable of fliiniog Ui 
the higher ranks of the fervice as any of chofe 
who h.'id been promoted on the lata occalioo F 
If the Admiralty ihuuld be fuffered to perfift; 
in fuch an arbitrary feledfion of officers for O 
flag, Che naval fervice would be elTentially iA^ 
jured $ for it would appear, that merit wan 
not confiJered as the road to prcfeiroeot^ 
but that inurelt had tne principal weight iti 
the fcale. 

Sir John Miller paid fome compliments to 
the noble Lord at the head of the Admiralty, 
who, he find, was, in liis opinion, one of 
the liravefl and mofl honefl men in the fervice- 
But he could not help thinking, that his Lord* 
(hip had fliewn a ^rest want of judgment in 
the late promotions. He did not know any 
one feaman, except a few members of the 
Houfe, who did not condemn the Admiralty 
for the feledlion they had made. He Cook a 
review of the arguments u(ed by the Mi- 
nilfer in the lafl debate on thi<: fiibjedV, and 
endeavoured to refute them. With regard to 
tne interference of the legillative with the 
executive power, he thought the former 
ought to interpofe not (Mily whete they could 
make out fome ground of cenfure, but where 
they had re.i (on to apprehend future mifchieL 
He concluded with exprciling hi& aifent Co the 
motion 

Mr. Grenville fpokc In oppofitinn to the 
motion. He thought it highly improper 
ili.t ihit. Houle fhould convey a cenfure by 
inudic.'ition, on any hiaij^'h of the executive 
power, woiliout h.ivi:'.,*; .iinpltt grounds made 
out to juflify that centuie. A motion of this 
kind ought to follow, not precede, an en- 
quiiy into the cotidu61 of the parties com- 
plained of. He faid It appeared to him to 
be tltrog-iioi y to the dignity of the Houfe, to 
give f;in6lu>ii to fuen a praftice. He ex. 'lefTed 
his high ojiinion of the merit and integrity of 
the Firlt L«.rd of the Admirjlty, who, he 
was convinr d, hrnl jnllifiahle reafons for his 
conduiSf Id iJ:e feleiflHiii which he had lately 
made. He concluded w.th moving the pre- 
vious queflion. 

LohI Apfley vimPciiled tJic Boa**d of Ad- 
miralty f ir the feledion they had made. l!h 
every proniKiion to the flig, he faid, fomtt 
C.!; tains liad been palled by ; for it could 
be fuppofed that the fijiiui Capuins wereal- 
wayj the moft capable of ferving, or moft 
c.>k.ilatrd for the command a fquadron. 

Mr. Kdwaixls wai miy fiip^iorted the mo- 
tion of the Ifon. Gentleman. 

Mr. Martin gave his cordial aiTent to cho 
nv)iion. 

Admiral Alexander Hood profelTed tvs 
diflike Co the motion. He applauded the 
Hon. Gentleman who had brought it forward, 
for bis good intentions, and zealous endea- 
vours 
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¥Ofirs to fervo the gentlemen of the navy* 
But lie begged leave to obferve* that, in his 
opinioOf the, mode he had adopted, of calling 
foith die interference of the Houfe, would 
rather injure than benefit the caufe he 
Vfne engined in. This Houfe was nut a pro. 
per place for difculiing the comparative pro- 
fefTional merits of oAicers, or whether one 
was better qua! i tied for a higher command 
than another. The executive Minifters were 
the peifons who were to judge ofthofe me> 
rits^ and they were relponfible for any im- 
proper feleC^ion.— But it did not appear to 
him, iliat this diicretionary power had been 
capiicioufly or wantonly exerctfcdin the late 
promotions of flag-ofTicers. The r'ght of 
fele^luig thofe who w^ere deemed the moft 
worthy of promotiiin, w’lthout a blind regard 
to fenini ity, had been found highly beneficial 
to the fcTVire. 

Mr. Loveden concurred in the motion. 

Capt. Webb was not willing to give credit 
to the judgment or difintereOed views of the 
Admiralty Board. He thought they had a61ed 
partially, and was therefuie leady to give his 
aflent to the motion. 

Sir Peici' Parker did not altogether approve 
the pailiag by fo many ofticers ot undoubted 

merit. 

Mr. Courtenay, in a humourous fpcech, 
fuppuited the motion. He alTigned leveral 
luUicious reafons as pretences for juLtifying 
the Firfl Lord of the Admit airy. In not re. 
gsrding the thanks of (his Houfe to oBicers 
who had tleferved well of tlieir country, the 
noble Lord meant, he faid, to convey a cen- 
iureoii the inteiference of the Houfe in that 
refprdt, by infiiniatiiig that they were not 
proper judges of merit, and that it w'as out of 
th( ir line to point out mei it in the naval or 
mihtai y fcrvice. In palling by a Captain be- 
c.iui« he had li«en employed in the imprefs 
fervicc, u hich was uiiiverfaily allowed to he 
illt'gal and uiKonltituii-^ii.il, ht fufhciently 
Ihewed his regard for the conthtuiion, and 
his unwillingnefs to encourage any thing that 
was dtrogareny to i * goimuie maxims. In 
fuperlcdmg many C-ptains who had perform- 
ed the moll rn>ntoiious ferviccs to their 
country, he adopted the opinion of 'he phi- 
lofophers of antiquity, that virtue is its own 
t-vvaid. He thought Lhofe ofbceis would bo 
content iihthe Minrcioiifnefs of having done 
their duly, and fiMight no other reward.

April 30. 

Several eflimates from the Exchequer 
were prefented, and ordered to lie on the 
table ; among which was the eflimate of i|| 
expences attending the trial of Wai^m 
Haflings, Efq. ahd which amounted to 
SojSl. 15s. ijd. 

The Houfe, according to order, refiimed 
the proceedings on the wool bill, which 
had falleii to the ground by the failure of a 
fufficient number of Members to confli- 
tutc a Houfe on Thurfday lalt, and Mr. Par- 
tridge again refumed his pleadings in favour 
of tlic bill ; after which Mr. Anftey, 
Chairman of the Wool Committee, was 
called to the bar, and examined. Ad- 
journed to 

May I. 

The order of the day being read for the 
commitment of the wool bill, and the Spea- 
ker having put the qiieftioii for that purpofe. 

Sir John Tliorold rofe, and detailed his 
objef buns to the bill. It was, he faid, un- 
nectdTary, vexatious, and oppreflive. The 
laws now exiting againft the exportation of 
wool, had not been proved to be ineffica- 
cious or nugatory ; and this ought to have 
been previoufly Ihewn by thofe who had 
introduced the bill now pending. It did 
not appear to him to be fufficiently clear, 
that the quantity of wool exported was fo 
great as the framers of tbej>ill fuppofed it 
to be } and amidft fo large an amount of 
wool as this kingdom produced, the quan- 
tify exported was, even from the higheft 
(latemeiit, propoitionably incnnfiderable. 
The bill was rigorous in its provifions ‘'or the 
ciilcovei'y and punifhment of thofe who 
might be charged with exporting this com- 
modify ; and it w'oiild give great encourage- 
ment to informers, by throwing the onus 
p^ab'^ndi on the accufud perfoQS, W'ho were 
aifo by this bill, to be fe-.zed without any 
warrant or authority from a magiflrate. Ho 
cnnckuled his objedlions with moving, ae 
an amendment, that the further confidera- 
tiou of this bill he deferred for thrre months. 

The Hon. Mr. Hohait profefled himfelf 
a fi lend to the bill, which he thought, was 
jufl.ficd by the magniiiide of the evil com- 
ply nrd of. 

Mr. Harrifon flrongly oppnfcd the hill. 
It appeared to him to be a mat^ of unconflitu- 
tiunal affertions, and pregnant with abfurdity. 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey approved the prin. 
ciple of the bill, though he objedled to fomo 
of the claufes. He lioped tlte Houfe would 
out opjwfe the commitment of it. 

Sir Roh. CUy ton was unfriendly to the bill. 

Mr, Rnllc fpoke in favour of the bill, 
and denied that it would injure the landed 
intercA. 
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The Chancellor of the Exchequer fpoke 
in favour of the bill. He conceived ^ that 
the intereils of the land- holder and manu- 
fadturer were the fame. 

The qneOion being put on Sir J. Tho- 
rold’s amendment, the Uoufe divided, when 
there appeared, Ayes 47, — Noes 11 2.—* 
Majority 65. 

The original qn«(fion for the commit- 
ment of the bill was then put, and carried 
without a divifion. 

Between ten and eleven, the Houfe ad- 
jourtied. 

May 2. , 

The Houfe voted the fum of one thou- 
fand pounds, as a cumpenfation to the Com- 
miffioners for managing the claims of the 
American Loyalills 

May 5. 

The Houfe rcfolved irfclf into a Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, Mr. Gil- 
bert in the chair. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer con- 
gratulated the Committee on the flourifhiiig 
ftate of the financcsi and refourecs of th© 
country, which had enabled Government lu 
defray the ordinary and cxtraoi dinary de- 
mands of the Stale wiiliGiu a loan, without 
new taxes, and without diveitiiig from its 
original puipofe any pnit of the million ap- 
propriated to the giadual difch^fge of the 
national debt. Since the lime vvlion iherc- 
poit was made by the Committee of Aj- 
couuts of the probable eypences of the 
country in futurt*, veiy couhdcrable addi- 
tions had been made to them, fume of 
which muft in their natnic be permanent, 
others would pafr. aw.iy and recur no more. 
The Committee howevei would view the 
former without regret, as thofe permanent 
additional cxpences would place our dittant 
pofleflions in a (hale of defence far more rc- 
Ipediable than they had ever h^en in before. 
7 'he naval and niilit;>:y eOabliftiments cofl 
khe country above 400,000!. a year more 
than the Committee of Accounts had ima- 
gined; and yvt this additional expeiicci to- 
getlier with 311,000!. expended in prepa- 
rations for war during the Lift fummer, and 
iSo,oocl. voted for the pay of his E* H. 
the Prince of Wales’s debts, had been de- 
frayed without any loan or new tax, out of 
tlie fuperabundant produce of the revenue. 
What then might not be expected from that 
revenue when we (hould be able to find the 
true level of our peace efl.kblilhment, when 
our expenditure fhuuld be brought within the 
line chalked out for it by the Committee of 
Accounts, and when the revenue Ihould be 
unencuml>ered with thofe temporary demands 
which had preifed upon the prelent year, 
but would recur no more — fuch as the ex- 
pence of the late preparations for war, and 
thedifebargeof bis R. H. the Prince’s debts.

The fiourilhing condition of tho revenue 
was not to * l>e aferibed to any temporary 
enufe, but to an increafing commerce and 
navigation . Our Newfouiidhmd filbeiy had 
produced laft year 200,000 quintals of fi(h, 
more than had ever been before produced ia 
any one year. Tfie Greenland fiibery had 
thriven beyond the mo(t fanguine expecta- 
tion. The year befoie the lalt, the veflela 
employed in it amounted in number to 1409 
and the men and boys on board of them 
amounted to 6400 ; at that time the bounty 
paid by the public was 40s a ton for 
every veirel engaged in that filhery ; hut as 
it was thoiiglic to be (ufficiently eftablifhed, 
Pa.luiment had judged it expedient to re- 
duce the bounty to 30s. pi r tun; and yet 
under the reduced bounty the (hips in the 
Gieenland filhcry had increafed laft year 
from T40 to 253 ; and we had employed in 
that excellent nurfeiy for hardy feamen, 
10,000 men and boys. Our imports and 
cxpoi is had alfo increafed mof^ furprifingly 3 
and far exceeded what they ever were in 
the molt piofperous years preceding the 
lots of America. This floui ilbing Itatu of 
the revenue h^d enabled the government 
to meet all the extraordinary expences, .ind 
to extinguifh in lefschaii two years two mil- 
lions and a half of the national debt, without 
the aid of a loan, or a fingle new tax. Next 
year it might be expedted that the revenue 
would be (till more produdlive, forwefhould 
have a debt of joo,oool.to receive from Che 
Exit -India Company; tlfc produce of the duty 
on tobacco would be greatly improved by re- 
gulations which he ihould be able to fubmit 
to parliament next felfion ; and in order to 
equal ife the diffilleries of England and Scot- 
land, ho would alfo propufe in Che nextfeiTxoQ 
an additional duty Co be paid by the Scctch 
didillers for their licences to diftil. 

Since the war, we had a£fuaily provided 
for the payment of 33 millions (ferling. 
We had added to our expenditure three mil- 
lions a year ; Cowards defraying which we 
had impofed taxes to the amount of 
1,500,0001. and the remainder had been 
produced merely by regulations in our re- 
venue, and without taxes : We had met ex- 
traordinary expences, and with the millioa 
furplns, had already funk 2,500,000!. of the 
publick debt. All this had been done with- 
out (tarving any of the branches of the pub- 
lick fervice ; on the contrary, we had ex- 
pended fince the war, on the favourite fer- 
vice of the country, 7,000,000!. in build- 
ing and repairing Ihips; and during the 
five years the peace had lafted, we had 
got ready for Tea more ihips than had evvi* 
been got ready in any five years after the 
conclufion of a war. During the laft five 
years, our exertions had produced thirty fail 
of the line, and tliirty five frigates. He 

the« 
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then defined the Committee to 'turn their 
•eyes to the fituacion of France, on whofe 
iiile the advantage had certainly been the 
loit war. He could fpeak with certaio y of 
•ber finances from a ftate of them jufl pub- 
lifhed under the authority of the Frci^ch go- 
vernment, and which he had received within 
e few Itoars, The profpeit of miglity ad- 
vantages fiom the independence nt Ame- 
rica had vanifhcd, and the eTcpences of 
France at this ivomont exceeded her in- 
come by the immcnfe luni of 2,900,000!. 
Her income was ceitainly prodigioub ^ ■ it 
was fiated at 470 millions of hvres, or 
3o,ooo,oooI. lierling a year ; hut her ex- 
penditure amounted to 22,900,0001. fter- 
ling. To provide for rhut deficiency, loans 
tvere to be opened, and renewed every year 
for five years. Thus that long peruKi mufl 
tlapfe bcfoie France could bring her income 
to a level with her cxpeiices. lie did not 
take delight in the diftrelfes of a neigh- 
bour s but he could niit hut feel pleafure .at 
the profperity of this country, which nudl 
be the more linking, as conti ailed trith the 
adverfity of a rival. 

He then (hited the nmaunt of the cl:» ms 
of Amwnc.in lulfcrers, adnmtfcd nmi lik ly 
to be admitted hy the Comniillioneis, to be 
about 2,ico,occl. Out of this fum aiKiut 

600.0001. had been advanced to the chum- 
ants on account ; the rcma.nJer vviAiid he 
made good withour any new t.ix, and folcly 
by lotteries. The bargain he had made this 
year for the lottery w'as fo very good for tlie 
Public, that it would produce a giin of 

270.0001. fiom which he wwuld deduct 
a 2, cool, for the expence of drawing, &c. 
and then thei e wo- >Ui he a net produce of 
258,eool. for the Loy.iliQs. 

He concluded by moving fevcral rcfolu- 
tions for ifTuiug Exchequer bills, for fotm- 
ing a lottery, &c. 

Mr. Sheridan endeavoured to prove Chat 
eur finances were not in fo fluurilhing a 
ftate as the Mmilter had defenbed them ; 
and he faid that in reality our expenditure 
would be found to exceed our income by 
no lefs a fum than 8oo,oool. But we 
were like the French, putting off the evil 
day, and not daring to look our ficu.uion in 
toe face. 

After much converfation all Mr, Pitt’s 
refolations were carried without a divifion, 
and the Houfe adjourned,

The Houfe went into a Committee, to con- 
fider further of the peticiori from Qaeenb(»- 
rough.

Sii Oiihert E'liot refumed his fpeechon the 
fubjtidl, and undertook to prove tivit the En- 
gl ifh iawb du) nut extend to the natives of In- 
da j and that the ci ime for which Nunduco- 
mar fulFtiied death, wjs not capital hy the 
laws of his country He faid th.it Sir Elijah 
knew Nunducumar the pnhl c accufer of 
Mr. HiUlings, and this lie (l.ued to he the 
prifoiiet’s capital crime in the eyes of his 
Judgf . After Sir Gilbert had been four hours 
on his legs, he felt liimtVlf exhaultrd; and 
after fume coiiveilation it was refolved that 
the fuhjcfl fliould be fiivlly difculTed on a fu- 
tuie d.iy.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE IN A TOUR IN SWISSEItt^i®,

T Always find in the apparent prpfpcri- 

ty of a country, fomething to con- 
firm the* truth. That general prof- 
peritv follows, the circunsftances be- 
ing the fame, nearly the degree of liberty, 
^face is better than Lorraine, and Bailc 
is better than Alface. It is not by the 
number of country houfes, which ought 
to be frequent, and which are fo, in the 
environs of a rich city, in which tlfc in- 
habitants have the Ample and republican 
manners^ by which 1 judge of tlie degree 
of its profperlty. That fign often de- 
ceives in a monarchy.; it proves luxury, 
and a great inequality of fortunes ; but 
the ftrengtli and the pvofperity of nations 
can only exift in the eafe of the people and 
the culture of their lands. It is, there- 
fore, by other figns that T have been able 
to examine. It is in the appai'ent riches 
of the farm -houfes, it is in their orna- 
ments, which prove that the citizen is at 
his eafe, and that the farm is his re- 
treat and his pleafure ; a fail which has 
been confirmed at Baflr. It is the mul- 
titude of houfes of every kind which tells 
me that the number of citizens which can 
allow themfelves the pleafure of the couo' 
try, was great, and that the competition 
for becoming proprietors was great; a 
fu£f , which carries wish it the idea of a 
mafs of capitals employed « 

Much has been written on Swif- 
ferland : I was not there long enough to 
multiply obfervations ; and as I And fb 
much in books concerning it, I have the 
lefs to minute, writing as 1 do only for 
my'felf ; but as 1 have obferved, perhaps, 
fome detached fa6ls, which have relauon 
to fome leading enquiries, I (hall limit 
myfelf to them. 

At Bafle, as in the other Swlfs repub- 
lics, there are lumptuary laws, and they 
are kept like other laws, exactly to the 
letter : but they are null, becauie luxury 
employs itfelf upon objcAs which the 
laws have not forefeen, and could not 
forefee. I have, therefore, been more 
confirmed in the opinion, which I had 
formed in England, that manners were 
the only efie£Iivc laws againft luxury ; and 
it would ftlll remain a fubfidiary queftion 
to know, if luxury is not the vehicle of 
commeice in whatever (fates are fupported 
in a great meafurc by their manufac- 
tures. 

sft. Since luxury is relative to the cir- 
cumibinces of the times, above all to the 
advancement of the age, of circulation, 
of the fituation, and the condition of the 
Voi.. XllL 


Neighbouring nations ; it is evident^ thatt 
the lawt ought to vary in rcfpe£f to all 
thefe circumlf antes : fur, that which wab 
luxury two ages pafii is but mediocrity 
at prefent : and is it not a thing contraiy 
to the rpirit of a popular government to 
have a principle of legiflation, which tends 
by its nature to lead to di(piites, to oblige 
the legidature to weigh perpetually in h 
balance, opinions alone, what may be 
prohibited or permitted, and to deve/opO 
commotions, of which the popular go<* 
veninient have always a principle. 

But if the republican manners recal the 
order of which the difientiohs are re- 
moving, then manners will be the rampait 
againft luxury ; and if they ate not fo, 
the citizens will prefer their enjoyments tb 
the cnthuiiafm of the republic, and will 
make every efibrt for preventing the iiitro- 
du 61 ion ot new fumptuary laws. It will 
refult then, that they will have for theib 
laws, the fame rafpeCf as for other laws ; 
they never alter or correft them, and 
then by that alone, it is clear that thofe 
laws are void. 

adly. They are null, becaufe luxury ex- 
erciies itfelf in cafes not forefeen. Thus, 
at Bade, if it is prohibited to w6ai* 
clothes of filk, they ^akc thofe in which 
there is a little mixture of cotton, or 
thread, or wool. Thus coaches are be- 
come common, though it is prohibited to 
have footmen behind; they open on the 
infide, as with the phyficians at Paris f 
and although the population of the city 

« ies not exceed 1 3 to i ^000 fouls, yet 
ty reckon more than aoo coaches, and 
are cofily in the choice of their borfes* 
The ladies cannot be drefTed in filk, un- 
lefs it be black ; bur the law has forefeen 
nothing of the head-drelTes, and nothing 
can be more contrary to tlio fpirit of re- 
formation than the parade oT' tneir heads, 
which they run into as much as in France | 
and the cxpence of gauzes is certainly 
greater in the end than that of laces. 

3dly. In (hurt, it is impofllble to place 
bounds to the enjoyments of a rich people. 
It is not luxury which corrupts, but 
riches. It is the(e which give confidcra- 
tion and diftinflion, and, neverthclefs, 
the principle of a popular government is to 
reinforce the means of blooming rich, in 
alTuring to every one the fruits ot* their 
indultry and their property, and in pre- 
venting idlenefs ; without giving in eA« 
ployments and abufes the means of fub- 
filling by doing nothing. This exifts ad- 
mirably at Bafle ; and at tbs fame time 
A a a they 
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they would dcftroy the prliicmle by Tump* 
tuiry laws } for they would limit enjoy- 
ments, though men labour only to enjoy : 
thus, befides the examples which I have 

g iven, it is clear, that if the law prolu- 
its to have more than four dimes at 
dinner, it can place no bounds to the 
choice \ and if furniture is not ma|;niB- 
•ent, they can have piftures of the higheft 

f irice ; from all which it appears, that the 
aws can place no real barriers againft 
luxury. 

Manners alone are the true obftaclcs to 
k; here 1 can only develope the ideas 
which I have acquirra elfewherr — but it is 
true, that at Bade, they are ftill fimple 
and mjid, but they move towards the 
level of their riches, and of ihe reft of 
Europe. Proftitutes are known, and kept 
there under different pretexts ; fuch a fa6k 
is fomething. 

But that which I have feen, heard, and 
obfrrved in general, rt Bade, with the 
mod pleafurt*, is the a£lion and recipro- 
cal re-a£lion of letters on the democra- 
tical manners. The youth ai*e educated 
at the univerfity: of whatever date the 
parents may be, their children abswell 
indru^led ,* becaufe, being a part of the 
fovei-cignty,, and eligible to be a part of 
the govenunent, it is necefTary they diould 
be mdru£led, and inftru€lion in litera- 
ture coinprizes the Greek and Latin au- 
thors. Thofe authors having their minds 
slhimated by the induence of republican 
education, even to enthufiarm, it refults, 
that this continued reading gives a new 
force to the love of liberty j a new inten- 
fity of the fentiinent of their fuperiority 
to other people ; and, in a word, that en- 
thudafm which real’un does not always 
judify, but which enchains and fubdues 
men wl>o are even in a different fituation. 

This education produces another effefl, 
it gives the tafte for letters, for retiremenr, 
and for employment ; and thence it did 
d;rves, perhaps, more to further the re- 
publican Ipirit than by its drd effe6L It 
removes fubjefls of didipaiion j it ren- 
ders home agreeable, and maintains that 
fimplicity of manners— that manly and 
nervous turn of mind, which knows how 
to appreciate ihe good, and to avoid the 
trides of life i and it is diis fimplicity of 
manners, this love of retirement, this 
eontentinent with home, this inutility of 
didipation, which makes, pro^ierly fpeik- 
ini^, the foul of a republic more dill, in 
my eyes, than knowledge, if it veas pofli- 
ble to feparaie them. 

The (tufly of letters in a republic per- 


petuates, therefore, the love of its It- 
berty j it produces, it is the caufe of 
manners analogous and necefTary to fuch a 
datC'i and by an admirable re-a&ion, thele 
manners, in their turn, give a new tafte 
for letters where they are cultivated, not 
by neccfTity of occupation only, but as 
an agreeable relaxation : and if this happy 
habit, this turn of mind, is not always 
that wliich we fliould call amiable, it ren- 
ders men fimple and mild, and their minds 
become mure in unif'on with the form of 
government which they love. 

This had been proved to me during my 
refidence in England ; and every man 
who would read with Tome attention the 
works which are publifhed there, will re- 
cognize the pencil and the turn of the an- 
tients. 

What I have faid is confirmed by fa^s 
which are fo extraordinary in France, 
that they will be thought incredible. We 
have feen the third maglftrate, (the trea- 
furcr^ who is a baker, who ftill fells 
bread, and who amufes himl'elf with the 
ftudy of the Greek and Latin poets. A 
butcher, alfo, has been named to us, who 
Airs not to go to a fair for buying cattle, 
without a Greek poet in his pocket. It 
is a fpeflacle interefting enough, that there 
exifts fuch a tafte, and two examples of 
of it prove more than any thing I could 
fay. It Teems, by /he fpirit of laws at 
Bade, that they would eftablifh in favour 
of the citizens, at the time when the re- 
public was formed, a fort of general and 
perpetual entail, of which the effeft ought 
to ^ the fame as that of common entailo. 
Not only none aiT citizens, except the dc- 
feendants of thofe who formed the re- 
public, but it is impoflible to inhabit 
Bade without permidion, and to become 
a proprietor of land within the extent of the 
Canton. That none can become a citizen, 
appears to me Ample, in a democratical 
government : it would render the fove- 
reignty communicative; and with the jea- 
lous, mterefted, and ever-fclftfh fpirit of 
that kind of government, 1 do conceive 
it ; but am not able to conceive, how an 
individual, when he has obtained per- 
midion to refide, lias not that of becom- 
ing a proprietor. It is to remove compe- 
titors— it is, as It were, a monopoly of 
the citizens againft themfelves ; it is to 
contrail the line of extending the princi- 
ples of cumpctiiion and of induftry j— 
and in one word, it k to dcftroy the moft 
certain effefts of.a fiee government. Tt 
is true, that after a long nabitation, per- 
roifiioD is obtained oi buying a houfe ; 
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hy 4 Widos its l>eing nec^efTary to depoid 
eh the favour of the gi’cat council, it it 
onjy an exception to the general prohi- 
bition of buying. I note particularly 
this law, becaufc its ef[t^ is ^riking. An 
arpent of land in the* didri^ Icaft lought 
for in the intenor of the city, cofts only 
3000 livres, and about 10,000 in the 
other quarters ; and this in a city, free, 
rich, and manufafluring, is little to pay 
for building ground. Eltates in the coun- 
try are fold at 25 to 30 years purchaie $ 
and it fhould be remarked, that tney would 
not be To dear if they were not prevented 
from purchafing in Aliace by the tifc6l of 
our ruinous forms; and iecdtidiy^ that 
in the Cantons, where they pay neither the 
feal nor the hundredth penny, nor any thing 
that increafes fo much the price of ac- 
quiiitions in France. It feems to me inmof- 
iible to produce more chara6leriftic tfFe6^s 
of a law, efpecially if* we take into our 
aalculaiion every circumftance that ought 
to enter into it. 

In fpite of the removal of the citizens for 
acqiiijing without their lefritory,they have 
Ibme poflefTions in Alface, in the Mar- 
graviate, and in the empire ih general. 
They become more curious in agricul- 
ture ) and in ALface, they have intro- 
duced the ufe of clover for artificial mea- 
dows, which will opeme in a fhort time a 
confiderahle change. They harnefs their 
oxen in collars, and gain by that means h 
gi eaur degree of quicknefs in their labour. 
They have turnips which they do not 
cultivate well. They have moderate 
ploughs, with which th^ labour much 
netter than could be expeaed ; but, as in 
the part of Alface which we have tra.- 
veifed, they harnefs too many oxen, and 
make the extraordinary and fuperfluous 
expence of a drivei* ; a thing which ap- 
pears incredible with the example of fome 
Cantons of Alface, where I have feen 
them plough with a fingle horfe. Their 
meadows are well managed, and 1 have 
been affuRd, that they have a powerful 
manure in PJafterftone, or Qypfum, not 
burnt, but pounded to powdej'. An 
intelligent perfon, who cultivates for his 
amufement, and as an amateur, told me, 
that theetfe^f was affonifhing upon clover, 
and in general much greater upon light 
than upon ftroiig lands ; it is fo lure, that 
flight failures muft not difgufl, This is a 
thing tp tty. 


They have at Bade, both commerce 
and manufactures they have of ihe lat- 
ter, many objeCis in the city. It is alfo 
an entrepot for the commodities drawn 
from fcireigners; in which the Englifh 
haberdafhery is a great aiticle. I fpeak 
of this only to have an opportunity fo 
touch upon a vafccncule Baloife* They 
pretend, that they manufacture ribbons 
to the amount of eight millions of our 
livres, which is the third pait of the 
whole fabric of Lyons ; and fuch a Aim, 
for this article, appears to me not only an 
exaggeration, but an abfiird boafting in 
our neighbourhood, whom they cannot 
rival either in taAe, or the choice of fllk 3 
and though they introduce their ribbons 
into France ctandedincly, I knpw that they 
fear in good earncA not to be able to Aand 
againlt our fabrics, which they will be 
able yet to do a longer time than the cir- 
cumffances would feem to allovy them, 
on account of the extent of their capitals. 

At Bade, as in all the free Aat-es, the 
voluntary charities are numerous'! By 
them are maintained^ in a great meafure^ 
the houfe of orphans, in which are kept 
the men condemned to prifon. There ig 
a gradation of punifhmenis in the crimi- 
nsQ juAice ot this city, which is pcrfe^ly 
ordained ; Ample hues, imprifonment 
with labour, iiiipiifonmenl i.nd public 
works for a time longer or fliorter but 
always limited, the gallics of France, to 
which they fend thciT condemned with-* 
out any contribution to the ex pence, the 
pillory, the whip, and death. It has not 
appeared to me, that this part of their ie- 
gillation was perfedl. They have prefeived[ 
the torture. I'he Little Council has refufed 
the abolition, under the pretext that it 
might be ufeful in extraordinary cafes 1 
a reaion abfurd andincjtidibJc in a popu- 
lar government. 

We find every whtre the manner in 
which civil juAice is adminiAereJ, but w g 
art- not fo commonly told the N^ay in which 
they lettle their mortgages. The fccurity 
of the lenders, when they have not their 
only confidence in the i^erfon, and tho 
cbaradler of the debtors, exiAs in a pub- 
lic a6>, and the priority of this a^. THq 
diAiculty then is to aflure themfelves of 
the priority of Aicl\ a£l. In France, for 
example, nothing prevents the iame eAate 
being nriortgaged many times, without 
there being the mcaqs of knowing how 
A a a 1 many 
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many times, and in what order it has 
l^n fo. Here, when a citizen would 
borrow, he indicates the fund which he 
propofcs as the fecurity, and this fund is 
miftered, and it is vsdued j and if the 
eittinate goes to twice the fum borrowed, 
the ofEcers, charged with this fun£lion 
ratify it. It is neccflaiy, that the eftatc 
propofed be of twice the value of the fum 
borrowed, becaule the tribe, and in ge- 
neral the public, anfwcrs for the fecurity. 
By means of this ' precaution, mortgages 
are fccured. They are fond of this form 
at Bafts } but as to me, I do not know 
what to fay of it; it might be ufeful, 
perhaps, m a ftate wholly agricultural, 
although not without diihctillies : but in 
a commei’cial date, in wliich there ftiotild 
be great facilities of borrowing at the 
rilqiie ^f forre frauds, this ioim fecins 
rather rafchiLVous. 

I have fecn at Bafte, two objefts which 
have fixed my attention : the one is the 
manner of printing geographical maps 
with cbaraflers. This method is not 
better tlian by wooden plates ; it docs not 
appear even to be exa£l. It is impoftiblc, 
at a fimple view, to vary enougli the form 
of the charafters for giving the varety 
of contours, and the miilliplied foims 
which cxi’ftncfs demands. It woiiht he 
ncctflary often to caft the type iftjU't for 
being correal : in other words, it would 
be ncccftitj y to caft particular types for 
each map, or, i®. the nxed chara«^tei>, up- 
on the rules of the Mpfaic, and in a ftrong 
cafe, can fcryc but to draw a cen^in mim- 
her of copies ; for they are loo volumir 
incus, loo much expofed lo derange them- 
felvcs^ for being warehoulc<l ; an inconve- 
nience not attending engraved plates. 
»•. Although they fhould pcrfe£l thefe 
chara£leiv, never will they find them 
icach the pei ftflion of the graver. This 
invention, however it may prove the ge- 
nius of the arrilt, feems mther to place 


bounds to the an, inftead of admdnf 

it. 

The fecond ohjefl is a curious dtfeo- 
very, and which may he employed to the 
ratisfa6lion of the lovers of elcftricity. 
It is a barometer of an extraordinary 
kind. ACur^, fhort-fighted, who amufed 
himfelf with firing at a mark, had thought 
of ftretching a wire in fucli a manner, as 
to flip the mark on the wire, in order to 
draw it to him, to fee how he had aimed. 
He obferved, by chance, that the wire 
founded fometimes, and gave a found as 
if \l Had been ofcilUiory ; and he had ob« 
ferved, that this phenomenon happened, 
when a change in the aimofphere was to 
enfue; fo that he came to predial, with 
cxa6lner3 enough, fine weather or rain, 
and hirafclf to be regarded as an extraor- 
dinary man. M — — has multiplied ob- 
fervations, and has found that this extra- 
ordinary barometer is more juft, and more 
exa£l, and more marked in its founds, 
when the wire is extended in the dire^ctoxi 
of the meridian. He fold me, that the 
founds were more or Icfs foft, more or Icfs 
ct'iitinucd, according to the future changes 
of the weather, more or lefs maikcd. It 
did not appear to me, that his oblcrva- 
tions were multiplied enough for claftiiig 
and 1 educing the phenomena to marks 
fufficiently precife. He pretends, yet, 
that the founds of counter-tenor an- 
nounce fine weather; and thofe of the 
bafs, rain. But, I believe, (hey are Aire 
only to a certain point. It is fufficient 
to the principal phenomenon, that it oc- 
curs : and it feems to open a new career, 
in which obfervations have already been 
attempted. The profcflbr Volta has 
mounted at Pavia 15 chords, and it is faid, 
tl.at the fyniphony i.-* agreeable enough* 
It lalts more or lefs time, yet without 
there being any figns which indicate 
what will be the duration.

^ELLIUS, with a delicacy which may 
be deemed a little too fcrupulous, is 
fearful left his title ftioidd be coniidered 
as arrogant or afte6led, hnd therefore an- 
xioufty takes’ cafe id inform his padcr, 
that his lucubrations were ealfed Jtfocla 
foleiy bccabfe they were written 
in Attica during a winter's rcfidence in 
that country. Hr is unwilling to let 
ft for a moment be fuppoied, that 
Ip intended to alfume the nriciit of Attic 


elegance and vvit, or to allure readei's by 
the artifice of an invjting title. 

After making his own apology, he 
proceeds to'cenfure the afft ^lation of titles 
affunied by the writers of MifccUanies j 
ami though his ItiiiS^iires on them are ge- 
nially juft, yet perhaps he too feverely 
condemns feme of themi which are not 
deficient either in a decent humility, or in 
the propriety of their application.

Snglifli reader to view feme ot the inven- ‘ 
tions of antient author (hip in that iinpor* 
tantpartof a work, the fabrication of a 
mtle-Pa^e. Many of them have been 
borrowed and greatly erobclUfticd by the 
m^ems, in the hope of att rafting notice 5 
as the innkeeper invites the traveler by a 

f ilded Bacchus, a Tun and a Bunch of 
jrapes, and the tempting infeription, 

« Good Entertainment for Man and 
Horfe/' ^ 

The title of the Mufes was often given 
to poetical mifcellanies, by which the 
poet rather arrogantly infinuated, than his 
work was peculiarly favoured by the in- 
fpiring Nine. But it was by no means 
confined to poetry- 1 believe, indeed, it 
more frequently occurred in hiftory, where 
Herodotus had fet the example of it, by 
giving each of his books the name of a 
Mufe. Some critics acquit Herodotus of 
the apparent arrogance, and fuppofe that 
thefe elegant appellations* were bellowed 
on his books by his fanguiiie udmiiers. 

7 ?ie Graus were introduced as the 
titular recommendations of three orations 
of iElbhines, to which the beauty o 
their language is faid to have given them 
a juft claim 5 but this title mult not re- 
fleft on the author^s vanity, as it isreafun- 
ablc to believe that it was the voluiuajy 
1‘eward of the reader’s approbation- 
Sylvje is one of the nioft elegant, as 
well as commoneft titles to the mifccllauies 
of the aniients. The origin of it is the 
Greek Hyle; and the authors who 
fiift alTumed it, modeftly intimated by it, 
that they had collefted a ftore of th/zhir, 
which theml’elvcs, or oiliers, mishi here- 
after ule. in eiefting a regular Itnifture. 
The Sylva: of Statius arc luppoled 10 
be more valuable than his finiihed com- 
pofitions. In imitation of him, many 
modern writcis of Latin poeuy have 
entitled the mifccllancous paits of their 
books, Sylv/e ; and our own Ben Jon- 
fon, alluding to the ancient title of Sylvat 
(denominates fome of his fmallcr works 
Vndenuoods* He entitles his obfei*va^ 
iioftj on men and thinjis Timber, which 
muft appear unaccountably lingular to 
the unlearned reader, and is in tiuth not 
a little pedantic. He adds, in Latin, the 
following marginal explanation. It is 
called, fays he, timber ^ Sylv a, Hyle, 
from the multiplicity and •variety of mat- 
ter which it contains ; ybr, as we com- 
tnonly call an indtfiniie number of trees 
growing together matferiminaulyy a 
-•Wood, fo the antienis entitled thnfe of 
their booksy in which little mifcdlaneous 
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pieces vtere irregularly arranged^ 8yl« 
VA8, or Timber*trees^ 

Quintilian deicribes the works di« 
ftinguilhed by the name ^ylDee^ as ftruck 
out with the impulfe ot a fiidden calen- 
ture, fubitct excuffa calore% and afligns 
cauies for the appellation fimilar to thofe 
which have been already mentioned. 

If the name Ihould he difterently inter- 
preted, and underftood to fuggeft the plea- 
fantnefs and variety of roaming in T^woody 
abounding with every diverfity offoliagCi 
and difplaying many a fwcet flowret in 
all the beautiful wildnefs of Nature { the 
IVoodi the Grove, or the Foreji^ would 
not be improper titles for a Milcellany, 
provided it were of merit enough to an- 
Iwcr the exueftation of beauty and varie- 
ty, which the titles might jultly raife. 

Peplon, or Peplos, the Mantle,^% 
prefixed to works conlifting ol detached 
pieces on various fubjefts. T"he Pephn, 
according to the dclcription of Potter, was 
a while garment without Heeves, embroi- 
dticd with gold, and reprefenting the ex- 
ploits of Minerva, particularly in the 
battles of the Giants againft Jupiter* 
but though this was originally the only 
fubjeft, it was not retained fo cxclufivciy 
as not to admit the embroidery of other 
figuies which had no relation to it. In 
piocefs of time the heroes of Athens, af- 
ter an ^ important viftoiy, weic delineated 
upon it with iuinpiiicBis elegance, to be 
exhibited at tlicgiand feftival of Miner- 
va, as an homnary leward of paft merit, 
and an inciicmeni to future. Hence 
arofc the idea of diftmgiii thing with the 
name Peplon Inch hooks or poems as de- 
icribed the atchicveirients of great waf- 
riois. Anlfotlc wrote a poem of this 
kind, and called it Peplon* It cem- 
piizcd the lives and death of the moft 
tiluliiious of his countrymen. Every 
hlftory concluded With an epitaph of two 
Imes. ^ T. he lols of the Stagyrste*s Peplon 
is an ii reparable injury to the Grecian 
hiflory, and to polite leiteis. 't may not 
be improper fo add, that when the Greeks 
exprefled their highelt approbation of a 
heio, It was a pioverbiai laying among 
thtin,f/<r is worthy of Peplon. 

But the woid was not applied only to 
the Peplon of MinciYa, It lignified the 
exteindi veftmerii of any dignified lady j 
and, from the dclcription of it, may be 
imagined to relembit the modem or orien- 
tal thawl. 1 iiL ladies ot Oixcce dilplay- 
cd their lingulai ingenu’ly in decorating 
it with the lichclt and molt^ pi6hirelquc 
delineations which liicir manual ingeniiitj 

could 
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OQul^ 5 and the art of the weaver, 

the dyer, and the engrave)', had net then 
Hiperieded the fine operaiions of the nee- 
4Je. 

The poet, therefore,' who afTiimed this 
title, promiled his readers every variety 
of the moft vivid colouring and pif^u- 
refejue imagery. He called them to view 
a richly figured tiflue, a mantU embroi- 
dered with" gold and purple. I (hould 
think, the title more rarticularJy appro- 
printed to the works of the Sapphos than 
of the AriftotJes. We have many in our 
own country who could with equal eafe ami 
^egance produce a Feplont in its literal or 
its figurative feofe. 

A inifcellaneous author, who wi/hfd 
to convey the idea of great exubeiancc and 
inexhauftible variety, dcncminatcd his 
work K£Ras AMALTHEiAS,pr//;ei£?r;/ 
9/ Amaltheai which will be moicgene. 
rally unJerfiood if 1 render it the Cottfu- 
coptn* The pretty fable of Jupiter's le- 
warding Amalthea, the mile who led 
him with goal’s milk in his infancy, by 
giving her the hoi n of a goat, fioin which 
ibe Ihould be able to lake whatever Ihc 
wanted, gave rile to this title, and to the 
idea of Corttiicopiay'^\\\Q\\ is now fniiiiJiar 
lo ihe iliiierate. As a title it. was too 
ollcntatioiis, and lavourcd foniethingof 
the vain pretenfions of einpiiicifin. 

A Hive and a Phnryconih conveyed at 
once the idea of indulti') and talle in the 
colie£lor, andet Iwccincl's in ihecolletHon, 
It is obvious lo conciudr, thcreiore, that 
Kerion would become the title of 
milccllaneniis books ; and if the books 
were merely compilations, I can fee m it 
no inipropriay. That a man Ihould 
compaie itjs o^^'n vvoiks to honrjt and 
inviie the reader to laliv.* the luji lousjlorc^ 
is a dfgre-j of leir-conctii which may 
perhaps jullify the ceniuie and the con- 
wmpt of Gellius. 

lAiAQ^yOt the Mtadovji was a plcafing 

f ilic to works vai legated wiih all the co- 
oi’rs of a fertile ipl.^gination. It gives 
|he render caulc to expc£l; fluwers richly 
inicrlperleci : cowflips, violets, blue^elis j 
yeiduiY, Lftnefs, Iragrrnre, plenty. I 
imagine it to have been chiefly applied to 
poitiy. 1 remember to have feen afmaM 
tollecliun of juvenile poems by thai polite 
icholar Sir William Jones, i‘o which he 
Las given the title of in imitation 

of thcie antients ^honi he admit es with 
Wdiiuth, and imitates wi:h tadc. 

To maik their miuellanvous cpnipofiT 
tiuis, eveiy title woich could exprcls a 
codeitioii of flowers lia^ bc\n adopttd both 
Ly ihc anticuts and modti-ns ; hence 


tbera^ Florilegium% Anthologia» Polyfffi* 
theea ; hence alio the Nofegayt the Car* 
Isindt the Wreath 9 the^CbapleU and the 
Feftoon*^ 

LvCHtfus, or the Torch^ fufficiently 
pointed out a book which was to diffufe 
light \ but it falls under the imputation of 
arrogance, and, like Euremata, Dif* 
coveriest (which Ben Jonlbn lias adopt- 
ed), raifed expe6lation to a dangerous 
eminence. 

Stromatevs, or the Carpet, refem- 
blcs the Peplon* Pin ax or FinakiUhn^ 
therpi^/^re, conv^cd an obvious yet 
pleating idea. Panuecte", though 
chiefly applied to coile6Hons of law, ex- 
tended alio to mifcellaneous books of po- 
lite literature, and Teems intended to figiii- 
fy lomething like the monthly Magazines, 
as the word might be rendered in the mo- 
dern ftyJe, the Univerfal Hepo/iiory^ or 
Rn fplacU^ 

Enchiridion, the Manual, or rather 
the Little. Vat^gtr, was a common title to 
w<iik8 of fmad tnagiiitnde comprehending 
things of great moment. It was the 
fnialJ Iworcl, which ih- foldiers wore con- 
fbntly at their fiiies for pcrfonal defence 
againlt any fndden aflimli. I'lie word, 
applied to a book, flgnifiecl a little treatife 
always at hand, comprehending aigu- 
ments for occaliona) defence and conlfant 
ftcurily. 'I'he Enchiridion of Epi^letus 
was a compeniiiuin of his philolbphy, in a 
pocket •volume, as a pocket companion, no 
Jefs coiivcn cut lo repel the gaiiilhycrs, 
than a pocket piUol, a thief or aflaiTin, or 
than n pocket cordial to exhilarate the fpi- 
rils upon any occafion-.d dcprellion, 

But enough cf aiiticnt titles. If Aulus 
Gellius had lived in modern times, I be- 
lieve be would have confidered the titles 
which he has ftigmatized with the appel- 
lation of Fejlivitates Infcriptioniivi, mo- 
delt and unalViiming in companion with 
ibme which it would be eafy, though ra- 
ther invidious, to enumerate in the Eiig* 
lifh langtiage. Popular theology, in the 
days of the Puritans, exhibited foine ti- 
tiihr ciiriofities ; I’uch as, Cr//w.^ o/ Com* 
foitj A Shove, ^c. and others equally 
laughable, and moft incongruous to the 
fei unifnefs of rational divinity. 1 believe 
the authors apd readers were ti*uly fin- 
cere j but, if they had intended to ridicule 
wliat they certainly reverenced, they could 
not have deviled a more fuccefsful expe- 
dient than the drolleiy of a quaint and 
ludicrous title-page.

A walk upon 
ploughed ground in England is a dance 
upon carpets compared td the toilfoine 
drudgeiy of wachdering in Skie. There 
is neither town nor village in the iflarid, 
nor have I feen any houfe but Macleod's, 
that is not much below your habitation 
at Brighthclmftone. In the mountains 
there arc (lags and roebiicks» but no 
liareSf and few rabbits i nor have I feen 
any that interefted me as a zoologift, ex- 
t cept an otter, bigger than 1 thought an 
otter could have been. 

You are perhaps imagining that 1 
am withdrawn from the gay and the bufy 
world into regions of peace and pafto* 
ral felicity, and am enjoying the reliques 
of the golden agej that' I am furvey- 
ing nature's magnificence from a moiin. 
tain, or remarking her minuter beauties 
on the flowery bank of a winding jrivu- 
let ; that I am invigorating myfelf in the 
funfliine, or dcligming my imagination 
with being hidden frbm tne invalion of 
human evils and human paflions in the 
•darknefs of a thicket ; that 1 aip bufy in 
gathering fliells and pebbles on the flioie^ 
or contemplative on a rock, from which 
I look upon the water, and confider how 
many waves are rolling between me and 
Streatham. 

The ufe of travelling is to regulate 
imagination by reality, and inftead of 
thinking how things may be, to fee 
them as they aie. Here are mountains 
which 1 fliould oi)ce have climbed, but 
to climb fteeps is now very laborious, 
and to defcend them dangerous ; and £ 
am now content with knowing, that by 
Icvambling up a rock, I (hall only fee 
other rocks, and a wider circuit of bar- 
itrii defolation. Of (treams, we have here 
a fuflicient number, but they murmur not 
upon pebbles, but upon rocks. Of flow- 
ers, it Chloris hei felf were here, 1 could 
pieieiit her aidy with the bloom of heath. 
Of lawns ana thickets, he muft read 
that would know them, for here is little 
fun and no (hade. On the fea I look 
from my window, but am not much 
templed to the fhorej for flnee I came to 
this ifland, almolt every breath of air has 
been a Itorm, and what is worfe, a florm 
with all its feverity, hut without its mag- 
iilHcence $ for the ica is here fo broken into 
channels, that there is not a fuflicient vo- 
lume of water either for lofty furges or a 
loud roar. 

In thelV countries 5 'ou are not to fuppofe 
that you Avail And villages or incloiures. 
The iravclier wanders tluough a naked dc- 


fart, gratified fometimes, but rarely, with 
the fight of cows, and now and tlien And# 
a heap of loofe ftones and turf in a cavity 
between rocks, where a being born with 
ail thofe powers which education expands, 
and all thofe fenfations which culture re« 
jfines, is condemned to Ihelter itfelf front 
the wind and rain. Pbilolbphcrs there 
are who try to make themfeives believe 
that this life is happy, but they believe it 
only while they are faying it, and never 
et produced convi£bion in a Angle mind; 

^ e, whom want of words or images funk 
int6 filence, ftill thought, as he thought 
before, that privation of pleafure can ne- 
ver pleafe, and that content is nut to be 
much envied, when it has no other prin- 
ciple than ignorance of good. 

This doomy tranquillity, which fome 
may call fortitude, anil others wifdom, 
was, I believe, for a long time to be very 
frequently found inthefedensof poverty : 
every man was content to live like his 
neighbours, and never wandering from 
home, faw no mode of life preferable to hi» 
own, except at the houfe of the laird, or the 
laird's neareft relations, whom he conft- 
dered as a fuperior order of beings, to 
whofe luxuries or hor»purs he had no pre- 
tenfions. But the end of this reverence 
and fubmiflion Teems now approaching t 
the Highlandei*s have learned that there 
are countries lefs bleak and barren than 
their own, where, inflead of working for 
the laird, every man may till his own 
ground, and eat the produce of his own 
labour. Great numbers have been in- 
duced by this difeovery to go every year 
for fome time naft to America. Macdo- 
nald and Macteod of Skie have lolf many 
tenants and many labourers, but Raarla 
has not yet been forfaken by a fuigle in- 
habitant. 

Mr. Thrale probably wonders how I 
live all this time without fending to him 
for money. Travelling in Scotland is 
dear enough, dearer in proportion to what 
the country affords than in England, but 
refidence in the iiles is unexpenfive. 
Company is, I think, confidered as afup- 
ply of pleafure, and a relief of that teai- 
oufnefs of life which ifs felt in every place, 
elegant or lude. Of wine and punch 
they are very lilieral, for they get them 
cheap; but ab there is no cuftom-hoiife on 
the ifland, they can hardly be confidered 
as fmugglers. Their punch is made 
without lemons, or any fubflitute. 

Their tables are very plentiful j but a 
veiynice man would not be pampered. As 
they have no meat but as tliey kill it^ 

they 
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tluy are obliged to live while it lafti upon 
theraroe flcm. They kill a fheep^ and 
fet mutton boiled and roaft on tne ta- 
ble together* They have fifti both of the 
fea and of the broohs \ but they can 
hardly concede that it requires any fauce. 
To fauce in general they are Grangers ; 
now and then biuter is melted, but I 
dare not always take, left I ftiould offend 
by diftiklng it. Barley-broth is a con- 
ftant difh, and is made well in every 
houfe. A ftranger, if he is prudent, 
will fecure his (hare, for it is not centain 
that he will be able to 'eat any thing elle. 

Their meat being often newly killed is 
very tough, and as nothing is AifHcientiy 
iubdued by the fire, is not eafily to be 
eaten. Carving is liere a very laborious 
employment, for the knives are never 
whetted. Table-knives are not of long 
fuhfiftence in the Highlands $ eveir man, 
while arms were a regular part or drefs, 
had his knife and fork appendant to his 
dirk* Knives they now lay upon the ta- 
ble, but the handles are apt to fhew that 
they have been in other hands, and the 
blades have neither hrightnefs nor edge. 

Of filver there is no want j and it will 
laft long, for it is never cleaned. They 
area nation juft rifing from harbaiity} 
long contented with neceftaries, now 
fomewhat ftudious of convenience, .but 
not yet arrived at delicate diferiminations. 
Their linen, however, is both clean and 
fine. Bread, fuch as we mean by that name, 
1 have never feen in the ifle of Skie. 
They have ovens, for they bake their 
pies, but they never ferment their meal, 
nor mould a loaf. Cakes of oats and 
barley are brought to the table, but I be- 
lieve wheat is referved for ftrangers. 
Thty are commonly too hard for me, 
and therefore 1 take potatoes to my meat, 
and am fure to find them on almoft every 
table. 

They retain fo much of the paftaral 
life, that fome preparation of milk is 
commonly one oi the di flies both at din- 
ner and kipper. Tea is always drank at 
the iifual tunes : but in tlie inuruing the 
table is polluted with a plate cf fiices of 
ftrong cheefe. This is peculiar to the 
Highlands; at Edinburgh there are 
ways honey and fweetmtats on the morn- 
ing tea-table. 

Strong 1 quoi s they feem to love* 
Every man, p. rhaps woman, begins the 
day with a dram ; and the punch is made 
both at dinner and fupper. 

They have neither wood nor coal for 
fiufil, but burn peat or turf in their chim- 
nits. It is dug out of the moors or mof- 
XIXl. 
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fes, and maket a ftrong and laiBng Bra^ 
not always very fweet, and (bmcwmapi; 
to fmoke the' pot. 

The houfes of inferior gentlemen are 
very imall, and every room ferves many 
purpe^et In the bed-rooms, perhaps^ 
are laid up ftores of different kinds ; and 
the parlour of the day is a bed-room at 
night. In the room which 1 inhabited 
laft, about fourteen feet fquare, thei^ 
were three chefts of drawers, a long cht«ft 
for larger clothes, two ciofet cupboards, 
and the bed. Their rooms are commonly 
dirty, of which thev feem to have little 
fenubiiity, and if triev had more, clean 
floors would be difficultly kept, where the 
firft ftep from the door is into the diit. 
They are very much inclined to carpets, 
and (eldom fail to lay down fometning 
under their feet, better or worfe, as they 
happen to be furnifhed. 

The Highland drefs, being forbidden 
by law, is very little ufed ; fometimes it 
may be feen, but the Englifh traveller is 
ftnick with nothing fo much as the nu- 
diti dfs pies of the common people. . 

Skie is the greateft idand, or the 
greateft but one, among the Hebrides. 
Of the foil 1 have already given fome ac- 
count; it is generally barren, but funve 
fpots aie not wholly unfruitful. Tk 
gardens have apples and pears, cherriet/ 
ftrawberries, ralbenifrs, currants, ani^ 
gooleberries, but all the fruit that I have 
^cn is fmall. They attempt to fow nothing 
but oats and barley. Oats conftitute the 
bread com of the p.ace. Their harveft is 
about the beginning of October; and being 
fo late, is verv mucli fiibjefl to dilappoint- 
ments from the rains that follow the equi- 
nox. This year has been particularly 
difaftrous. Their t’stiny feafon iafts from 
Autumn to Spring. They have frldom 
very har;l frofts ; nor was it ever known 
that a lake was covered with ice ftrong 
enough to bear a Ikater. The fca round 
them is always open. The fnow falls, 
but foon melts ; only in 1771, they had a 
jcold Spring, in which the ilhnci was (6 
long covered with it, that many beafts, 
both wild and domeftick, perilhed, and 
the whole country was reduced to diftrels, 
from which 1 know not if it is even yet 
recovered. 

The animals herp are not remarkably 
fmall; perhaps they recruit their breed 
from the main land. The cows are 
fometimes without horns. The homed 
and unhorned cattle are no: accidental 
variations, hut dift' rent fpccies; they will 
however breed togi ther.

O N hii raleafement Trank returned to 
Vienna« where he was kept fome weeks 
under arreftt from an opinion chat he was 
dUbrdered in his mind. Ac length, however, 
Iw found means to gee an audience of ctie 
Emprefs Maria Therefa. wtio having heard 
Isisftory, took him under her proCedtion, 
end nominated him to the rank of Major, 
By accident he went to Spa fome time after- 
wards along with the celebrated General 
liaudohn, and was at laft induced to fettle at 
Arx, where he employed htmfelf in ptlb- 
lifhing fome of his writings, and had alfo a 
principal hand in the Aix Gazette, a perio- 
dical paper} which was after fome time 
prohibited. Befides this, .he undertook a 
traffick of Tokay wine with England, 
France, and the adjoining countries. In 
^eonfequence of this mercantile concern, he 
was led to make feveral travels into thefe 
tountries. By the la(^ journey which he 
made to London, he loll, according to his 
own account, a thoofand pounds, in a tranf- 
edtion with fome Jews, who fwore before 
.Sir John Fielding that they had paid him for 
,a quantity of wine to that amount, though 
the bad, in fadl, never received Che money^ 
#rom them. On this occ.Hion he burfts out 
into feveral very illiberal and unwarranta- 
ble refledlions on Englilb juftice, and in- 
veighs 111 the mod abufive terms againCt the 
nation at large ; as if, becaufe he had been 
fwindled (fuppoling the cafe to have hap- 
pened as he ftates it) by a patk of frauUu- 
ienC perjured Jews, he were entitled to treat 
with fcurrility a whole kingdom 1 But this 
fs ah offence to which he feems very prone. 
Whenever he receives a particular injury, lie 
■feldom fails of running into general ahufe. 
With what lucle jnflico fuch fort of vin^ 
diAive at larks aiFe made, every difcernlog 
reader' will at once perceive*. 

In confequence of the lofs above-men- 
dlbiltd he now gave up his wine trade $ and 
after fome time returned again to Vienna, 
tairenfing with the gain iiigs that dill re- 
i>,diii ’d, a landed cflate in the Andrian do- 
r iiiLMis ; where he notv refides, dedicating, 
as he fays, his time to agricultiira! puifuits 
dnd the occafional employment of his pen. 


This is pretty nearly the fubftance tA tbd 
narrative contained in his fecond volume. 

The third and lad gives an account of bit 
journey Co Berlin on the death of Frederick 
the late King { by wliofe fiicceflbr, Frede* 
rick William, the reigning Monarch he was 
gracioufly received ; and was, in confidera* 
tion of tilt hardfhips he had (uflfered under 
the former reign, prefenced with a commiflion 
for ohe of his fons, who is in confequence ia 
the PruQian fervice, with the promife of pro* 
motion according to his deferts. Another 
of his fons is in the Imperial fervice. 

The remainder of the third volume con-« 
fids of memoirs of the life ef his Hungarian 
relation, Francis Trenk, and of Lieutenant 
Schell, the perfon who accompanied him in 
his efcape from his fird imprifonment at 
Glatz. Subjoined to thefe are alfu a few 
additions and explications concerning the 
contents of the former volumes, with a reply 
to fome oi the reviewers of his book — of 
which the two fil'd volumes are dedicated 
in a curious preface, -To the Ghod of Fre* 
derick in the Elyfian fields'* —a dedication 
in which he accufes the late Monarch of ha- 
ving fiiffered himfelf to be deceived concern* 
ing his (Trenk's)* charadler, adlions, and 
intentions, and of having perfeciited him 
without allowing him an opportunity to con* 
vince him of his error. This vindication, 
which was not allowed him during the 
King's life, he dates as the principal objedk 
of thefe Memoirs, which he is perfuaded will 
ibew to Che world, and, what is of more im- 
portance, to his friends and family, that he 
never merited to be digmatifed with the 
name, much lefs to be punilbed in the man^ 
ner of a traitor. Tho third volume is inferi- 
bed in a poetical dedication to the prefenc 
Monarch, Frederick William. Several mif* 
cellaneous articles, and particularly fome 
anecdotes cnnceining the Com is of Peterf- 
burgh and Berlin, we are obliged topafs over 
for want of time ; and we muft now iKoa* 
elude our accodnt of tliis drange and irregu- 
lar work with obferving, that the charaAer

A Comic Opera, intwoAAs, called 
Mariam, written by Mrs. Brookes, author 
of Ef/fna, was performed for the firl^ time 
at Covent-Garden. 

.Marian is involved in tribulation by the 
ufual tendency of daughters to difpofe of 
their hearts without a father’s concurrence. 
Her lover, however, proves objedkionable^ 
not t/y birth, but by injufiice, which had 
deprived him of his patrimony ^ the ufnrper 
of which relenting at the point of death, he 
is refiored to his fortune ; and of courfe to 
Che favour of the father of Marian. 

The (lory and dialogue are fo little raifed 
above common occurrences and converfation, 
and the ufe made of a pedlar in the infor- 
mation which develops the plot, is a trick 
fo palpable, that the audience would pro- 
bably not have endured them, but for the 
mufickof Mr. Shield.

rpHlL King, after calling a meeting of his 
Parlnimenr, and propofing a tax to them, 
finding the majority of the members againft 
him, immediately broke up the meeting, and 
ordered the i\t\ to pafs into a law. 

On this uncoiiftitutiunal [iroceeding of his 
Maji^fty ; his anfwer of the ?, lit of No- 
vember to the refolutions wh cli palTed in 
confequeiice of Chat a6t, and liis refufa! of 
any protclt being entered on their regi- 
gittei's, t'lie following lemouftrance was 
prslent'Rl Lo the King. It traces the foun- 
dation of tlie King's privileges, and in 
wliat manner liis predecelfors have been 
reltraincd on any endeavour to infringe 
tliole privileges of tlie ful»jv;it. From its 
length we aie confined to lome few ex- 
tracts, which arc jclie mol m itci lal, but 
winch difcover the fpirit of ilic rt-ft. 

T H E leading objafls winch again 
pbhge your Pailiamenc to pVvfeiu ttiemfclves 
at the foot of your tin on/, aie. tlut public 
liberty is attacked in its very principle, iliac 
derpotifiii is fuh'fituted for tbs l.iw of the lU- 
tioii, thv, ill ftioit, t!ie privileges of migi- 
lliacy are rendeied fubfei vieiic, and to be lUe 
mere inltrument (>f arbiti .n y power. 

The' folcran alfjmbly h IJ by your 
M jefty in Parliament on the 19111 of Nuvem- 
.btr laft, which by (hewing to the world the 
-julUce^ your reign, (liould have prepared 
.(lie mea[>s of laying a permanent foundation 
fur the hbi^riy of your has oa the 
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contrary only produced a roiftruft from their 
flavery. But your Parliament can never 
allow that one adl of arbitrary posver (liouUl 
detiroy the etfentuil rights by whicli your 
fubje^ts have been governed for 13OU yeais 
paft. 

** Your Parliament can never remain filent 
on witiielUnf fo diredt an infringement on 
monarchical govern n^^Tit. Our privileges 
are not our own, they b long to the peiople 
at large, and it is our duty not to fee them 
violated. 

“ The w'ill of tire King alone does not 
make the law compleir, nor docf, ilie Ample 
exprcllion of this will canftitute the formal 
adt of the n ition. It is neceHiry that this 
will, in or'ierto b/ binding, (h iuld be pnh- 
liihed under lei^al auihoiily ; that in ordif 
to make the publilhing of u h gil, it mufl 
h ive b. en ireely difcuil d. iJiuh ,s the pi ai^ 
ciplc of ftie French conltiiunon. 

“ tjiiurr the firft race ol o u King-i, tlie 
K’iig liiJ, .»•> ct pivrvnt, liis C >iirr, and ihe 
people eilhcr deinand'^jii, or co UciiteJ to, a 
new law; the King ei'li'T grani'*'!, or pr - 
fenit'd It } and th’t hw, tlui, o'named, or 
canfe iVed to, by the p opic, iliv King's Cvu.rc 
ufeU to confirra I lie people's and ths 
Court's lurfing'?s werc ctpi* ly, and inviolably 
flee. The fame liliert/ lubfiiled under t ii 
fetond race. Laws wcie cn idled with the 
people's confent and the King's conftitutiop# 
The Cou c under titu fecond race was com- 
pofed of Noblemen, Bifhops, and Senators. 
They were llyled the jddjutantSy Co-operatoi «, 
and jldtn'nyirators^ (jfihe ,.abh'C v\eal. Uii- 
dei the thud race, tlie towu.<>f Gavn omenc 
div. no' change, Aid!iuu;'h me CoJiC wen^ 
C c c uu'ie 
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under a diflfbrent name. It was then called 
ibt King's Courty the Court of France, theRcy- 
al Court, the Common Council, the Parliament, 
Your Majedy cannot therefore fuppofe 
yourrelf able, in defiance of thefe teftimonies, 
to deftroy the conflitution at a fnigle blow, 
by concentrating Pariiannent in your own 
perfon, 

** Since then there cxift reciprocal duties 
between Kiiips and Subjedls, vvh^t would 
become of tins principle in pradlice, if Kings, 
by a fingle word, had ilie right of retraining 
fome, and extending others, aciordiiig to the 
nature of circumdances I 

“ It remains therefore for us to fupplicate 
your Majefty, to pay an attentive regard to 
the date of your kingdom. We aie ignorant 
how long the enemies of Magidracy, and the 
public tranquility, will have the ignominious 
glory of triumphing over the laws; but we 
will venture to aiifwer to your M.ijedy for 
the courage and fidelity of thofe who have 
the execurion of them.” 

His Majedy after having perufed very at- 
ten'ivtl*y tliefe iemondranccs,fcnt the follow- 
ing anfwer on the 1 glh April : 

“ I liave read your remondrances, and it 
is my wifh to anfw'or them with fuch preci- 
fion, chat you may no longer doubt of my in- 
tention?, n(>r again attempt to thwart them. 
It was quite untiecefTary to fpeak to mu of 
the prefcription of regidenng, or the liberty 
of fulfrages. When I come to my Paiiia- 
nient, it is with a view to he prefenc at 
the debateB naturally refulting from exami- 
ning the law I piiipofe to enaci ; and to deter- 
mine upon h.aving it regidered after a proper 
thlcnffion, which m^y throw new lights upon 
the matter in quedion. This is what 1 did 
the 19th of November lad : 1 heard every 
member’s opinion ; but when I am not pre- 
fent atVour delibeijitions, Chen the majority 
alone can acquaint me with the refult of 
them: when 1 am picfent lam the only 
proper ivulge ; fur if t'le mijonty of voices 
in niy Ctiurts w'ere to force my will, Monar- 
chy would then become iin AnrttKr.icy, 
quit;* contiary to the rights aiul inj;creds of 
iMtf n .tion, and to thofe of foveieiguty. It 
would be a draugc coiiditiUion, indeed, to 
rtJ/'ce the King's ivl^i ttrd authority to an 
e^u ii'ity Ki'ith thf opinion of one of /'is officers ! 
Such a form of Governmuui w'ould introduce 


as many difTerent ways of thinking, as thiff 
fhould be different deliberations in the diveis 
Courts of Jiidice in a kingdom. 1 muft 
certainly, gentlemen, prevent fuch a misfor- 
tune befalling the nation. The 19th of No- 
vember every thing was tranfadted in a legal 
way. The deliburition was cumpieat fince 
all your opinions v\ e^-e beard. The votes 
were not toid, hecaufr I was prelenC, and 
majority of voices mujl never be made ap- 
parent, when it has not a right to preponier 
rate vVheiKver 1 come r«. hold a fitting in 
my Pirlrmenc, on a lubiedl of adminidra- 
Lien or legiflittion, there mud be an Arret^ 
and It is Vb.ijndy that orders it to be pro- 
nounced. The Arretes or RefoluCions of my 
Parliament were therefore highly reprehen- 
fible, and 1 order you again never to publifh 
any thing of the kind fur the future. It is 
hot my iniention to alter your regider books 
or your refolutions, but to redlify them, and 
expunge an error, which 1 am willing to 
impute Co an unguardeil moment of furprife, 
or to a peremptoiy illufiun. How many 
laws may you find extremely ufeful and la* 
lutary Co the nation, and which are daily ap- 
proved of by your judgements, that are en- 
tirely derived from the Monarch's authority^ 
who had them regiftered, not only without 
any rcg.ird to the majority of voices, but even 
againft that majority, and m fpite of the re- 
ludlanceand refiflance of all the Parliaments f 
Thefe are the principles that ought to regu- 
late your conduA, and 1 fhall never fuffer 
them lobe, in the (mallefl degree, infring^id/* 

IN the night of the 4th and 5th of the pre- 
fent month ( May) the King iffued his orders to 
ftopAf. Duyal d' Ffpronenii and jVf. Gaulare^ 
de Montfanbert *, Couiifellors of tiie Princi- 
pal Alfembly of Parliament. Before the or- 
ders could he put into execution, they had 
both efcaped ; hut returned on Che fame 
evening to the palace. A meeting of tjie 
PailiamenC was imme^ iacdy convened-^the 
peers prefent were iwelve, who wrote a 
proteR, and a deputation was fixed on to 
prefent it to the King. 

On the d'^putation announcing themfelves 
to his Majefiy, he refufed to receiye them ; 
and immediately ordered a regiment 
guards to furround the palace, and to fuflfer 
no perfon to depart. 


* M. d'Bfpremenil is fiifpefted of having received inlelliger.ee from fame of tfio prin- 
ters, who woiked night and day at Verfailles on the new cod^ of the nature of the work 
til .7 were employed on, by which mciins the projeih of the Cnurr, much to their dilfatis* 
fndlinn, weio prematurely difclofed; and, conrequenily, the Parliament enabled to |>re- 
paie themfe'ves for the occafion.-^M. de Montfanhert is a young Advocate, and fp 
reminent in ius ppifefiion, that it was the fiift wilhof every perfon engaged in a law-fuit ta^ 
yet.i!n liim as his counfel. Hie ifle of St. Margaret, where the former is coofinQ'j is \t9n 
yend Mai fellies; and Pierre Enfize, thepnfonof the latter, is ^ ^ • 
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M» Degoat, commander of a regiment, 
fhortly after entered the chamber where the 
Parliament was fitting, and in the King’s 
name, demanded the two magiflrates whom 
lie had given orders to be arreHed, but who 
liad efcaped, to be delivered up to him. A 
filence enfued for fome time, and no one 
would point them out, when the Prefident 
of Che Parliament faid, with the acclama- 
tions of the whole Court, that every perfon 
profent was a d'Efprtmenil and a Mcntfanbert^ 
and that the Court coincided with their opi- 
nion. 

On this M. Degout returned to his *Ma- 
jefty to receive frelh inltrudtions, and .the 
Parliament remained locked up, and fur- 
rounded by the guards /or twenty hours ^ be- 
fore any aniwer was icturned. 

On M. Dej' out's return, he fummuned the 
AfTcmhly, and defired them to point out M, 
d'Efpremenii and Moni/anbert, on pain of being 
guilty of high irealon. — Thcfe members 
then requefled the pet million of the Court 
to deliver thcmfcives up. Before tliey re- 
tired, M. d'KJpremenii made a very affeflmg 
fpeech to tiie Court, which was received 
with the moft profound attention and reipedt. 
He was then conducted to the fiate pnion of 
the tfiund of St* Matgueritf, and M, de 
ATontfanbert to that of I’ierre Emife, 

On the 8 ch inft . the following addrefs from 
Parliament was prelented to his Majefty at 
the aOembly of the Bed of after en- 

tering their formal protelts to the coiihne- 
menc of the two magifirates : 

Sire,— “ Your P.uliament is confirmed 
by every proceeding ut the mure innovation 
which is aimed at in the lyftem of monarchy. 
At the moment even when your Parliament 
was otfei mg their fufpicioiis and remonltran- 
ces at the foot of Che throne, an adl of abCo- 
lute authority is exercifed m your name againft 
two Magiflrate 6 ,,whofe conduct is irreproach- 
able, and who fbould rather deferve your 
Majeffy's proteflioii for their rupixii t of the 
rights of monarchy. 

At the time that the deputies of Parlia- 
inent were fohciting an audience at the foot 
of the throne, which public circumflances 
loemed to require, the feat of lovereign juf- 
tice was invelted by a body of armed peo- 
ple, who committed a£^s of violence in tlie 
middle of the night, and at the time your 
Parliament was fitting. 

Your Majetly has been advifed not to re- 
ceive the deputation of your I’arliament, bs^ 
caufe you had not been made acquainted of 
their coming by a fpecial meilage. The ef- 
forts that have been made to conceal truth 
from your knowledge, but too plainly indi- 
cate the changes in the conltitution whih the 
enemies of magiflracy have endeavoured to 
effedi fiDce 1771$ and which they finCCcr 


themfelves to attain by a fpecious plaufibility* 
** Your Majefly, in fummoning your Par- 
liament to the throne, was about to conciliate 
the love of your people by a meafure con- 
formable Co ancient pi adiicc. But, Stre, the 
French nation will never adopt the dof- 
potic meafures which you are advifed Co, and 
whofe efiedts alarm the mod faithful of your 
Magidrates. We fhall not repeat aU the un- 
fortunate circumdances which atfiidi us ; we 
lhail only repiefent to you wi'th refpedtfiil 
firmnefs, that the fundamental laws of the 
kingdom mud not be trampled on, and that 
your authority can only be edeemed fo iuug 
as it IS tempered vrich judice. 

It IS the intereds of the nation which hai 
determined each and every member not to 
take any part, either as a body or as indivi- 
duals, in any fundiions which may be the 
confequrnces of new tegulacions, nor will 
they alHil in any meafures which are not the 
unanimous reloluuonsof Parliament, endued 
with all Its privileges. Such is the nature of 
the Fiench Monaichy ; and we beltech your 
Majcdy not to fuffer apparent or momentary 
advantages to divert your attention, as they 
may only produce unhappy coiiiV quences. 

This objrdlioa IS of luch importance to 
the public tranquility, that iheconliileration of 
it ahfoibs every other fentiment, and fcarcely 
leaves us power to befetcli your judice in 
favour of- the two Mag id rates who liave been 
recently corn from us, attended by circum- 
dances which we dareliot defenbe. 

** Your Majedy will feoncr or later d fco- 
ver the judice of our reprclenCations, and in 
whatever fiCuution your Pai liament may find 
itfelf, tc will feel the plcafing and amfci- 
ous fatisfadlion of having ufed its belt en- 
ded vouis for the Servtee of the King and tbg 
Nanonr 

On opening the Bed of Judice, May the 
8 th, his Majelty pronounced the following 
fpeech 

** THERE is no point in which my Par- 
liament has not for this year palt deviated 
from its duty. Not faiisfied with raifing the 
opinion of each of your meinber:. ti> the level 
of my will, you have prefumed to fay, that 
a regidry, Co w'hich you could not he torced, 
was neceihiiy for conhimirig what 1 fbould 
determine, even at the requeft of the na 
Cion. 

•• The Parliaments of the provinces have 
adopted the fame preteiifions, the fame h- 
beities. From txence.ic refuits, that fome 
laws, as intereding as defirahle, have not 
been generally executed ; that the belt upe- 
raticMis have become weak ; that credit is de- 
droyed j that judice is eiiker intei iiiulcd or 
(ufpended, in eruer that the public tranquil* 
lity might belb.ikeo. 

“ 1 owe 
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** I owe to my people, to myfelf, and to 
my fucceflbra, to put a ftop to thefe extrava* 
{iot proceedings. 1 might ha^e reltrained 
them, but have preferred rather to prevent 
the eflfedls of them.— >— 1 have been forced 
to punifh feme magiftrates j but adts of rigour 
are contrary to my nature, even when they 
are indifpenfabte. 

My intention is not to dedroy my Par- 
liaments ; 1 mean only to bring them back 
to their doty and their original inditutions ; 
to convert the moment of a crifjs into a fa- 
Idtary epocha for my fiibjedls t to begin a 
reform in the judicial order, by chat of the 
tribunals, which are the bafe of it ; to pro- 
cure to the fultors in our courts a judice 
mure fpeedy and lefs expen live ; to trud the 
nation again with the exercife of their law- 
ful rights, which mutt always he united with 
mine. 1 niean, above all, to let in every 
part of the monaichy t!iat unify of views, 
and that tout enfemhle^ without which a great 
kingdom is hut weakened by the number and 
•xtent of its provinces. 

“ The order I intend tocttablifti is not new j 
there vims but one Parliament when Philip 
le Bel fixed his refidencc nt Pirls. In 
a great date there mutt he one King, one 
law, one regiftry ; coui ts ot a jurifdiittioii 
Mi^t too extenfivc, ertmtteil with the power 
of iudging the great number of law-fuits, 

' and Parliaments fo wdiich tlie mod important 
fuits mud be referred ; one only court in 
which the laws common to the wnole king- 
dom fhail be enregiftered .iivJ preferve*! ; in 
fhort, an aifcmbly of the geiicrcd Itatc", no^ 
once only, but whenever the exigencies of 
the date may require it. 

“ Such is the re ■tdablilhm^*nt which my 
love for my people ha*; piep red, and w’hich 
it now onnoiinces for their Ii.ippinefs ; (he 
only ohjedl of my wilb(s is to render .them 
happy. My Keeper ot the St-als will now 
enter into a particular detail of my inten- 
tions." 

Tlie red of the bufinefr. was conduitted by 
the Keeper of the Seal*-, who produced (he 
ditta<^nc ordinances v\hii.h his Majedy com- 
manded fo be regidered. 

The fnft ordinance relates to the adtnini- 
ftr t'on of jullice. The tdjjedl of ihis is to 
ett.ibhrii two Courts of Juttice in each of the 
diff«jrent d'ttriiU tliercin fpK.irud : the one 
to deC'de .dl ufi rh not exceeding 4000 livres; 
th- other fuv.li as (lull not exceed 20,000 
livres, refeiving to tliw ParliamenCs, when 
tht'y refunie their fanittWins, the right of 
jodg.i.g niatcers of greater importance; eaqh 
111 n- own province, 

Th» rouiotl Jiiiaiice is for th** fonprefllon 
of ioiiie particnl'r cou’tb, ulrchhad a kind 
of ;;i! ifvlietiun i.idepfcudentuf the ocher courts. 


Ttid third ordinance relates to the mannw 
of condemning criminals. This ordinance* 
does great lionour to his good fenfe and hu- 
manity. The number of innocent perfons 
who have fudered death within thefe 20 years, 
has occafioned a review of the criminal laws ; 
the fird fruit of which is this new regula- 
tion. A criminal was always executed with- 
in a few hours of his condemnation. He 
wilPnow have a month from the time his 
fentence is announced co him, either to. clear 
his innocence, or to folicit his pardon. 

Th^ fourth is an edidt for reducing tlie 
number of the members who have a right to 
fit in Parliament: among 120, only 67 will 
remain. 

The next is for the re-edabli(hmcnt of 
the Cour PUntere^ or Supreme Affembly. 
This Court will be compofed of the Chancel- 
lor or Keeper of the Seals, the Great Cham- 
berlain of the Parliament of Paris, the Peers 
and great Oflicers of State, with fevcral 
others from dillerent parts of the magittu'cy, 
who will hold their places for life. Tlie 
great ohjedl of this Court, is the regidry of 
the laws and impolt';. 

His Majetty's Jatt declaration relates to the 
vacation of the Parliament By this, the 
Pai-li.iment remafns fufpencled in all its func- 
tions till further orders. In the mean time, 

I he proper raeafures are taking for carrying 
the above ordinances and declarations into 
execution, and a prohibition is laid on tlie 
Parliament and all its members to attemble 
or deliberate on any affair public or pri- 
vate. 

His Majetty then pronounced the follow- 
ing Qiort fpeech, and clofcd the alTembly for 
the day : 

« You have juft heard my will ; the more 
moderate it i.s, the more firmly it fliall be 
executed. It tends in every thing to ihe 
happinefs of my fubjedfs. I depend on the 
zeal of thofe who are immediately called to 
compofe my Cour PienUre ; the others will, 
1 doubt not, merit by their coridudl, to bo 
fiiccefTiVcly c.'illed to it. - -1 am now going 
Con.'ime the fiift, and order them to remain 
at Verfailles, and the other to withdraw./' 

In confeqnence of the fiiregoing edidk of 
tlie King, /c‘ Grand ^JJcmblee du Pnrhament 
(the principal Aiftmbly of Parliament) met 
on Friday l.ift Their protett is dated May 
qtli, feven o'clock in the morning. It con- 
tain*; a reprefent:i»ion to his Mijefty, that their 
filence in his piefenceun the day preceding, 
mutt not he conttrued as an arquiefcence of 
their comrnt to his Majetty 's edidls 5 that on 
the contrar;*, tficy wholly difciaim from tak- 
ing any p^rt in what patted at that fitting, or 
from giving their attittance to it. « That they 
fuitber decline accepting any feat in Che new 
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Coart his Majofty wiihesto eredl, called La 
Cour P/eniere ; and they cannot accept of it, 
as being contrary to tiieir oath, tlieir duty, 
and fitlelity to his Majefty. 

Beftdes the above proteft, which the Par- 
liament addrelfed to his feveral Peers 

of Che re<dm have written the fulLowiog letter 
on Friday laft to his Majelly : 

Si R B, 1 am penetrated with thedcepeft 
forrow ac the attempt which has been made 
to fubvert the fundamental pi inciples nf your 
kingdom. 1 fhall confider it at all times my 
duty to give an example of fubmiflion and re- 
fpedi Co all your fubjedts ; but my cunfd!ence, 
and Che hdehty due to your Majeffy, will 
not fuffii' me to ral:c any part in the fundtions 
which thefe new edicts impofe on the Peer- 
age. 1 therefore take the liberty of prelent- 
ing at the foot of your throne this declara- 
tion j which IS didlated by the purelt frnti- 
mentc of honour and zeal. for the true inte- 
rmits of your Majefty, which aie in' eparable 
fiom thofs of the nation.” 

Oil Friday the (ph, the King convened the 
Parliament a I'ccond time, and made the 
fullow'ii'.g fpeecfi : 

“ Genilcmcii, I made yau ycft<rdayac- 
qoain.ed witli my will, and 1 n<iw*call you 
togethcT again to confirm it. I conli- 
niie to pt'rfilt in the execution of a pi.fii which 
Ins for Its o.^jfC^ too general tr.inijuillity of 
the kingdom, and the wclfitre of my peo- 
ple, 1 rely on your zeal and fidelity for the 
good of my fc-vice, when I (hail Invc fixed 
on proper peifons to compoCe my bunrerae 
Allenibly. 1 (h.d! call you cog.*thuv h'^fore 
the ordiuary tim'-of youi firni'g, il ihe good 
of the fcrvice and ihe ntwcftiiy of the Hate 
require it ” 

f^ienna, 30. On the rSth inftant, 

tlis Emperor arrived □’ Klerilk., a fiontier 
forirefi oppofitc to Schabaiz, bclore whicli the 
Aulliwns were drawn up, preparatory to the 
ficge of it. 

On the night of the 23d, the npproaclies 
being made, the batteries were r.iiled, and 
his Imperial Majefty arrived at ih*: camp the 
next morning at day. break, foon after which 
the batteries were opened ; but the Lmpt*. 
lor perceiving that the fide next Che river 


was the tnoft convenient for a general afi- 
faolt, a detachment of the- Free. Corps ol 
Servia, and the riflemen of the regiment of 
Peterwaradin, were ordered to advance, co- 
vered by the regiment of Efterhazy. Thi« 
attack proved iuccefsful, the enemy being 
foon obliged to rctiie to the Citadel, whvm 
the Emperor, dcfiious to fpare the clfalion of 
human blood, and touched with compairion 
for the vromeii and rhildreu, ordered thegar- 
rifon to be (ummoiied to furrender, which 
they did immcdi.iiely at difcretion, and were 
declared piifoners of war; but, in coofide- 
ration of the brave defence they had made^ 
his Imperial Majelly permitted tlisir wdves 
and childien Lo retire, with tliBif efleiSIs, Co 
Zwornick. 

The ganifon confifted of the Aga of tlia 
Janilfaries, Mahomed, commander iti chiefs 
and feveral other Agas, with fifteen other 
oflicers, and about 800 men, horfeand foot. 
There vveie found 111 the fort feventeea 
pieces of cann HI of diifereiit fizes, and twen- 
ty pair ot colours- 

Th»i Baron de Rouvroy, general ©f the 
Aitillcry, and Lieutenant colonel JVince Po- 
niat«'wdkv, w^erc flighlly wouiuled. 

The Prince de Eigne, 'wlio diltinguifhed 
hinifclf III 111® alfauil, has been rewrirdej 
with (lie Military Crofs, and appointed co- 
lonel uf cngineci s.

Tcrior. There is one paper in it, and 
me only, which is fuperior to any the 
Microcolm contains ; it is written by 
p] . Horne, Prcfident of Magdalen Col- 
lege, and pdnveys fome impartial and juft 
reflections on the conduct of Dr. John- 
fon's biogrrpliical friends. 

OF the Cofinopolitau much cannot be 
faid, as it is not far advanced, haying 
fhly made its appearance lince ihe com- 
pleUon of the Olla ^drida j which if it 
18 intended to excel, ‘ it wiil, I am afraid, 
fqil in the accompUftunent of its intention j 
nothing in it novel or original announces 
^ny thing above the Olla Podrida : the 
niofc part of the firft number is, in point 


of thought, abfurd and ridiculous. T hav« 
heard of many mechanical methods of 
making poets ; but the oorkiug up the ' 
eHluvia of Grub-ftreet into bottles, and 
dlfpcnfing it to all thofe who wifti to be- 
come poets, with a di region to fmell to the 
bottle before they begin writing, becaufe 
fuch fmelling has the fame effeft as dire£l: 
inrpir^tion, is a method which evinces the 
author of it lobe almoft as mad as the coun- 
try quack* Yet liich is the method which 
the ingenious Mr. Folbrook * recommends 
to thofe defiruus of becoming poets j tho’ 
the poetry with which he concludes his firft 
number, demonftraits that he nled feme 
more efficacious method hiinfelf, and that 
it partook of a nobler origin than the cf<* 
fliiyia of Grub-ftreet. The publication 
of a periodical papoi at a public fchool is 
a circumftance both new and furprizing ; 
and is a ftrong pi oof that, however true 
in other refpetls the allegations of thofe 
may be v\^ho are preaching the degeneracy 
of the prefent age in comparlfon with paft 
ones, in rcfpe6l to a daring fpirit and a de- 
firc of knowledge, they are altogether 
groundlcfs. At Oxford the defign is not 
novel. The Connoiffcaii ,by Colman, &c. 
was carried on there 5 a performance 
which as much outweighs the Olla Po- 
drida in ftcrling value, as the poems of 
Homer do the cfFxifions of the American 
bard. I am informed, from no contemp- 
tible authority, that the Weftminfter hidsf , 
have it in agitation to follow the example 
of the Etonians. I hope they may fuc- 
cced, and excite the other public fchools 
to the fame attempt ; for then, Sir, the 
eighteenth century may boaft, that boya 
of fourteen or fixtpen years "of age retailed 
the fayings of SocrAlcs, criticifrd the 
works of antiquity, coriefled the vices of 
the times, incr'eafed the volumes of learn, 
ing, pointed out the paths of virtue and 
knowledge, and improved the age they 
lived in by their own bold and honeft 
exertions,

To 
be frank, he thinks, is to be cynical% 
and Jo be independent to be rude* For* 
give him, dearejl Lady, the rather be- 
caufe of his mijbekavwur I am afraid 
he learned part of me* I hope to fet him 
hereafter a better example. 

It appears plain from thefe words, that 
the veracious Heder Lynch had informed 
the Dollar of my having tyrannically 
treated her daughters tOider her own nofi: i 
of my having made captives of them in 
her own houfe; and of my having been 
cynical and rude to her into the bargain. 
How 1 could perform all thefe feats with- 
out meeting any oppofition from a crea- 
ture fo tmpenous as herfelf, is what no- 
body living will ever be able to compre- 
hend I as the fubtle Sighora has artfully: 
again luppreffed that letter of her'f« 
wlierein thefe heavy charges were made fo 
very clear to the Doctor, as to induce hin 
to give her the good advice contained in 
the above paragraph. But why has (he 
fupprefled tier own letter ? Does this not 
look as if file made furo, that 1 might 
take her up as foon as her collec- 
tion was publifhed, and convi6l her, that 
her account of me to the credulous Doc- 
tor was little better than a dring of paltry 
lies of her own invention ? And indeed^ 
how could I play the tyrant where I liad 
no manner of dominion i How could 1 
keep her daughters in oaptivity where 
there was no Jail i And how could I b# 
rude and cynical to a woman of boldnefs, 
who, without going one- inch from her 
right, had but to defire me to auit her 
houfe, to be inftantly obeyed f l^hefe are 
unaaTwerable objcOtona .0 her afleitioiie.

fpeak in her prelence, but when abfo- 
lutely commanded. 

To give fome faint idea of her rare 
method of education, the (horteft way 
will be to tell a fa£t or two, that 1 make 
aimoft fui-e ftie will not be fronilefe 
enough to deny, if Aie \» not quite loft to 
all fenfe cf (bame ; though any reliahce 
on her fenfe of fhame be but a precariaus 
tenure, cunfidering how long fhs has 
been habituated in the foul practice of 
boldly oppoiinc her falftioodsto any triith, 
he it ever fo glaring and cunfpicuous.

theml Had they gone near it while you 
were poring on your book, could they 
not have drowned themAlves ? What da 
clifidren know,, ihe continued, of tbd 
difference briween land and water } Tlwy 
might very well have run themfelves into 
the pond, taking it to be as foljd as thg 
field, and miferably periChed in it ! 

‘ This foolilh (jpeech made roe prefently 
aware that the woman was fo grofsly ig- 
norant, as to think that childien knew 
nothing of the difference between foli.ds 
and fluids } and without lofing my timq 
to argue with her about her wretched no- 
tions of children's brains, I ftepped into

(he had pofitivefy icad foincwheiv, th^^ 
AO country buth.rs was bldled with that 
wondeifui nee.— Such, Ladies and Geri- 
I^Uiiien,' was the gcneial and profound 
knowl^ge of xVlrs. Thrale, aftef having 
hail a matter of ten years the famed £lr.* 
JohnLn pimed asJt wrre to her tipper 
petticoat ; by which means ftie obuinea 
the reputation of a lapieiit woman,' every 
one giving her (he ciumt of having plunge 
ien thouia d fathoms deep in tni great 
ocean of literature^ by the affiiUiice of 
ho- celebrated conductor. 

Nut a few more nmilar inftances could 
1 eaSly bring forth of the aftoni(h'ng wiu 
or nmaxing ttiipidity, call it what yoil 
like heft, of this femUL Aiiftoile, the 
chiefeft wonder of her day within fStii 
bhls of m jriitity, aud at ai* ah the pehn/I 
poit^ is allowed to go. but i am not 
willing, for the prflen', to digreft any 
furihci from my principal fubjed, that 
is, (loin Dr. Johnr>ii*i> natty piragriph. 
deiirous as 1 a<u of walh ng inyfeit cl^n 
from the rafcally charge that induced 
him to pen it, Tlr's, iiowevcr, I mull 
add, by way of cvrollary, that, from 
the t o adventures of the potid and 
the onion, any tyrannical inotluT may 
eafily compre end, that the teiuler-heaited 
Hclter Lyncn pofletted a Vviy wile loer 
thbd of her own in tnc edoc .tion of hei 
' Aprihg 1 and (b fai was Iwr not t^nutT 
ithiii power ettablifhed over ner littj -one^ 
ihat they ruhniitfcd with rca iinei's, and 
even wita apparenc uLcrity, to chew a^ 
fwallow any tiling ever ib repugnant lo 
th^ir palates,' rather than expjie thm* 
ftrl^es fb the blows of her Salu(bury-n^ 
its'ibe heriblf catted her beautiful h ;nd i 
dild you moft kiiow ev paffanh that m 
ilinle hand; or S lu(bury-iift, is of fui^ 
k'fto'athiiiS andliiie, as ‘would not di&race 
dti HbtimhrcyA or Meiittoza^ a coalliesvar 
the Tuauiei, or a porter of the cu£ 
tbhi-hchifti.

no wonder if it always c:^ufcd a ^rcat pal- 
pi lation of heart to the poor little crea- 
tures, expofed to the hourly danger of 
feeling its weight, on the fmalleft devia- 
tion from her defpotic injunctions. Nor 
muft any bbdy be at ail lurprifed, if the 
happy owner of that intimidating peitjc 
knew fo little as (he did with regard to 
the intelle^s of her little girls, as the 
hugencTs and heavinefs of that fame mal* 
let, which, like the enormous gauntlet 
feen on the ftaitcafe of the Callle of 
Qtianto, was lendeied fiill more iright- 
ful by the Ihiill tone of her voice, when 
ihe fell in a paHion s fo that the com- 
bined powers of voice and Alt iinote al- 
moft inccflantly their little hearts with in- 
cxpieirible terror, and made them habi- 
tually fo dumb, that Ihe never heard them 
prattle, nnr could of courfe ever <ihfcive 
the gradual cncreafc of their imdei hand- 
ings, and of ihofc powers that made hem 
fuflicienlly atqu nr.vtd with the dilleicnce 
between fblidh and fiifuls, and between 
apples and orions. J^ut let us now go 
back again to the odious paiagraph, 
which is what pixffes niolt upon my mind, 
and quit all infet ior confidcrations, which 
arc little better to me than buns, and 
chcefecakes^ and gingei bread from Kcn- 
fington. 

Fairly docs Dr. Johnfon ctmfcfi in that 
paiagniphjtiiat he i’et me a bad example, 
oy bdr.g l.iipJclf rude and cynical to her^ 
and veiy piettily does hr beg of her to 
pardon me a iniiDehaviour, which hecoii- 
/idered as a mfie iniiiiuion of his own. 
blowtver, of his cynu ainefs, and rudt> 
nefs, and niiihehaviour, it fo happens, 
that we have not the leaft gliinpfe througli- 
out his letter.*; 5 and, on the contrary, 
every word in them breathes n .thing but 
great hvc to her, great aFitTtion, great 
aMachmeiii, gicat cpnGderaiion, gi-eai ve- 
neration, and other fuen defn able dainties, 
wherewith Hie was for a long time as 
abundantly fcafted, as Maifer Mark An- 
tony hlmfclf by tiic Qm-en of Egypt. 

For the evident dilagrtcment between 
tbe Do61or*s avowal ot misbehaviour tp 
her, and the conftantly refpeffful and 
loving Hyle of his letters, more than one 
reafon may be given, Firft of all> Mrs, 
Hefter Lynch has carefully omitted print- 
ing thofe letters, pr parts of letters, 
which flie thought would not much con- 
tribute to the enlargement of her fame, 
and the multiplication of her glories, 
She tells him fomewhere, that, whfif 
tmee he turns the pfige> Hic is furc of a 
^ifquifi^iun, or pbiervaMon^ or ^ 


fcoldi But where do we fee any fcold, 
little or great, throughout the two vo« 
iumes ? No fuch thing is to be found in 
them : and why i Becaufe (lie has carefully, 
fiipprcflcd every jobation^ as they lay at 
Cambndge, which was a flagrant breach 
of that fldelity (he has promifed in her 
preface. In another place, (lie refents 
with Ibme alperity, his having plagued 
her alH>ut her talking on painting : but 
the letter in which he plagued her, was 
fupprefTed likewife- Had (lie proved the 
fcrupuloiis Editor (he had promifed to he, 
(he wndld have had Iter due (liarc of dif. 
paraging paragraphs as well as myfelf 
and others ^ but (he was too fubdoloua 
for that, and bravely took caie ot herfelf, 
lince good luck had put it in her power. 
B'wit, was ii really iair to diigrace me 
and others, by thus partially omitting 
whatever might have atforded us Tome 
little cemfert, (being her hi ought dow^ 
into the number ot the foc'n dolortSi and 
abdaining tiom publidung what would 
have left fomc little ftain on her fmnolh 
and heuuieous (kin ? Alas, alas ! (lie 
would have nothing in the colleilion, hut 
whai pioved honey and mannalade to her 
genile lips, and lelt usliltleclletomaflicate 
than horfe- radd I (h and rhubarb! Upon 
my honour, 1 think that it was not fair 
at ail to ufe us in this difingenuous man- 
ner ? 

The fccond and (trongeft reafon for th^ 
ftrikmg difagrc-emeiit between the ceiifure 
cf milbthaviour, which the Doctor ho- 
ne(tiy pa(t on himfelt in the paiagraph, 
and the uni’emittrd drain of kind com- 
piiracnis to her throughout the two vo- 
lume«, may taiily be found out, if we do 
but coniider, that fpeaking and writing 
are two veiy didinft affairs. When wbat 
they had to Jay was fpoken face to 
face, her pertnefs, her wrongheadcdiiefs, 
her nonfenfe, and, above al), herconftant 
knack of telling the thing that is not, freU 
ted him, and provoked him to talk with 
rudenefs and cynicalnefs j that is, to tell 
her very harfh and very offenfive tnitbSf 
wh'cb (lie mod heroically put up with, 
in confequcnce of that alMweeping va- 
nity, which made her ferocioufly defiroua 
of overtopping every other female iiidir 
yidual, by paffing herielf upon the world 
for a woman of great learning, and a fit 
companion for fuch a man as the author 
of the Rambler, But when (he wrote to 
him, pircumftances were entirely changed. 
Her thoughts then were not extempora- 
neous, as in her talk } her petulance of 
voice and look could not operate in the 
leads bee tooicks i;ould.not admit qf 
^ much 
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BNtdi nntnidTi and her flattery, above 
all, flowed in a plentiful flream j nor 
does itVant notoriety, that Do£lor John* 
Ion, like any common mortal, was not 
only fond ot flattery,' but openly and pro- 
felleclly declared oftentimes, that he loved 
it dearly, come from whatever quarter it 
would. No wonder then, if, in n\oii of 
his letters to her, he returned it double 
and triple-fold, cfpecially as he always 
made it a point never to be lurpafl'ed by 
any body in any thing that he did not 
think lintuli and flaiteiy from others to 
himlelf, or from himfelt to otheft, was 
never put by ' him in the cataLu^^ue of 
mortal oflenccs. Hence his deareji dear 
Lady 9 and dearfji deareji Madam \ 
htnee his proftliiiig, that to hear her teas 
to hear wit, and /# fee her was tojee vir^ 
tue\ and litnce that enormous quaniiiy 
of other fugary words and liquoiilh 
phraies beflowed upon her, that now, turn 
the ftomach of all thole who know her 
iniim teiy, and had frequently been 
witrielk's of his unreftrained upbraiding 
and auttere reprimands. It is true, that 
in one of his letters he begs of her and of 
one of her daughters to leave off hyper^ 
kotical pratfe^ as Mcoirupts the tongue 
§f the mother and the ear of the daugh^ 
ter \ but tlie words wei'e written when 
his fpirits were low, in conlequcncc of a 
fevere fit of illnefs icarcely weathered $ 
and we all know, that illiitlH makes every 
man fomewhat unlike himlelf, at leait 
momentaiily, let his force of mind be 
ever lb gigantick. 

Hisauitere reprimands, and unreftrained 
tipbraidings, when face to face with her, 
always delighted Mr. Thrale, and were 
approved even by her children : and i re- 
member to tills purpofe a piece of moitiH- 
cation Ihe once underwent by a trait de 
naiveti of poor little Harry, Ibme months 
before he died* Harry, laid his father to 
him, on entering the i oom where Madam 
fat with Johnlon, are you lilfening to 
what the Doctor and Mamma are talking 
about ? Yes, Papa, anfwercd the boy. 
And, quoth Mr. i hrale, what are they 
frying ? They are dilputing, replied Har- 
ry i but Mamma has jult fuch a chance 
aginft Dr. Johnfon, as Prefto would have, 
if he were to fleht DaQi. — Dalh was a 
Jarge dog, and rrefto but a little one* 
The laugh this innocent obfervation pro- 
duced, was fo very loud and hearty, that 
Madam, unable to ftand it, quitted the 
room in fuch a mood, as was ftill more 
laughable than the boy's pertinent re- 
mark, though flie muttered it was very 
imfer$inettt. However, afligrt tu/niptbe 


pleafure-ground foon reflored her to her 

ufual elafticity, made her come back tn 

f ive Its tea, and the puny powers ot 
Vefto were mentioned no more. 

With a woman that endeavoured con- 
ftantly to have the laU word, and never 
had candour enough to own herfelf de- 
feated, it may eafiiy be credited, that 
Johnfon muft have often proved rude and 
cynical, though he had not formally con- 
felTed it in the paragraph. Such libertiea 
however 1 never took, whatever Ihe may 
fay to the contrary $ and whenever flie and 
1 differed in opinion, which happened 
almoft daily, 1 conftantly chofe to put a 
fpeedy end to the altercation by holding 
my longue s as, on one hand, 1 was per* 
feiUy aware, th.it, eclipled fairly as I 
was by Do^or Johnlon' s fuperior powers, 
1 could not appear of importance enoiigb 
in her eyes ever to bring her over to iny 
way of thinking on any topick what- 
fbever i and on the other, 1 oifdained to 
play the monkey to him, who never chofc 
t(j*give up his point, but carried alterca- 
tion a^ far as it could |H>liibly be carried. 
To join in opinion with her upon any lub- 
je^f in dilpute, was a thing generally bor- 
deting upon the impofl'ibie^ and, as tlm 
whole family \.as moltly together with 
the j)o61or and me during the time allotted 
to converlation, I thought it quite unfair 
to lide againft her whep the Doctor was at 
her i as ii was too apparent, that (lie had 
already more biilineis than Ihe could con- 
venienily manage. Talking one day 
about Milton, and Ihc and I differing 
with regard to his verfification, which 
like all other blank- verfe, Italian, Spa- 
nilh, or £nglil|^, always proved inlipid 
and unharnionious to my ear ; I gave up 
the point fo readily, that Johnlon larcalti- 
cally oblerved, I had fallen femineet 
manut lo which X Amply replied, that 
there was no difputing on fubjc6ts of tafte; 
and defired him to lake up the argument, 
if he cliofe, and tiy if he could fucceed 
better, as I knew that he was quite on 
my fide of the queftion. 

Such having been my conftant tenour 
of condu6l during the feven years, or little 
lefs, of my intimacy with the 'I'hrale 
family ; my wonder is, how Do£lor John, 
fon could fo pathetically intreat her to 
pardon my inilbehaviour, and grofsly ri- 
dicule my fuppoled defire of appearing 
manly, independent, and wife, in the eyes 
of a being, that he himlelf was fo often 
upbraiding and reprimanding wiih the 
moft esu'nell Icorn. Well did he know 
likewile, that, in fpight of my averfioii to 
wrangle with the woman, as he inccffantly 
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AM) I fust tvpofk iht #hdle df tb 
««eek ft teitip(>r At to bear th^t iiegl^i% 
^hicb be adviied her ro file# me ; ftud 
indeedy when ft long while after the date 
of that letter 6f hi^ Madam took it into 
her head to give herletf airsy and treftt ihe 
with fome coldnefs and i'uperciliouiiieia^ 
Jl did not helitate to fet down at breakfalf 
my di(h of teft not half drank, go for my 
hftt and fiick that lay in tlie comer of 
the room, turn my back to the houfe 
fytfdlutatd hq/pitf^ and walk away r6 
JUmdon without uttering a fyllable, fuU 
ly relblved never to iee her again, a» was 
the cafe during no lefs than four yeara : 
nor had fiie and I ever met again as 
friendii, if file and liftr hufband hid not 
chanced upibn me after that lapic of time 
tft the houfeof a gentleman near fifteken- 
flam, and coaxed me into a reconcilia* 
trony which, fts ftlmufi all rrconciliatioM 
prove y was not very finterc oi» her fide or 
lllirte i fo that there was a total e.id of it 
bO Mfi Thrale's dcibifey which happened 
about three years after.

'C' BOM Bade we went Co Arlefeir^ and 
from Arlefem to LaiifTen, wbr^re we 
flepc. The road is agi ceahle ; it follows a 
valley, which is often narrow, and which 
foi ms meadows, extremely wo^ji kept, all 
irrigated, whicli they are ahaut to cut for 
the fecond time, and of whir^h the carpet of 
a delicious verdure contiVitts wonderfully 
with Che darkened ihaJes of the firs that co- 
ver the mountains. The road, all agreeable 
as it is, is only a fort of preparation for that 
which follows it, and which feems in effete 
10 want that preparation. 

Wc are here in the lands of the Bifliop of 
Bade. Ic is a canton more of cattle than of 
cultivation, where they rear many oxen, 
which they fatten and fend into France. The 
number of cows is confiderable, but all the 
cattle are of a moderate breed. They have 
given me for a reafon tliat great cattle cannot 
IbppdrC chemfelves, but with difficulty, upon 
the padiires of Che mountains, that they lofe 
much lime, and fatigue tbemfelves beyond 
meafure, in being driven every day to the 
pafiures, and back again in the evening to 
Che tables. This fyllem, which is not ge- 
neral in Che mountains, properly fpeaking, 
that is to fay, in the Aljis, is the fingle one 
that is known in the parts where we are. 
They have fume cattle of the large breed ) 
but tltey keep foch allthe year in die tables, 
and carry them their food frefti cut every 
4ay. The eows kept thuSs lofp lebj and 
give more milk. 

They are in general fattened with 
with fecond cut hay and with com. We 
have been cold, that the fecond cut alone 
l^eats them coo much 1 that it was neverthe- 
lefs better th;ui hay alone, but mixed, It was 
I^Cer dill, i have only a certain degree of 
confidence in that information. They have 
employed al(6 peXaCoes witl) fuccefi, but it is 
in a maoDcr dlflbrem firom whsc has beta 


done In England. Every day tliey give, ag 
three difierent times, half a hufhel to each 
of Che potatoes, cut in thin dices : a pota- 
toe u not cut in more than three, and they 
gii^ them to drink .'ifter ; they then give g 
fmall portion of efpiot in Che chnffi or of 
wheat, and hay again of the firfi and fecossd 
cut. They fay, that Che oxen profit much 
by this regimen, which does not furprife mel 

They give the rave or turnips only to cows 
or to pigs I they bave not enuugb of cbem 
for the oxen. 

They envidoy in their ploughs mfi in ifioif 
carts only o^en, huR they hamefs all, with* 
out exception, by the horns, and |bey drasr 
but fmall loads 

A good commofli cow softs feven laUfS* 
d'ors { a pair of If ?an oxen eighteen | bu^ 
cattle are dear at pre fent.

is cheap. The people faem not at clieir 
egfe. They are badlyclotitrd. Their dwel- 
lings do not fhew any fpecKiaof Cf>oveciieno«« 
Ttiere arc, however, fiifyie counCrymen 
pretty rich. Upon the whole, ihediffisrencii 
between ihefe people and cliafe du the Can* 
con of BaQe apfieareJ to me confiderable. 

From Lau^n we px>k rhe rojkl OtJklh^ 
moot, the fumcner refidence of the R fikip of 
Porentruc from hence, by the vA‘ley ef 
Momiers Grandviil, and following the lamp 
valley, we liave defeen kd the chain of Jura, 
which prolongs itfelf further to ment chf 
plain of Bienne upon the lake of the famp 
name.

fame thing if they begin contrarily^ and 
Bnilh at In both cafes^ in examining 

the Travels through Swiflerlandi and in cofi« 
fnlting the map, we fee, that the road which 
we have taken makes an elbow, and there- 
li>rc one may take it as a particular excur- 
€<m, but it occafions the lofs of time in a ge- 
neral toiir« Every traveller hurries to the 
Alps, not believing that he can leave behind 
him any objects worth retarding h's progrefs. 
We ihoulJ liave done like others, if we had 
not been willing to go to Soleure in (lirce 
days, and to employ the time in going to 
Bienne, to avoid returning any more on our 
Iteps. Be that as it may, 1 Ibould advife 
every curious traveller, and admirer of the 
beauties of nature, to take that route, and to 
allow one or two days more, not only be- 
caufe the journey to Bienne is too great, but 
becaufe it would be proper to Itop in the 
route, in ordtr to know the regimen of the 
country, and to be able to aHign the reafnti 
of ,the difference between the lands of the 
Bilhopnck and of thofe which he 'has 
feen and will fee, for there is no effeA with- 
out a caufe, and thofe caufes appear to me 
curious andinterelfing. 

1 return to our route^l have fa Id that 
we were willing to arrive at Lauflen. The 
road wav only a preparation for that which 
was to follow s and, in effedf, it feems as if 
Kature led you on by degrees to the great 
objeAs with which (ho aftonilhes the ob- 
ferver. This road is a poem, of which the 
movement feems, if not regular, at lead 
ealculaced to pleafe, ftrike, an<l annihilate 
our little pride, under the weight of the 
great works of Nature. ToDelemnnt the 
valley, often pifturefque, has yet nothing 
truly impofing : fome gay fituations, fet off 
by the fine malTes of foreft with which the 
mountains are clothed j meadows which 
border the road, and cut in a thoufand dif- 
ferent manners} the verdure is delicious, 
and upon which the eye returns to repofe 
itfelf with new pleafute; in a word, the 
pidhirtfqne of the groups, arid of the novel 
fituations eormnion in the mountaios, form a 
feene with which one would be already en- 
chanted, if we were to go no further. But 
after having traverfed the plain of Dcle- 
mont| and a village called Corendeniii, we 
enter iihto a ravine rather than a valley, dug 
by tile torrent which rolls beneath the road, 
9ad d. is then that the true romantic begins. 

1 cankiot better give a general idea than by 
that it is the fublime model of the 
flnefi figures of Salvator Rofa. One feems 
annihilated beneath the enormous height of 
the r ocks. which narrow in and eonuin the 
soad find the lorrent, varying their forms to in- 


ftnicy, opening only to let cafesdes #cape. Tb!v > 
feene, wtiieh engages the more as it is more 
new, is nut interrupted within a league of 
(he village, but by the widening of the val- 
ley, and Chen you have tlie view of a land* 
ikip charming ; a noble rivulet which turns 
a mill ; houfes, fome agreeably ficuated i 
fome portions of meadow, and cultivated 
lands : a milder flope of the mountains, fur- 
nifhed with fine woods, form fuddenly a 
charming view which was not expedled, and 
which the eye embraces at once, becaufe all 
the objects are difpofed upon an immenfe 
amphitheatre, that makes the back ground of 
the pi^lure, and is not one of its lead beau- 
ties. Further, in following always a very 
p'idlurefque way, yon arrive at a place where 
tim* rocks approach each other ; where 
the lorrent changes its diredlion in quitting 
the lefl aiKl turning to the right i you pafg- 
ic over ,a bridge half covered by two mr^fles 
of rockf which are naturally opened to the 
bottom } xnd all of a fudden you quit this 
fombre place, to enter an amphitheatre of 
which the chord may be 6oo feet long. To 
the left the reck enlarges itfelf in an im- 
menfe half circle} it has at lead 400 feet of 
perpendicular elevation, and feems to have 
been dug by a mafs of waters frightful to 
conceive. It feems as if you followed the 
current upon Che rock ; its furface is foften- 
ed and polifhed by Che fridlton of the waters. 

I may have deceived myfelf. but it feems 
written upon the rock in (Inking charadlers. 
All the interior of this prodigious amphi- 
theatre is fuch as can be concejved only upon 
the fpoC. It is garfiifhed with wcxkl ; Che 
nakednefs of the rock is interrupted by trees 
of a low growth, and fome (hrubs growing 
in the clefts snd interftices. In following 
it (hll further, the feene only varies, but the 
afpedt is not lefs fublime : and every hun- 
dred (leps you fee and hear the noife of 
currents that fall in cafeades, which have 
carried with them portions of the rock de- 
tached by tlie frofis, leaving butcrefles of 
rock, as if to fiipport that immenfe wall, 
laying bare openings and immenfe clefts { 
and the top of this fuperb edifice is a fort of 
wall of perpendicular rock, which feems tn 
menace the patfenger with its fall. 1 feek 
to recal to my mind for the future what t 
have feen, but T know the impoflibility of 
defenbing it to my friends; the variety, 
the fublimity, the impofing grandtur, the 
effe^ of the lights, the groups, the mafles of 
trees, and the verdure, foiniing a fpeflacle 
beyond what the molt fervid imagination- off 
a great painter can ever figure to itfelf.

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A CRITIQUE on the SAMSON AGONISTES of MILTON, In REFUTA^ 
TION of the CENSURES of Dr. JOHNSON. 


A Refpe£>abie writer has fome time ago, 
in a periodical paper, thought pro- 
per to pafs a very feverc fentence on 
that exctllent tragedy, the Samfon Ago- 
niftes of Milton. After having given 
ifis epitome uf it, ** This is undoubtedly, 
‘ (fays he) a juft and regulaf cataftrophe, 
‘ and the poem therefore has a begin- 
‘ ning and an end which Arlftutle htm- 
‘ /elf could not have dilapprovtd. But 
* it mtift be allowi’d to want a middle, 


‘ lince nothing pafles between the firft 
* a6f and the Jalt that either haftens or 


‘ delays the death of S.imfon. The 
* whole drama, if its ft'perfluities were 
cut off, would fcarcely fill a Tingle a£l, 
** yet this Is the tragedy which ignorance 
•• has admired, and bigoliy applauded." 
But confident and dogmatical as this Ic- 
verreenfure is, \^t doubt not of convin- 
cing the reader that it is extiem'.ly ill- 
founded. The ftoiy cf Samlon certainly 
affords a proper . ml eligible lbbje£f for a 
tragedy on the Greek model, and that mo- 
del Miiton has pieferred. To judge juftly 
therefore ot SL.mlnn Agoniftes, we mult 
confider the conduct of ibiiie cf the moft 


celebrated of the Gieek tiagcdie^. The 
diffeient tragedies on the ftory cf (E lipu<:, 
have, tince the days of Anftotk*, been 
citcenicd the niodt<S'of [leifeflion j and 
the middle of every one of them confilta 
of new light and infoimation breaking iii 
by degrees, which by degrees alio pio- 
duces an alteration ot mind in CE iipus ; 
and that alteration of mind, in the moft 
natural and tegular manner, produces the 
cataftiophe. Exactly in the fame manner 
is the coiidu£^ of the Sainton Agoniftes $ 
and if it is found that the cataftiophe of 
Mtltim's tiagedy is dependant on, and 
produced by, an alieiaiion of mind in 
Samfon, which alteration is pjoduced i y 
% train ot circumftances and convetfiw 


tions, it muft follow that it has a juft 
and regular middle, in the true fpiiii of 
the Gieek tiagedy. 

And that the Samfon Agoniftes has 
iuch a middle, will he evident tiom the 
following impartial epiiome or its con* 
4ai\. 

The beginning.— -The Philiftin s keep 
a high feltival ia ‘honour ot' their Goi 
Vw. AXIL 


Dagon, to wlioro they aferibe the over* 
throw and captivity of their great en my 
Samfon. Samfon, their piifbner, haa 
had his eyes put out, and is a (lave to 
giind at their public mill ; but is refpited 
from labour on this holiday. The poem 
here opens whh Samfon fpeaking to a 
guide : 

A little onward lend thy guiding hand 
To thefe dark fteps, a little farilier on ; 

For yonder bank hath choice of fun or (hade t 
There lam wont tw frt when any \ hance 
Relieves me from my talk of fervite toil— *

Sgmfon having difmiffcd his gufde* 
falls into a very natural folilociuy on the

And as the fcftival muft have been 
known round the neighbourhood, nothing 
can be mon natural than that Samlb<A% 
friends llioiiid take that opportunity oF 
his refpite to vifit him. And a chorus of 
Daniies (hisl.ibe) accordingly c ame to 
fee, and convcife with him. And old 
Manoah his father next arrive**. Here 
ends the beginning, which, as our ftvera 
critic allows, is iuch as ** Aiiftotle him* 
fdf could not have difipprove.L” — Tfie 
middle now commerces in the true fpirit 
and manner of the Greek tragedy. Sam* 
Ton's mind is worked upon by different 
vilitois, and by exlremely natural and 
propir gradations is hi ought to a deter- 
mination which as naturally produces the 
ca.aftrophe. Manoah lamentiB tlxr d'- 
plurabic condition i»f his ion, and S. un- 
ion fevcrcly condemns himlelf. The fol- 
lowing is ftiikingly pointed 1

Her bonil'ilave ; O indignity ! O blot 
To honour and religion 1 Servile mind. 
Rewarded well with fervile |^uni(hmenc I

Pfogreflive impreftions on the mind of 
Samfon have in the above citations been 
artfully delineated, and continued in juft 
fucci'inon. Manoah informs his fon that 
he intends to treat with . the Philiftine 
lords for his ranfom, of which he ex- 
prelTcs good hope. But this the pertuib- 
ed mind of Samfon at firft rejefls. 

Samfon. Spare that propofal, father, fpare 
the trouble 

Of that felicitation ; let me here. 

As I deferve, pay on my puniihment. 

And expiate, if poffible, my crime— 

And with manly feeling he refenis the 
idea of his being anuielef^ and idle bur- 
den at home : 

To wliat can 1 be ufrfu], wherein fenre

A burd'nous drone, to vifuants a gaze.

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Htph ta handt in the aboTe moft beau- 
fpeech, are truly in the fpirit and 
conduct of the Grecian tragedy, m lead- 
ing on the minds of its heroes, fo as in the 
molt natural manner to produce the ca- 
taftrophe. The father thus replies t 
Believe not thefe fuggeftions, which proceed 
From angiiifh of the mind, and humours black 
That mingle with thy fancy. I, liowever, 
Mufl not omit a fathei^s timely care 
To profecutc the means of thy deliverance

WHAT apology Ihall I make to yov» 
my much-honoured and efietmed 
for not making good my promife of fee- 
ing and converfing with you at Bath ? 1 
will relate fa£ls, and trull to your good* 
nels for the iiiterpretatjon of them. 

My health after my return from Wry* 
mouth was but tolerable } but about the 
beginning of O^lober I found it neceflary 
to fet out for Baih, where I was uii the 
middle of November, when I came home 
pretty well, and in good fpirits ; but for 
a fortnight back 1 got ill again, and laft 
week for two days kept my bed. I an| 
now once more indifferently weft egain.

A mixture of one part of aerated 
ponderous earth and two parts of lalt 
of tartar, after calcination, Was reduced 
into powder ; then it was diflblved in wa- 
ter; and this lixivium was filtered: but 
the ponderous earth remained all in the 
filteringrpap?r, and the liquor which 
paired through contained only the alkali, 
free frOm any vitriolated tartar. 

Concentrated vitriolic acid dilT^iK'es 
this mineral with heat and eff^rvef- 
ccnce. The folution is tranfparent, when 
the quantity of acid it about twelve tiiiu.6 
greater than that of the aerated ponderous 
earth ^ but with about two-thirds of 
that quantity of acid^ the Ibluiion is ge* 
latinous. 

Strong nitrqus acid diflljlves it with 
Ggg ctfervel’cencti 
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effcrvefcencft and the earthy nitre which 
is formed thereby it precipitated as foon 
as it is formea t but tome vitriolatcd 
ponderous earth if precipitated with it at 
the fame time. 

About fixty parts of water are required 
to difTolve one part of this nitrous falt« 
and that not without the afliftance of h^t. 

The evaporation of this dilution pro« 
duces cryllals moftly of an o£tohcdral 
fonii} but with truncated corners. 

This nitrous fait is not altei*ed in the 
o|)en air, but upon the hre it decrepitates 
and melts. 

The common fort of marine acid, 
wnirn always contains fomc vitriolic acid, 
diilu'^'^s ihe aerated ponderous earth 
with cffervefcence, but I'omc vitrlolated 
pnndei ous earth is precipitated from it— 
The following cxjjerimcnt Ihews, that the 
])ure and concentrated marine acid dif- 
Iblvcs this mineral, and forms with it a 
fait which is foluhle in water. 

Half an ounce of aerated pondeaous 
eartli was di (tilled together with one 
ounce of fal ammoniac ) in which opera- 
tion i'omc concrete volatile alkali ei'eaped 
from it I the unciecompoled part of the 
fait was lubiiincu, and adhered to the 
upper part and Tides of the rcLort ; und 
the refiduum of this dilUilation was en- 
tirely foluble in water. The folution 
cva|K)rated produced a fait in the form of 
rhomboid crvftalsf This fait remains 
unaltered in the open air. In the fire, by 
loiiiig the water of cry ftalli ration , it be- 
comes opaque and while, but it is not 
decompofed. The folution of this fait is 
the bell precipitant to dil'cover the pre% 
fence of the vitriolic acid in the nitrous 
or marine acids.

The Farlan Chronicle; or, The Chronicle of the Arundeliin Marbles, with a 
J^ifTertation concerning its Authenticity* Svo. $s. Walter* 


f T is aftontfhing, and not a little mor- 
^ tifying to the pride of human reafbn, 
lo obferve the credulity of mankind in 
former ages. Writers of all denomina- 
tions did nut fcruple to record the moft 
improbable fi^ions ; and their readers 
liftened to them with unrufpe^ting fim- 
plicity* Nobody blames Homer for his 
poetical fi^liona) but thofe who have taken 
them for hiflorical tmtlis have had more 
faith than judgements How many have 
implicitly believed what the poets have 
related of the golden age ; of gods, god- 
delTes, and demigods ; of cyclops, dra- 
gons, centaurs, and giants with a hun- 
dred hands ? Or if thefe things have been 
more generally regarded as Tables, what 
(hall we fay of thofe, who have contended 
for the reality of incubi, fairies, witches, 
and apparitions ? What fhall we fay, 
when we find dories equally fabulous and 
Incredible, relative to the nature and fa- 
gacity of animals, gravely related as un- 
queftionable fa£ls, by Aiiflotle, Pliny, 
Plutarch, Alian, and other refpe£fable 
writers t What (hall we fay of Livy, an 
author of the highefl reputation, when 
he talks of the fea on fire, fliowtrs of 
floncs, of flelh, milk, and blood; of a 
child born with the head of an elephant, 
and a pig with a human face ; of blood 
ifluing from flatues; of cattle fpeaking; 
df a' cow bringing forth a colt, and an 
infant in its mothet*s womb cryiug, I9 


triumphe / How many travellers in later 
ages have entertained their readers with 
an account of countries and wonders 
which no mortal ever r|,w f How many 
pious devotes have repofed their confi- 
dence in the fancied iieliques, the miracu- 
lous powers, and the prote£lion of faints 
who never exifted r In fhoit, how has 
the world been impofed upon by pious 
frauds, by cheats dud forgeries, in every 
province of literature i 

When we reftefl on thefe tnlngs, we 
cannot but lament the credulity ot man- 
kind, and applaud every judicious attempt 
to detefl and expofe any of thofe impof- 
tures, which have difgraced the world in 
antient and modern times. 

It would be too hafty and do$;maticai 
to alTett, that the famous Chj onicle of 
the Arundehan Maibles is an impofition 
upon the public. This is indhed a pofi- 
tton, which the adventurous author no^v 
before ut does not pofitively tiiaint..ifi. 
We are however difpoled to think, as he 
dues, that iheie can be no impropriety in 
examining its authority. The Marbles 
were brought into England at a time wlien 
tlie learned were not fo rcrtiptilous about 
what they received as the remains of an- 
tiquity. They were the property i>f a 
celebrated and much-rcfpectrd nobleman, 
dAd were prefentecl to th'* V/iiiveifi y of 
Oxford by one of hi'". illi’ub'iO’r; ckir. n- 
dants. At that period it wt^uld have 
G g g a titu 
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been the height oF rudenefs and ingniti' 
iude for any of that learned body to call 
their authenticity in queftion. But cir- 
ctimiiances are now changed. The in- 
fluence of the donors no longer exifts. 
The literati are more curious and inquiii- 
tive, and natdirpofed to receive any thing 
on the authorit]^ of unfiipported tradition. 
We (hall thei'eforc attend with the utmoft 
impartiality to the arguments advanced in 
the Di/Tertation nowbefore us. The rea- 
der however mufl obferve, that it will be 
irripoflible for us to do adequate juflice to 
the writer's train of reafoning by a mere 
(ketch, to which we are neceflarily con- 
flned in this article. 

The author, in the flrft place, prefents 
his readers with the original inlciiption 
III Greek, as it is exhibited in the excel- 
lent edition of Dr. Chandler. This is 
accompanied with Chandler's Latin ver- 
fion, and followed by an Englifli tran- 
ilation with notes. 

The (irtt chapter of the fubfequent Dif- 
fertation contains a general accoiiiiif^of 
ihc Marbles. The Parian Chronicle, fays 
the author, is fuppofed to have been writ- 
ten 264 years before the chriflian «ra. In 
its perfeA (late it contained a chronologi- 
cal detail of the principal events of Greece 
during a period of 1318 years, beginning 
with &crop8, before Chriil 158a years, 
and ending with the archonihip of Diog- 
netus, betore Chriil 1(14. But the chro- 
nicle of the lall ninety years is loft j fo 
that tlie part now remaining ends at the 
mcheiifhip of Diotimns, 354 years be- 
fore the birth of Chriil ; and in this frag- 
fnent the infeription is at prefent fo much 
coiioded and effaced, that the fenfe can 
only be difeovered by very learned and in- 
dullrious antiquaries, or, more pioperly 
fpraking, fnpplied by their conje&urcs. 

This Clminicle, and many other re- 
liqucs of antiquity, were purchaftd in 
Alia Minor, in Greece, or in the iftands 
of the Archipelago, by Mr. William 
Petty, wh ) in the- year 1634 was fent by 
Tliomas Khrl of Arundel for the pur- 
pofe of making fuch collections for him 
in tho Eaft. They were brought into 
England about the beginning of the year 
1637, and placed in the gardens belong- 
ing to Aiuniiel-houfc in London. 

^oon after their arrival they excited a 
gcj'cnd curiolity, and wcic viewed by 
, many inquititivs and learned men ; 
anv-ng otheis by Sir Robert Cotton, 
vvtio pittvr.ilcd upon Seliicn to em- 
ploy Ins abilities in cxptSTning the Gieek 
jhiiriptions. Seider., and two of his 
fiicnus, Patrick Ycurg, 01, as he ftylcd 


himfelf in Latin, Patricius Junius, and 
Richard James, immediately commenced 
their operations, by cleaning and exa- 
mining the marble containing the Smyf- 
Dean and Magnefian league ; and after<^ 
wards proceeded to the Parian Chronicle. 
The following year Seldch publiihed i 
fmall volume in quarto, including dbouli 
thirty nine inferiptions copied from thtf 
Marbles. 

In ths turbulent reign of Charles I. and 
the fubfequent Ufurpation, Aruiidel-houfe 
was often deferted by the illuftrious own- 
ers } 'and, in their abfcnce, fome of thp 
Marbles were defaced and broken, and 
others either ftolen, or ufed for the ordi- 
nary purpofes of archite6lure. The Chro- 
nological Marble, in paiticular, was un- 
fortunately broken and defaced. The 
upper part, containing thlrty-one epo- 
cfias, is faid to have been worked up in 
repairing a chimney in ArundeUhoufe. 

In the year 1667, the Hon. Henry 
Howard, afterwards duke of Norfolk, 
the grandfon of the firll collcftor, pre- 
fented thcle remains of antiquity to the 
Univcrlity of Oxford. 

Seiden's work becoming very fcarce, 
bifliop Fell engaged Mr. Prideaux to 
publifti a new edition of the inferiptions, 
which was printed at Oxford in 1676. 
In 1732 Mr. Maittaire obliged the pub- 
lic with a more comprehenSve view of 
the Marbles than either of his predecef- 
fors. Laltly, Dr. Chandler publiflied a 
new and improved copy of the Marbles 
in 1763, in which he cerrefled the mif- 
takes of the former editors ; and in fome 
of the inferiptions, particularly that of 
the Parian Chronicle, fnpplied the la- 
cunae by many hap'py cunje£lures. 

In the fecond chapter our author im- 
mediately proceeds to confidcr the au- 
thenticity of tlie Chronicle ; obferving, 
that the doubts which have ibmetimes 
occurred to him on this fubjedt, aiife 
from the following confiderations. 

I. The charaAers have no certain or un- 
equivocal marks of antiquity. 

II. It is 'not probable that the Chronicle 
was engraved for private use. 

III. It does not appear to have been en- 
graved by PUBLIC AUTHORITY. 

IV. The Greek and Roman writers, for 
a long time after the date of this work, 
complain, that they had no chronolo- 
gical account of the aftaiis of antient 
Greece. 

V. The Chronicle is not once mentioned 
by any writer of antiquity. 

VI. Some ot the fafls icem to have been 
t^.ken from aiithuis of a hterdate. 

VH. Para- 
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“fii. Paradironifnift appear in Tome of 
the epochas, which we can fcarcely 
fuppole a Greek chronologer in the 
hundred and twenty-ninth Olympiad 
would be liable to commit. 

VIII. The hifio^ of the difcoveiy of the 
Marbles is oblcure and unlatisfafloiy. 
Lastly, The literary world has been 
frequently impofed upon by fpurious 
books and infcriptions^ and therefore 
we ihould be extremely cautions, with 
regard to what we receive unddr the <re- 
nerable name of antiquity. 

I. The chara6ler6 have no cer&in or 
unequivocal marks of antiquity. 

Selden informs us, that all the letters, 
except n and Z, are exactly reprefented by 
tha Greek types ; that the former has the 
perpendicular line on the right hand, 
only half as long as the pai*allel line on 
<he left, and the latter the form of the 
proftrate H- But, fays our author, thele 
two chaiu^lers IT and Z fo frequently oc- 
cur, and are fo well known, that any 
modern fabricator of a Greek infeription, 
which he intends to impofe upon the 
woild as a relique of antiquity, would 
moft probably ufc them, in preference to 
the more common and ordinary forms* 
He adds, I am perfuaded tliat the anti- 
quity of an infeription can never be proved 
by the mere form of the letters 5 becauie 
the moft ancient chara^lers may be as 
ealily counterfeited, as thofe which now 
co^ofe our prelent alphabets. 

Tnat the learned reader may form a 
competent idea of the characters in the 
Chronicle, the author has compared them 
with thofe of other infcriptions,and given 
what is ufually termed a fac Jimlte. 

It may be faid that theie are feverai 
archaifms in this infeription, wh.ch are 
evident naarks of antiquity; As, ty 
Amutfinn 1 Lycorei, iju n»y« in Paro, 
mfA But what reafon, lays 

our author, could there be for introducing 
thefe archaifms into the Parian Cliro- 
tiiclc } We do not ufually find them in 
Greek writers of the fame age, or even 
thofe of the moft early date. The reign 
of Ptolemy Philadclphus, when this in- 
feription is laid to have been engraved, 
was not an ape of rude antiquity with 
refpe£l to the Greek language. It was 
600 ycai*8 after the time of Homer and 
Heiiod, and 130 after that of Xenophon 
and Plato, when the Greek language was 
fpokes and written in its utmoft purity 
and elegance. We can fcarcely fuppofe, 
that even a ftone-ctuter, in that rehned 
MgSf would have been permitted to dii- 


grace a fiiperb and learned m^nufnenlr 
with fuch barbarifm^. I am almoft 
tempted to fufpe£V, tliat theie pi'etended 
drchaifms are owing to a mean afFeAa* 
tion of antiquity, or to a corrupted dia- 
le£l and pronunciation in later am- 
They appear, I confefs, on other iharbleS^ 
bu| for that very realbn they would be 
naturally adopted by the fabricator of a 
r^ppolititious infeription. And theauthen-^ 
ticiiy of thefe ihfcriptions in which thc^ 
appear tnuft be eftablilhed, before they 
can be produced in oppofition to the pre* 
fCnt argument. 

In the third chapter the author provet« 
that it is fcarcely probable fuch an eX* 
penfive and cumberous' work as the Chro- 
nological Marble would have been exe- 
cuted by a private citizen, a philofopher^ 
or an hiftorian at Paros, either for hit 
own amufcinenty or for the benefit of hia 
countrymen. 

In confirmation of this point he lliewSf 
by a variety of obfervations, that the 
Icfieme of engraving a fyftem of chrono- 
logy on marble was ufeiefs and abfurd | 
and that writing on paper or parchment 
was the univeifal praaice at that time. 

Having produced the atteftation offe* 
veral writers on this head, he fays, It 
is not however necelTary to prove, by tire 
^eftimony of ancient authors, that hooks 
were written on pardhment, or paper 
made of the Egyptian papyrus, or any 
fuch materials, before the date of the Pa- 
rian Chronicle. This is fufiiciently 
evinced by the veiy exiftence of the wri- 
tings of Mofes, David, Solouion, and 
the Jewifh ]>roph&ts ; the works of ho- 
mer, Hefiod, Anacreon, Pindar, ^fehy- 
lus, Sophocles, Euripides, Hercxlotus,

Not long after- 
wards a library vi'r.8 founded at Peigamus 
by Attains and Eiimencs, which, accotd- 
ing to Plutarch, contained zoo,cco.

have deferihed preceding times, begin- 
ning from Cecrops." Thefe are the words 
of a private man, fpeaking of his own 
performance in the hi ft peifon iingular, 
and do not in the Icaft correfpond with 
thofe forms of expreflton which we gene- 
rally find in inicriptions compofed ^by 
the order of the ienate or tlie people of 
any country. 

This argument cannot be much af- 
fc£led by obferving, that the beginn.ng 
of the infcripiion is obliterated} for it 
entirely depends on tlie words now re- 
maining- 

Secondly, The fa6Vs and dates which 
are meiitioncd in the Chronicle do not 
^Appear to have been extra^led from any 
public records, or calculated to anlwer 
the puipofe of authentic documents. For 
in cither view, it is nioft probable the 
compiler would have preferved a regular 
leries of kings and ai chons. But this is 
not the cale. Many eminent princes and 
niagiitrates are pafl'ed over without no- 
tice. The fa^ts chiefly fpecifled are not 
matters of general or national impor- 
tance t and, in ieveral inftanc€s,thc tianf- 
a£lions of whole centuries are cntiiely 
omitted. 

Thirdly, The Parian infeription is 
fuch a one as we can hardly luppofe the 
magiftratfs or the people of Paios would 
have ordered to be enp raved. Stately 
Icpulchres, pillars, triumphal r4rches, and 
the like, weie ereflcd to perpeiuaie the 
glory of eminent men. The r;;mem- 
Drance of events in which nations were 
interefted, the fucceflion of princes, &c. 
were pieluved in the fame manner. 
Leagues, decre.s, and laws were like- 
wiie engraved on marble or bials, and 
fixed to a pillar, the walls cf a temple, or 
other public buildings j bccauie luch in- 
icriptions waxe defigncd ior the infpeo- 


tion of the people, as they eflmtially £oflt« 
ctrned their conduct, their pro^rty, their 
liberty, or their lives. Bqt, our author 
afks, for whom could the Chronicle of 
Paros be intended f It contains no en- 
comiums on any of the patriots, the he- 
roes, or the demigods of the country, no 
decrees of the magiftrates, no public re- 
cords, no laws OT ftate» On the con- 
yary, it is a work of mm fpeculation 
and learning, in which the inhabitants of 
that ifland, efpecially the common people^ 
bad not the leaft intereft or concern. 

Thefe words at the beginning, 
rog t/i would naturally lead usto 

fuppofe, that the infeription related to 
Paros. And, if fo, it would have been 
natural for the author to have mentioned 
foroe of the moft important occurrences 
in the hiftory of that ifland, which are 
diftin£l]y fpecifled in this chapter. But, 
fays this acute and learned critic, what 
feheme does our Chronologer purfue on 
this occafion ? Does he record the events 
and revolutions of his<^owrt country? 
Does-he mention any of the battles, fleges, 
and treaties of the Parians ? any of their 
public inftitutions ? aiw of their poets, 
patriots, or warriors ? Does he mention 
Architochus, who was honoured by bis . 
countiymen, and diftinguiflied as a poet 
in a general aflfcmbly ol the Greeks 
Not a ly liable on any of thefe fuhjefls I 
On the contrary, he rambles from place 
to place, and records the tranik^lions of 
Athens, Corinth, Macedon, Lydia, Crete, 
Cyprus, Sicily, Perlia, and other foreign 
countries with which Paros had no con- 
ne^lion. 

In this view the infeription Teems to 
have been as IMPERTINENT in the illand 
of Paros, as a marble monument would 
be in this country, recording the anti- 
quities of Fiance or Spain, or one in Ja- 
maica recording the revolutions of Eng- 
land. 

Upon a fiippofition that the infcrip- 
iion is a torgsry, if is eafy to account tor 
this extraordinary circuinftance. A few 
chronological occurrences in the ancient 
hiftory ot Paros .would not have been 
fo intereiling to the generality of read- 
ers, or lb valuable in tlie eftiniation of 
cveiy lover of antiquities, or, in Ihort, fo 
profitable to the compiler, as a general 
iyftem of Grecian chronology. 

Ai this performance is a work of gi*eat 
impoitance, and written in a very mafterly 
manner, we fliall purluc thefubjeitinour 
next Magatine.

^HIS work is cvidentlyt as the title 
itfelf expreifes, a continuation of 
the plan which our author fo fuc- 
cefsfuJly began to exhibit to the world 
laft year in his Rural Economy of 
Norfolk.** In reviewing that truly- va- 
luable performance *, while we gave our 
readers a full view of Mr. Marihail's 
general obje^l, not in that work only* 
but in thofe he propofed afterwaids to 
publifh on the fame exteniivc principle 
of agricultural utility* we omitted not 
to pay thofe compliments to him which 
we always think indifpenfibly due to fu- 
perior genius tndefatigably exerted for 
the promotion of the public good. — Very 
rare is it indeed that we fee the powers of 
genius and of induflry united with much 
tjfe 6 t in one prrfon j but true as the re-

The niafterly performance before us is 
very properly divided into two parts; 
and to ^th, fo far as our fcanty limits 
virill permit, we fhalleadeavour todo juitice. 

In the firil part, Mr. Grellmann gives 
an account of the dirperfion and numbers 
of the Gipfies in Europe f ; of the pro- 
perties of their bodies ; of their food, 
beverage, and drefs; of their economy, 
occupations, trades. See, ; of their educa- 
tion,— if education it can be called ; — of 
tlieir language, their marriages, political 
regulations, funeral rites, See, See, 

Di lifting as their appearance maybe 
at hrit view, from their hlth, added to 
their rags, yet, according to our author, 
it is not without its attraSions, on a more 
clofe infpeftion.— Their Ikin is generally 
of a dark brown, or of an olive hue J ; 
and their hair, like that of all the Alia* 
tics, Africans, and Americans, is inva- 
riably black, forming a perfeft contrail 
of colour to their teeth, which arc re- 
markable for their whitenefs. Their eyes, 
though dark, arc lively and fprirkling ; 
and in the formation or their limbs there 
is a juftnefs of proportion which, added 


to their natural vigour, qualifies them 
in a high degree for feat$ of agility. 

In their l^ily qualities there is mucl^ 
fingularity--— a ungularity, howevori 
which antes folely from the peculiar 
in which they have been accuftomed t^ 
live from their very birth. Neither by 
wet nor dry weather, neither by heat nor 
cold, nor even by the variations .of the 
atm^fphere from one extreme to another, 
do their o:}n(litutions appear fo be in any 
degree alTefled. Like favages in general, 
however, they delight in much heat ; and 
whatfeciits tiuly wonderful is, that though 
it be their greateft luxury to be day and 
night fo near the fire as to be in clanger 
of burning, they can bear to travel in 
the feverell cold and frolt, bare-headed, 
without any other covering than a tattered 
fhirt, with the addition, perhaps, of a 
few old rags. 

Yet, amidftall this raggednefs of drefs, 
none of our own beaux or belles can dif* 
cover a greater fondnefs iov finery than 
do theGipfies. To obtain gay clothes, 
th<^ will exert all the efforts of indultry, 
and all the arts of cunning ; and often 
not a little ludicrous is it to fee one of 
thefe incorrigible vagrants (irutiingabou^ 
among his dingy brethren with a heavo^ 
hat, and with a red, or perhaps a laceji 
coat, while the other articles of his ap^ 
parel exhibit nothing to atti-afl admira* 


* The names by which, in difTerenC countries, thefe lawlefs mifcreantit liave been diftin- 
gniOied, hardly vary lefs from each other t r*ii their manners and enttoms do from thofe of 
tlie reft of mankind. Thus, the French, who received the firft accounts of them from 
Bohemia, gave them the appellation of Bohemians, while the Dutch, in the fuppofitioa 
that their real origin was from Egypt, gave them tlie name of JJeathens, Ih Hungaijf 
they were formerly called Pba>aehites ; and to this h<iur ctiey are fo denominated by ch* 
vulgar in Tranfylvania. The Englifb appellation of Giffiet, and the Spanith one of Gi* 
ianos, are both derived from one and the fame fource, namely, their fuppofed defeent from 
the Egyptians, 

‘f It is thought that Europe contains, at a moderate computation, above feven hundred 
thoufand of thefe banditti. Be this as ic may, ceitain it is, that there is hardly a i^ation belong- 
ing to the European quarter of Che globe wholly exenipted from them. In tlie reigns of ouC 
Henry Vlll. and Ehzabetli, though they underwent a gcner.d perfecution, exprefsiy fortho 
puriMife of extirpating them, yet tlieir numbers feem not to have oimmiftied in England* 
At this very time, Spain is faid to harbour not lefs than fixty thoufand Gitanos, or Gipfies | 
and if this vagrant crew abounds lefs in France, ic is on account of ihe rigour of the police 
•f Che country, at the (brine of which every Gipfey that is apprehended is fure to fall a fa« 
crifice. In Italy tliey are very numerous, from the defe^ive police of the country, added 
to the prevalence of fuperftition, by which they are not only permitted, but even enticed to de- 
ceive the ignorant. Throughout Germany, Denmark, Sweden, and KtiiVn, they ate alfodif* 
perfed, though butfcaocily; their chief population being in Che fount -eaft parts of £u 
rope, which feem to form the grand and favourite rendezvous of the Gipfey tribe. 

Their colour— which, however, we would ratlier deferibe to be of the dmgy than of 
the olive kind— feems not to be fo much owing to their defeent, as to their invincible ha- 
bits of naftlnefs and (loth. In fuminer, they expofe their children to* the fcor Jiing rays of 
the fun ; in winter, they immure them in their fmoaky huts. Often too do the mothers, 
after having befmeared their infant brood with black oincraenr, leave them to fry, as i€ 
were, in the fun, or clofe by a largo fire ; and never do tliey think it at all incombont upon 
them Co walh or clean their perfons. 
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tion but the antiquity of their fafliion, 
and the variety of their tatters. 

' The art of divination, or foretelling 
future events, belongs among them, as 
it generally dues among ourrelv< s, lo the 
vroinen; who feldom, hov'cver, p:etend 
to be thus fiipernatu rally gifted till wif- 
dom, in the form of wi inkles, has be* 
gun>'to cover their b ows. 

’ Admift all this rudenefs and harbari^tn, 
even the Giplics find it ncctffary to have 
a form of govei-nment among ihemlelvcs ; 
and for this piirpolc they have their lead- 
ers or clivefs, whom they dillitiguiOi by 
the Sclavonian title, Waytuode- To this 
dignity every per fon is eligible who is of a 
family defeended from a ioim^x]VavwoUe\ 
but the preference is generally given to 
thofe who have the belt clolhes, and the 
fnoft wealth— who are of a large ftature, 
and not paft the meridian of life.— Of 
relif^ion *, however, they have no fenfe, 
though, with their ufual cunning and hy- 
pocrii'y, they profefs the efiabliilied faith 
pf every country in which they live. 

In the fecond part of the work, ‘the 
author treats of the origin of the Gipfies ; 
ivhohi in contradi 61 ion to the general opi« 
nion, which has prevailed ever fince 
they made their appearance in Eu- 
rope, he denies to be of £|ryptian ex- 
traction. With great ingenuity he fhews, 
yhat their language diffeu entifrely from

the Coptic ; that their manners and cuf« 
toms are very much iirdike thofe of the 
Egyi dans ; and that though they are to 
be found in Egypt, yet even there they 
wander about as^ri^iv^err, and, as in other 
countries, form in every relpcCf a dif- 
tinCl people. 

This being evidently the cafe. Mi*. 
Grellmann endeavour^ to prove, that thiy 
originally came from Ilindoftan ; and 
for this purpofe he not only gives a vo- 
cabulary of Gipfey and Hindoltan words, 
aClually demanftrative, in our opinion, 
that the languages are fundamentally the 
famc,“ but produces fiindry collateral evi- 
dences, which evince a (h iking affinity in 
the cuftoms of the two nations at this 
very hour, and even goes (b far as con- 
je6\urally to afccrialn the precife pei tod 
of their migration from that country; 
namely, the war of Timur Beg, in the 
years 14.0S and 14^9, when that cruel 
conqueioc ravaged India, and drove num- 
bers of the terrified inhabitants into fo- 
reign countries, where they might be fafe 
fcom his fury. 

We have not yet had the pleafure of 
feeing this inierefiing work in its original 
German garb ; but we have evei*y reafon 
to think that the trandation before jus is 
executed with fidelity, though we canpot, 
confidently with truth, (peak highly of 
its grammatical elegance.

^ fVrong claim to public attention- It 
is the fiifi production of the Aril; inAi- 
ption of the kind in opr quondam- 
tranfatlantic dominions.

fifts chiefly of papers written in the 
midft of a defolating war.

the fubjeCt will admit. 

For the fecond article we, are indebted 
to tlic ingenious labours of Samuel 
Williams, F. A. A. Hollis Profolforof 
Mathemaricks and Natural Philofophy 
in the Univerfity of Cambridge; of 
which it is the author's objeft clearly to 
alcertain the latitude. From the ob- 
iervatioiis of this gentleman upon the 
magnetic needle* it appears, that the va- 
riation commonly encreal'cs from the 
hour of 7 or 8 A. M. till about the hour 
of 2 or 3 P. M. It then generally dc- 
creafes till 7 or 8 the next morning.

42° 23' 28''.— This paper is the pro- 
^u^ion of the Rey* Prefideat qf the 


Univerfity ; and though we find little 
novelty in it* wc yet difeover a power-r 
ful Ipirit of penf^tratiouf which, with 
the induAry of Mr. Willard, may here- 
after be the parent of better fruits. 

Article the fourth is the produ£^ion of 
Profellbr Williams. It confiAs merely 
of AAionomical Obfervations, made in 
th^ Stare of Maflachulbtts, relating 
chieAy,,if not altogether, to eclipfes or 
the fun and moon m the years 1761 and 
1764, and to thofe from the year 1770 
to the year 1784. 

Article the fifth, aflronomical like 
its prcdcceflbrs, relates ulfo to Tolar and 
lunar edipres. It is written by the Rev*

pROM the opinion of Sir William 
Jones (and on every thing that re- 
lates to Afiatic liteiaiure, we know no 
opinion to which more credit is due) as 
delivered by him at a late meeting ot the 
Society for eiitjuiring into the hiftoiy, 
aiititjuiues, arts, fciencesy and literature 
of Alla, il appears, that the fables of 
Vellinoo Sanna, whom we ridiculoufly 
call Pi 1 pay, are the inqft .incicnt, if not 
the molt beautiful, collection of apolo- 
gues in the world ; and that they were firft 
tranflalcd from the Sanlkrcet in the fixth 
century, by Buzcrchumihir, the chief 
pliylician, and afteiwards the Vizier of 
the great Amuflurwan, and arc extant, 
under various names, in more than twenty 
languages. 

Be this as it may, we farther learn, 
that for the produ6lion of thel’e fables 
the world is primarily indebted to the 
paternal folicitude of a Rajah, called 
Soodarfana, who lived in the city of Pat- 
na, on the banks of the Ganges ; and 
who, as the belt method he could devife 
for the inftru£tion of his children, con- 
vened a council of Pandeets, whf.m he 
addrelTed in the following words i Is 


there a man to be found who fliall, by 
precepts drawn from Neetee-Saftras (fylt 
tews f)f morality and poli^) be able to 
perfc^l the birth of iny kms, who arc 
yet uninformed, and coiiftantly wandcr- 
inj^ in tlu* paths of error ! For as a piece 
of glafs, from the vicinity of gold, ac- 
quircth the colour of a topaz, fo a fool 
may derive fome confequence from the 

J irelciicc of wile men.” In this af- 

einbly lliere hapjicned to be a great Pan- 
dect, by n unc Veflinoo Sarina, whore- 
plied, “ TUcle young princes, O niighty 
Kajali ! l/eir.g the ofiFspring of an illuflri- 
ous race, are capable of being inftj u6led 
in the Neetee-Saftras ; and I will engage 
that in the I’pacc of fix months, I fliali 
render tly fons acquainted with the doc- 
trines of morality and policy.*’ 

Such, accoiding to tradition, was the 
origin of the nieces ihatcompofe the work 
before us, which is divideef under four 
heads: --The Acquifition of a Friend; 'Iho 
Separation of a Favourite ; Of Dilputing ; 
Of Making Peace;— and which rertainly, 
with all its faults, is to be conlidered a* 
a coniiderable acquifition to the ftock of 
European literature.

He faid, that if the* Refident ri5ncd a treaty, 
in confcrjucnce of power given to him by the 
Supreme Council fo to do, his fignature 
■would amount to a guarantee, and bind the 
Company ; but if he f^gned it merely in a 
private capacity, then his fignature would 
NOT bind the Company to guarantee it. 

He was alked, if it was ufual for him to 
produce his powers, whenever* he figned a 
treaty, fo that che parties who required his 
fignature might know whether he fjgncd in 
his public or his private capacity ? He re- 
plied, that it would be ufekfs for him to 
produce his powers, becaufe the natives could 
not underfland them j but he prefumed that 
he generally Rated to the parties concerned 
what were his powers. He faid, that when 
he put his name to the treaty between the 
Nabob Vizier and his mother, he bound the 
Company, becaufc he had fufp.cicnt powers 
to treat with hir and for her ; but he did not 
think that when he fjgnct! the treaty relative 
to tl-ie elder Begum, he in any degree bound 
the Company, hccaufe he did not conceive 
that he had any powers relative to the elder 
Begum fo to do. He was aBc.d, if the 
PrinceflTes were aware of the diflinfrion be- 
tween his public and private capacity, at the 
tunc he put his name to their treaties ? He 
fa4d l*c could rot tell. — Ke was afkcd, whe- 
tfier, when they required his fignature, for 
^he purpofc of binding ihc Cumpary by it, 
thf*y would have fought it at all, if they 
were told it would not, wirhi'iit a fpccific 
power for that purpofc, a^ually bind the 
Company ? Ht replied, he could not tell.— 
He was afked, if he had ever told the elder 
Begum, that he liad no power to pledge the 
Comp.iny, by his fignature, to gur 4 rantec the 
treaty lo which he fet his numc ? Ws re- 
plied, thjii he believed he b id rot.— He was 
alkff', if he had \v»-cte to the f ovciTor and 
Ccuncil, that ho would not proceed further 
in the treaty between the Nabob and the 
Begums, without liaving fi'ft applied to the 
Board for advice > He anfwered in the af- 
firmative . — Hi was nflccd, whether he l.ad 
not figr.ed tlut treaty without alking the 


advice of the Council, notwithRandIng hta 
afTurances to the contrary Ttiis queflioi^ 
he anfwered alfo in the affirmative. — The 
Managers then alked, if he had been repri- 
manded by the Board for this breach of pro- 
mife } He faid he had not. — He was aiked^ 
if he knew any InRance of a native Pcinca 
doubting that the Refident's fignature to a 
treaty vjfas not equivalent to a guarantee on 
the part of the Company ? He faid he did ; 
for the younger Begum had fent to Calcutta 
to have her treaty figned by Mr. HaRings^ 
after it had been figned by the witnefs, then 
Refident at 4 ,.ucknow. — He was afkcd, if 
the elder Begum had ever taken fucb a Rep, 
or ever cxprefTed the leaR doubt of the Re- 
fident's fignature being eqfi;a] to a guaranteCi 
of the Company > He rt plied, that cer- 
tainly /he had never taken any fuch Rep, or 
done any thing that indicated a doubt of the 
Company's being hound by the fignature of 
the Refident. — Mr. Sheridan afkcd, if he had 
always been of opinion, that a Refident's 
fignature amounted to a guarantee only when 
he had fpecific powers given to him for that 
purpofc ? He faid, he believed he had.— 
Here Mr. Sheridan thought it neceflary to 
refrefh his memory, by afleing him, if he had 
ever declared any where, that the bare at- 
testation of Sir Robert Barker to a 
treaty between two native Princes, had been 
deemed and received as equivalent to the 
Company's guarantee ? He anfwered in 
the affirmative. His reafon for entertaining 
the opinion contained in that declaration, 
was, that Sir Robert Baiker was in a very 
high Ration, being Conimander in Chief.— 
Mr. Sheridan afked him, if he had always, 
been of opinion, that Princes requiring the 
fignature of a Britiih Refident to a treaty to 
which the Fnglifh could not be paities, un- 
Iciii they were to be confidered as guarantees, 
might call upon fuch Refident to produce the 
powerti, under which he .aifltd, that it might 
be known whether he figned with or without 
authority, and, ccnfcqucntly, whether the 
Company were or we: e not to be made gua- 
rantees by his figning ? He replied, tliat he 
ufuajly rnertioned that he had powers (whei> 
it happened to he the cafje) to bind his prin- 
cipals by his fignature. — A letter was ‘^thca 
produced, written by himfclf, which ftrongly 
exprcfTcd his refentiNCnt that Fyzoola Khan, 
tr.e RohllJa Chief, fhould have queftioned hi& 
power to bind the Company by his fignature 
10 a maty between the Vizier and Fyzoola 

Khan^ 
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KWtn.— He acknowledged that the letter had 

Dcen written by him. 

* Mr. Sheridan feveral times commented 
tipon the anfwers given by the witncfs. 
This made Mr, Law, one of the Counfel for 
Mr. Hadings, rcqiieft, that the Honourable 
Manager would not make his comments 
'whllft the witnefb was prefent — for they 
would make a confufed perfon 11111 more 
confufed, and (hake the confidence of the 
moft confident : and therefore he begged 
that, even for the fake of humanity, he 
Would wait till the witnefs (hould have 
Withdrawn, before he would make aAy more 
comments. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, the Managers were 
very far from being deficient in humanity ; 
if they had, the manner in which the wit- 
nefs gave his evidence, would have made 
them complain of it to the Iloufe, and he 
made no doubt, but, if they had fo com- 
plained, their Lordfliips woald readily have 
taken thftcondudt of the witnefs into confi- 
dcration. 

Mr. Sheridan then examined Mr. Middle- 
ton relative to the condition of tlie Nabob’s 
finances, and the prefent of ten lacks, or 
joo,oGol. made hy that Prince to Mr. Haft- 
xngs. The witnefs faid, that previous to the 
Interview between the Nabob and Mr. Halv- 
ings, at Chunar, the former was fo low in 
point of finances, that he had never known 
him poorer ; the witnefa negociated a loan 
of ten lacks for him, on his own (Mr. Mid- 
dleton’s) credit, wlien tlie Nabob’s credit 
was not fufficient to ralfc fuch a Aim among 
the bankers. The aflTignrncnts which tlie 
Kefident had upon the revenue of Oude, 
and the claims which he was utging in behalf 
of the Company, and for wliicli he was 
preHing the Nabob to grant him more affign- 
tnents, would cover the whole revenue of 
the country, and would not leave free even 
the annual allowance for the fupporc cf the 
Nabob’s Houfchold. — The Piince wanted 
to get rid of many cxpenfive eftablilhmcnts, 
that lay very heavy upon hii. treafury. Thefe 
tsftablilhments were formed chiefly of En- 
glilh, and Mr. HalVings had confented to the 
Tuppi-eflion of the eAablilhments, and to the 
dlimiirion of the Englilh gcnilemen } but 
the Nabob had not money to pay them v'liat 
Was due to them, or credit to raife it. This 
was the time when Mr. Middleton borrowed 
tile ten lacks upon his own credit, and the 
money fo borrowed was for die purpofe of 
paying the Enghlh gentlemen, and fo eafing 
the Nabob’s revenue of many heavy eAa- 
blilhments. It was about this time that the 
Nabob and Mr. Haflings met at Chunar : 
Mr. Middleton was there alfo, and employed 
•ceaflonally by Mr. HaUings In treating widi 
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die Nabob. It was at this period, when the 
Prince was fo very diilieiTed, that he made 
Mr. Haftings a prefent of ten lacks, or 
100,0001. fterling. The witnefs did not hear 
of diat prefciit at Chunar, where it was 
made, or even in India, nor until he arrived 
in England. — He was aiked by Mr. Sheridan, 
whether it would have been polfible that the 
r^ipt of fuch a prefent could have been con- 
cealed f^om him, who was negociating be- 
tween the two parties, if much management 
had not been ufed for the purpofe of keeping 
it from fkis knowledge ? He replied, that cer- 
tainly it muA have reached his ears, if great 
care had not been taken to p^e^'cnt it. The 
prefent, he was furc, was not made in mon c y, 
becaufe fuch a fum could not be conveyed to 
Chunir without his knowledge. It appeared 
from Mr. HaAmgs’s own account of the 
prefent, tliat it w'as made In bills upon 
bankers ; fo that the Nabob, who had not 
credit enough to raife ioo,oool. m the capital 
of his dominions, for the purpofe of relieving 
his revenue from burdenfome eAablifhments 
tlfat impoverifhed him, was able, his dif- 
treflles apparently continuing the fame, to 
raife that fum at Chunar for the purpofe of 
prefenting it to Mr. Haftings for his ov/n 
private ufe. The Counfel for Mr. Haftings 
not denying the receipt of tlie prefent, wilhed 
to fticw that Mr. Haftings was fo prefted for 
money for ihc public fervice, the Company’s 
troops mutinying for wjfit of pay, that ho 
was warranted by the moft prefting neceftity 
to receive a fum of money which might be 
tlic abfolnte falvatiun of the Company, to 
whofc ufe he apph'^d the piefuU that was 
givert. — The wicncls faid, lie had heard of 
mutinies among the troops, and their defert- 
ing theii Officers, becaufe they were net paid ; 
and he inftanced particularly CajJt. Wili am*, 
who had been fo tieferted : but he could not 
tell whether m.;ny months arrears were due 
to ilie tioops at that lime, at Chunar, with 
Mr. flaftings : it was ufual to keep all the 
ftpoy* fome time in aiicar. 

On the other hand, it was prov hy an 
offic'.J letter, chat if the Nabob could raife 
money to pay the arrears of troops, ai’.d pre- 
vent mutiny, he could employ it at home, 
without making prclents ; for it appeared, 
that the 1‘rince’s own Crtvalry rofe upon liim, 
and attempted to ftorm his palace, becaufis 
their pay was eighteen months in arrears. 

Mr. Sheridan afked the witnefs, if he had 
never hcaid of an offer made to Mr. Haf tings 
of a fecond prefent, of tlie fame amount ui 
the former f He begged be might be permit, 
ted to decline anfwerlng that queiiion j for 
he faid, that as he had been accufed t.f hav- 
ing offered Mr. Haftings a bribe of ioo,nficl. 
in tlie name of tltc Nabob, he v.suid not 
I i i » • wifh 
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wifh to fay any thing that might criminate 
himfclf. Mr. Sheridan obferved, that as he 
was net cha’^god with having ad^ually given, 
but with having oFrsRiD a prefent, he 
would not crjrninatc himfelf by his anfwcr 
to the queAion. The witnefs ftill declined 
giving an anfwcr; and the Managers ceafcxl 
to prefs him, particularly as the Lord Clian- 
c^or obferved, that if it was criminal in lyfr. 
Haflings to receive the prefent, it \vould be 
criminal in the witnefs to offer it. 

Mr. Middleton was alfo examined with 
refpeft to a private letter from hiip to the 
Governor- General, in which he offered to 
' write another letter, with different accounts 
of- tranfadfinns if the public letter whicli 
accompanied the private one Hiould hapiien 
not to meet the Governor's approbation. 
The witnefs admitted that the letter had been 
written by him. 

The Court adjourned a quarter before fix 
•'clock.

This lc.ttcr, of which 
a copy was fsnt either at ihat time or foon 
after, contained an account of the prefent 
from the Nabob. He was afKcJ, if he had 
not received a general diferetionary power 
from Mr. liallings, to deliver, or to lupprefs, 
the letters committed to his care, an urillng 
as he Ihould find the iUte of parties in Fn- 
gl .nd ? The tendency of this queilion wis

He was aficed, if he did not learn from a 
letter direAed to himfelf from Mr. Haflings, 
that a prefent of two lacks, mentioned by 
the Governor-General to have been received 
by him, was made by Cheyt Sing, though 
Mr. Haflings had not, in any of his difpatchss 
to the Court of DIredors, told the name of 
the perfon from whom be had received that 
prefent^? Tlie witnefs anfwered the quellion 
in the affirmative.— *He was alked, if Mr. 
Haflings did not intend at firfl to keep the 
receipt of the ioc,oool. from the Nabob a 
fecret from the Company ? He replied, that, 
in his opinion, he did not ; for the expendi- 
ture of the ium, applied as it had been to 
the public ufe, mnil have appeared to the 
Company as exceeding by fo much the Com- 
pany’s revenue. 

Here a paffage from Mr. Haflings's letter 
from Cheltenham was read, which flated, 
that he intended to have kept the receipt of 
the money a fecret, and that if he had been 
inclined to convert it to his own ufe, he 
Bilghteafily have done fo, without any danger 
of deteflion. This Major Scott explained, 
by faying, that Mr. Haflings meant, that he 
intended to keep a fecret from whom the 
prefent had been received, contenting himfelf 
with carrying the amount of It to the Com- 
pany’s account. 

He was aflted, what was Mr. Haflings’s 
reafon for having fu fibred many months to 
elapfe before he made any communication on 
the fubjefl of thofe prefents to the Court of 
Dtredlors ? The witnefs anfVrered, that the 
Governor-General took the earliefl opportu- 
nlry to make that communication. Upon 
this Mr. Sheridan, who examined Major 
Scott, produced the India-Houfe accounts of 
the arrival of the Nymph fioop of war and 
the Swallow packet, both from Bengal, by 
neither 'of which Mr. Haflings had Tent any 
advice of the receipt of the prefent from the 
Nabob, though he had received it before the 
failing of either. Major Scott obferved upon 
this, that the Nymph had been fent from 
Madras to Bcng^ for a fupply of money ; 
that wh^rn (he was ordered back to Madras, 
fomc dli'patches for Europe were fent in her, 
and dtredtod to Sir Edward Hughes, with a 
rcquefl that he would tranfmit them to £n- 
gh.nd by tlie firll veffel he fhould fend liome. 
The Admii'al aflually difpatched the Nymph 
to England j but when ffie left Beng^ on 
her return to Madras, it was very uncertain 
wlien thedifpatches which fhe carried would 
be fent to Europe. The reafon why no ad- 

viot 
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vict refpeAIng the prefents wasfent by the 
Swallow wasy that the. Governor-General 
and Council were preparing difpatchesy 
vlhich they faid they would lend by the next 
Ihip that ^ould fail after the departure of the 
Swallow 

Major Scott was examined very minutely 
with refpedt to the contents of the letter to 
himfelf from Mr. HalUngSy accompanying 
the SEALED letter already mentioned, di- 
reAed to the Secret Committee. His anfwers 
ilruck Mr< Sheridan, as diflfering from thofe 
given by the witnefs to tlie fame quellions, 
when he was examined befoi« the SeleA 
Committee of theHoufbof Common#; and 
he obferved, that if he was to believe the 
former, he could not believe a word of what 
the witnefs had faid this day on the fame 
fubjefl. Major Scott, upon this, wilhed that 
his evidence before the Commons might be 
read, when it would appear, he faid, that he 
had been uniform and confident in all the 
evidence he had given on both occafions. 
He had nothing to conceal at either time; 
he meant to fpeak out ; he did not want to 
Ihelter himfelf under the pretence of a Ihort 
memory, or the didance of periods in which 
the tranfaflions in quedion took place : if 
he had faid any thing that was not fairly 
dated, he would be veiy glad of an opportu- 
nity of correfling it. 

The Earl of Fauconberg made fome re- 
marks upon the hardinefb of Mr. Sheridan's 


expreflions to the witneft. The lord Chan- 
cellor faid, that the Hon. Manager dkt not 
cad any reflexion upon the perlbual honour 
of the witnefs ; he only remarked ibmeoon- 
tradidUon in the evidence given by him oa 
this and on another oocafion, which, in the 
Hon. Manager's mind, fhewed chat bod^ 
accounts could not be true ; lb that if he be- 
lieved the one, he could not believe the other- 
ThI evidence given by the Major before the 
Seledl Cotnmittee was then read, and what- 
ever apparent contradidtion was fonixl be- 
tween it and liis evidence of this day, the 
witnefs endeavoured to explain away, and 
feemingly not without fuccefs. 

The clofed part of tlie examination was 
relative to the contents of the letter accom- 
panying the SEALED one ; but Major Scott 
faid, he bad the letter by him. Mr. Sheridan 
thought the bed and mod legal way wotiU 
be to call for the letter itfelf. The witnefs 
faid, he had but one objedUon to the pnoduc- 
tlon of it, and that was, that there wera 
other matters in ir which did not relate to tlie 
prefents. In his correfpondence with Mr, 
HiYlings, he had given his opinions on men 
and meafures pretty freely, and Mr. Had- 
ings, in his replies, had been as free in iiis 
remarks: he left it, therefore, with their 
Londihips to determine whether private cor- 
refpondence, carried on in any fuch way, 
ought to be produced. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he would be as delicate 


♦ The whole amount of thefc prefents, fo charged, was dated by Major Scott to have 
been managed with perfedl redlitudc throughout : From the original receipt of the money, 
to its final appropriation, Mr. Hadings Teemed to have no other purpofe than crlditikc 
THE Come ANY. 

The amount of the whole was 19 lacks and 60,000 rupees. Of thefc, io,ocol. dcrling, 
being particularly circumdanced, had been paiticularly charged — and in a o^ulstionable 
BMAPE, fairly put before the Direflors*— they to determine, whether the money Ihould go 
to the Company's Treafury, or be confidered as his own. 

Tlie determination of the Directors was againd Mr. Hadings having the money; and 
lb, the whole was carried to the Public Account. 

In the oeconomy and remittance of this money, tlicre were fume intricacies, wlilth Major 
Scott explained :^In a circuitous ufe of feme of ttie money, when expedient, as in the 
expedition of General Carnac : — In the delayed cummunicaticn of another jiart, from the 
unexpeAcd failing of the Swallow, on the orders of Mr. Wheeler and Sir J. Ma pherioo, 
when Mr. Hadings was at Lucknow :~In the impoiTibility, at lead in the inexpedienee, 
of venturing any thing over-land to Madras, the intermediate country being then tiii railed 
by the enemy : — And, finally, on one portion cf the incney having been femittedy with 
Ibme Jmall infwmalityy through Major Scott. 

This INFORMALITY bcitig treated more gravely on one fide than on the other — Major 
Scott was aficed. If his praife of Mr. Hading^ could pretend to be fyltciuatlc ^ If Mi. 
Hadings had not adted, now and then, in coiitradiwlion of thofe oidcu it wa» hl:i bounuen 
duty to obey f 

To this, the anfwer of Major Scott was as follows ; — 

“ He thought, the raXMARY duty of the Governor-General v/as the Prefervation of 
** the Empire entruded to his care. — That he thought, fuch duty, at onvc judiciat as wjl 

as mlniderial, might lead to a Difobedience of any Orders given m initio.^And that h: 

alTo thought, fir fuch difibedunct a Governor- General was RESYo>.;.ifcLE.'* 
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as snyman on fuch a fubjedi ; and therefore 
he would not defire thit any parts of fuch a 
correfpondence Ihould be read, that really 
were of a private natorcy and did not in any 
degree relate to the fubje^ of the charge : 
but then he thought it would be proper tiiat 
fome perfon fliould be appointed by their 
Lord/hips to perufe the letter, and foe thrt 
nothing in it, which really related to public 
bufinefs, was kept back under the pretence 
of its being of a private nature. 

It foiled to be allowed on all hands, that 
the delicacy of withholding wliat ^as really 
of a private nature in the letter w&s w'dl 
founded. 

Mr. Adam was willing to adopt this idea 
of delicacy, but the prilbner might conlldcr 
the adoption of it rather ns an in n u l c e n c e 
than a RIGHT 5 for it appeared from the pri- 
foncr’s covenants with the Company (which 
Mr. Adam read), that he was bound to de- 
liver up to the Company all diaries, memo- 
randums, minutes, &c. relating to tlic Corn- 
pan) ’s affairs, though they*(hould be raixed 
with his own moft private concerns, or tli^fe 
of others. And when he confidercd the nature 
of other prefents, upon wliich the witnefs* 
had not yet been. examined, he did not think 
tliat the fame delicacy ought to be ohferved 
with refpeit to them, which the Managcis 
were willing to ohferve this day with refpe^ 
to ths letter in queilion. 

'I' he letter was not called for. 

Mr, Law obferved to the Court, that one 
of his client’s witneffes, Mr. Graham, waa 
in fo bad a of health, that it w.as feared 
lie could not live many days j certainly he 
could not live to th.c time when his client 
would vvifh tCi jHoriuec him; he therefore 
w.Ilh'.d th'v'ir Lcrc'fhips would fuffCT him to 
he examined at home. He had fubmitud 
t!ie ciic«mlt;:nce to the confidcrr.tion of the 
Man-ircrs, and th,2y h.id given thc.r confeni 
to the int ifurc. If, thertfoic, their LordHiips 
iheuid agree to this rne.';fii!C, intoru gaunics 
fhould be drp.wn and fent to the Mana- 
gw.-s, that they mis,!.: m..l;c cut crcr,-intcrro- 
gatorics upon them. The Counfel for Mr. 
IlaiLngb would readily ccnfcnt to a fimllar 
mw.furej'if liie Man^gcis fliould have ccca- 
lion to prepofe it. — Mr. Shend^n l;ud, the 
Managers lud no ohjeflion to the prepofal of 
I lie le.amed gcntlunan ; but It w.as not on 
ihj ground of uhciPROcnv thhi tlity 
affented to it. It vvv.s cctUlnly a new mede 
of pioc^vvimg in a cumlnal c..ufc’, to which 
nothiiig could be found in t!ie 

Conits below: tint, however, was for the 
ccnddei a. ion of their Lordfhlps j the Mana- 
gers, for their part, did not cbjc<^ to it. 

'I'hc LcM Chancellor faid, it Ccrt.ar>ly was 
a xit.w piucccdiiiv:, uiid ho did lihut yet Lnew 


what to fay to It. He would conlider of it| 
however^ arid their Lordihlps would, in 
deliberating upon it, hot forget that the coa- 
fent of both parties was the bafis of m 
application. 

When the buCncfs had got thus far, theib 
Lordihlps adjourned. 

Twenty-second Day. 

Thursday, Mat i. 

The Lord Chancellor informed the Ccun- 
fel for Mr. Haftings, that it would require 
fome time for their Lordlhips to conhder of 
the pcriucfl made yefferday, That leave 
might be given to the defendant, to talte the 
evidence of Mr. Graham at his own houfe i’"* 
for it did not as yet appear clear to their 
Lordihlps, that the Court had power to giant 
fuch a rcqueil. When they ihould have fur- 
ther confideredthefubjefb, they would direct 
him, he faid, to communicate their determi- 
nation to the Counfel and to the Managers.** 

After this, Major Scott was called in and 
examined relative to the clifpatches fent by 
him over-land to Mr. Hadings, and the ex- 
pence attending them. He faid, that from 
the year 1782 1785, he had fent feveral 

difpaichcs over-land to the then Governor- 
General (Mr. Hadlngs) ; that the expencet 
attending the tranfmiffion of them amounted 
to about 6000I. derling ; and tlut tliey 
\vc:e defrayed by Mr. Hadings. 

I'his circumdancc, the only material one, 
being .ffcci tained, Mr. Sheridan rofe to fay, 
“ That having various public letters frona 
Mr. Hadingi to adduce in evidence, he would 
not, if tlnir Lordiliips approved of it, keep 
them longjr, than by baicly reading the heads 
of them ** 

To this it was replied by the Chancellor, 
** That if they were to be brought as evi- 
dence, the WHOLE mud be read.** 

'I'he Clerk, therefore, again mounted the 
rodrum, and a courfe ot Indian Rcad- 
ingi*’ commenc^^d, for the fpace of two 
hours, to prove that Mr. Hadings had kept 
back from the Council at Calcutta the cir- 
cumftanceb that liad come to his knowledge 
of rh: dif.-ffcclion and treafonable proceed- 
ings of thj Begums \ that, from the 19th of 
Novcnibwr, whtn he concluded the treaty of 
Chunar, by vvhich thefe Princefles were to 
be dilpolltlTed of their hnded edates, and 
for which mcafure their difaffe^lion was 
dated as c'le ground, down to tlie 20th of 
January iv'llowiug, he never made the Coun- 
cil at Calcutta acquainted with the treaty, 
01 the grounds cn which it had beem con- 
cluded. 

Mr. Middleton was afterwards called in 
and examined. He faid, that he was at 
Chunar when Mr. Hadings and the Nabob

in perfon concluded, the treaty, which takes 
its name from that place : that, on the 
day on which it was executed, he was in the 
apartment of Mr. Haftings, together with 
the Nabob and his two Mtnlfters, and feme 
other natives : that whUft Mr. Haftings was 
at one end of the room, with thofe natives, 
he (the witnefs) was converfing with the 
Nabob and his MiniAcrs at the other end : 
that his Highhefs was very unwilling to fet 
his fcal to the treaty, and thereby execute it : 
that he feemed tp think he had made too great 
conceflions in it to Mr. Ballings, and given 
him too great an authority in his country: 
that his unvvillingnefs to execute it at 
lall removed by the witnefs, wiio faid he 
thought the tieaty would be very advantage- 
ous to both parties, without being attended 
with the leail inconvenience to either : that 
the great ohjexl of it being to fccuie to 
the Company the p:\ymcnt of the debt due 
by his Highnefj to the Company, he aiTund 
the Nabob that the Govcrnor-Oencral would 
not infill rigidly upon the performance of 
any part oT the treaty that was not c/Jln- 
tially ncceirary to that purpofe ; and that as 
Mr. Hallinjs had made very great cotiwcf- 
fions to the Nal>ob, in agreeing that tlic 
Britifh and native troops of the Comp my, 
then in the jiay of his Biglmefs, fiioulcl he 
withdrawn, and many eflablllhinents m ule 
for the piovilioii of EngUfli gentlemen, at 
the expence of the Nliliob, Ihould he fup- 
prefled, it v/ould be abfolutely nccclThry tiiat 
Mr. Haftings Ihould have fomething to llicw 
in return for the facrifices made by him in 
the^reaty : that under the alfurances of the 
witnefs, that the whole of the treaty was not 
to be enforced, and in confcqucnce of the 
other arguments ufed by him, the Nabob at 
Jail confented to execute ^he treaty. 

Mr. Middleton was aiked, if it was not at 
that time that the prefent of 100,000]. \/as 
given to Mr. Haftings ? He faid, he did not 
know, as he had learnt nothing of it rill 
after his arrival in England. He was next 
aiked, whether, if he had k.nown that the 
prefent of icc,oool. was made at that time, 
he could not readily have accounted lor the 
concefiions made by P,!r. Haftings to the 
Nabob ? He obferved, that this was a mere 
matter of opinion, and therefore he hoped 
their Lordlhips would not irilift upon hi» 
giving an anfwcr to this queftion. The 
Court did not difappoint the hope of tne 
ytitnefs on the occafion. 

He was aiked, if all Mr. Haftings's pri- 
vate letters to him after the treaty of Cbu- 
nar were recorded by him ? He anfwered, 
that all the private letters written by Mr, 
Mailings to him were upon record. He was 
^j^ired to point out out* He Aids he liad 


read fome this morning In print ; but letteri 
In print were npt admitted to be of reea tU 
He was aiked, if the private letters of 
Mr. Haftings to him after the treaty of Chu- 
nar did not relate to public bufinefs ? He 
faid, that many private loiters to him from 
Mr. Haftings were intermixed with public 
and private alfairs ; but that he believed all 
thole that were written after the treaty of 
ChuAar related to public affairs. He was 
aiked, if if was not ufu.il with the Refidents 
at Lucknow and elfewlicre to copy uilHetters 
into their official books th;it related to public 
aff'airs, toother with their anfwers to them ? 
He admitted, that fuch was the prafllce of 
off.ee. He then was aiked, if he had pre- 
feivcd in Ifis office recorded official copies of 
thefs btters and anfwcrb ? He anfwered, 
tliat he had not. He obferved, that after 
Mr. Haftln2;s Iiad broui^ht a charge againlfc 
him at CaLutL*., lie (Mr. Haftings) pub- 
llflied tlK'fc letters, and that was what he 
nil ant by faying they w.rc recorded } but in 
point of f.i^, th?)» did not appear in the 
Company's icrords. He was next alkcd, 
if Tie had not corrcfpondcxl wdtii bir 
Elijah impey on tlie fubjert of the trea- 
ty of Cliunar ^ He cmlwetcd in the af- 
firmative. rre wa'; aff%evJ, if the corref- 
pondcncc was nor of a public nature, and 
w'hicb conctmi'c! the Ciompany ? Me fild, 
y^r. Fie was tlv^n affni, if he had copied 
the Utt rs 0/ t.hit corrcfoondo/icc into hi# 
official bock, ami fj rccoidJH t’l *m. as wai 
the prarticc and duty of Refidenfs ? He 
replied, that he liad not, lie faid, that Sir 
T-hjah Im»>«y Ind uni e delivered them to tlic 
Iionf' of Comme ,is. 'I'lie f/lanagei'a aftied,^ 
ir tlio witn -fj had not lieaiii, bef,, j the con- 
clufion of the t’caly (d* Chunar, :.!1 tlic cir- 
cumftanccsTvi iiivu to the dififfethon of ths 
Eegurns, and the aT. fiance ft.Id to lavc been 
given by rli-ni to i!ie Rajuli Ch- yt Sing. He 
faid, he bad lic.ud, horn common leport, 
that the Ecyums were djr.*ffl;'.fi,d, aral had 
avftuall/ raifwd i^oo n ;n to fuppo; t ChcyC 
Sin.g ; and tiiat the adapted of lialiar 
Ally Klian (one of tiic Cemnia Min,fters) 
whow'as Govem.rof the principal town in 
the diftriQ cf the Ec^wnrj jaghircs, bad be- 
haved in a hc.Mle ma.^ncr to tlic Ingllffi, 
which, in th' opinion of tl»e witnefs, ho. 
would not h.'.ve p-iftmed to Iiavc done, if 
he had not been furc of countenance and 
fupport from the Miuiftcrs cf the Begum.*, 
and from the Begums themfilves. Whatever 
the witnefs had heard iroin common report, 
he had ftated to Mr. Haftings. He was 
aiked, wliether common report did not 
charge the Nabob himfdf with adling in 
concert with the Begums, in their hoftile 
difpofitlous a;;ainft tl^c Engliffi ^ He an-

A fc re d, that eonnnon report dlid not go that 
Imgth; but Col. Hannay, in a letter to the 
witflcfa, did not hefitate to fay it waa f3 un- 
derftood at Fyzabad (the rehdence of the 
Beguns). He waa aiked, if he had not 
made an affidavit before Sir Elijah Inipey of 
4rf/ he knew relative to the Begums ? He 
laid he had'* He was aiked, if he did not 
know, at the time, that Capt. Gordon^.had 
been rckafed by the Begum, and/ent under 
» guard to Col. Hannay, and that 

both Cbl. Hannay and Capt. Gordon had 
written letters of thanks to her fojr her kind 
freatnient of the latter? He anfwered in 
the affirmative. The Managers then afked, 
what was thereafon that, when he made tke 
affidavit before Sir Efijah Impey, his memory 
enabled him to ftate every thing he had heard 
the Begums, but did not fuggcA to 
him this faA in Javwr of them, and which 
be had from better authority than cmniwm re- 
port, namely, the letters of Col. Hannay and 
Capt. Gordon ? His reply was, that he did 
not think the Begums deferved any thanka 
dbf the rekafe of the latter gentleman^ as 
Coh Hannay had informed him that he was 
obSged to temporize with them, on account 
•f tjbe Atuation of Capt. Gordon, whefe 
Kfe he thought in danger at the time: that 
this was the reafon for writing in the manner 
be bad done to one of the Begums ; and 
that, after the relrafe ot that gentleman, it 
was thought expedient to keep up the fame 
appearance of confidence in her, and chere- 
iore k was that the letters of thanks had been 
ffint to her. He was aiked, if a Mr. Stett 
bad not a great manufaflure at that time in 
Che very town of which the adopted fen of 
Bahar Ally Khan was Governor ? whether 
that gendeman had ever been in any danger 
of his life from the difafiTedtion olf the Go- 
vernor, or ever experienced a want of refpedt 
from^him, or of proteflion to his manufac- 
tmt ? and whether it was not at the houfe 
erf this Mr. Scott that Cr.pt. Gordorv was 
lodged, while he was in that town of which 
the Governor was reprefented as afting 
fieslilely againft the Englifli, with the en- 
couragement or connivance of hts miHrcfies 
the Begums ? He repHed, that Mr. Scott 
ccitamly had a very great manufaflure in 
rhac town ; that he was never molefted by 
the Governor, or in danger of Icfing cither 
his life or property ; and that his heufe af- 
forded an afylum to Capt. Cordon. He was 
aetterwards aihed, if this lame difaffiefled 
G<wernor, a^ing, as it was faid. under the 
inffiicKce of his miftrefilcs the Begums, had 
not boon afl Dally delivered up by thofc Prm- 
eelfes to Mr. Middleton ? His anfwcr was, 
thaa tlie Governor had been deliveied to the 
Haibeb, who had pot him into the bands of 


the wltnefs. He was afleed, if this man haef 
not been difeharged from cuKlody without 
having received any punilhmene, though he 
was charged with treafon againll the ItacS ? 
Mr. Middleton replied, that ht himfclf had 
had leave of abfence from Lucknow for a 
month ; and Mr. Johnfon, his principal 
affillant, was left to do the duties of R^i- 
dent in his abfence : he underftood that, in 
the mean time, the prifoner had been dif- 
charged from his confinement, and he had 
not heard of any enquiry into his conduct. 
He was alked, finally, whether Cape. Gor- 
don had not claimed reparation for lofies fuf- 
tained^by him in the Begums' country to tho 
amount of 3000I. and whether his claim had 
not been allowed ? The wltncTs anfwered 
in the affirmative, and was then directed to 
withdraw. 

It was then fix o'clock, and their Lord- 
ffiips thought proper to rife and adjourn the 
Court to the Tuelday following. 

Twknty-Third Day. 

Tue-sday, May 6. 

This day a great deal of written evidence 
was given in, and read, relative to the Be- 
gums ; after this, 

Sir ELIJAH IMPEY 

was called to the bar, and underwent a long 
examination relative to the affidavits fworn 
before him, on the fobjeft of the difafifedioa 
of the Begums, and the rebellion in Be- 
nares. 

His anfivers in fubHance were, that his 
leaving Calcutta had not for its objeA the 
taking of thofe affidavits ; on the contrary, 
when he fet out on his journqr» bis foie in- 
tention was to vifit the country Courts of 
Juftice. Whilft he was on his way, he re- 
ceived a (hort note from Mr. Haffings, in 
which he inforroed him, that an unexpe^led 
revolution had happened at Benares j but 
that he was in fuch confufion about it, that 
he could not himfelf write him any of the 
particulars of the revolution, for which he 
referred him to a long letter from Mr. Sulli- 
van (the private Secretary to Mr. Haftings). 
This long letter was delivered to the witnefs 
at the fame time wiffi Mr. Hallings's note 1 
the Governor- General, in his note, prefiTed 
him much to join him at Benares. The 
wimefs hafiened to Patna, where the Eng- 
Ji ill were in the greateit cooHemation at the 
news of the rebellion, and were ready to 
quit the town. The witnefs thought it his 
duty to put on a good countenance; and for 
the purpofe of preventing the alarni from 
fpreading, to flay longer at Patna than was 
perhaps confident with his perfonal fafety : 
when he at lad left Patna, he repaired to Mr, 
Hidings at Benares. 
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Uc was aikcd if, when he took the affida- notorious in that country, as theone of 174$ 
vlts refpe£tlng the Begums, he concaved in this-Hi doubt of it did not exlft ^ 
hlmfeir to be legally empowe^ toadminifter Thatkhe part of the country which he went 
an oath ?

Mr. Sheridan then 
aiked, if the witneCs di(bcUeved that affer- 
tipn ?

Hailings had written was true, but that he 
did not recoHefi that the fa£l was as it was 
fluted there. Mr. Sheridan then faid, that 
mu A conclude the witnefs contradiiled 
tlie aflertion made by Mr. HaAings. Sir 
llfjah obfeived, that he gave his evidence 
without confidering how it would boar on 
cither the charge or the defence ; and that it 
would be for the Court to apply it.— Mr.

Twzntv-Fourth Day. 

Wednesday, May 7. 

This day a great deal of written evidence 
was produced to fhevv what excefTes had 
been committed by the Bngliffi Aationed in 
Oude, upon the inhabitants of that country » 
one paper Aated, that one morning an Eng- 
llih officer had caufed the heads of eigiiteen. 
natives to be Aruck off. 

A letter was next read to difprove the af- 
fertion made by Mr. HaAings in his defence^ 
that he had left tiie territory of Oude in a 
fiourilhing condition. Tliis letter was from 
Lord Cornwallis— It Aated, that on his vUit 
to Lucknow he was received by the Vizier 
with every mark of refpcA and attention $ 
but that he was (hocked at the deplorable, 
appearance of the country and the people : 
tliat he exhorted the Nabob in the moA ur- 
gent manner to adopt a fyAem of oeconomj 
in the expenditure of the revenue, and to lay 
down Axed principles of government for the 
happinefs and advantage of his fubje^s. 
That the Vizier replied, he had no intereA 
in cAabliffiing a fyAeik^ of oeconomy, while 
the inAuence of the Engllffi Government 
ruled every thing about his Court and in his 
dominions $ and that for him to attempt a 
new fyAem of government, under fuch cir- 
cumilanccs, would be abfurd, as his autho- 
rity was laughed at and defpifed by his fub- 
jeAs, who looked upon him as a cypher ; 
but that if the Engliih were to fuifer him to 
be the maAer of his dominions, he would 
become truly ceconomical, and lay down 
plans for tlie improvement of the commerce 
and encouragement of the agriculture of hit 
people. 

Another letter from Lord Comwallia 
Aated, that hit Lordffiip had feen fome of 
the cavalry, and other paru of the army of 

Oude* 
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bude, but that h* had found them <hch as it 
^vould not be fafe for a General to place 
much dependence upon ; and, indeed, fram 
all he liad fisen of the country, that it would 
be impotTible for the Company, in cafe of a 
is^ar, to draw any afTiftance from it. 

A letter from Mr. Kirkpatrick was read, 
to contradiA another affertion in the defence 
made by Mr. Hafting^s, namely, that the 
Princes of India had a high opinion of his 
good faith ; and that Madajee Scindia had 
written a letter to our moft Gracious Sove- 
reign, in which he beftowed the higheil 
praife on Mr. Mailings, and feemedito have 
nothing more to a(k, than that thofe who 
Ihould fuccced him in his government might 
follow his example. Mr. Kirkpatrick’s let- 
ter, which was addrelfed to Lord Cornwal- 
lis, aiTured that the natives had experienced 
fo many breaches of faith on the parr of the 
£ngUni, that it would be a vtry difficult 
matter to prevail upon them ever to place 
confidence in our promifes or engagements ; 
and therefore, however fincere Government 
might be in their intention to be faithful to 
their engagements, nothing but time and 
fomc more happy expciicnce of a change in 
our meafures, could make the natives place 
any confidence in our affurances. This letter 
of Mr. Kirkpatrick was the more remarkable, 
as it was written from tlie country of Ma- 
dajee Scindia, the Mahratta Prince, who, 
according to the defence of Mr. Hafllngs, 
had fo great a reliance upon the faith of his 
government, that he wifhed all future Go- 
vernors of Bengal might adhere as religioufly 
to their engagements as Mr. Hailings had to 
his. 

The Managers having gone through tius 
written evidence, defired that 
Mr. MIDDLETON 

fhould be called to the bar. This gentleman 
having made his appearance, underwent a 
long examination on the fubjedl of the fei- 
Eure of the Begum's jaghircs, and their trea- 
fuie, &c. tec. He was aiked how long the 
rebellion of the Begums, fuch as he fup- 
pofed it to be, had lailed ? He faid he be- 
lieved the period of its duration miglit have 
been from the fame period in the month of 
Augufl, at which Cheyt Sing broke out into 
rebellion, to the latter end of September.—* 
This queftlon was thought to be the more 
material, as the Begums were not Itripped 
of their jaghires till the December following, 
near three months after the conclufion of the 
fuppofed rebellion, though that rebellion had 
lince been made the ground or caufe for 
which thefe jaghires were feized. 

He was aiked, if Sir Elijah Impdf had 
f ommunioted to him the pieafiire of Mr. 
relatlYC to the refumption of the 
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jaghires ? He beliewd he might have con . 

with Sir Elijah cn the fubjcA. A 
pafiige from one of his own letters was then 
read to him, in thefe words “ Vour plea- 
** fure I have learned from Sir Elijah Impey 
“ relative to the Begums, and 1 flialf rake 
“ care to ufe every inftuence with the Na»* 
“ bob to fecond your views.*’ He ackiiow- 
leiilge.l that he had written the htier in which 
that paflage was to be found. The obje6t 
of the Managers in examining the jj-itnefs to 
this point was, to iTicw that rlie plan for 
felzing upon the tieafurcs of tWe Begums, had 
originated with Mr. Mailings, and not with 
the Nabob. 

I he Managers then read a letter from the 
Bow Begurn, or princefs mother, to Mr. 
Bri/lov.', dating the ha^dUnpi. of her fitua- 
tioft, the calumnies of her enemies, and her 
own innocence, and calling upon the Eng- 
lifii for that protect ion, which by treaty the/ 
weic bound to aUbrd her. Other letters 
were read, written by Jdeulcnant-Coloncl 
Hannay and Capt. Gordon, to the Begum, 
%nd her Miniflcrs Bahar and Jewar Ally 
Khan, tlianking them for their kind inter- 
pofition, which had faved the life of Capt. 
Cordon. The Counfel for Mr. Hadings ob- 
jefted to the admiflion of thefe letters as 
evidence, becaufe printed copies of letters 
were not evidence, whilft the originals could 
be obtained j but dill lefs were they evi- 
dence in the prefent as the writer, or 
fuppofed writer of fome of them, was it\ 
i#ondon ; and the Managers ought, in poinv 
of candour, to call upon him to date whe- 
ther thefe were copies of letters tliat had really 
been written by him. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, it was impoffible for 
him tt produce the writers of thefe letters, 
bccaufe one of them was the younger Be- 
gum, who was in India, and could not b* 
brought to this country j another of them 
(Col. Hannay) was dead ; and as for the 
tRIrd, Capt. Gordon, he did not think pro- 
per to call him, though he (hould be on the 
fpot } for notwithftunding the many expref- 
dons in his letters of gratitude to the Begum 
and her Minilters, for the prel^rvation of his 
life, this gentleman had not thought proper 
to take tire lead notice of fo remarkable a 
circumdance in his depofition, ry affi«iavit| 
before Sir Elijah Impey. But it was not nc- 
ceflary that he fhould produce cither the ori- 
ginals, or the writers of titefc letters $ they 
had been printed and annexed to one of the 
charges again.d Mr. Hadings, to which 
charge that gentleman had been admitted to 
make a defence at the bar of the Houfe of 
Commons j and in that defence he admitted 
thefe very letters to Ik genuine, and tho 
printed copies to be faithful*

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Mr. Law faid, that the Coipmons might 
jprove that Aich had been annexed to the 
Charge in the Commons^ and that Mr. lift- 
ings had argued upon them as if they were 
genuine, but not etdmitting them to be fo ; 
and after the Managers (hould have proved 
this, he would contend that the evidence of 
fadis fo proved was not admUTible againft the 
defendant. c 

Mr, Burke f^id, it was a hard tiling for 
the Commons to proceed under thevaiious 
dlladvanfS^s which naturally arofe out of 
the delinquency of the prifoner at, the bar. 
pne of the charges againft him was, that he 
had fupprelTcd letters which he was bound 
|n duty to have recorded, and which, if he 
bad, would be evidence for theft- Lordftiips ; 
but now that he had violated his duty, and 
fupprelTed correfpondence, his Coqnfel tri- 
umphantly called out for the original letters : 
tills was making thcpiifoncr avail liimfelf of 
his own wrong, contrary to all principles of 
jultice.-r-The Managers proceeded to prove, 
that thefe letters had been printed and annexed 
^o a charge in the FlouCe of Commons, t9 
which Mr. Haftings had made a defence ; 
and a paftage from that defence was read, to 
prove that he bad admitted thefe letters to 
be genuine. They were accordingly read, 
and talj;en dpw^ upon their Lordftiips mi- 
putes. 

After ^hi^, Mr. Law qbferved, tl^at as ;t 
did not appear from any evidence given by 
the Managers, that thefe Jetters had ever 
reached the hands of Mr, Haftings, he hopt4 
the Hon. Manager who had charged him with 
having fupprefted Icttci s, would U\ candour 
and jufticc to the gentleman at the bar rc- 
trp€t his aftertion- 

Mr. Burke, afluming all the dignity of 
situation belonging to a pei fon adling for and 
reprefenting the Commons of England, re- 
plied, My Lords, the Counsel de- 
serves NO ANSWER.” 

Mr. Sheridan proved, (hat fome of the moft 
material evidence relative to the Begums, had 
been aflualiy fuppreflTed ; for he ftated from 
written documents, the authenticity of which 
had been previoufly eftablifticd, that Goulafs 
Roy (a man who h.fd refided in Oude, and 
was beft acquainted with all that Ixlongcd to 
f!ie cpnduft of the Begums) had been font 
to Benares to make his depofition j and that 
filter lie had made it, he was ftnr home:— - 
but^ (aid Mr. Sheridan, not the leaft notice 
pr account of this depofttion of Goujafs Roy 
was to be found in the coUc^ion of affidavits 
by Sir Elijah impey* 

The Managers then continued the examiT 
patipii of Mr. Middleton. His books 
porrefpondcnce were produced and it ap- 
that OMy |>a|^s were tom out, ^ 


oYhers were added, which were looft, naC 
being fewed or bound up with the reft. Onq 
of the books appeared to be numbered ctr 
paged in his way : A fubjeft was carried oi) 
and pafled in regular order i when that fub- 
je£f was ended, another began again with 
No. I, 2 , 3 , &(u fo that page i occurred 
more than once in the fame volume. Now 
a great number of leaves were torn out, anef 
felie next page to thofe that had been fo t»rn 
bore the No. i, and thus went on regularly ; 
fo that a whole hiftory of any one tranfadfion 
might have been thus deftroyed. The leaver 
fo torn had been bound up with the reftf 
and tlic threads of the binding from which 
they had been tom remained. 

Mr. Middleton was not able to account fof 
this lacerated ft.ite of his books. 

He was then alked, if the Nabob liad bee^ 
always inclined to take from his parents their 
jaghires and eftates ? He faid, he believed 
he was ever inclined to do fo, but had been 
withheld by his dread of the Englifti, whofo 
faith was pledged to guarantee to the Bow 
Begum^i at leaft, thofe jaghires and trea- 
fures. He was alked ncJtt, how he could, 
in one of his letters to Mr. Haftings, ftate, 
that he had an atmoji unfttjuerablt reb^anee 
to the meafure ? He did recollc6l that he had 
made ufe of that expreftion. The expref- 
fton appeared in a letter of Mr. Haftings to 
Mr. Middleton, in which the former adverts 
to and rejieats this expreftion, as taken frpm 
a preceding letter fiom Mr. Middleton to the 
Govei nor- General. This letter of the wit- 
nefs, to which Mr. Hayings referred, was 
not to be found, and was by tlic Managers 
faid to be r>ne of the many that had been 
deftroyed or fupprefted. Another letter, 
from the Nabob, which Mr. Middleton fai^l 
he difpatclicd to Mr. Haftings, and which 
related to the refumption of the jaghires and 
treafures, was not to be found upon record, 
but was alfo fupprcired or loft, 

Mr, Mi’jdleton was alkod, whether Mr. 
Haftings would not have caufed the jaghires 
to be feized, wliether the Nabob' had confent- 
cd or not ? He faid, he believed he would. 
He was alked, if he himfelf (the witnefs) 
had not ilTucd hit own orders, or perwannahs^ 
for that purpofe, withoyt waiting for the con- 
fent of the Nabob ? He replied, that cer- 
tainly he had figncd and feal^ ftyne of thefe 
perwannahs, and delivered them to the Mi- 
niftcr, hut he did not believe they had been 
difpatched'by him before the Nabob figned 
perwannahs for the fame puipofe. He wa^ 
jlksfJ, if tlje Nabob had not at the time de- 
clare, that his fo ft^ning was aft of com* 
This Me. Middteton admitted!. 
Hp was then called upon to lay, how he 
could aftert tli^t the Nabob had bm always 
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JfKlintd to refume the jashires, and would 
)iave done it if he had not been withheld by 
the Englilh guarantee ? ^ The anfwer we 
were not well able to underhand ; the witnefs 
faid fomethlng about the Nabob's^iihing to 
refume only fime jaghires, but Mr. Haitings 
would have him refume afL 

He was alkcd, if the fecond article of the 
treaty of Chunar did not leave the Nabob at 
liberty to refume fuch jaghlres as he Ihoiild 
think proper to refume ? He faid, it did. 
He was aflcod then, if the meaning of that 
article was, that the Nabpb Ihould refume 
thofe tliat he did not think proper to re^me > 
He replied in the negative. He was dtfired 
then to reconcile, if he cpuld, a treaty which 
gave the Nabob igavc to refume fucb as ho 
^ould pUafi^ with an order that he fl^ould 
refume iuch jaghlres as he tuijted not to pof- 
fefb himfelf i nay, that he ihould refume all, 
Mr« Middleton admitted, that upon the face 
of the treaty, the order juil mentioned and 
the treaty itfelf were irreconcileable. He 
faid, however, that from the beginning he 
had told the Nabob that l>e muil refume all 
the jagliires. 

Mr. Sheridan contended, that in this the 
witnefs had datly contradicted what he had 
ifaid on a preceding day on the fame fubjcCl, 
when it appeared from his evidence, that the 
Nabob’s reludancc had been exprefled w!»cn 
the refumption of the Begumik* jaghircs was 
mentioned to him j for at that time the re- 
fumption of no other jaghircs had been fo 
much as Iiintcd to him. The former evi- 
.dcnce was read, and Mr. Middleton was en- 


deavouring. fo reconcile * what he had faid^ 
when the Lord Chancellor obferved, chat tho 
difeuifon of this point might ul^e up much 
time, and it was then near fix o'clock f • 
The point was then dropped^ and their 
Lordlhips adjourned. 


Twenty-fifth Day. 

^ Thursday, May 8. 

Mr. Mjfldleton was called again to the 
bar this day, and his examination andcrofa- 
examination laBed till the rifin^of the 
Court, at ^alf paft live o'clock. It appeared^ 
from one of his letters, that a man was kept 
in the Comp*iny'8 pay, at Fyzabad, for the 
purpofe of forwarding fuch letters as might 
be addreded to the Refident at Lucknow^ 
and of tranfmicting whatever inteUigenco 
Ihould come to his knowledge, that was in 
any degree important. Hewasalkcd, what 
was the name of this man ? He faid, it was 
Goulafs Roy. He was afked, if this man had 
not been fent to Benares to depofe whatever 
he had heard relative to the rebellion of the 
Begums, being fuppofccl to be well acquaint* 
ed with every thing that had palTed at Fyza* 
bad } On this point the witnefs was not 
able to fpeak with any certainty. A paflage 
of a letter was then read to him, written by 
Major Davy, informing him that Goulafs 
Roy having been examined, and his dqx>fi* 
tion taken, relative to the rebellion of the 
Begums, had been fent ^ack to Fyzabad. 
He was then alked, wliy this depoftcion did 
not appear among the other afjidavits f He 
replied, that he did not know until he heard

Mr. Middleton was more agitated, and therefore more confufed, than ever. I'he quef- 
dons put to him, be apprehended tardily; and his anfwers often were fo perplexed, as to 
make them yet moie tardily apprehended in return. 

In the courfe of this prolix detai 4 Mr. Sheridan managed mofi of the matter, A few 
queftions came from Mr. Fox ; and when Mr. Adam let fall a few words on their fids, 
protefting their witnefs, the Chancellor very properly let him (cnov/, that every witnefs 
is in the protedion of the Court/' 

The word caption” appearing in fomeof the Benares papers^Mr. Buifte, with 
his wonted promptitude and force, obferved on its peculiarity — ** That th!) was a flower 
f* nof likely to Ijave been gathered among Orienul growtiis ; but that it was to be traced

Mr. Burke then delired the witnefs would 
lay, whether he tliou^ht it was decent or juR 
to commit to a perfon fo accufed, the charge 
of finding out wltnefibs to blacken his ac- 
cufers ? He faid, ht did not commit fuch a 
charge to him; he barely coiiimu riented to 
him the orders which the«Govuiioi'-Gencr.4l 
had font to the witnefs. 

Mr. Law alked, if the jaghire left by* the 
late Nabob to the Bow Begum was contide- 
rable f He replied, that, in his opinion, it 
was r*ot worth more than two lacks of rupees 
a- year ; but that her Ton, the prefent Na- 
bob, had given her other jaghires, making 
her whole income fix Luk* a year. He was 
aficed, whether the Begum wis not reputed 
to have had a large, and what, i'u:n in her 
poficHinivAt the time of h.r hufbancl's death > 
Ho replied, that it was computed fhc had 
two crorcs, or a,ooo.oooJ. This treafure he 
conceived to be the inlierirancj of the picf.nt 
Nabob, though it was in the Zenana; for 
the late Nabob rcfided at I'yz.ibad, where 
his widow flill refidcs, and he ha6 no other 
treafiirc than that which was depoiited in 
tlw Begum's BaUce. He confid'acd tlic Be- 
gum only as the Naboh's trcauiiei, and not 
the owner of the wealth ; and a circumfiance 
had octuned which induced him to form 
this opinion. When the l.ite Nabob was 
profeciuing the Rohilla war, be gave the 
witnefs a diaft for 15 IncUs, to be p '.id out 
of this treafure at Fyzab.id ; the diaft, how- 
ever, was not honoured : the Begum, ho 
tvas at th.it time with him in the camp, then 
drew lor the lame fum, kind hc^- drnfi was 
immodiatdy p^id. Mi. Shci*d.in .ilkcd, if 
thi> fact did not prove diuulv tliv rt:vtr»’#b > 
for 0*^ rh„- Nabob's order for the money had 
been difrtgardvd, and the IK gum's duly ho- 
noured, it would appear that thj fend upon 
w'hich both had dfdwn bclongeil to tiie Be- 
gum, and not to hei fon. 

Mr. Shciidan, in order to fhew that the 
trcjfurc-f ittt by Sujaii ul Dowlah could not 
be fo gicat as the witnefr had thought them 


to be, aficed what was the Him that the 
Nabob was to pay for our afTiitance in 
EX r tRMiNATiirc’ the Rjuillas? The 
witnefs replied, forty lacks; fifteen were 
paid before the death of tlie Nabob, and 
fince tliat period the Begums had paid fifty- 
fix lacks, 560,000]. Mr. Sheridan left it 
then to their Lord/hips to judge, whether 
fhe could have 2,ocx>,oool. Reriing in tlie 
Zenana. 

Mr. Law aficed, whether the Begums liad 
not a conhderable body of troops in their 
jaghlres ? whether they were not independent 
of tife Nabob ? whether the Begums Mini- 
fters did not frequently oppofe the Nabob's 
officers ? whether his Highnefb had not fre- 
quently CHprefTcd a wiih that the jaghiius of 
his parents were refumed \ and whether lie 
had not complained, that two rulers, mean- 
ing liiinfolf and his mother, were too 
many for one country ? The witnefs replied, 
that the Begums had troops, wiiich were 
certainly independent of the Nabob, whole 
officers had often been refi/led by them, un- 
der the orders of Bahar and jewar Ally 
Chan, the Degums MiniRers ; and for thefe 
and other rcMfons, he would kivc refumed 
the jagliires, if he had not been withheld by 
the Englifii guarantee ; but he did not recol- 
le«R piecifely that he had heird him fay, 
“ two rulers were too many for one 
“ country." 

In anfvvcr to fome qusftions put to him 
by Mr. Sheridan, he faid, that every perfon 
holding a Jaghire was obliged to have troops ; 
that tlijy were nwC.iTiry for thecollcRion of 
tlie revenue j that the N^boh had fre<iuently 
attempted to incrouv-li upon the jnghires of 
his par-aih, wh»fe Mini-^ers, as they were 
in duty bound, rtTiftid the incroaclinients 5 
and this cilfeharge of iheir duty was, he be- 
lieved, one c)f the reafons that made the Na- 
bob rlifiike them. 

Mr. ShtTidan then undertook to fubfian- 
tiatc, tlwir the keeping the Nabob's family, 
portioning ihe daujluers, &c. Sec, was al- 
ways thought to be a necefiary part of hia 
aHowjucc : H'hat lie had complained of the 
Englifii, as the fource of all his difficulties : 
'I'hat two gentlemen were mentioned— 
whom Mr. Middleton did not remember, 
though he rt<f>UeH<d tliey were nu.med In the 
letter— Tliefc two gentlemen proved to be 
Mi. Bri/low and Mr. Middleton — the former 
of whoma Mr. Burke obferved, had ih% 
foliiics, the latter the money," 

The letter was read by tlic Clerk. 

Mr. Law here obferved, they could not 
get accefs to thefe letters, as they were taken 
away each night by the Hon. Monageis* 

The Loid Chancellor, with that jjcrfpi- 
auity which difcrlminetcs eni and knows 

every 
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every tbingy laid, They were»or(hottldbe« 
depofited in the Parliament Office— that 
koth parties ffiould have accefs to themy 
when found neceffary, but that mUbtr (hould 
remove them at their pleafure." 

Mr. Sheridan aiked the witnefs* whether^ 
after the late Nabob had been defeated by 
the Engliffi at the battle of Buxar, the Bo- 
£um had not repaired to him with all her 
treafure ? He replied, tliat fhe had repaired 
to him, and had carried with her valuable 
effefts, on which ffie raifed great Aims for 
his ufe $ and this mark of Adelity and at- 
tachment to her hufband, in the critical 
moment of his diffrefs, was, the witnefs 
admitted, the foundation of the unbounded 
love he ever after entertained for her. The 
witnefs alfo admitted, that he had lieard the 
Begum had prevented her hufband from put- 
ting his fon, the prefent Nabob, to death ; 
and had, by her great influence over her 
huiband, prevailed upon him to Angle her 
fon out from all his other children, and conAi- 
tute him his heir. — This evidence was given 
to prove, that if thefe Princes had greatly 
enriched the Begum through gratitude, it 
would not be fair to fay that they did not give 
her a property in the wealth, and more par- 
ticularly, as the Begums were obliged to fup- 
port the family and children of the late 
Nabob, and give tliem fortunes on their 
marriage. 

^r. Sheridan aAced the witnefs, if all the 
articles of the treaty of Chunar had been 
faithfully obferved by the Englifh ? He re- 
plied, that lie could not anfwer thequeAion, 
uniefs he was to read the whole treaty, and 
all the correfpondence. Mr. Sheridan then 
faid, he could afk him a more Ample quef- 
tion— Had any one article of that treaty been 
kept ? The witnefs could not tell. Mr. 
Sheridan aAced him, if any articles of it had 
been kept except thofe which were difagree- 
able to the Nabob, and wliich the witnefs 
had affured that Prince, Mr. HaAhigs never 
intended Aiould be enforced ? The Counfel 
faid, the quellion was too broad. Mr. She- 
ridan faid, he did not mean to prefs the wit- 
nefs to anfwer it. 

But he would a Ac this queffion— At what 
period had the Nabob ftipulated that the 
temporary brigade belonging to the Com- 
pany, and then in his fcrvice, Aiould be 
with^awn? The witnefs replied, that it 
was on the 19th of September. 

Mr. Sheridan upon this remarked, that this 
was the very period when the fuppofed re- 
bellion of tlie Begums was raging. He kft 
it to their LordAiips to judge, whether the 
Nabob would infiff, that the only troops on 
which he could depend Aiould be diAnlAld, 
Jiagrtsutt helUf juft at the moment^ when, if 


fuch a war was aftudly extfting, he had the 
greateft occaAon for their fervices. 

A ym long examination then took plaoe 
on the of the witnefs's books of cor- 

refpondence. The laft letter in one of thekk 
boolcs, written on a Aieet hound up with the 
reft of theb(x>k, was dated the 19th of Oc- 
tober ; immediately foUow fome Icofe Aieeti^ 
not bound up ; and on the firft of clieni ia 
anothar letter, bearing date alfo the lythof 
O Aober. Thefe two letters were not cqpied 
at the fame time, or on the fame ^ 
paper ; for thefe two Aieets, though imme- 
diately follcpwing each other, havedifiereol 
water marks. Now the former of the two 
letters, bearing the fame date, was wiittea 
by Major Gilpin to Mr. Middleton, and in- 
clofed copies from the Bow Begum of tte 
letters that had been fent to her by CoL 
Hannay and Capt. Gordon. But thefe co|te 
Aiould have been inferted in the official bookg 
immediately after tlic letter from Major Gil- 
pin, in which they had been inctofed.— Mr* 
Middleton faid lie kad left copies of them in 
the office. 

Lbrd Loughborough aAced, why he had 
not font thefe copies to Calcutta, particulatly 
as the Begum had requefted that he would 
fend them as InAiuments of her defence, and 
vouchers of her innocence ? He faid, he was 
then retiring from his office, and transfcirlng 
the duties of tlie Refident lo Mr. BriAow, 
previous to his departure fopCaicutta.—>Tlier 
noble and learned Lord aAced, why ^he had 
not carried with him letters of fo much im- 
portance, and delivered them to the Gover- 
nor on his arrival at Calcutta He did not 
think it was neceffary ; he piefumed his fuc- 
ceffbr in office would fend them. 

Lord Loughborough obferved, that it ap. 
pcared frcAn a letter from Mr. Haftings to 
the witnefs, that he was directed by the for- 
mer to enquire who were able to give an}' evi- 
dence relative to tlie difaffeiftion of tlie Be- 
gums ; to defire that they would make de- 
poAtions of &U they knew ^ that tlicy Aiould 
be very particular as to dates and plac- s ; that 
no depoAtion Aiould be drawn up in a lan- 
guage which the deponent did not under- 
ftand ; and that perfons Aiould be prefent, 
who Aiould take care that the deponents 
were duly fwom, according to the forms

This was very impor- 
tant, and a fpeedy execution of the fentenee 
Would have a tendency to give a greater ter- 
ror CO the natives from perpetrating tiie crime 
again. In this he was fepported by the othev 
Judges (VI the bt^nch, who figned the death- 
w^arrant ; and although Sir Robert Chambers 
had at firfl doubted whether the laws of Eng- 
land, in this cafe, extended Co forgery, yet 
he had retradled th.u opinion by his fignacure, 
which he would not liave given to the war- 
rant for his execution, had be any doubts on 
the propriety of it. His principal arguments 
in Sir Elijah’s favour were, Mr. Panel’s ap- 
plicatuin to Mr. Francis, Gen. CUvering, 
and Col. Monfon, to petition for a rel'pite 
in Nundcomar’s fentenee ; that the two latter 
Ind declined liaving any thing to do with it ; 
farther, he did not believe S,ir Robert Cham> 
bers would have coiifented to his execution, 
had he thought the proceediugs illegal. 

Mr, Macdonald faid, it was impofiibie to 
know how people might he aftuated on dif- 
ferent occafioo!- ; had he been in his fituacion, 
he might have allowed a refpiie till his Ma- 
jefty’s pleafure fhould be known, hut in fay- 
ing this, it was not acrufing Sir Elijah of be- 
ing wrong, 

Mr, Fox controverted every law argu- 
ment tlic Solicitor Grneial had laid down. 
He C(Ni tended that Sir Ehjdi Impey mult 
have bvcn well aware tfiat the laws of for- 
gery were not applioble to India r that bad 
It been the intentioii of the legifljtHre that 
thofc laws fhould have extended out of chi.s 
country, they would have hkewife gone to 
the Weft India iflmds and North America, 
which were commercial countries; but fo 
far from that being the cafe, they did not even 
go to ihc northern parts of this iftand. Could 
Sir Elijah then have conftrued them, if lie 
had meant fairly, to have eflfedl ia the Eaft 
Indies ? Would any man tell him that ho 
thought fo } — N(v— he availed himlejf of the 
opportunity of being out of his M^efty'a 
reich, and of not allowing his gracious 
mercy to extend to the prifoncr. 

Kfr, Fox compi.rncd, that Sir Elijah liad 
concealed much of the evidence in fumniing 
up the verdirt, and tn his charge to the Jury 
had concealed Sir Robert Chambers’s opi- 
nion, I h it he thought the a 5 I did not 
extend to India, and that the pnfoner ft\ouId 
be refpited till the King'j pleafure was 
known. He had pretended a* a re.ifon why 
X^undcom?.,* 
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kundcotnar iliouM be immediately exe- 
'cQted — that fume of his friends had offered 
one of the Judges a bribe of 30,000!. — fo 
that Nundcomar was murthe'red to Ihew that 
Sir £. Impey was not guilty of corrupt 
motives j but he proved, that if he had not 
adled legally, he mad have been adluuled by 
corrupt motives. 

Mr. Fox hext obferved, that it had been 
adduced in palliation of Sir Elijah’s guilt, in 
the immediate orders for putting N undcom'ir s 
fentence in force, that the delay of punifh. 
meut was taking away horn the effej^ of the 
verdidt, and from ftriking that terror into 
liie natives, whicti its immediate execution 
was meant to enforce. But the conirary is 
the fa£t. For fo far has the crime of forgery 
ceafed being committed in India, that it has 
often lince occurred ; and even (0 late as the 
year 17X5, when Sir Wm. Jones, one of 
the Judges of Bengal, in dehveiing his opi. 
kiion, (tated, that he was very doubtful whe- 
ther the crime of forgery, as (fated hy the 
laws of this country, extended to India. The 
execution of that fehCence had, however, in 
a mod energetick manner, had this effeif : 
that h (hould be a warning to every native, 
however high in rank and authority, how 
they dared accufe a Governor- General <f 
crimes and miAlemeanors, for not one perfon 
had fince been heard to bring a charge of cor- 
ruption againft a man in power. It l^ould 
be particularly obferved, that the hrff profe- 
cution of (tajah Nundcomar, thougii it was 
lor a crime commuted many years preceding, 
was brought foiward two days after lie had 
charged Mi. Haffings with bnbcryj there 
was there:ore the (frongelt reafoii to fufpeifl 
that the diarge againff him was contrived to 
fupprels Nundconiar’s evidence. 

Mr. Fox conchided by obforving, that it 
had been urged ag.iinff this impeachment, of 
not being brougnt forward till fo long after 
the crime alledge d againff Sir Elijah Impey 
had been committed. This argvmicnt he fet 
afiJe by faying, iii.it Ills Honourable Fiietid 
who brought forward rhh profecution, had, 
like many other men, been deluded in bis 
opinions. That even the w 01 thy Hnionet 
would not himfelf have known fu much of 
Indian afffirii, liad it not been that he (ud m> 
fOk-ir.ed himfelf by attending (he Committees, 
in order to fupporC Mr. Haftings againft any 
Charges which might be brought againff him. 

By this attendance, and an enquiry into the 
fubjedi, he was obliged to know mure of Mr. 
Haflings’s cpnduel than he would ever have 
fufpe^ed ) and in fearching for arguments 
to efpoQft biscaufe, he Utfeovered his crimi- 
nality. . 

The Attorney-General and Mr. Pitt fpokn 
Ibr^ly againll the impeachment. 


‘ Chancellor of the Exchequer moved, 
thafehis Houfe will early in the nextfemon, 
take into confideraiion the petitions againft 
the Slave Trade, and delibci-.ue on what may 
be pl-opet to be done in tliac refpedf ^ which 
was agieed to.

This day the Houie met purfuant to tho 
hff .id)oiirnment. 

The County Election Bill waarfommitted, 
and the blanks filled op. 

Mr. )oiiffe^ who did not come into the 
Houle til) the bill had palTed the Committee, 
gave notice, tliat he wffflld, on a future day, 
move that it (hould be re-commitred, becaufe^ 
in its prefent form, he conceived it would 
deflroy the rights of olcaoi Si which it was 
brought 111 to proteA. 

The Rocking bill alfo paflTud through the 
Committee with t)iis alteration, that the 
claufe making it death to deltroy the Rock- 
ijng fr.imes, Was expunged on the motion of 
Mr. Grenville, who ftrongly objedfed to the 
further extenfion of our penal laws, already 
too numerous. ^ 

May 15. 

A Committee of the whole Houfe was 
formed for confidering further of the charges 
againft Sir Elijali impey, Sir Godfrey Weblter 
m theCtiair. 

•M Anftrutber priipofed that thofe papers, 
illuftracive of the Patna caufe, which had nut 
been yet printed, Ibuiild be printed for the 
ufe of the Members f which was agreed to. 
The Houfe being rcfurtied, it was rk 
folved, that the Committee on the Chaigrs 
agatiift Sir Elijah be renewed on the xyth

May 16. 

The Honfcrcfolved itfclf into aCommirtrr 
on the Petition from fev^ral Inhabitants of 
lie; Province of Canada. 

Mr. Powys moved, that Mr. I^imburner 
fliould be called ro the bar. This gcntlem.in 
ftated the various hardlhips which great rium - 
bers of the inhabitants of Canada felt under 

the prefent conftitution of that country 

When the wicnefs had withdrawn, Mr. 
Powys laboured to prove th.it from the great

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and he was the more forry on thk eecafion, 
as he was a friend co Che propofed enqairy i 
the ground of his oppoTition was Amply 
that neitlier the Hoofe nor his Majt Ay*s 
Minifters had as yet fuddeient information on 
the ful^eAito enable them to form any final 
arrangement refpedting the confiitution of 
Canada. Such information might be es pedted 
from the- iufirudtions feiic out to LArd 
Dorchefter to celledk opinions on th^ fubjedt, 
and tranfin^ them to Government at liome. 
Therefore, chough he admitted tliat fome- 
Ching mufi bt done refpedHng CandCia, yet as 
this was not the moment when Parliament 
had fufficient grounds to proceed upon, he 
was of opinion that the bufinelsihould pafs 
over to the next fefliun; and for this purpofe 
he moved the previous quefiion. 

Mr. Fox condemned the procrafiinating 
fyltem of Mr. Pitt ; he thought that he ei- 
ther concealed the infoimation he had fe« 
ccived from Lord Dorchefier, or neglrd^ed 
to obtain any } and he was fere that Parlia- 
ment was fes well prepaied now, as it was 
likely to be next fefi'ion, to decide upon this 
bufmefs. 

Mr. Powys faid, that if his motion for an 
enquiry this fefiion fiiould be rejected, he 
would follow it with another, that Che hufi* 
nefs Ihould be taken up early the next felfion 
of Parliament. 

Mr. Pitt obferved, that to fuch a motion he 
could have no objeAion. 

After much converfation on the fubjedt, a 
divifion took place, when there appeared— 
For the previous «|uettion 104.'— Againfi it 
39.— Malority 65. 

The original motion made by Mr. Powys 
was of courfe loft. 

The Houfe was then refumed, Ihd that 
gentleman moved, that this Houfe will early 
in the next fellioii cake into their confidera- 
tion Che fiate of Canada. This motion palled 
unammoufly. 

May 19. 

The order of the day Tor the third reading 
of ’ike Wool Bill having been moved. 

Sir John Thorold in the name of the wool 
growon oppofed it ; he faid. that without any 
necefiicy for fuch a meafure, it iropofed 
very great hardthipi on that defcrlpcion of 
l^iTiir.'. : to get nd therefore of a bill, which, 
in every point of view, be mult condemn, he 
moved, that the third reading of it ihould be 
deferred to ch..c day three montlis. 

S:r Peter Burrell feconded the motion, and 
lift'd many arguments infiipport of it. 

The Houfe’however rejcAed it on a divi- 
fion. Ayes 24, Noes 7 a. 

The bill was then read a third time, paflad, 
and ordered up to the Lords. 


The report from the Committee of th« 
wliole Houfe on Mr. Bearcrofe'^s Bill for re-> 
gulating County Eledlions, by caufing free- 
holds to be regiftered, was brought up aad 
read. 

Mr. JolifTe moved that the bill (hoifd be 
recommitted, becaofe there were defers in 
fome of the claufes, which could be remedied 
only ill a Committee. After fome converfa- 
tion the bill was accordingly recemmicted, 
and the alterations propofed by Mr. Johffe 
were made. 

May 20. 

The ^loufe in a Committee adopted, on 
the motion of Mr. Rofe, feveral r^olutions 
for the better iodemnification of revenue of- 
ficers; one of which wi^s, that 10s. per ton 
be allowed upon every veflel condemned for 
illicit craile. 

Mr. Burgefs moved, that the Solicitors 
employed by the Managers of the profecution 
againfl Mr. Hafiings, be diredled to prefenC 
to the Houfe a particular account of the Aims 
expended in that profecution, fpecifying to 
whom, and on what account, the refpedlive 
fums had been paid. In fuppoit of this mo- 
tion, he obferved, that the account lately pre- ' 
fented by the Solicitors, in confequence of 
his fortfier motion, was very general and in- 
definite ; and chat as he wjf^sd for complete 
information on this head, he hoped the Ma- 
nagers would have no ohjedlion to give in a 
more particular fiatemtnt of expenditure. 
He mean, by this motion, to infinuate 

that there were any grounds for cenfure. His 
motive was merely to remove all doubts about 
the propriety of the application of the public 
money on this occafion. 

Sir William Dolben nTe tofecondthe mo- 
tion of his Hon. Friend, which, he was con- 
vinced, was not intended in the way of cen- 
fure, but as a ftsmolus to caution and prn- 
dence. 

Mr. M. A. Taylor was of opinion, tliat 
the motion was meant more as a check to 
the profecution, to which the Hon. Mover 
was well known to be unfriendly, than as 
Che means of removing any doubts which 
miglit have arifen in his mind refpedling the 
expenditure of the public money. 

Mr. Sheridan obferved, that the managers 
had been cenfored for being too prodigal of 
the public money in the profecution. But 
tbefe cenfures feemed to be grounded only on 
the idle Craih that appeared in the daily priota 
on this fubjeA. He, on the contrary, con- 
ceived, that no further charges had beeo ip- 
curred than fuch as were aeceflaryg and that 
the folicitors had been very OKonomical on ' 
the occafion. He thought tkie wodoa camo 
from a fufpicioug quarter, as the aover had

lieeii exeettJingly adverse to the prof«cut1on of 
Mr. Haftings. 

Mr. Fox concurred with his Hon. Friend 
(Mr. Sticridan) in his opinion of Che oscono- 
my which had prevailed in the courfe of the 
iMofccution. With regard to rerponfibility 
for any improper expenditure, t)e thought 
the Managers were only accountable for the 
fcrvices which they dtre6iedto be performed, 
and DOC for the particular moile in which 
thofe fervices were executed, or the quantum 
of expence apfing from fuch mode. As to 
Che motion, he had no objeAion to the pro- 
duction of a very particular and fpeciftc ffate- 
menc of the expences incurred by the profe. 
cucton now . pending s hut he would nut give 
his vote on either fide of the queflion. 

The Cliancellor uf the Exchequer thought 
it very proper for any gentleman who cntai • 
Uined doubts concerning the application of 
any part of the public money, to move for 
complete information upon the fulijeCt ; and 
he (hould be ready to agree to any motion of 
this nature, provided no dang<^T was likely to 
arife to the caufe from the produChon of fui li 
intelligence. He had no vvifh, however, to 
check, in any degree, the application of any 
fums which the Managers migl it deem neceJ- 
fary for carrying on the prufeciUion with vi- 
gour and effeCl. 

Mr. Bui ke conceived, that to call for an 
account of every particular article of expen- 
diture, fnitnt 9 Hte, was highly improper ; 
not Chat he thought Che prefenc niotuui would 
be of any real detriment to the pnifecution, 
but that it would furnifh a precedent which 
might after wauls be pra^ifej on occafiivns 
wliere it might prove very prejudicial. He 
ftiould not, huwrevcr, oppofe the motion, 
though he did not approve the fpinc frc’m 
which It feemed to originate. Indeed, he 
thought ti)e caufe in which he and Ins hi other 
Managers were engaged, had been y/arvtJ 
from the beginning. 

Sir Peter Burrell was unfriendly to the 
motion, which, he apprehendt-d, was un- 
precedented during the progrcls of apiofecu- 
tion.

May 21. 

The Houfe being in a Committee of Ways 
and Means, Mr. Pitt obferved, as tlie bill for 
regulating the Scotch Diftilleries would ex- 
pire this fummer, he would move that a 
duty of three pounds per annum for every 
gallon that a ftill contains, be paid in Sent^ 
and for a licence to work a Hill, and the 


duty payable on Scotch fpirits imported into 
England, be raifed from zs« 6d. to as. gd^ 
perfallon, to take place at the expiration of 
Che one now in being on this head. 

The motion palTed in the afiirmative, amS 
thd Houfe was relumed. 

Sir John Miller moved that a Commirte* 
be appointed to enquire into the expendi« 
tufe of the money voted year after ye.'tr for 
the buildings erected on the feite of Somerfefi 
Houfe. 

Mr. Pitt, who faid he would not ult'mate* 
ly oppoib the motion, even tf what he was 
going then to propofe fhould be rejeCled, re- 
commended to the to call for all tlie 

official papers on the fiibjeCt, inftcad of go* 
ing into a Committee of enquiry on the fab«« 
jcCt. 

After feme converfation, the Houfe divi« 
ded on Sir John's motion, which was rejedi* 
ecf, Ayes 31 — Noes 76. 

Sir Willum Dolben informed the Houfo 
that he had ct«iverfed with the Gentlemen 
concerned in the Slave Trade, and they cold 
fum they would not oppofe the bill that he 
was going to move for leave to bring in. He 
then remarked that thoufaiKls of tlie wretched 
Africans, purchafedto be carried asflaves to 
the Wc(i Indies, ptii'ilhed annufiUy on tho 
padage, from ilieir being crouded in fuch 
numbers on board the Ihips: to pi event the 
lofs of fo many lives, he moved for leave to 
bring in a h:ll to limit the number of Ibvet 
that fhall in future heyrmhai ked on boaid of 
any Chip in any one vny.'ge. 

After fome converfation. in which Sir 
William fniJ lie did not mean by his bill to 
affeil the Slave Trade in genera), hut nieicly 
Co introduce one falutary reguiatio.i iulu il^ 
tlie rndtion w^as earned.

Mr. Piiit laid upon the taUe a copy of the 
Treaty with Holland^ in the Dutch LangiLige^ 
together with a teadHation of it. Ai the 
iame time he gave notice that on the hrd open 
Klay he would propofe to the Houfe, ilmt 
the trade with the United Provinces (hoiild 
be put upon the fame footing with that of 
France, 

The Houfe having refolvcd itfelf into a 
Committee, 

Mr. Dnndas rofe to lay hgfore tliem the 
fbtte of thj le venue arifing from the Britifli 
Xndreirions in India. The amount of the ret 
'venues of the three prefulencies of Bengaly^ 
Madras, and Bombay, from the ill of May, 
1787, to ‘the T ft of May, 1788, heftatedto 
be 7, 1 54, aSzl. fterltiig. The demands upon 
this reveraie for the fupporc of the civil and 
military 1 :ftablilhmcn(s in India, including 
iBencooleri aud the Piince of VVales’s Ifland 
(of both u. hich he gave the moft flattering ac- 
count) lie 1 laid, amounted to about 5,1 54,28 zl. 
I'ierling, f o that there would remain a fur- 
plus of tvi o millions fterling, to provide in- 
vcftmenia, and anfwer the other exigencies 
•Ilf the Coi opany . Fmm this furplus, he ob- 
served, 1 ^4,oool. muft be deduced to de- 
fV.iy the ci targe of the four regimenty lately 
’ laifcd for l he Company’s fci vice. The raifing 
and fendiivg out tliofc regiments appeared, he 
ibid, now to be the more judicious, as the 
lart letters from Lord Cornwallis ilated the 
proptiety, and even the nocdVity of fuch*a 
meafure. A further dedu'^tion of 14 lacks, 
be laid, mi; ft be made toUipply the place of 
certain g'» /ernniciit ciiftoms, which orders 
had lately ]> been fent out to abolilh ; and alfo 
a further it im of 74,000!. to aufw’er fomc 
militaiy co itingencies in India. After all 
Chei'e deduf ' ums, there would remain a clear 
fum of 1,8 o2,oool. to be dilpuled of by the 
Company. 

Howk ii.C: 'i afum Ihould be applied was the 
ncxtconfule latiou. Two great ohjcils claim- 
ed a ft»re iit > it, the purchale of mveftnnents, 
and the difall arge of the Company’s debts. If 
ttiefe two iiH} jc^is (hould come into comi>eii- 
tiou, It wpul Id be but jufttce that the dtbts

Uiat (hould be appropriated fer the difchai|[^ 
of them, and fending it home in j^dods, tpd 
means of payment muft of CDurfe be iiicrjB.ifod 
by the profit arifing from -the Tale. Within 
the hift year, he faid a debt of x6jg,875l, 
had been difeharged ; and there was Che moft 
flattering profpeift chat the inveftments would 
in future be llill greater Chan they had ever 
been inteny period before. This very flatter- 
ing proC|ie6t, he admitted, was founded oti 
the continuance of peace ; but the laft letters 
from Lord Cornwallis encouraged hfm to look 
for a continuance of that biefling, from the 
very fatisfaiftury account fliey contained of the 
internal ftrength and fecurity of our provin- 
ces. Mr Dvmdas concluded by moving 1 
ftring of refolutions on the difpofal of the 
furplus of the revenue. 

Mr. Hufley tliougfit the Committee not 
fufliciently in formed to warrant any refolu- 
tion nil fome mure papers fnouid be laid upofl 
the table. 

Mr. Francis faid a country could not be 
faid to be 111 a profperous ficuation, if its re- 
venue did not exceed its expeiuliiure; and 
this he contended was not Che cafe in India, 
notwithftandmg the glofs the Right Hon. 
Gentleman had put upon our aftaii-s in ^tlut 
quarter. It would be in vain to talk of the 
piolpeiity of our provinces in India, when it 
was a known faift that there was an annual 
dram fiom Bengal only, of one ntdliou Iter- 
ling ; a drain, which mult m the end ruin 
the molt opulent countiy. 

After fome converfaCion between Mr. 
Gienville and Sir Grey Cooper, the relolu- 
tions were cairied, and the Houfe adjourned. 

May 26. 

It having been reprefented that a petition 
from the owners of ftage coaches was to bo 
vciy (h(/icly prefvntcd to the Houfe, againll 
parts of the bill for limiting Che number of 
oiftfide palfengers to be ca ried in future by 
ftage coaches, it was ordered by the Houf6 
that the bill (hould be recommitted, for thA 
purpofe of giving the uoach-owners dii op- 
portunity of prsfentiiig their petition in 
time. 

Ttie refolutions of the Committee on tho 
floaiices of India were reported, and after 
fome little couverfation, agreed to by the 
Houfe* 

Mr. Pitt ohferved, that this country had 
always' atferted and enjoyed the fodereignty . 
of Newfoundland, and of Che furrouridiiig fea, 
from Che time of their flrll difcovery, till ft 
bad been found expedient to allow the French 
to fllh upon the coaft : that liberty was fe* 
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to tiiofn by the treaty of Utrecht; and 
treaty of peace, it had been agreed 
t limits within which the French 
i0iery was confined by die treaty of Utrecht 
^ould be enlarged ; and further, chat within 
tfie limits fo enlarged, there fhonld be no 
interference on the part of the Englifii to the 
detriment of the French. Now, though 
f|tri£tly fpeaking, the former were not ex- 
cluded from fiftiing within the limits afiigned 
to the latter, Itill he was of opinion that in 
found policy it ought to be enacted that we 
lliouhl not interfere with the French in cliofe 
parts, but leave them the undivided liheity 
of fifhing within the limits in queftiofl. Many 
motives urged him to adopt this opinion : if 
our (hips were mixed with thofe of France, 
ji might not be a very cafy talk to preferve 
peace and harmony between the two nations ; 
and, on Che other hand, the French might 
have an opportunity of corrupting our fea- 
twen, and inveigling them into their fervice. 
For thefe reafons, therefore, he moved for 
leave to bring in a bill to empower his Ma- 
jefty to fend out diiedtion*; to his Governors 
and Commanders at Newfoundland, to re- 
train the Englilh from fifhing vA'itlun the li- 
mi's afTigned Culhe French by the late ticaty 
of Pans.

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in the city of London*. ITe was hom» we colledt 
from circumftaocesy about the yea/ 1730 or 
1 73 X ; and after an education at Eton he was 
lent to St. John’s College, in Camhndge, 
f robably with a view to the church. At the 
Univerfity his condodl was marked with fome 
•ccentricitias, which, though deferving cen- 
fure from the fnperintendants of education, 
■ot unfrequently accompa»iy good talents ^nd 
laudable dirpofitions. A little extcavagaiice 
deranged his finances, and an unlucky ele- 
vation, occafioned by liquor, broi^ht him 
into a fituation, which requiring Qincellions 
too humiliating for the confidence of youth 
to fubmit to, hp-nl>andoned his profpedls of 
College advaocemenf, and threw himfeif on 
the Publif for fupport and fubfidence. The 
eaufe of his difgrace at the Univerfity is faid 
to have arifen from his joining with 
•Cher young men in an evening frolic} 
when, being purfued by the Piodlor,,he 
Inapped a piliol unloaded at him. — For 
•his ofience he was doomed to a punifh- 
ment which he refificd, anJ, to avoid ex- 
pulfion, left the college and came to Lor- 
don, where he engaged himfeif with Mr. 
Rich, then Manager of Covent- Garden Thea- 
tre. At this period Mr. Barry and Mrs. 
Cibber were the principal performers at that 
Houfe; and from the former Mr. Smith 
feems to have received the rudiments of his 
aew profelfion. His firft appearance on Uie 
flage was on the 8th of January 1753, in 
tlie cliaradler of Tlieodofius. It is recol- 
ledled at this time that many gentlemen from 
Cambridge were auditors of his firft per- 
formance, being brought to London by a 
defire to fupport their fellow-collegian. As 
it was not then the cuftom for young per- 
formers to flare at once into the m^lt ardu- 
ous characters, we find Mr. Smith fur fume 
time performing in the fame plays with Mr. 
Barry, and in fubordinaCe parts. His fe- 
cond performance was Pulydore, in The 
Orphan; the third, Southampton, in Jopes's 
Earl of Eflex ; and Che fourth, I>olabelta, 
in All for Love. He had not long been on 
the Aage before he atCradted the notice uf a 
lady,filfor to the Earl of Sandwich, and widow 
of Kelland Courtnay, £fq. whom he in a 
fiiort time married. She died December it, 
1762, and Mr. Smith fume time after united 
himfeif to his prefenc wife. On Mr. Bar- 
ry’s quilting London, Mr. Smith performed 
many of his charadlers ; and by being con- 
ftantly before the audience, fume fingulari. 
ties in his mode of adting became familiarizeil, 
and liis general manner approved. UiS elti- 
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matioo, however, arofe lefs from his ffiilL 
lie performance than from the proprieef 
of his private charadler, which commanded 
the refpedt of thofe who were not acquainted, 
perfonally with him, and recommended him 
to the friendfhip of thofe who were. When 
Churchill pubhihed hisRofeiad b 1761, Mr. 
Smith had no other notice than the two fol- 
lowing lines: 

Smith, the genteel, the airy, and the fmait. 
Smith was juft gone to fchool to fay his part. 

Having continued twenty-two years at 
Covent- Garden Theatre, in the winter of 
1774 engaged with Mr. Garrick, and 
remained at Druiy-Lane during the reft 
of his theatrical life, which expired on tlio 
9th inftaut in the manner already men- 
tioned. 

During the courfe of 3 5 years Mr. Smith 
never was abfeut from London one feafon, 
nor ever performed out of the metropolis, ex- 
cept the fiimmer immediately after Mr. Hol- 
land’s death at Briftol, whofe (hare in chat 
theatre he held for a feafon ; and again in 
1774, when he went in the fummer u* 
Dublin. 

The following character of this gentleman 
by Mr. Kelly, has been pobted out to ua 
as no bad portrait.

PrologUM of no' great merit. He appears, 
indeed, not to have fet much value on his 
literary acquifitions, though they are faid 
not CO be contemptible. Perhaps few perfons 
have chotributed more to bring the pro- 
felfion of an adter into repute, or to era- 
dicate Che prejudices againft it, than he has 
done. PofTelTed of the manners and deport- 
ment of a gentleman, he has always pre- 
ferved a fpirit of independence even in the 
belt company. He has alfo had the 
merit of avoiding * the unmanly pra^ice of 
courting applaufe from diurnal evnters. 
—The approbation he has experienced 
may be faid to have been fairly obtained 
by his own exertions, and he retires 
from the public notice w ith a charadler un- 
debafed with meannefs or fervility.

Monf. Calonne, with other didinguifhed 
foreigners, and all the Amballadors and £n« 
voys. 

Drkvsiss. 

The Drawing-room was very fplendiil, 
ancf the rich dreifes were equal to the difplay 
of -any former year on the occafion ; thofo 
of the Qiieen aifd Princefles were in Tome re- 
fjlpdls furpnfingly brilliatic. 

The King was habited in dark brown, 
with the plainnefs which is cudumary on hia 
own. birth* day. 

The Prince of Wales was dreffed wUli 
hts ufual Ude ; Ins waidcoat and breeches of 
light- coiourfld filk and filver; his coat was 
of a pale peach-coloured filk, with a Itiipe 
of a darker ihade, richly embroidered wiiU 
filver down the feams, and fp^ngled,—- His 
Highiiel's's garter was fadened over the (boul- 
der with a diamond ^paulct, a dar foi med 
of diamonds, of uncommon bvauty ; which, 
with a brilliant George, and liat and feather, 
with diamond button and loop, gave every 
advantage to his Highnefs’s hanufome per- 
fon. 

The Duke of York was in brown richly 
embroiilered ; and wore along wicli Che en- 
li<;ns of the Order of the Gcirttr, thofe of 
Eich of the devices' were fee 
with diamonds. The Jiar of the CafaUoiiam 
order was highly fuperb. 

The CJiueen's drefs was blue and filver in 
Che body and train ; the fringe very rich.— 
The |>ctticoal highly fuperb, being covered 
with lace, and real di.dmonds ; in tlie front 
were four large dripes of blue ribbands, 
edged with diamonds, and four large tadeis 
of diamonds added dill more to the brilliant 
appearance. The petticoat was drawn back, 
and fadened on esch fide, by three branches 
compofed of giafs and green leaves, inter- 
mixed with diamonds formed in fnow- drops 
and lillies of the vall«'y, and trcmbiing to ihe 
eye with the molt altonilhmg effect. In- 
deed we never, on any former occafion, wii- 
■eded her Majefty in fucli codly apparel. 
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The Princeie Royal*— Her HKghDefs’s 
train and body were of a yellow fgrouiid^ 
t&ith an embroidery of purple and filver, 
with medallion ornaments. The trimHiing 
was coropofed of yelldw mfes« fweec peas 
tndlilaes; plumes of feathei*s, and feflohns 
of large fpanglesi very fuperb and rich.— 
The petticoat was a plain» white luftring.— 
Her Highnefs’s head-drefs was very hriU.ant j 
and confided of diamonds^ feathen, afid 
ilowers of filver. 

The PriiiAfs Auguda's drefs in body, train, 
and petticoat, was like that of the Puncefs 
Royal; the trimming was different; the 
mod peculiar decorations were the Royal Oak 
Loughs which 'ITar ighnefs wore : they 
Were formed in green foil, with real aeornsi 
A chain of fedoons, formed in green and 
filver fpangles in an oblique diredlioni are 
alfo to be noticed ;— the other decorations 
were of bouquets of pink rofes, foil and 
fedoons. Her Highoefs's cap was orna- 
mented with a wreath of filver flowers, and 
beautifully rich with diamonds! 

Princefs Elizabeth.— Her Highnefs appear^ 
ed in a body and train of green and filver ; the 
petticoat was white lufti ing ; the trimming 
was formed of embroidery, foil, pink rofes, 
and plumes of feathers, difpofed with great 
cade and beauty. Her head drefs was of 
diamonds, foil, feathers, and reeProfes. 

The Princcifes Mary and Sophia were in 
robe coats ; that of the Princefs Mary was 
more adorned than ufual ; the trimming was 
of green, purple, and filver. 

Duchefs of Gordon.— A purple crape bo- 
dy and train, with a yellow crape petticoat, 
trimmed with fine lace, and broad dripesof 
purple, embroidered with Hones (which 
liadtlie etfedl of diamonds), aprofufionof 
diamonds in her cap, mounted With v&iegat- 
cd grafs, in the dile of the Queen's, 

The Ladies' head-drelTes feemed to cor ref- 
pond with the other parts for tade and ele- 
gance, efpecially the cafjue, whofe nodding 
plumes feemed to fpeak tlie wearers lefulved 
to coufuerf 

Many of the ladies wore Circadian fleeves, 
trimmed with fringe, which had a very good 
ciTtidl. 

Purple, deep blue, and light green, are 
the prefent reigning colours, and very much 
worn by the gentlemen but Che ladies feem 
quite loth to quit the pale blue and pink. 

The drelfes of the Ladies were in general 
extremely elegant, with little variation in the 
form ; the different trimmings and appen- 
dages, neverthelefs, gave to each the appear- 
ance of novelty. 

The Gentlettieo, with very few excep- 
tions, were ihoie than ufually plain in tbdr 
attire. 


It was nearly feven o'etbek before tkt 
whole of the drawing-room was cleared. 

Ball. 

The Ball-room was by no means, in pbint 
of number, equal to what we have formerly 
noticed! — Within the dancing ciicle, there 
were, however, the ufual number of fair 
candidates. 

Ac half pad nine o'clock their Majedies 
and *ne Princeffes entered the ball-room, pre- 
ceded by the Officers of State: the over- 
ture of Sampfon began playing on the 
entrance of the King, and continued till their

right, acknowledged by the Monarch him- 
felf, to addrefs their remondranccs to him (a 
right they cannot pofTjIdy makeufe of at pre^ 
fent, on account of Che forced fufpcnl^on of 
their fundtion^) S this Court declare unani- 
snoufty, that they ennnut, and ought not to 
proceed to the reading, publifhing, ^nd re- 
gifiering tlie faid edidls, declarations, and or- 
ders.— [They allud^' to the Arrets in Che late 
Bed of Jufticc.] 

The King’s Officeis of Juftice, after hav- 
ing perufed the above Arret, have adhe^'ed 
to the contents of it. 

JRemts, Junt 3. A Courier Extraordi- 
nary, who arrived fiom Vei failles at 50 mi^ 
nutes after ten o'clock laft niglit, has alarmed 
us exceedingly.

they then threatened to impnfon him, when 
being perfuaded Chat if he refufed another 
would execute it, he acquiefced« and departed 
greatly agitated *, bnt overcome by grief, he fell 
down ;ilmoft dead, and is at preftnc in great 
danger. The Members <if Parlianieiic learn- 
ing whit had hap,^ncd, aifemhlrd at t[ie Pre* 
fideiit's ; 500 men immediately fui rounded 
his hotels whilft tiie other troops Rationed 
lliemfelvesin the ftreets and crollways. The 
people then allembicd, ftiuc up their (hops, 
and fell upon the foldiers, who p.aciencly ftif- 
fered their blows and infultSi and feemed 
ready to liear^ every thing" rather ^lan dip 
their hands in ]french blood. The Magift rates 
of the country parifties offered their afCftance ; 
but the Members of Parhamenc apjieafed the 
people, and refured the offers of Che villagers, 
only telling them lobe prepared. The Par- 
liament then cold M. de Thiars that he mpft 
be anfwerahle for all the blood which would 
be fpilt, upon which he withdrew his troops 1 
the tumult then ceafed, and the Members 
sfoparted. This morning the Lettn s de Co- 
ebet were carried to them, wliich the Magt-

They are ftill . ifenibled. The Ct^mm.^mdant 
Ihoddered, they lay, at the people's cries, and

l>ifrdrent accounts have been received of 
an affray at the Hague, which took place in 
confequence of the French Ambalfador's

St. Prieft^ adling in his own defence, chop- 
ped off the hand of a Dutchman with his fabre* 
The conflidf grow fo violent, that the bur- 
ghers were alarmed, and the military were 
commanded to interpofe, which they did, 
and terminated the contention with fomo 
difHculry. 

The King of France has fent a memorial 
to Che States of Plolland rcfpe£ling the fixtli 
article of the treaty juft figned between Great 
Britain and Holland'. The French are afraid 
left, by that article, the Hnglifh are bound 
to aift in conceit with Holland in cafe an at- 
tack is made on the territories in the £aft- 
Indies belonging to tlie Dutch. 

A proper anfwer has been returned by the 
States of Holland to the memorial of the 
King of France, alTuring his Majefty, that 
the article allinled to has been mifreprefented, 
as nothing inimical to Che peace or profpericy 
of the French interefts, is even implied in 
the treaty with England, unlefs hoftilities 
fbould be adlually commenced ; in that cafe, 
Holland and England are teciprncally bound 
to a6l in concert for the benefit of each 
other. 

We learn that the famous Paul Jones is 
arrived at Peterlburgh, and has b-en appoint- 
ed Rear-Admiral of cheRulTian fleet, which 
confifts of 1 6 fhips of the line. The firitilh 
Officers in the Rulfian fervice have prefented 
a roem0ri.1l to, the Emprefs on the appoint- 
ment of Paul Jones, in which they ftato 
their determination not to ferve under him. 
At the head of this memorial ftands Che 
name of Admiral Greig. This information 
was brought by a vefTel chat was t8 days on 
her palTage from Peterfburgh to this coun- 
try, and is uF more recent date than any which 
has lately been. received from that quarter.

mained then inuifpofed.’* The meflenger 
retuiued back, preding Mr. Montague’s at- 
tendanceon hisLordfhip, who had feme ma- 
terial bufinefs to communicate; upon which 
Mr. Montague replied, ^ He would wait on 
the Earl in the afternoon.” 

At five o’clock the mader went to Caen- 
Wood- Lodge, where he was introduced to 
Earl Mansfield, who was alone. ** 1 lent 
for you, Sir, fays his Lord (hip, fo receive as 
well ofTicially, as my acquaintance and friend, 
the refignatioo of my Office ; and m order to 

favu 
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faya trouble, I hayecaufed the inftrumencco 
be prepared, as you will here fee.'* He then 
introduced the paper, which after Mr. Mon- 
tague had perufed, and found proper, the 
£air|^[||Sned. The mafler underwrote it, and 
afterwards difpatched it to the Lord Chan- 
cellor’s houfe, who lajd it before tjjie King. 

Earl Mansheld has been Chief of the King’s 
Bench exaflly thirty-two years, liaviAg been 
raifed thereto in May 1756, on the deceafe 
of Sir Dudley Ryder. 

Soon after his LordAiip’s refignation was 
ijgnified, the following was fent to him. %Jt 
was figned by the Counfel of the King’s 
Bench Bar, who had pradlifed in thf Court 
during his Lordfhip's adminift ration. 

To the Earl of Mansfield. 

My Lord, 

It was our wifh to have waited perfonally 
upon your Lordfhip in a body, to have taken 
our public leave of you on your retiring from 
Cheoftice of Chief JuAice of England; but 
judging of your Loi'd(hip*s feelings upon foch 
an bccafion by our own, and cunfideririg be- 
fides, that our numbers might be inlbnvenient, 
we defire in this manner afl'edl innately Co af- 
fure your Lordfhip, that we regret with a 
juft fenfibility, tlie lofsuf aMagidrate, whoCe 
coiifpicuoiib and exalted talents conferred 
dignity upon the profeffion ; whofc enlight- 
ened and regular administration of juttice 
made its duties lefs difhculc and laborious, 
and whole manners rendered them pleafanc 
and refpe^tablc. 

But while we lament cur iofst we remem- 
ber with peculiar fati&Ldlinn, that your Lord. 
Ihip is not cut off from us by the fudden 
ftroke of painful diftempes, or Che more 
diftrefTmg ebb of tholt* c-xtraordinary faculties 
which have fo long dift.iigiiilhed you amongft 
men ; hut that it has pleafud God to allow to 
the evening of an uleful and illu^nous life 
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the pored enjoyments which nnture lias ever 
allotted ic^the unclouded reAedlions of a 
fuperior and unfading mind over its vaiied 
events, and the happy conreioufnefs, that it 
has been faithfully and eminently devoted to 
the highed duties of human fociety, in the 
mod didingnifhed nation upon earth. 

May the feafoti of this high* fatisfaflion 
hear its iiroportion to the lengthened days of 
your adt^vicy and drength.
